This  Was  Children's  Day  at  the  Fair  and  the 

Young    Folks   Attended     In 

Force. 


The  Columbian   Guards   Shown  to    Be  in- 
efficient and  More  National  Troops 
Given  to  Schofleld. 


Chicago,  May  1:7.— After  a  lengthy 
conference  held  between  District  Attor- 
ney Milchrist  and  his  assistants  early 
this  morning,  it  was  decided  to  file  the 
bill  to  enjoin  the  opening  of  the  World's 
fair  on  Sunday  with  Clerk  Burnham  to- 
day. The  bill  will  be  presented  before 
Judge  Jenkins  and  Grosscup  sitting  in 
the  L'nited  States  circuit  court.  Beyond 
setting  a  time  for  a  hearing  it  was  de- 
cided that  no  action  would  be  taken  and 
the  proceetlings  in  court  will  only  occupy 
a  few  minutes.  It  was  decided  that  tne 
date  for  hearing  would  be  set  at  such 
time  next  week  as  will  be  convenient  for 
the  sitting  of  Chief  Justice  Fuller  111  t  e 
hearing  of  the  suit. 

THE  CHILDREN'S  DAY. 


The  Young  Folks  Crowded  the  Fair  Grounds 
This  Morning. 
World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago 
May  27.— School  children  in  force  came 
»n  see  the  fair  today.  The  action  of  the 
officials  in  reducing  the  price  of  admis- 
sion for  the  young  folks  to  25  cents  has 
been  productive  of  a  big  increase  and 
Saturday  has  been  put  down  as  a  weekly 
"children's  day."  Notwithstanding  the 
heavy  clouds  which  hung  over  the  White 
City,  now  and  then  letting  loose  a  shower, 

thousands  of  the  young  students  came 
out  early  and  their  number  with  the  pros- 
pect of  an  open  evenin^c  will  run  the 
total  attendance  for  the  day  up  to  about 
75,000. 

This  number,  together  with  the  pros- 
pects of  a  tremendous  crowd  tomorrow 
should  the  weather  prove  favorable,  has 
caused  the  spirits  of  the  fair  ot^cials  to 
rise  greatly. 

Visitors  to  the  fair  today  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  for  the  first  time  the  display 
of  tine  and  liberal  arts  from  sunny  Italy. 
The  Italian  sections  in  the  fine  arts  and 
manufactures  buildings  were  opened  ty 
the  public.  That  part  of  the  French 
building  known  as  the  Salle  d'Honneur 
was  also  opened  to  the  public  today. 
The  remainder  is  devoted  to  the  exhibit 
from  the  city  of  Paris. 

Gen.  Schotield  of  the  United  States 
amjy,  has  weighed  the  Columbian  guards 
in  the  military  balance  and  found  them 
wanting  to  such  an  extent  in  efficiency 
and  discipline  that  he  has  asked  the  sec- 
retary of  war  for  an  additinrial  detail  of 
army  officers  to  put  the  guard  on  a  bet- 
ter footing. 

The  large  gate  at  the  entrance  to  the 
"street  in  Cairo"  in  the  Midway  plaisance 
was  opened  to  admit  the  public  at  10 
o'clock  this  morning.  On  opening,  tlie 
plaisance  was  the  scene  of  an  Egyptian 
wedding  precession  composed  of  300 
natives  from  various  parts  of  Egvpt  and 
Arabia  and  headed  by  a  band  gaily  cap- 
arisoned. The  marching  natives  of  the 
orient  were  arrayed  in. their  best  and 
brightest  costumes  owned  in  the  street. 
After  the  procession  had  paraded  the 
street  of  all  nations  the  formal  entrance 
was  made  through  the  gate  of  the  street 
in  Cairo,  and  the  ceremony  concluded 
with  speech-making  and  feasting. 


THE  EXPOSITION  GUARDS. 


Par- 


The  Fair  Officials  Having  a  Monkey  and 
rot  Time  With  Them. 
Washington,  May  27.— According  to 
advices  received    here    yesterday    from 
Gen.  Schofield,  the  World's  fair  officials 
are  having  a  monkey    and    parrot    time 

with  the  exposition  guards.  The  gen- 
eral sent  a  most  pleading  telegram  to 
Secretary  Lamonr  for  the  detail  of  addi- 
tional officers  to  assist  in  maintaining 
discipline  and  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  the  guard. 

He  says  the  presence  of  more  officers 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  Hfe  and  property.  He  regards  the 
early  detail  of  a  score  or  more  of  offi- 
cers of  the  utmost  importance.  It  was 
probably  on  the  strength  of  this  tele- 
gram that  the  secretary  finally  approved 
the  proposal  which  has  been  pending  for 
sfime  time  for  the  detail  of  two  com- 
panies ot  the  Third  infantry  from  F<>rt 
Snelling.  Minn.,  as  an  additional  guard 
for  the  exposition.  The  request  of  addi- 
tional officers  has  not  been  complied 
with  yet.  'This  is  a  matter  that  will  be 
attended  to  by  Secretary  Lamont  after 
his  return  from  New  York  next  week. 

The  request  was  a  surprise  to  him  as 
he  had  expected  to  be  able  to  relieve 
several  ot  the  officers  now  on  duty  at 
Chicago,  in  order  that  the  regiments 
might  have  the  benefit  of  their  services. 
He  assumes,  however,  that  Gen.  Scho- 
field has  good  reason  for  his  recommend- 
ation and  is  disposed  to  approve  it. 

While  it  has  not  actually  appeared  in 
black  and  white,  the  war  department 
officials  think  they  understand  pretty 
well  what  is  the  true  cause  of  the  de- 
mand for  assistance  from  the  department. 
They  feel  that  the  exposition  people 
are  in  financial  distress.atid  that  the  more 
government  forces  are  used  the  less 
dram  there  will  be  on»the  resources  of 
the  exposition.  With  officers  in  charge 
of  small  detachments  of  citizen  guards, 
it  is  further  assumed  that  more  efficient 
service  will  be  obtained  fn^m  them. 

Another  reason    assigned  for  the  pres- 


ence of  regu'ar  troops  is  the  fear  of 
trouble  from  people  on  the  outside  who 
are  [irotesting  »  bitterly  against  the 
closing  of  the  grounds  on  Sunday.  It  is 
reported  that  a  (|uiet  hint  has  been 
dropped  to  the  w;  r  department  authori- 
ties to  the  effect  tliat  there  is  danger  of 
the  grounds  being  broken  into  by  unruly 
mobs  when  the  gates  are  closed. 


FOR  BREACH  OF  PROMISE. 


An  Elderly  Widow  Wants  Heavy  Damages  From 
a  Doctor. 

New  York,  .^lay  27.— The  Herald 
says:  Mrs.  Saraii  J.  Monroe,  an  elderly 
widow,  has  brought  suit  in  the  superior 
court  against  Dr.  ohn  Shrady  for  $20,000 
damages  for  breai.li  of  promise  of  mar- 
riage. Dr.  John  Shrady  is  one  of  the 
best  known  physicians  in  Harlem,  where 
he  has  a  very  large  practice.  He  is  a 
brother  of  L)r,  Cieorge  Shrady,  whose 
adopted  daughter  recently  married  Ed- 
win Gould.  Dr.  Shrady  was  married 
twenty  years  ago  md  has  two  charming 
grown  u[)  daughters  who  are  well  known 
in  society.  Mrs.  .Shrady  died  a  number 
of  years  since. 

Mrs.  Monroe  is  ihe  widow  of  Philip  J. 
Monroe,  formerly  a  well  known  cloth 
merchant  in  this  c  ity,  who  was  afterward 
third  auditor  in  the  United  States  quar- 
termaster's office  in  this  city.  He  died 
about  eighteen  years  ago.  She  was  a 
Mits  Inness  and  is  a  third  cousin  of  Dr. 
John  Shrady.  Mrs.  Monroe  has  two 
daughters,  one  of  whom  is  married. 

In  her  ccmplairr,  Mrs.  Monroe  says 
that  Dr.  Shrady' i  courtship  began  in 
June,  1886,  and  continued  until  Decem- 
ber, i8c)2.  The  defendant  denies  all 
Mrs.  Monrtie's  allegations  except  that  he 
refused  to  marry  her  when  she  asked 
him  to  do  so. 

An  order  for  Dr.  Shrady's  arrest  was 
issued  .May  22,  and  he  was  notified  that 
bail  would  be  ticed  at  S5000,  but  the 
order  has  not  yet  been  served.

WASHiNtiToN,  May  27.— The  alumni 
of  Lafayette  college  in  Pennsylvania  in 
attendance  on  tht  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  together  with  resident  mem- 
bers, gave  a  dim  i:r  last  night  at  the  Uni- 
versity club  to  President  Wartield.

Prof-  Briggs'  Case  Upon   the  Appeal  From 

the  New  York  Presbytery  Aojourned 

Until  Monday. 


The  Judicial  Committee  Committee  Has  Not 
Yet  Determined  the  Time  to  Be  Al- 
lowed the  Parties. 


A  Bitter  Attack  Made   Upon  the  Episcopal 

Church  At  Today's  Meeting  of  the 

Assembly. 


Washington,  May  27.— The  trial  of 
Prof.  Briggs  by  the  general  assembly 
upon  the  appeal  from  the  presbytery  of 
New  York  which  was  expected  to  begin 
this  morning  has  been  postponed  until 
Monday.  The  day  was  opened  by  a 
half  hour's  conference  and  prayer  meet- 
ing in  New  York  Avenue  church  led  by 
J.  D.  Hays,  of  Kentucky.  Several  hun- 
dred commissioners  took  part  in  this  ser- 
vice and  the  galleries  were  well  filled 
although  the  weather  was  discouraging 
to  the  female  portion  of  the  community, 
a  rain  falling  at  the  hour  of  meeting. 

At  9:30  promptly.  Dr.  Craig  calle  d  the 

assembly  to  order  and    offered    prayer. 

Elder  Purnell  stated  to  the  assembly 
that  the  report  that  he  had  yesterday 
moved  to  refer  the  Briggs  case  to  the 
New  York  synod  was  a  mistake.  He 
did  not  make  such  a  motion  but  repu- 
diating much  that  had  been  said  on  both 
sides  and  on  legal  grounds  alone,  voted 
to  entertain  the  appeal. 

Rev.  George  D.  Baker,  D.  D.,  chair- 
man of  the  judicial  committee,  reported 
that  the  committee  had  used  all  due  dili- 
gence to  comply  with  the  instructions  of 
the  assembly  tn  prepare  the  Priggs  case 
for  trial  this  morning,  but  had  been  un- 
able to  do  so.  He  was  able  to  report, 
however,  that  an  agreement  had  been 
signed  by  the  parties  to  waive  the  read- 
ing of  the  record,  which  would  save  at 
least  a  full  day. 

Reserving  to  themselves  the  right  to 
read  such  portions  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  in  presenting  their  arguments, 
the  committee,  he  said,  had  to  recom- 
mend that  the  trial  of  the  case  be  post- 
poned until  Monday  morning  at  9:30 
o'clock  and  then  be  continued  morning, 
afternoon    and    night    until    concluded

POISON  IN  STRAWBERRIES. 

Boarders  at  a  Fashionable   Boarding   House 
Were  Poisoned. 

New  York,  Ma>  27.— Thirteen  per- 
sons who  eat  their  meals  at  the  fashion- 
able boarding  house  of  Mrs.  McKinley 
on  Clinton  street,  South  Brooklyn,  were 

taken  ill  after  dinner  last  Sunday  and  it 
is  believed  they  w;re  poisoned  by  eating 
strawberries. 

The  most  seriously  affected  are  Wm. 
K.  Gokey,  Mrs.  Gokey  and  John  Web- 
ster. Several  consultations  or  physicians 
have  been  held  11  relation  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  G«»kevs,  but  last  night  the 
doctors  pronounced  their  cases  naost  ser- 
ious and  could  rot  determine  what  the 
outcome  would  be. 

Mr.  Webster,  al:hough  confined  still  to 
his  bed,  is  said  to  be  on  the  road  to  re- 
recovery.  The  rest  of  the  poisoned 
boarders  outside  the  Gokeys  and  Mr. 
Webster  are  doing  well  and  will  re- 
cover. 

Murder  at  Williamstown. 

White  Plains,  N.  Y.,May  27.— Chief 
of  Police  Patrick  Cash,  of  Williamstown, 
shot  and  killed  James  Cleary,  of  that 
town,  about  midn  ght  last  night,  and  is 
now  m  the  county  jail  charged  with  mur- 
der. It  is  said  that  the  shooting  was 
prompted  by  a  ro»r  over  a  division  of  the 
work  on  the  hij!;hways,  for  which  the 
families  of  both  m'tn  were  bidders. 


Will  PmII  Through. 
Findlav,  0.,  Ml..  27.— The  People's 
Bank  of  North  Biikimore  in  which  ex- 
Sccretary  Foster  held  $io,o<;o  stock, 
stood  a  heavy  run  vcsterdav  and  it  was 
feared  would  be  compelled  to  suspend. 
f  nc  bank  opened  lip  for  business  as  us- 
ual this  morning,  however,  and  its  direc- 
tors announce  their  ability  to  pull 
through  the  financial «turm  safely. 


The    report  was  received  and  the  post- 
ponement until  Monday  agreed  to. 

The  vote  yesterday  afternoon  on  the 
motion  to  entertain  the  appeal  in  Dr. 
Briggs'  case  was  as  follows:  Yeas,  409; 
nays,  145.  This  was  in  opposition  to  Dr. 
Briggs' contention  that  the  matter  should 
first  go  to  the  New  York  synod. 

The  postponement  of  the  trial  of  Pro- 
fessor Briggs  by  the  general  assembly 
until  .Monday  next  is  said  to  be  largely 
due  to  an  inability  of  the  parties  to  de- 
cide upon  the  amount  of  time  they  shall 
ask  in  which  to  present  their  case. 
Upon  the  trial,  the  commissioners  of  the 
presbytery  of  New  York  who  were  shut 
out  of  the  debate  on  the  question  of  the 
entertainment  of  the  appeal  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  in  defense  or 
explanation  of  the  action  of  the  body. 
So  far.  Professor  Brown  said  this  morn- 
ing, there  had  been  no  consultation  as  to 
the  time  to  be  asked  by  the  presbytery 
and  he  could  not  say,  even  guess,  what 
the  request  would  be. 

Dr.  Baker,  chairman  of  the  judicial 
committee,  which  has  charge  of  the 
preparation  of  the  case  for  trial,  saia 
that  no  statement  had  been  made  to  the 
committee  by  the  parties  and  he  could 
make  no  estimate  of  the  time  that  would 
be  occupied  on  the  trial. 

Col.  McCook  of  the  prosecuting  com- 
mittee said,  in  response  to  a  question  on 
the  subject,  that  the  committee  would 
probably  ask  four  and  one-half  hours  to 
present  its  case.  This  would  include 
the  time  used  in  reading  extracts  from 
the  record  and  the  time  occupied  by  the 
committee  might  be  considerably  less. 

Prof.  Brigg*  has  made  no  statement 
yet  ot  the  time  he  wants.  Until  the  re- 
quests of  the  [iarties  are  received  by  the 
judicial  committee,  it  will  be  impossible 
to  even  approximate  the  time  that  the 
general  assembly  will  give  to  the  trial  of 
the  case. 

Pertinent  in  this  connection  is  a  de- 
claration made  by  Stated  Clerk  Roberts 


this  morning,  that  the  entertainment 
fund  of  the  association  was  sufficient  to 
give  every  commissioner  $1.5©  a  day  for 
another  week. 

The  feature  of  the  morning  session 
was  a  bitter  attack  by  Rev.  A.  Nelson 
Hollifield.  of  Newark.  N.  J.,  (»  the  Epis- 
copal church.

FLOODS  IN  MISSISSIPPI. 

Many    Plantations    Overflowed    and    Cotton 
Crops  Destroyed. 

\'iCKSBUR(.,  Miss.,  May  27.— rhe  cre- 
vasse in  the  Mississippi  river  in  front  of 
Juilge  Wylie's  plantation  is  n(jw  2,100 
feet  wi<le.  The  gin  house  on  the  planta- 
tion has  been  swept  away  and  Judge 
Wylie's  fine  mansion  is  expected  to  share 
a  like  fate.  Governor  Foster  has  been 
asked  for  ten  days  rations  for  2000  peo- 
ple south  of  the  crevasse  and  will  supply 
them. 

One  hundred  tents  for  the  destitute 
people  at  Lake  Providence  arrived  late 
last  night.  The  crevasse  has  already 
overflowed  twenty-eight  plantations  in 
the  west  side  of  Madison  and  is  fast  en- 
croaching on  ethers.  The  flood  in  the 
Tensas  basin  comprising  the  inland  par- 
ishes is  worse  than  expected. 

Hoeuf  river  is  within  three  feet  of  the 
flood  of  three  years  ago  and  is  rising  ten 
inches  daily.  The  estimated  loss — one- 
fourth  of  the  cotton  crop  in  these  par- 
ishes and  60  percent  in  Concordia,  Ten- 
sas, -Madison  and  East  Carroll— must  be 
largely  increased.  The  levees  from  Red 
River  to  Memphis  are  being  guarded 
with  a  strong  force  of  volunteers.  So  far 
all  are  reported  intact, 

A  TRIANGULAR  FIGHT. 


The  Nicaragua  Revolutionists  Are  Quarreling 
Among  Themselves. 

New    York,  May    27.— The    World's 

special  from  Salvador  says:     It  is  known 

here  that    difference    exists    among  the 

members  of  the  committee  appointed  by 

the  revolutionists  to  have  provisional 
control. 

Ex-President  Joaquin  Savata,  the 
representative  of  the  Progressista  party, 
is  at  Complete  variance  with  Eduardo 
Mantillo,  representing  the  Conservatives, 
who  threaten  to  withdraw  from  the  pro- 
visional government. 

Santos  Zelaya,  the  representative  of 
the  Liberal  party  in  the  government  com- 
mittee, is  said  to  be  quietly  working 
over  his  own  election  to  the  presidency, 
and  as  both  the  others  named  are 
thought  to  have  presidential  aspirations 
there  is  likely  to  be  a  triangular  fight  in- 
side the  revolutionary  governing  com- 
mittee. 

The  Baiik  of  Granada,  it  is  thought, 
furni;.  i^d  the  revoluti(mists  S3>$#oo  and 
merchants  arc  said  to  have  given  a 
similar  amount. 


ROBBED  THE  EXPRESS  CAR. 

A  Train  Held  Up  in  Texas  by  Two  Masked 
Men. 

Coleman.  Tex,,  May  27,— The  north 
bound  Gulf,  Colorado  and  Santa  Fe  pas- 
senger train.

He  Discharged  a  Chinaman  Who  Was  Ar- 
rested Under  the  Provisions  of  the 
Geary  Act. 


The   judge   Has    Given  Out    His   Written 

Decision   in  the  Case  to  the 

Counsel. 


This  Appears  to  Afford   a  Loophole  Through 

Which  the  Geary  Law  May  Be 

Evaded. 


New  York,  May  27.— Judge  Lacombe 
of  the  United  States  circuit  court  at  the 
request  of  Maxwell  Evarts,  associate 
counsel  for  the  Six  Companies,  has 
given  out  his  written  decision  in  the  case 
of  the  Chinaman  who  was  recently  ar- 
rested under  the  provisions  of  the  Geary 
law.     It  is  as  follows: 

"The  prisoner  who  was  on  May  26 
arrested  by  the  United  States  marshal, 
being  admittedly  a  Chinese  laborer  and 
found  here  without  the  certificate  of  resi- 
dence required  by  the  act  of  May  5, 1892, 
now  offers  to  prove  by  a  credible  white 
witness  that  he  was  a  resident  of  the 
United  States  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  act,  but  does  not  proffer  any  ex- 
cuse such  as  is  recognized  by  the  sixth 
section  for  his  failure  to  procure  a  certi- 
ficate within  the  time  limited, 

"The  statute  rei^uires  the  judge  before 
whom  such  a  person  is  brought  M  order 
that  he  be  deported  from  the  United 
States,  unless  be  proved  not  only 
residence  here  before  the  passage  of 
the  act  but  also  some  sufficient  excuse 
for  the  non-procuring  of  his  certificate. 
In  my  opinion  the  framer  of  the  act  used 
the  conjunctive  'and'  instead  of  the  dis- 
junctive 'or'  advisedly  and  intentionally 
— the  use  of  the  word  'so'  at  the  close  of 
the  sentence  is  persuasive  to  this  con- 
struction, 

"If  the  supreme  court  has  held,  as  it  is 
suggeste<i,  that  'and'  must  be  read  'or'  to 
make  the  action  constitutional,  but  I  am 
shown  no  such  opinion,  nor  is  any  yet 
filed  and  I  must  therefore  take  the  act  as 
1  find  it.  the  arrest  by  the  marshal  was 
within  the  authority  conferred  on  that 
officer  by  the  sixth  section,  but  the  pris- 
oner ha\in>»  been  brought  before  the 
tribunal  wluch.  is  to  pass  on  bis  case,  the 
question  now  arises  what  is  td  l)e  done 
with  him. 

"The  sixth  section  says  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  judge  "to  order  his  depor- 
tation from  the  United  States  as  herein 
before  provided,'  Examination  of  the 
prior  sections  of  the  act,  however,  dis- 
closes no  provisions  for  such  deporta- 
tion. The  most  I  can  do,  therefore,  is  to 
order  his  deportation  whenever  provis- 
ion shall  be  coade  for  the  same  by  the 
proper  authority,  presumably  by  con- 
gress, thouijh  some  other  act  to  which 
my  attention  has  not  been  called  may 
contain  sufficient  provision  for  this,  in 
which  case  no  further  legislation  would 
be  needed. 

"I  find  no  provision  authorizing  the 
United  States  judge  in  such  cases  to 
order  the  person  found  without  certificate 
to  be  imprisoned  for  an  indefinite  time 
while  awaiting  deportation,  and  there- 
fore shall  discharge  him  from  custody. 
This  order  will  presumably  be  sufficient 
warrant  for  his  future  removal  when 
some  proper  officer  appears  charged 
with  the  duty  and  clotbed  with  the  au- 
thority to  remove   him," 

The  sixth  section  of  the  exclusion  act, 
which  refers  especially  to  the  deporta- 
tion of  Chinamen  who  have  no  certifi- 
cates, contains  at  the  end  of  the  first 
paragraph  the  following,  referring  to  a 
Chinaman  under  arrest:  "Shall  be  taken 
before  a  L'nited  States  judge,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  order  that  he  be  deported 
from  the  United  States  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  unless  he  shall  establish  clearly 
to  the  satisfaction  of  said  judge  that  by 
reason  of  accident,  sickness  or  other  un- 
avoidable cause  lie  has  been  unable  to 
procure  his  certificate,  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court,  and  by  at  least  one 
credable  white  witness,  that  he  was 
resident  of  the  l'nited  States  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act."

New  York,  May  27.— Admiral  de  Li- 
bran  yesterday  notified  the  memorial 
committee  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public that  300  officers  and  men  from  the 
French  fleet  would  be  handed  on  Memo- 
rial day  in  order  to  take  part  in  the  pa- 
rade. 

Admiral  Guilo,  of  the  Spanish  war 
ship  Infanta  I«.ibe!.  has  also  signified  his 
intention  of  assisting  in  the  celebration 
ot  the  day.  Two  hundred  of  the  Spanish 
sailors  and  marines  will  take  part  m  the 
parade. 

Chairman  Brown,  of  the  memorail  com- 
mittee, has  telegraphed  to  Secretary  La- 
mont asking  permission  for  the  foreign- 
ers to  land  fully  armed.  It  is  expected 
that  the  leave  will  f)€  granted.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  Italian  and  Spanish  contingents 
delegations  from  all  the  visiting  vessels 
are  expected.

Plan  to  Set  Forth  the  Great  Advantages  of 

the  Public  School  System  of 

Minnesota. 


There  is  at  Present  a  Very  Reasonable  Dis- 
position in  the  Matter  of  Restaur- 
ant Charges. 


Chicago.  May  27.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) -The  Duluth  paper  mache 
topoijraphical  map  is  bcinc  placed  on  a 
"Y"  shaped  pedestal  under  the  direction 
of  W.  M.  Prindle,  whose  wife,  I  am  told, 
conceived  the  idea  in  the  tirst  place.  As 
yet  it  is  not  in  proper  shape  to  fully  ap- 
preciate its  beauties  and  its  usefulness, 
but  I  presume  it  will  soon  be  the  most 
prominent  and  attractive  exhibit  in  the 
Minnesota  state  building.  Besides  show- 
ing the  topography  of  the  country  in  and 
around  Duluth  it  will  show  the  s  quares 
in  the  platted  portion  with  the  streets 
and  avenues  and  the  wide  expanse  of 
harbor  for  which  the  Zenith  City  is  noted 
among  the  lake  marine  men  of  the 
country. 

In  this  respect  Duluth  has  a  great  ad- 
vantakje  over  the  toy  man-constructed 
harbors  of  Chicago.  There  is  scarcely  a 
month  goes  by  there  in  which  some  lake 
captain  is  not  cashiered  for  running  by 
the  main  entrance  to  the  Chi- 
cago harbor  and  bringing  up 
somewhere  in  South  Chicago. 
Of  course  this  is  usually  occasioned  by  a 
heavy  fog  or  the  darkness  of  night.  Such 
a  thing  could  not  be  done  by  vesselmen 
arriving  at  Duluth  with  their  craft.  I 
confess  that  I  never  appreciated  the 
value  of  the  Duluth  fog  horn  until  I  came 
here,  where  they  have  nothing  to  guide 
the  mariner  in  the  way  he  should  go. 

Professor  Willson,  in  charge  of  the 
Minnesota  educational  exhibit  here,  has 
devised  a  plan  to  set  forth  the  great  ad- 
vantages of  the  public  school  system  of 
the  state.  He  is  preparing  an  album 
containing  views  of  the  principal  educa- 
tional institution?,  tirst  giving  a  tine  ex- 
terior view  follow.;d  by  a  half-dozen  in- 
terior views  ot  each  building.  The  high 
schools  of  Duluth,  St.  T\ui'.  and  Minne- 
apolis have  each  a  hj.if-dozen  pages  of 
the  book  ior  the  purpose  of  describing 
their  schools,  giving  their  curricula  and 
setting  forth  their  particular  excellences. 
The  Duluth  High  school  building,  of 
course,  shows  up  better  than  any 
of  them  in  the  matter  of  cuts 
done  in  half  tone.  The  matter 
of  description  and  statistics  is  to  be,  left 
in  the  hands  of  Prof.  Deafeld,  who 
will,  of  course,  see  that  the  Zenith  City 
is  properly  represented.  Copies  of  this 
album  will  be  sent  to  all  the  prominent 
educators  of  the  United  States  and  will 
serve  to  show  forth  what  the  North  Star 
state  can  do  in  the  way  of  education. 

It  will  be  a  revelation  to  many  of  the 
older  states  in  the  Union  as  will  also  be 
our  state  educational  exhibit  in  the  lib- 
eral arts  building.  Prof.  Willson  said  to 
me  yesterday  that  he  only  feared  two 
states  in  the  matter  of  educational  ex- 
hibit, namely.  New  York  and  Massachu- 
setts. The  cause  of  this  fear  did  not 
come  from  anything  they  had  yet  dis- 
played, because  their  exhibits  are  not 
complete,  but  from  the  great  re[>utation 
that  they  had  in  the  line  of  public  educa- 
tion. The  articles  by  Prof  Reed  in  the 
Forum,  which  have  praised  very  liber- 
ally the  Minnesota  public  school  system, 
setting  forth  that  our  system  was  in 
many  ways  superior  to  that  of  the  older 
Eastern  states  has  greatly  encouraged 
all  the  public  educators  of  the 
state  who  will  in  consequence 
make  every  effort  to  excel  at 
this  exposition  as  they  unquestionably 
did  at  New  Orleans.  The  exhibit  of  the 
school  of  feeble  minded  of  St.  Peter, 
Minn.,  takes  rank  with  the  displays  of 
any  other  state  made  here,  and  in  the 
matter  of  hammered  brass  work,  the 
manufacture  of  brushes  and  in  fancy 
knitting  and  crochet  work  have  scarcely 
any  competitors.

not  yet  arrived  upon  the  grounds.  It 
will  be  c.tst  in  bronze  after  the  exposi- 
tion is  over  and  will  then  occupy  a  place 
of  honor  in  Minnehaha  park.  The  statue 
has  been  cast  life  size  and  is  reported  to 
be  a  tine  piece  of  work  in  every  respect. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  money 
for  the  production  of  this  piece  of  work 
was  raised  from  the  ladies  of  Minnesota 
by  Mrs.  L.  P.  Hunt,  of  Mankato. 

The  mailer  which  is  now  of  most  inter- 
est to  Minncsotians  in  general  is  1  pre- 
sume the  cost  ot  living  in  Chicago  while 
attending  the  fair,  it  is  difVicult  to 
answer  this  queitum  to  suit  all  classes 
because  everyone  will  desire  accommo- 
dations to  suit  his  individual  taste.  The 
cheapest  possible  rate  of  living  here 
taken  together  with  admission  fees  to 
the  fair  proper  will  amount  to  ;>3  per 
diem.  Accommodations  costing  $100  a 
day  can  be  readily  secured  if  one's 
mind  runs  to  style  qr  luxuries.  If  the 
visitor  knows  where  to  go,  he  can  live 
here  as  cheaply  as  he  can  in  Duluth  with 
the  exceptii>n  of  room  rent  which  will 
average  about  $1  per  diem  for  the  poor- 
est class  of  rooms.  In  some  cases  weekly 
rental  of  rooms  has  been  bargained  for 
to  accommodate  one  person  tor  $5  per 
week.  There  is  at  present  a  very 
reasonable  disposition  in  the  matter  of 
restaurant  charges.  As  long  as  the  large 
hotels  are  not  over  crowded  there  will 
be  no  trouble  in  securing  cheap  rooms  at 
a  reasonable  cost. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  hotel  ac- 
conimi>datit>ns  here.  It  is  estimated  that 
over  200  new  hotels  and  lodging  houses 
have  been  erected  in  South  Chicago  to 
accommodate  the  World's  fair  trade,  but 
these  hotels  are  newly  plastered  and 
poorly  constructed.  1  would  not  advise 
anyone  tt>  take  rooms  in  them 
except  as  a  last  resort.  The 
management  of  the  Columbian 
exposition  are  considerably  exercised 
over  the  reports  which  have  been  sent 
out  relative  to  the  extortion  of  hotel  and 
restaurant  men  about  the  time  of  the 
opening  of  the  fair.  These  reports  were 
in  the  main  true  and  their  efifect  upon'the 
stream  of  visitors  who  had  turned  their 
steps  toward  Chicago  has  had  a  very 
wholesome  influence  upon  the  hosts  and 
caterers  of  Chicago.  They  have  discov- 
ered that  the  great  public  press  of  this 
country  is  a  power  and  that  it  will  not  do 
to  get  rich  in  six  months  at  the  expense 
of  the  dear  American  public.  They  have 
come  down  off  their  high  horses  very 
gracefully  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  how 
well  they  will  protit  by  their  lesson  in  the 
future. 

The  executive  officers  of  all  the  state 
buildings  upon  the  grounds  have  per- 
fected an  organization  and  have  decided 
to  issue  a  letter  signed  by  all  of  them 
asking  the  railroads  to  reduce  their  fares 
to  Chicago  to  the  price  of  a  single  trip 
both  ways.  They  will  call  attention  in 
their  letter  to  the  fact  that  as  much  of  a 
reduction  in  fares  should  be  made  for 
the  Columbian  exposition  as  is  usually 
made  for  state  and  county  fairs  in  the 
various  stales.  They  will  later  issue 
another  letter  stating  that  there 
i^         no  attempt  upon         the 

part  of  the  hotels  and  restaurant  men  to 
make  exorbitant  charges,  and  advising 
the  people  to  come  here  without  fear  of 
being  treated  in  any  improper  manner  by 
the  Chicago  public.

The  Missabe  road  bonds  have  carried 
by  an  overwhelmingly  favorable  vote 
and  the  only  opposition  worthy  of  the 
name  was  found  on  "the  Vermilion  range. 
In  the  city  the  vote  was  light,  the  total 
being  only  165 1,  but  the  percentage  was 
6  to  I  in  favor  of  the  bonds.  In  West 
Duluth  there  had  been  considerable  fear 
that  there  was  going  to  be  some  opposi- 
tion, but  these  fears  proved  to  be  practi- 
cally groundless.  The  proportion  there 
was  about  the  same  as  in  the  city.  The 
Mesaba  range,  as  expected,  was  solid  for 
the  bonds.  Mountain  Iron  and  Virginia 
went  almost  unanimous  in  favor  of  the 
bonds.  In  the  smaller  towns  also  the 
sentiment  seems  to  have  been  entirely 
favorable.  There  was  opposition  at 
Tower,  of  course,  but  it  was  half-hearted, 
and  one  precinct  of  Breitung  was  car- 
ried. 

The  majority  in  favor  of  the  bonds 
will  run  over  2000.  When  the  returns  are 
all  in  it  will  be  found,  also,  that  not  only 
have  a  majority  of  the  precincts  been 
carried  but  fully  two-thirds.  There  are 
fifty-six  precincts  in  the  county  and  over 
thirty  of  them  are  already  known  to  have 
voted  for  the  bonds.

Irish  Home  Rule  Fund. 

The  recent  meeting  held  at  the  Temple 
opera  house  in  the  interest  of  the  Irish 
home  rule  movement  was  a  very  suc- 
cessful affair,  the  financial  results  being 
highly  gratifying.  In  addition  to  the 
receipts  from  that  source  there  have 
been  several  handsome  contributions  to 
the  fund  that  is  being  raised  in  Duluth, 
and  there  is  i^ood  reason  now  to  believe 
that  a  good-sized  fund  will  be  raised  in 
this  city. 

The  Herald  has  already  pointed  out 
the  importance  of  raising  this  fund.  The 
home  rule  cause  has  reached  an  im- 
portant stage.  By  the  gallant  and  un- 
selfish work  of  that  "grand  old  man,'* 
William  E.  Gladstone,  the  Irish  people 
are  in  a  fiir  way  of  securing  the  local 
self  government  that  they  desire.  But 
it  is  a  hard  fight  that  is  being  waged  in 
the  British  parliament.  The  Tories  and 
Unionists  are  contesting  every  inch  of 
the  ground.  They  are  adopting  all  the 
obstructive  tactics  known  to  skilled  par- 
liamentarians. It  will  be  many  weeks 
yet  before  the  last  clause  of  the  bill  will 
have  been  reached. 

It  takes  money  to  carry  on  this  fight. 
The  members  of  the  British  parliament 
do  not  receive  a  cent  of  salaries.  The 
Irish  home  rule  members  are  mostly 
poor  men,  who  are  unable  to  personally 
bear  the  expense  of  living  in  London  for 
so  long  a  time  and  they  must  be  assisted.

eral  years  ago,  but  like  Mr.  Pillsbury  be 
has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Duluth 
will  always  be  the  chief  center  of  the 
trade  and  commerce  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes.  The  marked  advance  made  by 
Duluth  within  the  last  year  alone  has 
been  sufficient  to  change  the  views  of 
these  gentlemen. 


A  Story  of  Progress. 

Duluth's  bank  clearings  for  the  past 
week  show  an  increase  of  38.8  per  cent 
over  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year, 
while  the 'clearings  at  Minneapolis  khow 
a  decrease  of  31  per  cent,  and  St.  Paul's 
increase  was  only  4  per  cent.  This  tells 
the  story  of  Duluth's  present  prosperity 
and  steady  progress  as  compared  with 
the  other  leading  cities  in  the  Northwest. 
All  the  conditions  here  point  to  a  contin- 
uance of  this  happy  stale  of  affairs. 

The  commercial  agencies  also  report 
that  throughout  the  country  generally 
there  has  F)een  quite  an  improvement 
during  the  past  week.  Better  weather 
throughout  most  of  the  country  has  stim- 
ulated retail  trade  and  the  large  distribu- 
tion of  goods  has  made  jobbing  trade 
.ictive.  Monetary  anxieties  have  curi- 
ously abated  and  at  many  widely  sei;ar- 
ated  points  large  loans  solicited  a  week 
or  two  ago,  to  provide  for  extreme  emerg- 
encies in  different  cities,  have  not  been 
wanted  and  threatening  failures  at  sev- 
eral points  have  passed  without  causing 
much  disturbance.  All  that  is  needed 
now  is  confidence. 


Why  does  not  the  canal  company 
show  a  profile  of  its  route,  asks  the  News 
Tribune  today.  Well,  the  directors  of 
the  company  are  presumably  not  idiots 
to  do  that  until  they  have  secured  posses- 
sion of  the  right-of-way.  To  show  the 
profile  before  the  land  has  all  been  se- 
cured would  mean  an  additional  expense 
of  perhaps  $500,000.  Any  person  who 
knows  anything  about  locating  a  railroad 
knows  this  to  be  true. 


Duluth  wants  a  municipal  garbage 
system,  but  it  wants  one  that  has  been 
tried  and  proven  successful.  The  best 
system  is  that  under  which  the  city 
awards  contracts  to  collect  and  dispose 
of  the  garbage  and  pays  the  contractors 
out  of  the  general  fund.  This  the  system 
that  Duluth  people  want. 


The  West  Duluth  Times  endorses  the 
Minnesota  Canal  company's  enterprise 
and  urges  the  people  of  that  village  .to 
vote  for  the  county  aid  asked  by  the 
company,  in  view  of  the  benefits  which 
it  claims  will  accrue  from  the  furnishing 
of  cheap  power. 


There  was  a  discussion  by  newspaper 
publishers  in  Chicago  the  other  day  on  the 
question  of  reducing  the  size  of  the  Sun- 
day paper  or  of  increasing  it.  Why  not 
abolish  it?  The  Saturday  evening  papers 
give  all  the  news  that  appears  in  Sunday 
papers. 


The  Chief  City. 
-  It  has  been  the  boast  of  the  people 
across  the  bay  that  the  new  flour  mills 
were  certain  to  be  erected  there  because 
of  better  terminal  facilities  than  could 
be  obtained  in  Duluth.  The  experience 
of  the  Freeman  mill  rather  knocks  that 
claim  in  the  head.  The  removal  of  Mr. 
Freeman  from  the  management  of  the 
mill  which  bears  his  name  has  brought 
to  light  some  facts  about  the  expense  of 
running  mills  in  Superior  that  do  not 
bear  out  the  boastful  assertions  of  our 
neighbors. 

The  Herald  refers  to  this  matter,  not 
with  any  desire  to  beliule  their  natural 
advantages,  but  to  demonstrate  that  they 
have  no  advantages  which  Duluth  does 
not  possess  for  the  milling  busines?.  It 
appears  that  the  Freeman  mill  has  had 
to  pay  heavy  shipping  and  transfer 
charges  and  that  thcs2  charges  have 
made  a  big  hole  in  the  receipts.  Yet  the 
Superioi  papers  have  constantly  assert- 
ed that  it  was  on  account  of  such  charges 
that  Duluth  was  at  a  disadvantage  witQ 
Superior.    The  facts  show  otherwise. 

In  this  connection  it  is  worth  noting 
that  George  A.  Pillsbury,  one  of  the 
famous  family  of  Minneapolis  millers, 
who  was  at  the  bead  of  the  lakes  this 
week,  expressed  the  opinion,  after  a 
careful  survey  of  the  situation,  that  Du- 
luth. and  not  Superior,  is  to  be  the  great 
ifiilling  center  at  the  head  of  Lake  Su- 
perior. He  formerly  held  the  opposite 
belief,  just  as  at  one  time  he  thought  that 
Superior  was  to  be  a  greater  city  than 
Duluth. 

President  James  J.  Hill,  of  the  Great 
Northern,  entertained  similar  views  sev-

ANSWERS  MR.  RUDE. 


Frank  F.  Davis  on  the    Subject  of  Securing 
Waivers  0!  Riparian  Rights. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  have  read  with  much  interest  the 
communication  of  Mr.  B.  C.  Rude  in  this 
morning's  News  Tribune.      The  serious 

obstacle  to  the  success  of  the  canal  com- 
pany's   enterprise,    in  the  judgment  of 
Mr.  Rude  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  owners 
cf  riparian  rights  on    the  St.  Louis  river 
have  not  waived  the  same  in  favor  of  the 
canal  company.      It  is   not  expected  by 
the  canal  company  that  such  owners  will 
waive  them.     It  would  be  just  as  reason- 
able to  expect  a  waiver  by  all  the  ripar- 
ian   owners    on    the    bay   front  of  their 
rights       because       the       state       pro- 
poses       to         erect         an        elevator 
there.      But    it    must    bs  admitted  that 
riparian  rights    can    be    both  purchased 
and  acquired  through    the    right  of  emi- 
nent domain.      The  canal  company  has 
no  notion  of  diverting  anv  of  the  waters 
of  the  Mississippi    river    for  the    simple 
physical  reason    that    water  will  rot  rnn 
up  hill.    The  fear,    therefore,  of    injunc- 
tions from  Minneapolis    millers  is  caus- 
ing no  sleeplessness    on  the  part  of   jhe 
canal  company's  representatives.  There 
has  been  made  t)y  the  canal  company    a 
full    exposition    of    the  water    supplies 
which  it  proposes  to  utilize,  and  the  Red 
river  and  the  Mississippi  cut  no  figure  in 
its    program.    So  long  as  there  is  money 
enough      in      the      treasury      of      the 
canal    company    to    purchase    and   the 
courts    are    open   to  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings there  need  be   no  fear  on  the 
score  suggested  of  the  success  of  the  en- 
terprise,     bhadows    of    chimerical    law 
suits  and    spooks    of  imaginary   injunc- 
tions   are    not    objects  of    terror  to  the 
gentlemen    who    are    interested   in   the 
Minnesota  Canal  company.     The  owner- 
ship of  the   route,  the  engineering  diffi- 
culties incident  to  construction,  the  water 
supplies  necessary  to  insure  success  have 
all  been  most  carefully  investigated,  and 
it   was   only  when   every  such   difficulty 
had     either     been     obviated    or    pre- 
pared    for      that      the      canal      corr- 
pany    subscribed     its    capital    and  put 
its  bands  to  the  wcrk.    We  can   assure 
the  citizens  of  Duluth  and  of  the  county 
of  St.  Louis  that  the  plans  and  purposes 
of    the  company   are   neither  crude  nor 
immature    notwithstanding     the    state- 
ments of  those  who  are  without  informa- 
tion to  that  effect. 

Some  criticism  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact 
that  the  canal  company  is  endeavoring 
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to  enlist  the  sympathy  of  the  wage 
earners  of  St.  Louis  county  in  its  enter- 
prise. Tiie  canal  company  could  not 
avoid  doing  so  even  if  it  desired.  Every 
step  in  the  prosecution  ot  its  enterprise 
is  one  in  the  interest  of  labor- 
ing men.  The  factories,  the  manu- 
facturing establishments  of  every 
character  which  its  cheap  power  will 
bring  to  the  city  of  Duluth  will  be  so 
many  new  homes  for  labor.  It  is  the 
prosperity  of  the  workingm.iii  which  is 
most  thoroughly  subserved  by  the  cre- 
ation of  this  greit  work.  Nine  tenths  of 
all  its  investments  will  represent  labor 
and  it  would  be  an  injustice  for  the  canal 
company  to  ignore  or  be  unmindlul  of 
this  great  clement  in  the  presentation  or 
maturing  of  its  plans.  The  canal  com- 
pany appeals  to  all  citi/ens,  rich  and 
poor,  high  aud  low,  who  have  the  inter- 
ests of  this  community  at  heart  to  ful'y 
investigate  before  condemning  this  en- 
terprise.

The  Secretary  Corrected. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

It  is  well  knowA  that  Secretary  Thomp- 
son, of  the  chamber  of  commerce, 
notwithstanding  the  fat  salary  of  more 
than  i^joo  per  month  that  he  draws,  has 
not  yet  found  time  to  get  out  the  annual 
report  of  that  body  for  last  year,  which 
should  have  been  gotten  out  months  ago, 
but  that  he  finds  pleuty  of  time  to  make 
windy  speeches  and  that  he  is  never  so 
happy  and  self-satisfied  as  when  listen- 
ing to  the  mellifluous  tones  of  bis  own 
voice. 

At  a  late  meetinj  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce,  when  the  subject  of  canals 
was  under  consideration,  he  fancied  that 
he  entirely  demolished  the  theory  that  a 
canal  could  be  successfully  operated 
connecting  the  Mississippi  river  at  St. 
Paul  with  the  head  of  Lake  Superior,  by 
asserting  in  the  most  positive  arsd 
vehement  manner  that  the  Missis- 
sippi river  at  that  point  is  400 
feet  higher  than  the  water  in  our 
harbor,  and  that  therefore  the  proposed 
canal  could  not  be  operated  unless  the 
water  could  be  made  to  run  up  hill.  With 
due  respect  to  the  sapient  secretary, 
however,  I  beg  leave  to  express  the  con- 
viction that  such  a  canal  might  be  suc- 
cessfully operated,  even  if  his  statement 
as  to  the  difference  in  the  elevations  of 
the  respective  termini  of  the  canal  were 
true;  but  as  a  matter  ot  fact  the  Miis's- 
sippi  at  St.  Paul,  instead  of  being  400 
feet  higher  than  tlie  water  of  our  harbor, 
is  cnly  from  yo  to  100  feet  higher,  the 
exact  difference  being  dependent  entirely 
upon  the  stage  of  water  in  the  river. 

So  much  for  Secretary  Thompson's 
accuracy  of  statement,  or  for  his  scientific 
knowledge.  This  leads  rae  to  remark 
that  if  all  the  statistics  which  the  secre- 
tary is  in  the  habit  of  "firing  oft"  when- 
ever he  gets  an  opportunity  are  as  reli- 
able as  his  positive  assertion  as  to  the 
relative  elevation  of  St.  Paul  and  Duluth, 
it  might  be  well  to  receive  them  with  a 
good  many  grains  of  allowance. 

But  allow  me  to  ask,  in  conclusion, 
about  what  time  during  the  few  remain-

How  Tom  Carter  is  Remembered  There  as 

the  Itinerant  Vender  of  "Footprints 

of  Time." 


Lincoln,  Xeb.,  May  j;.— [Special  to 
The  Herald. |— I  write  tiom  the  midst  uf 
the  sun-kissed  prairie?  of  the  land  of  the 
"Kugeaters."  For  sunshine  and  iiood 
climate  this  partnf  the  state  is  especially 
favored  over  many  other  parts  of  this 
land  of  ours.  Overhead  is  a  delicate 
d«rae  of  blue.  In  softness,  delicacy  of 
lint  and  all  the  points  that  mark  the  sky 
read  about  in  books,  this  Nebraska  sky 
is  a  peer  of  that  famous  azure  canopy 
over  sunny  Italy.  Gentle  springtime  is 
here  with  both  her  dainty  bare  feet.  No 
lingering  snow  drifts.  No  togs,  drizzlinjj 
rains,  penetrating, chilling  winds,  nordis- 
cordant  fog  horns  are  here  to  breed  dis- 
content in  the  bosoms  of  the  people. 

Mother  Earth  has  on  her  new  spring 
dress  of  grassy  green.  It's  a  beauty  and 
no  hard,  bare,  gray  rocks  spoil  its  splen- 
lioT.  What  a  few  years  ago  was  the 
border  land  of  the  great  Americ.imlesert 
is  now  one  great  garden.  Railroads 
radiite  iu  every  direction.  As  the  result 
of  I'ncle  Sam's  timber  claim  act  and  J. 
Sterling  Morton's  Arbor  day,  i].  Sterling 
now  has  his  Democratic  feec  inihe  shoes 
of  the  commissioner  of  agncultuie 
not  long  since  occupied  by  the  sod 
trampers  of  your  Uncle  Jerrv  Rusk)  what 
was  not  long  ago  a  barren  ptairie,  now 
has  almost  the  appearance  of  a  forest. 
Instead  of  buffalo  grass  and  occasional 
c»cti,  king  corn,  wheat  and  pasUues  of 
tame  grass  now  cover  the  bu.xom  bosom 
ot  Mother  Earth.  This  pure,  delicate 
hued,  cloudless  sky  is  peculiar  to  this 
part  of  the  Union  and  's  beyond  my 
power  to  describe.  Tbe  soft,  gentle  air, 
scarcely  perceptible  in  its  motion  has 
dropped  its  load  of  dust  and  jand,  lost 
its  fierceness  and  is  entitled  to  rank  with 
the  poetic  zephyrs.  Bearing  the  songs 
of  wild  birds,  the  speech  of  tarm  animals 
mingled  with  the  hum  of  occa'^ionil 
cities  and  numerous  vi  hgcs  and  sweetly 
perfumetl  with  the  scent  of  blossoms 
which  no*  claim  their  day  in  orchard, 
field  and  meadow,  this  season  of  tbe  year 
is  equalled  only  by  the  auluma  season, 
and  IS  worth  going  many  miles  to  see. 

The  seasun  here,  perh.ips  more  notice- 
ably 50  than  in  Dulu'b,  has  been  back- 
ward. For  twelve  weeks  snow  covered  the 
ground,  a  condition  of  things  that  headed 
off  the  oldest  mhabiiant's  recollections. 
After  that  sank  into  the  fertile  soil,  its 
chiily  breath  remained,  and  it  is  only 
within  the  past  few  days  that  old  Sol  has 
been  er.couraging  Uame  Nature  here 
with  his  accustomed  wamr.h  and  liber- 
a.lity.  Wheat  and  the  other  ctreals  are 
abort  and  in  places  not  up  to  the  stan- 
dard in  healthy  color.  But  few  fields  of 
corn  are  up.  Much  has  just  been  plant- 
ed and  considerable  more  is  yet  to  be 
planted.  That  will  be  no  disadvantage 
any  longer,  however,  as  the  long  warm, 
sunny  autumns  and  late  frosts  almost 
always  insure  that  crop.  But  little  rain 
has  yet  fallen  and  in  the  Western  part  of 
the  state  and  the  prairies  of  Colorado, 
none  worthy  of  mention  has  followed  this 
spring,  which  is  beginning  to  cause  a 
little  apprehension.  It  is  liable  to  come 
any  dav,  though  un|innounced,  which 
will  make  things  as  they  are  desired  and 
should  be. 

The  eastern  half  of  Nebraska  is  one  of 
the  real  garden  spots  cf  tbe  world.  A 
few  miles  to  the  west  of  Lincoln  is  the 
matchless  Blue  valley.  In  mild  climate, 
well-to-do  farmers,  large  and  sure  yields 
of  cereals,  Indian  corn,  cattle,  hogs, 
horses,  fruits,  grasses  and  politics, 
the  crops  are  enormous.  Here 
thev  need  Duluth  lumber  and  the 
manufactured  products  of  Duluth's 
mines.  They  want  cheap  railroad  fare 
to  Duluth's  cool  summers,  with  their 
hunting,  hshing  and  boating.  And  right 
here  in  Nebraska,  even  if  it  does  lack  in 
tropical  foliage  and  rugged  scenery,  the 
weak  lungs  and  throats  rasped  by  the 
harshness  and  severity  of  Duluth's  win- 
ters aed  springs,  can  find  as  sure,  safe 
and  much  nearer  and  cheaper  relief 
and  cure  than  in  Florida  or  California. 
As  near  Duluth  as  Chicago,  with  one  or 
two  competing  air  lines,  of  which  several 
have  been  proposed,  the  manufactures 
of  the  East  can  just  as  well  come  via  the 
great  lakes  and  pay  toll  in  Duluth  in- 
stead of  in  Chicago  and  other  Plastern 
points.  Then  Nebraska  grain,  hay, 
truit,  beef  and  pork  could  go  to  Duluth 
just  as  quickly  and  cheaply  as  to  Omaha, 
Chicago  or  Siou.x  City,  with  the  added 
cost  arising  from  that  method  of  trans- 
portation. 

This  trip  has  been  most  pleasant  all 
around.  Not  a  little  of  that  result  has 
been  due  to  the  good  railroad  connec- 
tions. I  left  Duluth  Sunday  afternoon 
and  over  the  St.  Paul  dv:  Duluth  railway, 
whose  interests  are  so  carefully  groomed 
by  Col.  Frank  B,  Ross  in  the  Zenith 
City,  on  a  fast  train,  over 
a  smooth  road  bed  and  in  a  comfortable 
chair  car,  I  reached  St.  Paul  in  time 
for  supper.  The  ne.xt  morning  I  met 
Dr.  A.  W.  Riiigland  at  the  breakfast 
table.  Upon  his  invitation  I  went  out  to 
view  .Macalester  college  and  take  lunch 
at  the  Ringland  residence.  1  was  told 
that  the  college  is  prospering  and  every- 
thing points  that  way.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Ringland  arc  making  many  friends. 
Mrs.  Ringland  said:  "Yes,  I  miss  Du- 
luth. People  here  have  been  very  kind 
to  us,  but  that  cannotcause  us  to  forget  the 
many  dear  friends  made  during  a  nine 
years*  residence  in  Duluth." 

I  also  was  honored  with  an  introduc- 
tion to  Tom  Carter,  of  Montana,  who  was 
captain  of  the  battle  ship  of  the  Repub- 
liban  party  when  it  was  sunk  last  fall 
with  Harrison  and  all  the  crew.  Tom 
seems  to  have  crawled  to  land  safely 
and  was  (;n  his  way  home  from  the  Re- 
publican love  feast  at  Louisville. 

Talking  of  Tom  Carter  reminds  me 
that  he  was  once  a  resident  of  Nebras- 
ka. Some  years  ago,  he  appeared  in 
Wayne  county,  Nebraska,  and  the  region 
round-about,  selling  that  book 
"Foot  Prints  of  Time."  The  work  was 
written  by  a  superannuated  Methodist 
preacher  and  was  pushed  in  the  Western 
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countrv  by  K.  T.  Root,  the  notorious 
publisher  and  subscription  book  pro- 
moter of  Burlington,  Iowa.  Carter  was 
.1  hard  worker,  u  smooth  talker  and  dis- 
posed of  many  of  his  books.  Men  who 
never  before  had  fallen  a  victim  to  book 
agents  succumbed  to  his  wiles  and  a 
land  ottice  business  generally  was  the 
result.  Soon  people  became  interested 
in  the  rapidity  with  which  Carter  sold 
boi>ks.  He  as  soon  became  interested 
in  ihem  and  upon  the  slightest  pretext 
sold  them  "territory"  in  which  they  were 
to  have  the  exclusive  right  to  dispose  of 
"Foot  I'rints  of  Time."  Young  and  old, 
rich  and  poor — all  classes-  bit  greedily. 
Men  mortgaged  their  farms,  ami  failing 
to  make  a  success  with  the  book,  were 
in  time  sold  out  by  the  sheriff.  Some 
traded  horses,  live  stock,  grain,  farm  im- 
plements, second-haad  sewing  machines 
and  well-secured  notes  for  territory. 

After  the  snap  had  been  worked  to 
the  utmost,  Tom  iliscounted  the  notes, 
held  an  auction,  sold  off  his  live 
stock,  grain  and  farm  junk,  pockeied 
his  cash  and  returned  to  Burlington. 
Last  fall  the  Republican  majority  was 
coiisitlerably  reduced  in  several  counties 
in  northwest  of  Om  iha  and  soutliwest  ol 
Siou.x  City  for  the  reason  that  men  who 
had  lost  their  farms  and  caught  iu  other 
wavs  on  "territory,"  wanted  to  get  even 
with  Tom  Carter  and  his  "Foot  Prints  of 
Time."  Right  here  in  Lincoln  is  a 
printer  named  Wot>druff  who  tr.-xded  a 
printing  office  for  "territory"  in  a  Wis- 
consin cranberry  marsh.  I  was  laughing 
with  him  about  it  today. 

In  St.  Paul  I  also  was  given  the  pleas- 
use  of  grasping  the  hand  of  H.  L.  Sisler. 
I  have  a  secret  suspicion  that  he,  too, 
mourns  for  Duluth,  but  he  keeps  up  his 
nerve  and  is  doing  admirably  in  the  cap- 
ital city.  His  heailquarters  are  at  the 
city  ticket  office  of  the  C,  St.  P.,  M.  &  O. 
railway,  ijy  East  Third  street.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  the  general  passenger 
department  at  S^.  Paul  1  was  enabled  to 
save  twelve  hours  time  and  simultane- 
ously enjoy  a  ride  to  Omaha  over  "The 
Northwestern  Line."  I  was  again  agree- 
ably surprised  to  hnd  such  close  connec- 
tions, rapid  time  and  complete  trains. 
This  road  is  making  a  great  effort  for  the 
World's  fair  traffic  and  as  the  result  of 
liberality  and  superb  trains,  is  succeed- 
ing admirably.  Free  buffet  smoking 
and  library  cars,  for  which  no  extra  fare  is 
charged,  are  knocking  out  all  competitors 
with  the  assistance  of  rapid  and  frequent 
special  and  limited  trains.  A  large  com- 
pany of  my  Nebraska  friends  have  de- 
cided to  visit  Duluth  this  summer. 
Some  will  go  on  from  there  to  the  World's 
fair,  and  they  all  say  that  they  will  go 
via  Sioux  City  to  the  Twin  cities  over  the 
Northwestern  line. 

My  space  is  gone.  From  here  I  go  to 
Iowa.  At  Tabor  John  Brown  used  to 
make  headquarters  when  passing  either 
way  from  Canada  and  the  East  to  Mis- 
souri and  Kansas,  during  the  pro-slavery.

In  t85i  he  was  involved 
in'a  fugitive  slave  trouble  at  Christiana, 
Pa.  He  was  arrested  on  the  charge  of 
high  treason,  confined  in  Mayomensing 
prison,  three  months  later  tried  at  Phila- 
delphia and  after  a  trial  lasting  seven- 
teen days  in  which  he  was  defended  by 
Thad.  W.  Stevens,  was  acquitted  by  the 
jury  after  a  few  minutes'  deliberation. 
.Mr.  Hanway  is  now  over  70  years  of  age 
and  within  a  few  weeks  or  months  at  the 
most  his  soul  will  burst  its  feeble 
bounds,  and  with  that  of  the  other  in- 
trepid enemies  of  traffic  in  human  flesh, 
"go  marching  on"  through  eternity.

The  Lumber  Companies  at  Cloquet  Object  to 
Their  Taxes. 

There  is  trouble  at  Cloijuet.  Some 
time  ago  the  council  there  made  a  special 
tax  levy  on  personal  property.  The  C. 
N,  Nelson  Lumber  company  and  Cloquet 
Lumber  company  were  called  on  to  pay 
about  i^Sooo  each.  They  refused  to  do  it 
and  propose  to  contest  it  on  the  ground 
that  the  levy  was  illegally  made.

In  playing  the  English  game  a  chalk  lim 
is  drawn  across  the  table  where  the  "spot' 
appears  on  American  tables,  and  back  of  il 
is  marked  a  semicircular  balk  line.  Th« 
men  place  the  red  ball  r.t  the  opposite  cnc 
of  the  table,  six  inches  from  the  rail,  and 
then  ".string"  for  lead.

The  cue  ball  is  madt 
to  carom  on  the  red  ball  and  then  entt  1 
pocket  2.  "When  the  shot  is  well  executed 
the  red  ball  will  go  entirely  around  the  ta- 
ble, following  the  course  indicated  by  tht 
arrows,  and  return  to  its  old  position. 

Thii  is  a  S-point  count,  and  the  playci 
repeats  it  again  and  again  until  a  iniss  re- 
tires him  from  play.  The  second  playei 
then  starts  from  the  balk  space,  making 
caroms  and  pocketing  his  own,  the  red  01 
his  opponent's  ball  and  sometimes  all 
three.  The  red  ball.when  pocketed  is  al 
ways  spotted  as  at  the  opening  of  the 
game,  and  the  second  player  may  shoot  at 
both  the  red  and  his  opponent's  ball,  unlea- 
the  latter  rolls  inside  the  chalk  line,  where 
it  is  safe  except  from  a  carom  from  the  red 
ball.  A  shot  that  counts  six  is  shown  in 
Fig.  2.  The  cue  ball  pockets  the  red  and 
go«!*  into  the  opposite  jiocket  itself.  Tht 
iutme  count  may  be  made  by  a  carom  oil 
opponent's  ball  to  the  red  and  pocketing 
both  white  balls. 

By  pocketing  opponent's  ball  and  then 
pocketing  the  red  by  a  carom  seven  points 
may  be  made.

Chicago,  May  27.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— The  World's  fair  being  at  the 
center  of  the  continent,  shows  us  the  con- 
dition of  the  renioter  parts  of  our  country 
as  well  as  the  products  of  the  world. 
Yesterday  I  fell  in  with  Edwin  Niccde- 
mus,  of  Spencer,  la.,  whose  name  I  rec- 
ognized as  that  of  one  of  the  prosperous 
German-derived  settlers,  in  the  Cum- 
beru^nd  \aUey,  of  Pennsylvania  and 
Marj-land.  I  took  advantage  of  the 
young  man's  visit  to  ask  some  questions 
about  Western  methods  as  they  would 
appear  to  fresh  Eastern  eyes. 

"You  have  not  been  very  long,  Mr.  Ni- 
codemus,  in  the  West?" 

'Three  or  four  years;  my  father  has 
two  banks  in  Clay  county,  la.;  one  of 
them  is  a  savings  bank,  and  another  a 
regular  bank  of  loans.  Clay  county  is 
in  the  northwestern  corner  ot  Iowa,  not 
far  from  Dakota  and  Minnesota.  It  was 
among  the  later  counties  settled  and 
built  up  in  that  state,  as  you  can  see  by 
the  fact  that  its  county  seat  of  Spencer. 
a  place  of  30C0  inhabitants,  was  named 
for  Senator  Spencer,  of  -Alabama,  who 
once  was  a  politician  of  Iowa.  He  died 
the  other  dav  in  Washington.  Our  co-jnty 
is  not  very  far  from  Sioux  City,  where 
these  great  collapses  have  just  taken 
place  among  the  bankers.  What  hap- 
pens with  us  epitomizes  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  West.  We  have  a  good 
many  Eastern  settlers,  who  alleviate  the 
hardness  of  the  society.  We  have  a  town 
called  Emmettsburg.  where  everybody 
is  Irish.  Other  settlements  are  altogether 
Scandinavian." 

"What  is  the  first  difference  you  note 
between  such  old  Eastern  society  as  that 
around  Hagerstownand  the  new  Western 
society?" 

••For  the  present  everything  in  these 
new  settlements  out  West  pertains  to 
money  and  materiality.  They  have  not 
had  time  to  get  down  to  cordiality  and 
faith  in  each  other.  In  the  struggle  to 
maintain  their  foothold  where  they  have 
settled,  politics,  courtesy  and  everj-thing 
becomes  subsidiary'.  In  the  banking  busi- 
ness out  here  you  want  to  say  very  few 
words,  the  fewer  the  better,  and  put 
everything  down  in  writing,  the  more 
definite  the  better." 

"It  was  not  the  same,  then,  in  the 
East?" 

"Oh.  no.  nay  father  lived  all  his  life  at 
Boonsboro  aud  married  his  wife  from 
Funkstoii,  on  the  National  road,  not  far 
from  the  Battlefield  of  Antietam.  Father 
had  a  mill,  and  the  plain  Germans  there 
of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  cen- 
tury settlements  in  this  country  never 
required  an  obligation.  Father  would 
let  them  have  the  money  they  wanted, 
as  he  was  lending  money,  and  tell  them 
to  fetch  their  wheat  and  com  to  the  mill 
when  they  were  harvested,  and  he  would 
keep  the  account.  They  had  faith  in 
him,  and  did  it.  You  cannot  do  that 
sort  of  thing  in  our  new  Western  so- 
cieties. The  word  requires  to  be  written 
down  there." 


"Is    not  money 
lending  in  the  far 
West  a  risky  busi- 
, ness  now?" 

"V  cry.  You 
'hardly  know  what 
J  to  lend  on.  The 
state  legislatures, 
operated  by  the 
Western  Financial  agricultural  con- 
Safeguards,  stituencies,  are 
constantly  attempting  to  pass  laws  to  re- 
ptidiate  contracts.  The  currency  issue 
and  the  silver  issue  belong  to  the  same 
category.  We  lend  money  and  put  in  our 
loans  the  specification  that  it  is  to  be  re- 
paid in  gold  or  gold's  equivalent 
in  any  other  currency  or  coin.  That 
is  a  subject  of  complaint;  but  as 
we  give  them  gold,  we  demand  gold 
back  again.  The  money  we  lend 
now  has  an  interchargeability  with 
pcld  at  par.  They  would  like  to  return 
It  in  some  depreciated  currency  or 
metal,  and,  therefore,  we  make  them 
sign  a  contract  to  pay  it  in  cold.  The 
legislature  is  constantly  hammering  at 
that  subject,  and  it  is  made  a  subject  of 
complaint.  In  the  same  way  they  are 
attacking  the  insurance  companies.  It 
is  common  in  the  West  when  a  man  in- 
sures for  him  to  give  his  note  for  one- 
half  payment,  that  is,  the  second  hilf. 
In  many  cases  he  does  nr>t  pay  the  note, 
and  yet'if  he  loses  his  property  be  insists 
that  the  note  is  cash,  though  it  has  been 
protested.  They  have  attempted  in  the 
legislature  to  make  the  mere  note  with- 
out any  reality  to  it  hold  the  insurance 
company  or  factor.  So,  in  the  matter  of 
mortgages  there  is  a  constant  struggle  in 
the  legislature  to  tax  the  man  who  holds 
the  mortgage,  instead  of  taxiot:  the  land 
which  is  mortgaged.  A  farmer  comcj  to 
as  and  wants  to  mortgage  his  farm,  and 
we  let  him  have  the  money.  Then  his 
policy  is  to  tax  our  mortgage  and  dodge 
the  tax  on  his  land,  but  we,  meantime, 
are  merely  out  of  money.  They  are  still 
working  on  that  line,  though  they  have 
not  yet  been  successful." 

"I  suppose  the  railways  are  pressed  in 
the  same  manner." 

"Oh.  yes;  the  lawmaking  power  is  al- 
ways gunning  for  the  railroad,  as  it  is 
for  the    insurance    companies  and    the 


banks.  That  is  why  leading  money 
comes  out  of  the  people  at  last,  for  if 
thcv  attempt  dishonorable  conditions,  the 
riak  or  the  .cnder  is  nil  the  greater,  and 
he  is  going  to  cover  his  risks." 

"How  much  can  you  gtj  cu;  there  fqr 
money— lo  per  cent?" 

"Yes,  we  get  10  per  cent  when  we  lend 
on  farms,  as  a  rule;  we  lend  on  cattle  for 
shipment  to  Chicago  at  6,  7  orS  percent. 
They  charge  us  in  Chicago  6  or  7  }>er 
ceiu  for  the  money,  and  the  risk  of  deal- 
ing with  the  individual  boriower  falls 
upon  ourselves.  Hence,  according  to  his 
intention  and  capacity  to  return  the 
money  his  rale  of  interest  has  to  be 
fixed.  When  you  consider  what  he  paid 
lor  his  land,  and  bow  much  superior 
wert  bis  conditions  of  settlement  to 
where  his  forefathers  settled  ia  the  East, 
the  rate  of  interest  is  but  reasonable.  He 
has  no  timber  to  clear,  buys  his  land 
very  cheap  and  seeds  and  reaps  it  with 
modern  machinery.  Although  the  farm- 
ers have  complained,  and  in  many  cases 
with  justice,  yet  land  in  C!ay  county  is 
$10  an  acre  higher,  generally  speaking, 
than  it  was  a  very  few  years  ago." 

"Has  not  Chicago  plenty  of  money  on 
deposit  in  its  banks  to  lend  to  the  re- 
gions beyond  it?" 

"Yes;  it  is  surprising  how  much  money 
they  have  got.  The  First  National 
b.ank  here  has  from  twenty-seven  to 
thirty  millions  on  deposit  all  the  time. 
The  fact  that  money  is  the  blood,  the 
basis  of  settling  and  tilling  these  new 
regions,  causes  it  to  be  a  subject  oi 
cavil  and  {attack.  People  wonder  if  they 
cannot  get  around  an  obligation  by  dis- 
covering some  pan.-icea  to  replace 
money;  some  way  of  legislating  money 
into  existence,  like  .Arsigi  raising  the 
dead." 

"Do  you  think  the  silver  question  is 
going  to  prevail  out  West?" 

"The  farmers  are  sensible,  alter  all,  and 
they  are  having  their  eyes  opened  fast 
on  the  silver  method  of  relief.  When 
they  see  the  failure  of  respectable  firms 
and  large  trusts  and  banks  in  the  East, 
such  as  happened  the  other  day,  and 
find  the  president  ascribing  it  to  silver, 
and  his  cabinet  holding  the  same  views, 
and  the  press  in  line  with  those  criti- 
cisms, they  begin  to  see  lliat  false 
prophets  would  only  lead  them  into  the 
mire." 

George  M.  Pullman  is  the  best  known 
citizen    of    Chicago,   because  he,   living 
there  and  there  commencing  his  e.vperi- 
ments    in  transportation,    appears    ubi- 
quitously all  over  this  land,  as  not  even 
Uncle  Sam  shows  up,  for  the   mail  wag- 
ons in  red,  white  and  blue  are  to  be  seen 
only  in  our  large  cities,  while  the  costly 
Pullman  cars  run    past    all  the  villages 
and  petty  stations.    Old  as  these   parlor 
and  sleeping    cars  are,  some  millions  of 
the  American  people  do  not  yet    under- 
stand just  what  they  may  be,  as  cm   be 
seen  by  the  intruders  at  the  country  sta- 
tions, who  sit  down  and  are  a  little  dazed 
to  note  how  kind   the  road    has  been  to 
them   f<ir  the   first    five  or  ten   jninutes. 
They  cannot  quite    understand  how  the 
passengers  stare  at  them,  whereas   they 
expected    to  have    the  whole    stare,    as 
country  folks  learn  things  through  their 
pupils.    The    Pullman  building   in  Chi- 
cago is  on  the  lake    front,  and  is  a    very 
conspicuous  building,   made  of  red  terri 
cotta  and  brick,  with  a  huge  central  arch, 
and  the  whole  building  over  the  arch  re- 
cessed,      like      the       Mills      building 
in         New       York       where      Pullman 
has   his    Eastern    offices.      The  presi- 
dent   of    the    Pullman    Car    company 
holds  a  continual  levee,  and  I  felt  while 
sitting  about  his  room  and  holding  over 
at  frequent   interruptions,  that  he  prob- 
ably bad  more  callers  than  the  president 
of  the  United  States.    Each    man    must 
come  to  business  at  once,  unless  he  pays 
a  call  of  respect,  and  while  I  was  sitting 
there  army  officers,  foreign  counts  and 
distant  railroad  magnates  came  in,  and 
in    the    president's    methodized  way  he 
gave    them    all    time  enough,  and  each 
seemed  to  leave  not  feeling  that  he  had 
been    forced    r>ut,  yet    none    had  a  long 
stay.     Mr.  Pullman  in  his  youth  was  one 
of    the  movers  and  lifters  of    houses  and 
blocks   by  machiner>',  a  feat  which  at- 
tracted notice  everywhere.    Chicago  was 
built   low,  and  it  was  necessary  to  ra-se 
the  ground  under  the  city,  and  the  blocks 
of    stone  or  iron  or    brick    were    under- 
frame<l  with   lumber  and  jackscrews  put 
under  the  whole  mass,  and  e.ich  screw 
turned    simultaneously  by  an  engine,  so 
that  the  entire  mass,  without  settling  or 
breaking,  went  up  in  the  air,  and  had  its 
new  foundation  put  under  it,  like  a  soft- 
shell  crab  receiving  his  new  skeleton. 

The  West  sees  things  necessary  to  be 
done  and  tries  to  do  them,  and  hence 
Archimedes  is  just  born  out  there,  and 
with  the  soft  surface  of  Chicago  in  the 
sands,  he  is  still  weeping  for  a  place  to 
put  his  fulcrum  that  he  may  move  all  the 
rest  of  the  world. 

Said  I  at  the  first  opportunity:  "I  see 
that  yoa  are  getting  ready  to  put  up  a 
monument  in  the  rear  of  your  bouse, 
which,  I  suppose,  is  to  be  central  to  the 
brownstone  and  glass  conservatory  you 
are  erecting  at  the  turn  of  the  street 
there?" 

"No;  the  monument  is  to  commemor- 
ate the  massacre  of  a  portion  of  the  es- 
caping garrison  of  Fort  Dearborn  which 
stood  near  the  outlet  of  the  Chicago  river 
into  the  lake.  It  has  been  ascertained 
from  the  old  settlers  that  those  going 
away  were  waylaid  by  the  Indians 
where  the  street  which  passes  my  bouse 
makes  its  turn  at  ttie  lake  front.  I 
thought  it  a  proper  subject  to  monu- 
mentalize, and  we  are  something  of  a 
monumental  city.  I  always  liked  objects 
of  art  commemorative  ot  patriotic  events. 
The  hothouse  you  see  going  up  on  what 
appears  to  lie  public  ground  is  for  my  re- 
spite when  I  leave  this  office.  I  can  get 
away  so  seldom  from  Chicago,  and  I 
must  do  something,  that  I  am  going  to 
raise  grapes  that  I  can  look  after  myself 
at  that  spot,  mornings  and  evenings." 
"What  do  you  think  of  the  signs  of  the 


for  it 


times: 

"There  has  been  another  large  bank 
failure  today  in  .Australia,  the  Victoria 
bank,  with  seven  millions  sterling  of 
deposits.  I  wonder  if  that  docs  not  show 
that  oar  English  contemporaries  are  los- 
ing their  money  through  a  want  of  the 
pure  business  quality  of  their  predeces- 
sors? When  I  looked  over  the  failure  of 
the  Barings,  and  saw  the  kind  of  people 
who  had  gotten  their  credit  and  money. 
It  seemed  to  me  that  the  suggestions  I 
had  heard  were  not  without  warrant; that 
the  older  Barings  looked  upon  a  matter 
of  business  for  business  reasons  purely, 
while  the  later  I>arings  let  their  social 
inclinations,  their  love  of  titled  society 
and  of  adulation  loosen  their  lines.  It 
seems  to  rne  that  is  the  case  in  Australia; 
that  money  has  been    thrown   out  there 


lavishly,  because    the  application 
came  m  a  flattering  way." 

'But  we  have  been  having  some  fail- 
ures in  .Vmerica,  too?" 

"Oh,  yes;  we  have  been  overdoing 
things.  I  apprehend  that  we  may  be 
going  to  have  Jackscnian  bard  limes, 
such  as  I  was  familiar  with  in  my  boy- 
hood. The  people,  however,  wanted  a 
change.  The  town  of  Pullman  gave  200 
majority  for  Cleveland  at  the  last  elec- 
tion, li  was  in  the  air.  I  do  not  sup- 
pose we  could  have  elected  any  pres- 
ident on  the  Republican  ticket." 

"1  took  a  look  at  your  World's  fair 
train  in  the  transportatitm  building." 

"1  want  you  to  see  that  when  it  can  be 
explained  to  you.  You  know  that  about 
six  years  ago  1  began  the  vestibule  trains 
in  this  country,  making  a  continuous 
thing  of  a  train,  like  the  deck  of  a  ship, 
where  one  crosses  platforms  between  the 
cars  without  knowing  it,  and  where  the 
shock  of  collisions  and  the  prevention  of 
telescoping  are  obviated  by  a  solid  frame 
through  the  train.  I  have  now  extended 
that  system  to  the  tender  of  the  engine, 
so  as  to  protect  the  fireman  and  the  mail 
car  men." 

"Without  some  such  innovator  as  you 
have  been,  I  doubt  if  mankind  would 
have  thought  of  bringing  the  World's 
fair  as  far  West  as  Chicago.  By  mak- 
ing travel  over  such  long  distances 
r.gree.iblc  and  pictorial,  you  introduced 
the  center  of  this  continent  to  the  Euro- 
pean world." 

"Well,"  s.iid  Mr.  Pullman,  "it  is  a  little 
strange,  that,  commencing  in  this  raw 
city  as  it  used  to  be,  the  system  of  trans- 
portation all  over  the  earth  has  been 
modified,  so  that  Pullman  cars  are  now 
running  on  the  railroads  at  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  up  into  the  interior  ot  Af- 
rica, and  crosssing  the  continent  of  Eu- 
lope  from  the  Straits  of  Dover  almost  to 
Egypt." 

"After  all,  it  was  the  study  of  the 
American  people.  I  believed  that  they 
would  take  the  best  that  could  be  offered 
them,  and  I  had  to  prove  it  first  at  my 
own  expense.  The  railroad  presidents 
did  not  believe  that  the  public  would 
pay  more  than  a  certain  amount  for  a 
sleeping  car,  I  had  to  build  an  expen- 
sive car,  during  the  civil  war,  and  put  it 
on  a  train  with  cars  which  had  cost  less 
than  one-fourth  as  much  money  and 
charge  half  a  dollar  more  fjr  a  berth. 
For  a  tew  nights  it  ran  empty, 
and         after        that  the  cheap 

cars         went       empty.      I      reasoned 
from  my  own    self  respect    and  love    of 
comfort  and  beauty.    "That  has  kept  me 
from  deviating  from   my    original    stan- 
dard. I  might  have  sold  my  whole  enter- 
prise out  for  :>20o,ooo  soon  after  I  began 
it    and    it    would    probably  have   been 
thought  a  small  thing.     We  have   never 
called  upon  the  public  for  money  in  this 
Company,   except    as  an  investment  to 
extend  our  businesj,    and    we  now  have 
$60,000,000    of    capital.      Our  contracts 
were  made  for  many  years  for  no  longer 
r.  period  than  five  years.      Now  they  are 
made  for    twenty-five    years.      I    never 
solicited  business  for  this  company.   Col. 
Thomas  A.  Scf)tt,  whose  picture  you  see 
there,  came  of  his    own    accord  to  visit 
me  at  my    bouse    and    proposed    to  ex- 
tend my  service  to    his  road.      Nor    do 
we    attempt     to    make    extraordinary 
profit.    The    business  of    this    company 
i-i      never      secrettd     from     anybody. 
Our  accounts    are    in  such    a  state  that 
we  can  show    anybody  who  comes    here 
the  exact    state    of   our    business   with 
r.ny  other  reads.    Some  years  ago  the  Il- 
linois legislature  concluded    to    go  into 
the  investigation  of   sleeping   car    com- 
[>anies,  and  started  with  ours.    As   soon 
as  I  saw  what  they  were  driving  at  I  sent 
an  invitation  for  them  to    come    to    our 
cfnce  and  look  at  our  books.    I    took  it 
for  granted  that  they  wanted  to    see  for 
themselves,    and    perhaps    to    be  seen. 
When  they  came,  however,  1  had  the  re- 
porters here  of  the  different  newspapers. 
They  found  that  it  cost  ;^I.65  to  make  up 
a  bed  for  every  passenger  we  carried.  It 
then  occurred  to  them  that   we  must  se- 
crete our  earnings    ia    some    way,    and 
they  called    for    our    salary  list.    They 
fund    that  the  president    got    S''>iOCX5    a 
?  year  instead  of  $25,000,  and  the  super- 
intendent S4000  a  year.    There  is  a  let- 
ter I  have  just  anSwered  from  the   presi- 
cent  of  an  important  railroad    who    has 
been  running  our  cars  twenty-five  years. 
He  wants  the  latest    service    to  replace 
1  is  earlier  service.    The    record    of  the 
business  for  that    time   shows    that    the 
cars  have  earned    a  few    tenths    over  8 
per  cent." 

.-^^  "Do  you    think 

that  the  late  fail- 
ures of  some  of 
the  steel  rail  com- 
panies are  due  to 
extended  use  and 
wear  of  ste'el  rails 
over  iron  rails?" 

"No;    it  may  be 
true  that  some  ot 
the     steel     com- 
panies overplant- 
One  Conception  of  a    ed  themselves,  but 
Railroad.  the  wear  and  tear 

upon  steel  is  as  marked  as  upon  iron 
rails,  under  the  conditions  of  less  speed 
and  work.  All  which  happens  to  mark 
business  up  or  down  can  be  traced  to 
natural  laws.  As  soon  as  man  has  raised 
himself  out  of  the  condition  of  depend- 
ence to  that  ot  fair  independence,  when 
it  might  be  supposed  that  he  would  be- 
come conservative,  then  it  is  that  the 
political  philanthropist  comes  to  him 
and  offers  to  prove  that  he  has  not  been 
•well  enough  treated.  That  I  take  it  to 
be  the  cause  of  our  instability  in  political 
matters.  When  I  was  getting  that  train 
ready  in  time  for  the  World's  fair,  it  re- 
([uired  sixteen  hours  out  of  the  twenty- 
tour  to  have  it  ready  in  time.  Yet  we 
did  not  have  any  strike.  Up  in  the  top 
of  this  building  we  have  a  restaurant  for 
all  the  tenants  of  this  office,  and  wc 
employ  some  hundreds  of  cur  own 
people  here.  I  went  to  my  club  and 
touul  get  nothing  to  eat,  as  the  waiters 
had  struck,  so  I  came  back  here  and 
found^verything  proceeding  as  usual, 
and  got  my  meal. 

"What  clo  you  think  of  the  Sunday 
question  and  the  fair?" 

"The  people  of  Chicago  are  cosmopol- 
itan, ana  each  element  obperves  its  Sun- 
day according  to  its  traditions,  without 
clashing  with  any  other  element.  The 
park  where  the  World's  fair  stands  be- 
longs to  the  public.  •  They  have  had  the 
use  of  it  on  Sundays  heretofore.  It  is 
unreasonable  to  deprive  them  of  it,  when 
they  can  now  learn  for  the  general  good 
and  for  their   own    expansion    and    im- 

firovement  the  passing  lesson  of  this 
air.  If  they  are  deprived  cf  the  use  of 
the  fair  they  will  go  to  some  other 
amusement  not  so  improving.      In  this 
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state  of  facts,  why  should  they  not  see 
the  fair  on  Sund.iy,  nobody  being  com- 
pelled to  go  there  who  will  be  better  sat- 
isfied going  somewhere  else?" 

Mention  of  rici  men  who  promote  the 
beautiful,  recalls  that  yesterday  I  came 
upon  a  small  platform  and  temple  cf 
pottery,  which  I  knew  in  a  moment  must 
be  the  Rcokwood  pottery,  estal)iished  by 
Miss  Longworth  afterward  Mrs.  Nichols, 
now  Mrs.  S(,ohrer,  a  gmnd-daughler  of 
Nicholas  Longworth.  The  subtly  alter- 
nating yellows  a  id  browns,  with  a  ten- 
dency toward  tlie  green  that  is  called 
malachite;  the  harmonious  blending  of 
dark  glazings,  in  which  arc  some  brown- 
ish reds,  the  simple  forms  not  at  all 
strained,  are  significant  of  this  pottery, 
and  I  inquired  el  the  lad  who  hacf charge 
of  it,  why  it  was  called  "Rookwood." 
"Mrs.  Stohrcr,"  saiil  he,  "named  it,  I 
think,  after  her  father's  place  in  the 
country,  close  by  Cincinnati."  I  took  uj) 
a  piece  of  this  pottery  and  asked  its 
price;  it  was  close  to  $ioo,  though  hardly 
more  than  a  foot  and  a  half  high. 

"Nothing  is  duplicated  in  this  pottery," 
said  the  lad;  "whoever  buys  that  piece, 
has  the  only  cop;  ot  it." 

Here  is  the  ca.^e  of  a  woman  bearing 
an  an.-ilogy  j  Pullman,  The  money  in- 
stinct was  as  much  in  the  Longworth 
family  as  in  the  I'uUman  family,  but  in 
both  cases  it  was  subordinate  to  a  desire 
to  crc.ite  somthing  with  the  money 
which  should  also  perpetuate  the  pro- 
moter .nnd  be  a  benefaction. 

Standmg  with  ny  hand  upon  this  piece 
of  pottery,  reminiscences  came  upon  me, 
all  m  one  train,  which  will  probaoly  be 
interesting  for  you  to  reid. 

During  our  civil  war,  in  the  latter  part 
of  1863,  I  went'io  the  city  of  Florence 
and  stayed  there  a  month.  Hiram  Pow- 
ers was  the  chief  American  magnate  in 
the  town.  I  knew  nothing  whatever 
about  him,  excep't  that  1  bad"  seen  some 
of  his  busts  and  his  Greek  slave. 
Among  my  ac(iuaintances  formed  in 
Florence  were  the  sculptors  Hart,  Jack- 
son and  Meadt;.  I  did  not  see  Mr. 
Powers  at  all,  ;is  it  is  a  d!S.ibility  for 
men  to  have  too  much  reputation,  and 
while  they  attrac;t  the  tutt-hunters  and 
parasites,  their  f;ime  dismays  the  timid 
and  the  impressionable.  Larkin  Meade 
look  me  into  Powers'  show  rooms  or 
workshop,  and  there  was  a  beautiful  im- 
age in  white  marblethere,  which  I  under- 
stood had  been  modelled  after  Powers' 
own  daughter,  a  legend  which  gave  the 
statute  romance  in  my  boyish  e>es.  I 
was  told  that  this  young  lady  had  been 
or  would  be  married  lo  some  Englishman 
who  had  known  her  between  Florence 
and  England. 

Sitting  down  one  day  with  Meade  who 
I  fancied  might  nave  been  in  love  with 
this  Miss  Powers  I  said  to  him,  "How 
came  you  to  be  a  sculptor?" 

"I  had  a  fondness  for  shaping  things," 
said  Mr.  Meade,  "for  I  lived  in  a  marbie 
country  in  Vermont.  They  make  many 
tombs  and  monuments  up  there,  and  be- 
sides seeing  those  things,  the  crea- 
tive disposition  is  in  our  family.  My 
sister  married  Mr.  Howells,  whom  you 
may  have  heard  of  as  a  contributor  to 
magazines,  and  who  wrote  the  life  of 
Abraham  Lincoli  when  he  ran  for  presi- 
dent. He  is  our  co!>suI  now  at  Venice; 
Mr.  Lincoln  sent  him  there.  After  1 
had  got  some  knack  in  shaping  things 
readily,  there  cane  a  big  snow  storm  at 
Brattleboro,  where  I  lived,  and  I  went 
out  in  the  snow  that  night,  and  find- 
ing it  of  good  c  insistency  for  my  pur- 
pose, I  modelled  the  old  year  going  out 
and  covered  it  with  water,  which  froze, 
and  there  in  the  morning  before  the 
townspeople  stood  a  nice  monument. 
Mr.  Beach,  of  the  New  York  Sun,  its 
proprietor,  happened  to  be  there.  He 
wrote  an  article  for  his  paper,  describ- 
ing this  statue  Df  the  Old  Year.  Not 
long  after  that  came  a  letter  to  the 
postmaster  in  rur  place  postmarked 
Cincinnati,  asking;  him  what  sort  of  a 
young  man  1  was  and  whether  this  de- 
scription could  i)e  relied  upon.  The 
postmaster  told  n  e  of  it,  and  he  an- 
swered the  letter  favorably.  I  dropfied  a 
line,  however,  to  a  friend  in  Ohio,  and 
found  that  Nicholas  Longworth  owned 
the  particular  postoffice  box  which  the 
postmaster  was  to  address.  Of  course, 
you  know  Nick  Longworth?" 

"Yes,"     said    I,    'he    makes    wine    I 
think." 

"Pshaw!"  said  Meade,  "he  brought 
out  Hiram  Power?;.  Powers  was  one  of 
our  \ermonters  who  drifted  out  West, 
and  was  making  M'ooden  images  in  Cin- 
cinnati as  sign  posts  on  the  streets.  He 
worked  in  a  museum  and  rigged  up  a 
chamber  of  horrors,  with  electrical  bat- 
teries in  it,  to  scare  country  visitors. 
Nick  Longworth  .saw  that  he  had  talent 
and  advanced  him  money  and  gave  him 
orders,  and  that  is  how  Powers  got  to 
where  he  is.  You  may  suppose,"  said 
Mr.  Meade,  "that  I  was  a  little  set  up 
when  I  found  that  great  Nick  Long- 
worth  writing  to  our  postmaster  about 
mv  image." 
"What  came  of  it  all?" 
"Why,  I  got  an  order  to  put  that  same 
figure  into  statuetee  form.  It  turned  my 
aitention  to  sculptor.  I  never  rested 
until  I  got  to  Florence  under  the  eye  and 
advice  of  Hiram  Powers." 
"What  have  you  got  to  do  now?" 
"Oh,  I  am  about  to  make  a  pair  of 
statuettes,  one  called  'Echo'  and  the 
other  'The  Lover,'  who  calls  the  voice 
of  his  lady,  and  'Echo'  answers  not;  I 
am  to  make  those  lor  Corcoran  at  Wash- 
ington.   Of  course  you  know  him." 

I  only  know  Mr  Corcoran  as  one  po- 
litically under  a  cloud,  and  the  father- 
in-law  of  George  Eustis,  who  was  not 
long  before  takeri  off  the  British  vessel 
Trent  by  Lieutenant  Fairfax  and  Com- 
modore Wilkes.  George  Eustis,  long 
ago  deceased  in  Paris,  was  a  brother  of 
our  present  minister  there.  Thus,  in  the 
course  of  time,  the  Corcoran  family  has 
worked  around  from  being  regarded  as 
half-union  in  their  feelings  to  become  re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  at  the 
very  court  to  which  Slidell  went.  In 
those  days  I  used  to  see  Slidell  and 
Maj,on,  t<K),  in  the  countries  to  which 
they  were  accrediicd.  Slidell 's  daughter 
has  married  a  Southern  railroad  exploit- 
er; Erlmgcr,  I  thir  k.  he  was  named. 

In  course  of  time 
I  got  to  know  Mr. 
Corcoran,  too,  and 
bis  name  stands 
high  among  the 
promoters  of  art, 
of  whom  I  have 
already  mention- 
ed three  -  Pull- 
man,    Longworth 


Down  on  Wall  Sireot 
and  Corcoran.  rlach  of  .  these  men 
stands  at  the  head  of  having  wrought 
out  something  bea  iliful  in  his  own  large 
city  -Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  Washing- 


ton.    Cincinnati  to  this  day  holds  a   ten- 
der place  in  the  hearts  of  men  who  like 
lo  see  American  art  long,  prudent  and 
particular.    The  carving  in  wood  in  that 
city,  introduced  by  a  family  of  old  Eng- 
lisb  people,  has  left   prosecutors  behind 
it.     I  went  into  the  house  of  Mr.  George, 
at    Parkersburg,  W.  Va.,    a    few    years 
past,  and   found    it    exquisite    in    wood 
carving,  every  piece  made  for  its  place, 
and  no  duplication  outside  of  the  house 
of  any  bit  of  work  in  it.    There  were  pic- 
tures in  wood,  poems  in    mantle    pieces 
and  friezes,  and  the  kind  old   man   who 
lived  in  the  house  sat  among  these  things 
•ind  talked  about  his  wife   and  daughter, 
who    had  gone  off  to  Europe  to  give 
themselves  apprenticeship    in   the  arts. 
This  great  exhibition    at   Chicago    will 
answer  the   same   purpose  to  hundreds 
of  thousands  of    hungry    souls,    who  do 
not  like  lard,  butter,  canned    meat  and 
other  things  of  traffic,    which  constitute 
so  much  of  the  life  of  ihe  western  states. 
If  we  are  a  young  people,  we    are    de- 
scended from  old  ones  and  from  nations 
in  which  was  the  spark  of  art.     The    ar- 
tistic instinct  in  man"  is  about  the    best 
tribute  he  can  pay  to  his  alleged  Creator, 
for  the  Creator  must  have    had   the  art 
spirit  if  He  made  these  shapes  as  we  see 
them.    Darwin  says  he   didn't.      But  if 
the  Creator  did  not  make  them   just    as 
they  are,  if  there  was    no  image  of  the 
Creator  to  model  by,    still  the  growth  of 
the  beautiful  as  it  appears  to  us  is  worthy 
i>f  pursuit.    They  used  to  pain  men    be- 
fore they  tiad  anatomized  ihem,    1    sup- 
pose, or  did  the    painter   closely    follow 
the  anatomist? 
Let  me  go  on  with  my  tale. 
In  course  of  time  1  dropped  in  at  Cin- 
cinnati and  was  carried  up  the  street  to 
see  a  wooden  pole  with   something  like 
Liberty  on  the  top  of  it,  made  by  Hiram 
Powers.    I  was  shown  the  museum  where 
he  had  rigged  up  the   Chamber  of   Hor- 
rors. Then  I  was  taken  to  an  old  Market 
square  and    shown  a  splendid    fountain, 
cast    in    Munich,    and    representing  in 
mediaeval  costume  the  story  of  water  in 
its    utility,    its    safety,    its    relation    to 
mechanics,  etc.     This    fountain    is    the 
pride  of  Cincinnati  yet,  and  two  gentle- 
men, imitative  of  Nicholas    Longworth, 
found  It  in  Munich,  where  it  was  in  want 
of  a  buyer,  .as  the  war  between  Austria, 
Denmark    and    Prussia  had  broken  out, 
and  they  got  it  at   less    than  fancy  price 
and  gave  it  to  their  city.    I  was  taken 
to    see    Nicholas    Longworth's    bouse, 
was     shown     that     fine     old    gentle- 
man,   his     imitator     also,    who     built 
the  Music  hall  in  Cincinnati     Springer, 
I  think  the  name  was.    Then  they    took 
me  to  the  museums,  and  I  could  see  that 
the  spirit  of  Longworth  was  growing   in 
everything.   One  man,  who  gave  his  love 
of  art    the  regulation    of  his    charities, 
had  saved  a  wliole  city,   half   mediaeval 
in  its  nature,  from  the  despair  which  the 
{Turely  practical  suffers  when   there  is  a 
relapse  in  trade.     I  was  taken  to  see  the 
Anderson  boys,  nephews  of  Maj.  Ander- 
son, of  Fort  Sumpttr   fame,  and  grand- 
sons of  Nicholas  Longworth.     1  was  also 
taken  around  to  a  small  commercial  res- 
taurant and  shown  a  very  naughty  pic- 
ture of  a  woman  as  large  as  life,  looking 
you  right  in  the  eye,  in  the  most   modest 
au<l   brazen   way,    and    i>utting  on  her 
stockings  and  slippers,  covered  by  noth- 
ing but  a  veil  which  looked  like  a  morn- 
ing cobweb  on  a  gooseberry  bush.    This 
creature  sat  upon  a  red  damask  sofa  in  a 
room.    On  hei  left  seemed  lobe  an  open 
door  and  a  court,  with  a  waterfall  plash- 
ing in  it.     Said   I   to  myself.    "Surely 
that  is  too  well  painted  to  be  in  this  bar- 
room.    I  wonder  what  it  is?  ' 

Years  passed  on  and  I  saw  the  same 
picture  transferred  to  the  St.  Nicholas 
hotel,  Cincinnati,  the  main  restaurant  of 
that  city,  a  place  for  fine  wines,  etc.  In 
the  smoking  parlor  of  the  hotel  was  this 
great  canvas,  and  I  found  that  the  sons 
of  the  eating-house  keeper  had  become 
by  development  landlords  and  were  men 
of  note. 

In  course  of  time  the  chief  of  St.  Nich- 
olas Hotel  wrote  me,  asking  me  if  I 
would  hunt  up  the  story  of  that  painting 
and  of  the  artist  that  painted  it.  He  said 
it  was  Pauline  Bonaparte,  the  sister  of 
Napoleon  Bonaparte,  who  married,  when 
a  young  widow.  Prince  Borgia,  in  Rome, 
a  iover  of  paintings.  The  picture,  he 
said,  had  been  brought  in  the  collection 
of  Joseph  Bonaparte  to  hishouse  of  exile 
at  Bordentown,  New  Jersey,  and  after 
Joseph  Bonaparte  returned  to  Euroi)eby 
the  consent  of  the  allied  monar«hs,  he 
had  many  of  his  paintings  sold,  and  this 
one  was  bought  by  Nicholas  Longworth, 
a  Jerseyman,  who  had  removed  to  Cin- 
cinnati, like  man/othcr  Jerseymen  from 
the  time  of  Jonathan  Dayton,  in  order  to 
grow  rich  in  Western  real  estate. 

I  set  to  work  and  found  what  little 
there  was  about  this  artist,  a  Jacobin,  and 
companion  of  David  the  painter,  who 
was  expelled  to  Russia  after  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Bourbons.  I  am  not  sure  that 
the  painting  represents  Pauline  Bona- 
parte, though  that  is  its  reputation.  I 
think  it  probable  that  its  having  been  in 
possession  of  Joseph  Bonaparte  led  to 
the  inference,  perhaps  the  boast,  that  it 
was  Pauline,  the  great  beauty.  I  have 
read,  however,  that  Pauline  was  rather  of 
a  golden  tint,  whereas  this  woman  was 
dark.  The  sketch  I  made  of  the  picture 
was  rewarded  by  a  nice  bit  of  furniture 
from  Cincinnati,  so  that  even  to  me 
Nicholas  Longworth  had  been  something 
of  a  benefaction. 

In  course  of  time  I  ran  upon  George 
Ward  Nichols,  a  young  person  whose 
name  was  continually  in  the  papers.  If 
a  musical  or  dramatic  festival  weregiven 
in  Cincinnati,  clacquer  articles  appeared 
saying:  "Who  did  all  this?  Why, 
George  Ward  Nichols."  George  was  of 
the  Boston  persuasion,  who,  coming  to 
Cincinnati  in  soldier  clothes,  in  company 
with  the  military  cousins  of  Miss  Long- 
worth,  when  she  was  of  a  susceptible 
age,  had  engaged  her  affections.  She 
had, however,  the  inherited  strength  and 
perception  of  art,  while  her  husband  was 
<inly  an  imitator.  It  is  this  lady  who  has 
established  the  Rof)kwood  Potteries.  She 
began  them  in  1880,  her  idea  being  to 
see  if  the  United  States  could  not  have  a 
school  of  art  in  ceramics,  somewhat  like 
th.-it  of  Japan.  The  Japanese  influence  is 
still  apparent  through  these  vasos.  She 
formed  a  school  of  pottery  and  set  up  a 
pottery  house  which  is  itself  handsome; 
It  stands  between  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  the  Ohio  river  over- 
looking both,  and  from  the  city  is 
built  up  boldly  on  abutments  and  arches 
to  get  a  level,  and  throws  out  its  timbered 
gables  on  every  side,  while  fbward  the 
river  its  thrce-furnaced  chimneys  sit  low 
upon  the  center.  This  faeancc  ware  is 
made  of  Ohio  Valley  clays,  and  the  dec- 
orat<irs  of  the  china  are  all  pupils  ot  the 
Rookwood  school.    They  use  no   print- 


ing proccs  whatever,  and  by  time  the 
decorators  have  acquired  such  confi- 
dence and  strength  that  they  can  now 
paint  a  portrait  ot  anybody  or  copy  any 
work  of  art,  and  it  will  be  tpnecf  down 
so  that  when  it  mingles  with  the  sur- 
rounding browns  and  greens  and  smold- 
ering reds,  it  will  seem  to  be  lineaments 
expressed  by  the  spirit  of  fire.  How 
pleasant  it  is  to  suppose  that  some  day, 
instead  of  paying  huge  undertakers' bills, 
we  shall  be  able  to  execute  ourselves  or 
to  supervise  the  putting  of  the  por- 
traits t)f  those  who  die  by  our  side 
upon  some  unobtrusive  vase,  as 
original  as  the  perished  one,  and  place 
in  It  the  ashes  we  cherish.  I  see  no  rea- 
son why,  in  the  present  condition  of  art. 
the  portraits  of  the  family  should  not  be 
made  in  terra  cotta  and  built  in  the  walls 
of  a  bouse  or  [>aintcd  upon  clay  and  made 
to  supplant  the  usual  humdrum  photo- 
graph, which  is  not  as  agreeable  to  look 
upon  as  the  old  fashioned  ambrotype  or 
daguerreotype.  I  came  some  time  ago 
upon  one  of  these  d?guer- 
reolypes,  made  nearly  forty  years 
ago.  it  was  so  fresh,  its  tones 
so  unaltered,  that  a  gentlem.in  of  .iccom- 
pIi^hInents  who  took  it  in  his  hand,  said: 
"Why  did  they  ever  give  up  work  like 
this  for  the  raw  neutrality  of  the  printed 
photograph?"  The  trouble  with  our  rich 
peoi)le  in  America  is  that  they  fly  off  the 
handle.  I  took  up  a  circular  descriptive 
of  this  installation,  as  it  is  called,  or  rep- 
resentation of  the  Rookwood  pottery  in 
the  show,  and  after  seeing  everything 
there,  I  inquired  of  a  Cincinnati  friend 
where  the  presiding  spirit  might  be. 

"Well,"  said  he,  "they  intended  to  have 
an  arcade  here  which  would  in  itself 
make  an  impression.  There  was  to  have 
been  a  whirling  globe  to  symbolize  the 
potter's  wheel,  dragons  of  fire,  and  the 
vase  finally  coming  into  life  in  the  glow- 
ing kilns.  There  were  to  have  been 
columns  representing  chimneys  of  flame, 
each  column  a  kiln  in  itself.  You  will 
see  it  all  described  in  this  circular."  Un- 
fortunately, Mrs.  Stohrer  concluded  sud- 
denly to  go  to  Europe,  instead  of  com- 
ing to  the  World's  fair,  and  this  is  only 
one  instance  out  of  thousands  of  how  the 
Americans  work  up  to  a  certain  point 
and  then  let  go. 

Nevertheless,  what  I  have  written 
should  carry  its  own  moral,  namely: 
That  art  is  not  an  individual  exertion, 
but  the  result  of  a  general  movement,  as 
of  a  school  with  sympathetic  support  in 
the  surrounding  societv.  Who  knows 
but  that  Joseph  Bonaparte,  who  came  to 
this  country  in  the  first  part  of  the  cen- 
tury, lodgei  wilh  him  in  the  heart  of  the 
boy  Longworth  love  of  paintings.  The 
Jersey  boy  who  had  seen  the  Bonaparte 
piotures  went  off  to  the  West,  but 
among  the  chords  which  drew  him  back 
to  New  Jersey  may  have  been  those  fine 
pictures  by  David,  Gerard,  etc.  When 
he  had  made  some  money  in  Cincinnati, 
Longworth  began  to  buy  pictures,  and  i 
aid  artists  and  sculptors.  His  family  I 
grew  up  around  him  aud  saw  these  1 
tastes  and  shared  them,  and  thus  his  ' 
grand-daughter  is  going  on  in  the  same  | 
line.  In  the  course  of  three  generations 
of  work  of  this  sort,  they  effect  a  certain 
class  of  society  in  a  whole  city,  .and  the 
art  influence  radiates  throughout  the 
city.  When  we  had  our  World's  fair  in 
1876,  not  one  piece  of  this  Rookw(K)d  pot- 
tery was  in  existence.  Now  it  is  said  to 
be  a  self-sustaining  pottery,  there  being 
enough  people  of  et^uality  and  taste  in 
the  country  to  want  a  piece  of  it.  Some 
time  ago,  in  this  very  exhibition,  a  young 
American,  traveled  abroad,  came  to  the 
potttry  and  said:  "Where  did  this  come 
from  ?" 
"Cincinnati." 

"Then  it  was  all  made    by  foreigners." 
"No.  it  wasn't;    ttiere    is  not  one    for- 
eigner in  the  pottery  except  ?    Japanese, 
and  that  Japanese    was    a  pupil  of   our 
school." 

The  fellow  went  away  disappointed, 
for  his  brains  had  (Kued  out  through  his 
opportunities  to  go  ahroa<l.  Instead  of 
rising  to  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  and 
walking  out  of  the  fair  with  a  vase  under 
each  arm,  be  only  took  away  his  poor 
little  head,  carrying  within  it  the  idea 
which  animates  every  prig,  and  might  be 
expressed  in  terms:  "They  can't  cheat 
me;  1  know  that  this  country  can  do 
nothing,  and  it  needn't  try."

A  Kentuckian  Held  in  Washington  to  Await

from  Spokane  says:  Johnson  Ferguson, 
alias  Wm.

The  crime  with  which  Ferguson  is 
charged  is  the  murder  of  a  prominent 
Kentuckian  of  the  name  of  Jamison 
Thompson,  committed  about  three 
months  ago.  The  story  of  the  crime  in 
brief  is  that  Thompson,  while  driving 
from  his  home  at  Louise,  Ken.,  near  the 
state  line,  met  Ferguson  with  a  team 
near  Wayne.  W.  \'a.  A  dispute  arose 
over  the  right-of-way,  and  in  the  quarrel 
that  followed  Ferguson  drew  a  revolver 
and  shot  Thompson  dead.

In  Fight  With  Hostile  Tribes.   Ho  and  All  His 
Men  Were  Killed. 

Bki'ssels,  May  27.  -A  letter  received 
from  Rascid  Bon  Mohammed  by  the 
governor  of  Stanley«FaIis,  leaves  little 
doubt  that  Emin  Pasha,  the  noted  ex- 
plorer, is  dead.  The  letter  siys  that  an 
Arabian  chief  named  .Said  Bin  Abed,  in 
journeying  towards  Unioro  and  Adelai, 
met  Emin  Pasha  and  bis  expedition  in  a 
hostile  manner. 

A  severe  battle  ensued,  and  the  fight 
lasted  for  three  days.  Emin  Pasha  and 
his  followers  were  defeated  and  took  to 
flight.  Said  Bin  Abed  and  his  victorious 
followers  overlook  Emin  and  raptured 
and  killed  him  together  with  all  of  his 
people.

TYPOGRAPHICAL  UNION. 


Held  Their  Regular   Meeting    and  Nominated 

Office  Bearers  for  the  Coming  Year. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of   the 

Typographical  union    was    held  Sunday 

last,  there  being  a  large  attendance.  The 
chapel  of  J.  J.  Le  Tourueau  &  Co.  re- 
ported that  they  had  received  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  hours  of  labor,  nine  hours  con- 
stituting a  day's  work,  at  the  same  ratio 
of  wages,  and  received  the  congratula- 
tions of  the  union.  This  action  was  en- 
tirely voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  pro- 
prietors, and  hopes  were  entertained  that 
all  the  job  offices  in  town  would  follow 
suit.  The  following  resolutions  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  the  linn  of  J.  J.  Le  Tonmeaa  &  Co., 
job  printers  of  this  city,  did,  on  the  tirst  of  May, 
announce  to  their  employes  that  in  fntore  nine 
honrs  would  constitute  a  day's  work,  the  scale 
remaining  ar^  before ;  and 

Whereas,  the  reduction  in  hours  was  entirely 
Toluntary  and  unasked  for;  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  that  this  union  extend  thanks  to 
ilessrs.  J.  J.  Le  Tourneau  &  Co.  for  their  gpn- 
erous  action,  and  for  being  the  first  job  office  in 
this  city  to  giye  shorter  hours;  tad  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  these  resolutions  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  this  union  and  a  copy  be 
seat  to  the  daily  paiiers  of  this  city  and  also  the 
Typographical  Journal. 

Thereafter  nominations  for  office  bear- 
ers for  the  ensuing  year  were  made  as 
follows:  President,  W.  D.  Dean;  vice- 
president,  R.  P.  Coburn;  corresponding 
and  financial  secretary,  H.  Dworschak; 
treasurer,  Fred  H.  Lounsberry;  record- 
ing secretary,  Wm.  Ferguson;  three  trus- 
tees, C.  M.  Hale,  E.  B.  Flemmg,  A.  E. 
Pfremmer,  .Augustine  Murphy;  three  dele- 
gates to  Trades  and  Labor  assembly, 
James  McDowell,  P.  Findlay  and  C.  E. 
Alexander;  three  auditors,  James  Mc- 
Dowell, Ed.  M.  Grace  and  Chas.  Hec- 
tor; Frank  Burwell,  sergcant-at-arms. 
The  election  and  installation  of  officers 
will  take  place  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  union. 


Labor  Notes. 
There  is  no  (jusstiop  that  the  Saturday 
half  holiday  is  becoming  more  ]»opular 
throughout  the  state,  and  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  are  falling  into  line.  No 
definite  action  has  been  taken  as  yet  by 
the  Duluth  Trades  assembly,  but  legi  ila- 
tion  with  that  end  in  view  is  among  the 
early  possibilities. 

Apropos  of  the  gocd  work  The  Herald 
is  doing  with  regard  to  the  cleaning  of 
Duluth,  it  may  be  stated  that  Denver  has 
a  street  cleaning  department  managed 
by  the  city  and  the  cost  is  J8.75  a  mile. 
Chicago  and  Cleveland  have  the  contract 
system  and  pay  S22  a  mile  per  day. 

The  Trades  Assembly,  at  their  meet- 
ing on  Thursday  night,  endorsed  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  Typographi- 
cal union  with  regard  to  the  action  of  J. 
J.  Le  Tourneau  &  Co.  in  reducing  the 
•  hours  of  labor  of  their  employes. 

An  amusing  feature  of  the  New  York 
waiters'  strike  was  the  experience  of 
Proprietor  Walton,  of  the  Grand  hotel. 
His  waiters  struck  and  he  telegraphed  to 
Baltimore  for  forty-five  colored  waiters, 
who  were  sent  yrward.  At  Philadel- 
phia they  were  met  by  President  Hardie, 
of  the  local  Colored  Waiters'  alliance. 
He  invited  the  gang  out  to  have  a  drink. 
They  liad  one,  and  another,  and  another 
for  luck,  and  another  for  the  sake  of 
friendship,  and  so  on,  and  by  the  time 
they  got  through  they  were  in  no  condi- 
tion to  notice  tiiat  Hardie  placed  them 
on  board  a  train  bound  for  Baltimore  in- 
stead of  New  York. 

The  bureau  of  labor  statistics  has  sent 
out  a  large  number  of  blanks  to  manu- 
lacturers  and  employers  throughout  the 
state.  The  blanks  are  for  reports  of  ac- 
cidents. L' nder  the  new  factory  law  em- 
ployers must  report  all  accidents  to  the 
commissioner  01  labor  within  ten  days  of 
the  time  of  the  accident.  A  copv  of  the 
law  is  sent  with  each  blank.  A  footnote 
states  that  the  bl  inks  arc  not  required  by 
law,  but  are  furnished  by  the  bureau  of 
labor  statistics  to  assist  emi)1oyers  in 
complying  with  the  law.  The  blank  has 
a  set  of  questions  which,  if  answered, 
will  give  all  the  details  of  any  accident. 
Labor  organizations  on  the  continent 
of  Europe  are  agitating  for  compulsory 
trades  unions  to  be  organized  and  man- 
aged by  government  officials,  laws  to  be 
rnade  to  the  effect  that  every  working- 
man  must  belong  to  the  organization  of 
hii  trade,  and  those  refusing  to  join  may 
be  fined  and  sent  to  prison  by  the  police 
authorities.  The  Swiss  Labor  party  has 
embodied  this  idea  in  its  platform,  and 
it  is  also  receiving  attention  in  France. 
A   Dwelling     association  has     been 


formed  by  members  of  the  Central  Con- 
ference of  Moral  Workers  in  Philadel- 
phia. The  object  is  to  jirovide  sanitary 
apartment  houses  for  workingmen.  A 
capital  of  jtioo,ooo  is  to  be  raised  by  the 
issue  of  shares.  Each  share  is  to  be  ?5o.' 
Subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $40,000 
have  been  received. 

A  member  of  the  Electricians'  union 
of  Cincinnati  brought  a  suit  against  his 
employer  for  discharging  him  on  ac- 
count of  being  a  member  of  the  union. 
The  case  was  tried  under  the  new  anti- 
iron  clad  law  and  the  employer  was 
fined  $100. 

For  distributing  labor  literature  among 
the  soKliers  of  his  company  Sergeant 
Lexut,  of  the  Imperial  Guards,  in  Ber- 
lin, has  been  sentenced  to  six  years'  im- 
prisonment in  a  German  fortess. 

Boss  bakers  of  New  Haven,  Conn., 
joined  in  a  scheme  to  smash  the  union, 
but  the  journeymen  "caught  i>n,"  went 
on  strike  and  won. 

GHOSTS  AT  THE  FAIR. 

Shades   of    Departed     Laborers     Open  the 
Chicago  Show. 

I,  an  old  Chicagoan.  walking  the  fa- 
miliar streets  but  yesterday,  gradually 
became  aware  of  a  strange,  dazed  feel- 
ing as  though  I  or  my  surrotindiiigs  bad 
become  lost.  A  curious  foreign  element 
seemed  to  bo  in  the  very  air.  I  was  not 
certain  of  my  own  identity.  Here  arouu'l 
the  familiar  drug  store  correr,  where 
nothing  more  startling  than  a  group  oi 
north  side  "chappies"  in  spotless,  crease- 
less,  very  English  suits  is  usually  seen, 
was  a  group  of  picturesque  Arabs,  ap- 
parently direct  from  their  native  sands, 
tunics,  tnrbans,  browned  skins  and  all. 
Yonder  was  a  large  display  window  ex- 
tremely Japanese,  and  a  little  farther 
down  a  little  procession  of  those  teabos 
figures  seemingly  just  endowed  with  an- 
imation. Across  the  street  a  bunch  of 
liighly  colored  Turks  gazed  with  out- 
ward indifcerence  but  inward  nwo  at  our 
American  skyscrapers.  Two  or  three 
Eskimos  sv.-eltering  under  their  blan- 
kets in  our  none  too  comfortable  Chicago 
spring  weather  passed  me  loftily  by. 
and  Indians  galore  made  me  hasten  to 
assure  myself  that  peace  had  been  de- 
clared some  ye&rs  ago  between  the  orig- 
inal owners  of  the  soil  and  the  present 
settlers  of  this  part  of  the  country. 
Small  throngs  of  bright  yellow  people  in 
lovely  turnup  shoes  and  embroidered  dol- 
mans, evidently  not  our  half  American- 
ized washee-washees,  pervaded  the  side- 
walks. An  occasional  figure  in  a  rich 
bed  gown  and  honorary  decorations  sug- 
gested foreign  officials  not  sufficiently 
civilized  to  refrain  from  wearing  mas- 
querade costumes  on  the  streets.  j\11  tliia 
meant  nottliat  I  had  been  miraculously 
transpoi-tod  to  the  mystical,  fascinating 
old  world,  but  that  the  old  world  was 
beginning  to  come  to  us.  Our  big  city, 
with  its  front  streets  washed,  best  build- 
ings cleaned  up  and  the  rubbish  stuck 
away  out  of  sight,  is  now  "receiving." 

And  who  are  coming?  What  peoples 
of  the  old  world's  nations  arc  coming  to 
view  our  ambitious  achievements? 

In  my  "uncommercial  travels"  and  my 
correspondence  I  have  come  in  contact 
with  many  of  the  workers  in  this  coun- 
try. To  the  question,  "Are  you  coming 
to  the  World's  fair  this  summer?"  I  have 
received  almost  invariably  a  sigh  and  a 
r.h.ake  of  the  bead  or  a  pathetic  "I  can't  af- 
ford i  t . "  On  0  waman ,  or.ly  a  rx^ov  wash- 
woman with  a  good  natural  iutellit^ence, 
who  had  toiled  hard  nearly  every  day  of 
her  life,  expressed  an  unusual  desire  to 
come.  "Oh,  the  rest  and  education  it 
would  be  to  m«l  But  it  is  impossible,  I 
know,  for  I  am  too  poor,"  she  said,  ^vith 
tears  in  her  eyes.  I  have  looked  intently 
into  the  faces  of  our  foreign  visitors,  but 
could  detect  no  sign  of  the  plebeian  toiler 
except  among  those  groups  brought  over 
to  represent  a  typical  foreign  village  01 
workshop,  and  they  are  of  the  higher 
order  of  peasantry.  Evidently  the  work- 
ers are  not  tho  ci:xss  of  people  who  will 
represent  their  i-espectivo  nations. 

I  was  weary  and  saddened  and  went 
home.  I  h.ad  scarcely  seated  myself  for 
a  quiet,  comfortable  evening,  when  a 
dark  little  figure  at  my  elbow  began 
talking  as  though  ho  had  been  my  com- 
panion for  some  time  and  knew  all  about 
my  tlioughts. 

"Why,  no — ^you  are  mLstaken.  We, 
the  workers,  are  already  visiting  the  fair. 
Come  and  see." 

I  did  not  care  for  a  journey  that  late, 
but  somehow  I  could  not  refuse.  I  hur- 
ried on  my  wraps  and  went  out.  The  trip 
to  the  grounds  was  tho  ordinary,  rathei 
tiresome  one,  and  in  due  time  we  reached 
the  principal  entrance.  On  entering  1 
noticed  that  it  was  still  daylight.  An  im- 
mense throng  .surged  around  and  through 
the  buildings  and  over  the  wide,  level 
walks.  Strains  of  sweet  music  floated 
out  on  tho  air  and  died  away  or  were  lost 
in  others  stiil  more  sweet.  Soft  green 
foliage,  light  color,  glitter,  beauty  daz- 
nled  the  eyes  as  yet  unable  to  discrimi- 
nate indiA-idual  things.  I  could  only  sea 
that  the  great  structures  were  filled  with 
the  products  of  man's  labor  and  skill.  Ag 
•we  entered  tho  vast  hall  in  the  Machinery 
building  my  guide  said:  "Wo  are  just  in 
time  for  tho  opening  ceremonies.  They 
are  about  to  start  tho  m:ichinery." 

Th.e  broad  platform  held  a  crowd  of 
people,  but  they  had  .a  queer  appearance. 
There  WiW  no  brilliancy,  no  display  of 
rich  app:xrel,  no  tokens  of  rank  or  dis 
tinction   tluit    I    could   discern.    I  ex- 
pre8.s*;d  a  \'/i.sh  to  get  nearer,  and  finally 
wo  worked  our  way  to  a  good  position 
very  near  tho  stand.    Tlien  I  saw  that 
tho    men    and  women    occupying  that 
prominent    place  were   plainly  dressed 
working   people,  with   rugged,  earnest 
faces  bright  in  anticipation.  Gradually, 
as  I  began   to  distinguish  faces,  I  saw 
that  they  hwked  familiar.    The  face  ol 
tho  maii  vvho  v.'a3  about  to  take  the 
chairman';;  place— v»- hero  had  I  seen  itl 
Memory  began  to  weave  faint  pictures 
in  and  out  until  that  of  a  man  toilins 
hard  with  others  removing  rubbish  from 
a  burned  building  became  most  vivid. 
He  staggered  as  ho  worked— had  stag- 
gered BO  since  morning,  some  on©  had 
said,  and  ho  had  not  been  seen  to  eat  any 
dinner.  He  fell  Vvdule  I  looked,  and  when 
thoy  picked  him  uphev/as  dead.  He  had 
been   working  two  days  without  food, 
while  a  homeles.s  wifo  and  child  waited 
for  him.  Yet  here  ho  was,  with  a  sturdy 
dignity,  presiding  at"  a  most  momentoua 
meeting.    1    noticed    among   tho   more 
prominent  several  old  toilers  tha ;  I  had 
VnnwTj  who  ha«l  "di«1  in  tiie  harness."  ^ 


recognized  in  the  beaming  fac©  of  a 
woman  near  the  front  my  washwoman 
friend,  who  had  so  longed  to  come  to  the 
fair,  and  many  worn  and  faded  women 
whoso  Uvea  had  been  spent  In  ceaselesa 
stitchiujj  looked  happily  down  from  theii 
proud  positions.  A  particularly  honor- 
able placo  was  given  to  a  body  of  men 
who  my  guide  said  were  those  whose 
lives  had  been  Bacrificed  in  tho  construc- 
tion of  the  exposition  buildings.  I  could 
not  see  how  they  could  be  bo  very  much 
alive  as  they  appeared,  but  put  oflF  ask- 
ing tho  question. 

Tho  great  wheels  were  ready;  the  wires 
were  laid  which  united  all  the  wonder- 
ful mechanism  on  the  ground  into  one 
marvelous  whole;  everytliing  awaited 
ono  touch  of  a  human  ^ngcr  to  leap  into 
life,  motion,  light.  Did  tho  ruler  of  a 
great  nation  stand  ready  to  give  this  one 
little  impetus? 

No,  for  near  tho  significant  button 
stood  an  old  man  of  60  who  had  toiled 
for  70  years,  tcarcely  losing  a  working 
day.  Ho  had  produced  more  in  Ids  life 
time  than  any  one  present,  and  his  it  waa 
to  set  free  the  mighty  energy  reposing  in 
belt,  wheel  and  piilley. 

An  address  was  given  by  a  tall,  intelli- 
gent looking  workingman.  His  words 
were  eloquent  and  stirring,  for  he  dealt 
with  living  questions,  unhampered  by 
the  fear  of  uncovering  conventional  liea 
or  tho  necessity  of  steering  ctvrefuUy  be- 
tween beautiful  assertions  and  appalling 
ti-uths.  His  last  word  was  the  signal  for 
the  machinery  to  be  set  in  motion. 

A  chorus  of  triumphant  music  arose 
above  the  whir  and  hum  of  moving 
wheels.  A  procession  of  workingmen 
formed,  marched  round  the  hall  and  out 
at  the  great  arched  doorways.  The  tread 
was  tho  powerful,  steady  tramp  of  men 
used  to  muscular  action.  Their  faces, 
stern  and  earnest,  v.- ere  bright  with  thfl 
light  of  a  new  hope.  They  were  wieldera 
of  iron,  stone,  copper,  wood,  coal;  the 
wooers  of  earth  who  had  brought  from  hei 
generous  surface  and  dangerous  depths 
her  choicest  treasurers.  They  were 
learned  in  the  mysteries  of  human  crea- 
tion and  looked  on  the  results  of  theii 
craft  witli  proad  and  appreciative  eyes. 

All  who  made  up  the  crowd  were 
workers — not  an  idler  was  among  them. 
Designers,  leaders,  inventors,  brain 
workers,  all  who  had  been  useful  to  soci- 
ety, were  present,  clasping  hands  with 
their  hardier  brothers.  But  not  a  specu- 
lator or  money  king  or  ruler  was  to  be 
seen.  The  people  dispersed,  wandered 
over  all  the  roomy  park  and  occupied 
themselves  as  they  liked  best.  And  the 
wonderful  hours  flew  by,  and  for  once 
thousands  of  workworu  beings  rested, 
gazed,  wondered,  were  honored  and 
happy. 

It  bothered  me  somewhat  that  it  was 
daylight  so  long,  when  I  had  supposed 
night  was  coming,  and  once  when  I  ac- 
cidentally stumbled  against  a  man  I  waa 
startled  to  find  that  I  fell  through  him 
without  disconcerting  him  in  the  least. 
But  I  was  determined  not  to  allow  little 
things  like  that  to  disturb  my  enjoyment, 
so  I  did  not  worry  about  it.  My  guide 
came  to  me  presently  and  said: 

"Wo  must  go  soon;  it  is  near  closing 
time.  But  you  can  come  again — as  often 
as  you  lil:e,  in  fact,  for  we  will  hold 
the  genuine  celebration  as  often  as  youi 
pretentious  people  leavo  tho  placo. 
There  is  more  reality  in  the  occurences 
you  have  just  witnessed  than  you  will 
see  on  your  opening  day.  All  the  cere- 
monies, display  aiid  grandeur  of  youi 
artificial  people  will  be  mere  mockeries- 
empty  and  meaningless." 

I  journeyed  homeward  and  stood  in  my 
doorvv-ay,  looking  out,  as  the  sun  rose. 

All  our  knowledge  comes  from  sensa- 
tions— sensations  either  vivid  or  faint. 
It  is  said  that  our  faint  sensations  are 
dreams  or  memories.  This  experience 
was  to  mo  a  vi"vid  sensation  and  must 
have  been  real.    At  least  it  was  all  a?

WORSE  THAN  IRELAND. 

The  Craoltlea  of  ir^andtordlsm  In  tlio  Em- 
pire City  of  America. 

Those  soft  hearted  persons  in  the 
United  States  >?hose  sympathies  are 
touched  and  who  3e  anger  is  aroused  over 
the  stories  of  cru  ?1  evictions  which  come 
to  us  from  Ireland  should  spare  a  few  of 
their  tears  for  tl  e  similar  sufferings  in 
their  own  land.  Not  that  landlordism 
in  Ireland  is  less  liorriblo  than  it  is  paint- 
ed, but  there  ia  a  beauty  in  the  consist- 
ency of  Kweeyiiig  your*  own  doorstep 
before  finding  fault  with  the  rubbish  of 
your  neighbors. 

On  the  1st  of  Kay  in  every  year  an  ar- 
my of  city  marslials  starts  out  m  the 
city  of  Now  York  to  do  the  brutal  worl: 
of  tho  tenement  district  landlords,  and 
helpless  women  r  nd  children  are  turned 
into  tho  streets,  nheir  few  small  posses- 
sions dumped  upon  the  sidewalks  or  into 
the  gutters  by  tho  authorities  of  thogrcut 
city  and  state  of  New  York.  Hard  heart- 
ed, hard  featunxl,  diamond  bedecked, 
blood  suclring  landlords  have  but  to  snap 
their  fingers,  and  tho  minions  of  a  mighty 
municipality  rul'nlessly  tear  to  tatters 
with  their  bony  claws  tho  miserable  sem- 
blances of  home.3,  which  are  all  in  the 
world  the  poor ,  downtrodden,  robbed 
wretches  of  the  slums  have  between  them 
and  potter's  field. 

Great  is  the  niaeteenth  century  civili- 
zation. Wonderful  and  glorious  is  the 
chief  city  of  tho  "greatest  country  on 
earth."  It  entertains  with  splendor  and 
flapdoodle  that  n-ivals  the  gorgeousnesa 
of  a  queen's  jubilee  the  naval  engines  oi 
destruction  belonging  to  tho  monarchs 
of  Europe,  and  .it  tha  same  time  and  on 
the  same  acre  employs  its  machinery  of 
law  to  drivo  little  children  out  into  the 
street  to  sicken,  ;;tarvo  or  steal. 

Some  of  the  scenes  in  the  police  courts 
as  rci)orted  in  tha  daily  prass  will  show 
that  the  picture  is  not  here  overdrawn. 
A  kind  hearted  judge  occasionally  se- 
cures to  tho  unf c  rtunato  a  few  hours  for 
preparation  to  meet  a  cruel  fate  which 
is  unavoidable,  lut  in  the  end  "the  law 
must  take  its  course." 

Marshals  Sullivon,  Alt,  Cohn.  Myers  and 
tllrschfleld  etiirtcd  out  early  In  tho  momiaa 
with  big  batches  of  eummonses,  and  at  2:3C 
o'clock  there  wcri  several  hundred  persona 
gathered  around  t!io  courtroom  door  waiting 
for  It  to  open.  Jusi  bcioro  Judge  Goldfogle  en- 
tered five  prospcroiia  looking  men  filed  into  the 
courtroom  and  too  t  scats  In  a  little  inclosurc 
in  front  of  the  judge's  desk.  Each  of  these 
men  had  a  big  book,  which  ho  promptly  opened 
and  rested  half  on  tho  railing  in  front  of  hira 
and  half  on  hl3  knoes  as  ho  looked  around  the 
court  in  a  businesslike  way.  These  men  were 
the  landlords,  and  they  glowered  upon  tlio 
ragged  crowd  whos3  Inability  to  pay  rent  had 
brought  them  into  oourt.  A  list  of  the  names 
of  tho  unfortunates  was  handed  to  Judge  Gold- 
fogle, and  ho  read  them  off  rapidly.  As  each 
namo  w.as  read  off  nho  man  or  woman  to  whom 
it  belonged  took  his  or  her  place  in  the  line 
which  the  marshal)  had  formed.  Before  hali 
of  tho  names  had  been  read  tho  lino  took  up  all 
the  available  space  lu  tho  room,  and  the  judge 
decided  to  dispose  of  this  batch  first  and  then 
go  on  with  the  rest. 

A  little  old  woman,  who  said  that  her  name 
was  Sarah  FeingoM,  was  the  first  called.  "M5 
husband  is  away,"  she  said,  "and  1  can't  move 
or  pay  my  rent  until  I  hear  from  him."

The  Races  That  are  Exposed  to  Precarious- 

ness  of  Food  Acquire  Great  Power 

of  Digestion. 


Lately  I  took  up,  in  part,  Mr.  Urqu- 
bart's  plea  for  less  clothing.  To  that  I 
shall  again,  in  some  future 
article,  revert.  But  I  promised 
to  air  another  of  his  adduce- 
ments  for  the  use  of  the  Turkish  bath 
which  is  less  need  of  food.  Mr.  Urqu- 
hart  tells  of  his  own  form  of  dyspepsia 
treated  by  one  meal  a  day.  "My  pain 
never  appeared  whilst  there  was  food  in 
the  stomach,  but  after  digestion  had 
been  finished,  and  continuing  sometimes 
for  ten  hours.  It  was  momentarily 
allayed  by  food  but  there  was  also  loss 
of  appetite  and  repugnance  for  food. 
Tliis  was  not  properly  difficulty  of  diges- 
tion, for  digestion  was  excellent.  What- 
ever I  could  eat  I  could  digest,  without 
the  sligheit  difference  as  regarded  the 
pain.  Sleep  deserted  me,  strength  was 
gone,  all  mental  exercise,  even  for  five 
minutes,  or  a  passing  painful  thought 
would  at  once  reproduce  the  pain  and 
the  prostration.

"I  at  last  made  up  my  mind  that  my 
malady  could  be  nothing,  save  an  undue 
discharge  of  gastic  juice.  I  acted  on 
this  at  first  by  crushed  ice  taken  inter- 
nally, as  much  as  one  and  a  half  pounds 
in  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  The  effect  was 
instantaneous.  On  the  first  occasion  I 
was  for  forty-eight  hours  without  a  trace 
of  pain,  but  yielding  to  a  medical  friend, 
I  diminished  the  ice  and  took  some  bel- 
ladonna and  opium.  The  pain  returned. 
For  two  months  I  continued  the  ice.  but 
not  to  such  an  extent.  I  abstained  from 
everything  hot  and  limited  myself  to  two 
meals.  There  were  intervals  of  days 
quite  free  from  pain,  but  the  least  men- 
tal exertion  or  anxiety  recalled  it. 

"I  then  put  myself  upon  one  meal  a 
day,  to  the  great  alarm  of  my  medical 
friends.  But  one  of  them  said  'That  is 
pathology  and  logic  combined.  It  is  a 
treatment  that  deserves  to  succeed.  As 
ihc   appetite    grows   you  may    have  a 


struggle  to  maintain  your  resolve.  Do 
not  give  in  through  a  feeling  of  faint- 
ness.  Yield  only  to  positive  hunger.'  In 
about  two  months  I  had  absolute  free- 
dom from  pain,  and  after  the  long  loath- 
ing of  food  an  enormous  appetite,  and 
there  had  not  been,  as  before,  a  total 
cessation  of  mental  occupation.  The 
way  to  run  a  human  stomach  is  to  eat 
little  and  often,  when  treating  dvspepsia. 
Gout,  herpes  and  dyspepsia  had  all  dis- 
appeared together  with  the  one  meal  a 
day. 

"My  greatest  sufferings  came  from  my 
attempts  to  allay  pain  by  repeated 
draughts  of  milk,  as  the  medical  man's 
anxiety  was  that  I  should  'give  the 
stomach  something  to  do.'  After  the 
first  twenty-four  hours' abstinence  I  w;vs 
able  to  eat  more  in  one  meal  than  I  had 
formerly  done  in  two. 

"The  malady  is  in  the  strength  of  the 
secretions,  and  the  bath  cannot  reach  it, 
as  the  bath  does  not  tend  to  dilute  secre- 
tions. But  the  bath  will  allay  the  crav- 
ing or  false  appetite,  and  lessen  the 
effort  at  abstinence. 

"The  workmen  of  Uruguay  take  only 
one  meal  a  day,  of  beef  and  maize.  The 
Copiapo  miners,  amongst  the  strongest 
of  the  world,  who  do  very  hard  work, 
dine  in  the  middle  of  the  day  on  red 
beans,  but  they  do  take  a  light  supper. 
In  Buenos  Ayres  and  Mexico  the  travel- 
ing servants  take  a  cup  of  chocolate  be- 
fore starting,  and  one  full  meal  at  the 
end  of  the  day's  journey.  A  class  of 
Brahmins,  employed  in  the  British  sol- 
diery, take  but  one  meal  a  day.  Vener- 
ation in  any  part  of  the  East  can  be  ob- 
tained by  no  one  save  on  this  condition." 
(Notice  that  in  ail  these  countries  they 
have  the  hot  air  supply.) 

"Food  is  the  sustenance  of  the  body.  It 
necessarily  consists  of  a  great  variety  of 
substances  which  in  different  combina- 
tions arc  calculated  to  disease,  and  which 
must  be  removed  from  the  body,  or  if 
not  removed  they  will  interrupt  the  har- 
mony of  the  functions.  Now,  there  is  no 
power  by  which  the  proper  direction  of 
nutrition  can  be  attained  excepting 
through  the  skin,  and  that  I  believe  to 
be  the  explanation  of  the  extraordinary 
results  which  seem  to  flow  from  the  use 
of  the  bath.  The  bath  docs  no  more 
than  regulate  the  nutrition.  Scrofula  is 
imperfect  nutrition;  cancer  is  imperfect 
nutrition;  indigestion,  rhejmatism,  gout, 
neuralgia  are  imperfect  nutrition.  Give 
a  power  by  whicli  nutrition  can  be  regu- 
lated and  you  can  immediately  control 
these  various  diseases.  You  can  by  per- 
spiration make  the  body  take  up  nutri- 
tive matter  more  actively  than  it  does. 
By  withdrawing  from  the  body  a  certain 
quantity  of  moisture  you  make  it  more 
ready  to  imbibe  into  its  tissues  moisture 
which  is  taken  into  the  sioniach,  and 
which  moisture  at  the  same  time  cariies 
with  it  the  nutritive  matter  you  need  to 
regulate  the  distribution  and  the  supply 
of  the  nourishing  matter  given  through 
the  agency  of  the  skin.  It  is  not  simply 
the  action  of  the  bath,  the  action  of  heat 
upon  the  skin  itself  directly,  but  it  is  the 
indirect  action  upon  the  source  of  nutri- 
tion, crnsequently  upon  the  whole  mass 
of  the  blood." 

Dr.  Erasmus  Wilson  answered:  "A 
man's  greatest  enemy  is  his  stomach. 
Now,  as  there  is  no  possibility  of  pre- 
venting man  from  destroying  his  health 
and  strength  by  food,  the  bath  comes  in 
as  a  remedy.  It  not  only  diminishes  thj 
appetite,  but  it  takes  away  all  tiiat  ex- 
cess^tbat  has  been  taken  into  the  man's 
stomach,  and  which  by  overloading  his 


system,  produces  loss  of  rest,  sleepless- 
ness, incapacity.  We  shall  never  be 
able  to  invent  any  contrivance  which  will 
act  as  a  check  to  the  quantity  that  a 
man  will  put  into  his  stonr.ach." 

Mr.  Urqubart:  "Appetite  and  diges- 
tion belong  to  the  healthy  state;  and  you 
cannot  impose  upon  health.  In  indiges- 
tion or  dyspepsia,  the  bath,  by  calling 
the  blood  to  the  surface,  affords  relief  to 
the  stom.ach.  There  must  be  inflamma- 
tion where  thefe  is  difficulty  of  digestion. 
We  let  the  inflamed  limb  reft  and  get 
well  but  the  inflamed  stomach  has  to  go 
daily  on  with  its  ta?k.  The  process  of 
digestion  calls  to  the  stomach,  and  all 
the  organs  immediately  connected  there- 
with, a  mass  of  blood  inconceivable  to 
those  who  have  not  inspected  with  the 
eye  the  internal  operations  of  the  body. 

"Besides  relieving  congestion  by  draw- 
ing the  blood  to  the  surface,  oxygen  be- 
ing more  available,  the  assimilation  takes 
pla^e  more  rapidly  and  more  con^pletcly. 
Thus,  less  food  iufficing,  there  will  be 
less  digesting  to  be  got  through.  There 
is  also  less  detritis  from  the  body,  and 
therefore  less  waste  to  be  made  good. 
Whilst  exposed  to  a  high  heat,  there  is  a 
reduced  demand  for  animal  heat,  for  the 
production  of  which  so  much  of  our  food 
is  required."  Everywhere  is  the  demand 
for  heat,  like  a  constant  circulation. 
Heat  of  the  sun  to  grow  our  foods,  heat 
of  the  fires  to  cook  them,  and  they  then 
become  our  inward  fires  to  burn  us  up 
or  only  furnish  us  the  heat  we  need  in 
ourselves. 

"I  am  satisfied  that  the  constant  use  of 
the  bath  diminishes  by  one-third  the 
the  amount  of  food  required.  My  ser- 
vants have  given  up  one  of  their  three 
meals  a  day.  The  temperature  of  the 
diseased  stonaach,  a  consideration  of  the 
highest  importance  has  been  ignored  by 
medical  men.  The  temperature  within 
the  body  rises  in  the  same  degree  as  that 
of  a  thermometer  cased  in  wet  flannel. 
In  fever  the  heat  is  seeking  to  ascend,  to 
attain  the  purifying  and  perspiring 
power.  Not  so  that  of  the  stomach.  By 
stimulants,         by  the         superim- 

posed heat  of  the  surrounding 
viscera,  and  above  all  by  the  unnatural 
excitements  of  iterated  meals— that 
dreadful  maxim  'Little  and  often,' — you 
maintain  a  decomposing  heat.  Often  a 
single  shock  of  cold  water  on  the  ex- 
ternal body  will  brace  it  for  a  day.  Why 
not  brace  the  afflicted  stomach  in  like 
manner?  Combine  the  two  processes; 
call  the  blood  to  the  surface  by  external 
heat;  then  supply  external  cold,  but  do 
not  use  the  relief  thus  afforded  to  enable 
you  to  use  medicine  stimulants,  or  that 
iteration  of  meals  which  is  the  primary 
cause  of  all  dyspepsia. 

"It  is  not  going  in  for  an  hour,  once  or 
twice  a  week,  that  will  effect  anything. 
It  is  a  great  effort  that  has  to  be  mnde. 
When  a  man  is  ill,  he  must  endure 
whatever  has  to  be  be  borne  to  get  well. 
He  must  be  in  two  or  three  hours  a  day. 
This  malady,  in  its  progress,  will  involve 
all  the  other  organs. 

"Digestion  is  a  frightful  operation,  re- 
peal it  not.  then,  offerer  than  required. 
When  you  take  more  food  than  is  needed, 
look  at  the  toil  you  impose  on  all  the  or- 
gans to  get  rid  of  it.  It  is  not  then  the 
tood  that  supports  you,  but  you  have  to 
support  the  food.  In  England,  the 
apothecary  uiakcs  the  physician  and 
would  not  approve  of  any  plan  o(  abstin- 
ence." (When  drugf^ist  and  doctor  have 
to  abandon  their  rich  fields  of  disease, 
pain,  crime,  misery,  they  can  take  to  the 
richer  fields  of  nature  now  opening  up  to 


ail  in  beauty,  delight  and  blessing.  It 
need  not  cause  fear  of  lack  of  support, 
the  world  is  wide,  God  is  good,  and  His 
resources  for  man's  continuance  have  not 
begun  to  be  explored.) 

"In  ancient  times,  among  Greeks.  Ro- 
mans and  Persians,  the  discipline  for  the 
young  consisted  in  subjecting  them  to 
privations;  the>'  had  to  endure  heat,  hun- 
ger, cold  and  thirst.  Now  it  is  'warm 
clothing,  plenty  of  food,'  and  nothing  is 
more  dreaded  than  an  'empty  stomach.' 
A  feature  of  dv'Spepsia  is  the  craving  for 
something  to  put  in  the  stomach — as  it  is 
in  disorders  from  use  of  stimulants.  The 
bath  has  the  quality  of  allaying  that 
craving,  as  it  does  even  in  extreme  de- 
lirium tremens. 

"A  recent  French  writer  has  advised 
dipping  the  patient  into  icy  cold  water, 
saying  they  conne  out  with  an  appetite  to 
which  they  ha\e  been  strangers  before. 
Well,  I  give  icy  cold  water  as  well  as 
burning  hot  air.  Without  the  heat  the 
application'of  cold  is  a  very  fool-hardy 
experiment.  It  has  been  used  in  cases 
of  suspended  animation,  but  if  cold 
only  were  usec\  it  would  ensure  death. 
The  concomitant  effect — the  sending  of 
the  blood  backwards  and  forwards,  from 
without  to  witi  in— calls  the  whole  frame 
into  action.  V  ou  have  never  seen  men 
who  are  exposed  to  great  stress  on  the 
system,  sufteriig  from  dyspepsia.  Races 
exposed  to  precariousnessof  food  accjuire 
great  power  of  digestion.  1  mean  races. 
A  man  brought  up  as  usual,  will,  of 
course  suffer  from  going  without  his 
luncheon.  The  Laplanders  suffer  from 
dyspepsia,  but  can  you  digest  blubber 
and  tallow;  they  are  a  race  subjected  to 
more  than  pri\  ation. 

"My  boy  vva:;  brought  up  from  infancy 
in  another  numner.  He  will  be  proof 
against  dyspepsia  at  loo  years,  but  then 
he  will  piesently  be  on  one  meal  a  day; 
he  is  now  on  tv»o.  I  have  reduced  my- 
self to  one  meal  a  day  in  order  to  be  .able 
to  go  throu;jh  ivilh  my  work,  which  has 
for  years  prevented  my  taking  an  hour's 
exercise  or  recreation;  and  so  I  have 
been  able  to  work  sixteen  hours  a  day, 
and  sometime  twenty;  and  also  to  pass 
from  one  extreme  of  inaction  and  fatigue 
to  the  other,  liefore  that,  I  was  tortured 
by  heartburn;  until  I  had  observed  the 
Mussulman  fas;  of  the  Rh.amazan.  Re- 
turning to  Europe  and  to  two  meals  a 
day,  all  returni^d  in  an  aggravatedjorm. 
Cicero  tells  .'omewh.it  the  same  story  of 
himself.  Talluyrand  also  reduced  him- 
self to  one  mci).  I  hold  that  one  meal 
in  the  twenty-four  hours  is  the  intention 
of  nature,  as  made  plain  by  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  stomach,  and  (N.  B.)  the 
necessity  of  filling  it  to  obtain  perfect 
digestion.  I  am  satisfied,  on  historical 
grounds,  that  a  race  exceeding  two  meals 
a  day  can  no  more  be  permanent 
than  an  empire  that  sends  its 
phosphates  down  its  rivers.  The  condi- 
tion of  permanency  must  be:  Kirst,  the 
restoration  to  ihe  soil  of  the  elements  of 
vegetation."  (Here  is  pressure  for  The 
Herald's  garbiige,  etc.,  war,  to  which  be 
all  success!).  "Second,  the  preservation 
of  the  stomach  for  the  digestion  of  its 
food.  We  hive  a  specimen  in  the 
Chinese  who  have  seen  the  Romans  rise, 
change  from  one  meal  to  two,  and  then 
to  three,  and  fall;  and  so  will  they  see 
the  I'ritiiih  of  today,  who  originally  had 
but  two  meals,  and  they  did  not  dabble 
with  eating  or  flrinking  in  the   intervals. 

"The  Red  Indians  are  frequently  ex- 
posed to  privation  for  several  days  with- 
out food  in  their  hunting  excursions;  so 
are  the  Hotten:ots,  yet  they  never  suffer 


from  dyspepsia,  although  they  gorge 
themselves  frequently  afterwards."  (Mr. 
U's  idea  of  filling  the  stomach  to  obtain 
perfect  digestion.)  "The  power  of  the 
bath  on  this  malady,  however,  by  no 
means  corresponds  with  its  control  over 
the  disordered  head,  heart,  liver  or  kid- 
neys."

The  Individual    Who  in  Public  Punctuates 

His  Conversation  With  His  Elbows 

and  Hands. 


Then  There  is    That  Omnipresent    Person 
Who  Tries  to  Drown  the  Music  With 
His  Voice.. 


Along  with  smallpox,  cholera,  fleas, 
professional  legislative  reformers,  due 
notes  and  the  man  who  c»lls  you  on  the 
telephone  from  engrossing  tasks  and 
blandly  asks  you  if  you  are  the  central 
office,  the  man  who,  in  places  where 
human  beings  are  gathered  together, 
punctuates  his  remarks  with  his  elbows 
and  puts  in  his  hyphens  and  dashes  with 
his  bands,  must  be  reckoned.  He  can- 
not be  escaped.  He  is  omnipresent.  At 
the  gathering  that  will  be  called  to- 
gether when  the  last  trumpet  shall  have 
been  blown,  he  will  be  seen  on  a  front 
seat  interrupting  the  view  of  the  stage. 
It  is  by  reason  of  no  sense  of  chivalry 
that  this  offending  animal  has  been 
named  as  of  the  masculine  gender. 
Woman,  bless  her,  is  afraid  of  creating 
confusion  among  the  furbelows  and  puffs 
that  adorn  her  shoulders,  for  the  gesticu- 
lator  roust  needs  go  through  with  con- 
tortions and  put  torlh  physical  efforts 
compared  to  which  the  hardest  manual 
labor  is  a  calisthenic  exercise  for  conval- 
escents." 

The  man  referred  to  is  one  whose  pres- 
ence in  any  place  of  assemblage  aside 
from  a  jail  is  to  be  deplored.  He  is  a 
perfected,  duplex  acting  annoyance  to 
those  who  are  behind  him  and  a  constant 
menace  to  those  in  front  ot  him,  to  the 
plastering  and  to  any  articles  of  virtu 
that  may  be  disposed  within  a  mile  of 
him.

It  is  the  awful  (|uestion,  what 
will  he  do  next?  that  causes  the  brain  to 
reel  and  the  heart  to  smk.  Will  he 
shoot  that  ponderous  missile  with  an 
initial  velocity  of  2,760,000  feet  to  the 
second  the  east,  west  or  north,  or  will  he 
menace  the  very  planets  revolving  in 
their  courses.  There  goes  a  hand,  ris- 
ing like  a  balloon,  aspiring,  soaring. 
Will  it  never  stop  till  it  has  bored  a  hole 
through  the  ceiling,  up  through  space 
and  several  feet  into  the  canopy  of  heav- 
en. It  stops,  wavers,  and  you  watch  it 
with  a  prayer  on  tbe  lips  for  the  hclpl  ss 
beings  unJer  the  thrcatenmg  weiLjht. 
Oh,  great  relief;  the  man  at  the  ground 
connection  manipulatmg  the  soaring: 
monster  is  about  to  turn  upon  himself 
the  force  he  has    invoked.    May  his  aim 


be  good  and  the  blow  a  fatal  one. 
Down  with  a  resounding  crash  upon  the 
knee  comes  the  wanderer  in  space,  while 
the  lights  reel  and  the  music  is  eclipsed, 
and  tbe  owner  looks  in  a  surprised  way 
at  his  returned  member  as  if  he  had  not 
expected  it  back  for  a  week  at  least, 
stopping  his  conversation,  hitherto  car- 
ried on  to  the  exclusion  of  the  perform- 
ance, to  look  at  the  palm  of  his  hand  in 
an  interested  way  as  if  imagining  he  had 
caught  something  and  intended  to  hold  a 
post  mortem. 

Let  us  turn  from  the  pantomimic 
representation  of  the  chase  or  the  flea  to 
that  other  interesting  individual  who  re- 
serves what  he  conceives  to  be  ideas  to 
pour  them  forth  at  the  moment  when  the 
orchestra  is  trying  to  make  itself  heard. 
That  this  young  man  is  alive,  he  owes  to 
the  fact  that  his  lines  have  been  cast  in 
a  cultured  community.  Should  he  ever 
attend  a  war  opera  of  the  Navajoes  or 
a  ghost  dance  of  the  Sioux  his  ill-bred 
interruption  would  result  in  his  scalp  be- 
ing piled  in  the  tan  yard  of  the  medicine 
man.  At  a  moment  when  the  eloquence 
of  Demosthenes  would  be  inopportune 
he  projects  his  presence  across  a  vista  of 
Wagner  or  Chopin,  even  the  crashing 
periods  of  the  former  not  having  volume 
enough  to  down  him.  His  unwilling 
hearer  is  forced  to  listen  with  a  smile  on 
the  face  and  murder  in  the  heart  to  the 
ill  timed  talk  of  one  who  should  be  trans- 
ported to  some  lonely  isle  of  the  sea 
where  the  world  would  be  safe  from  him. 
Such  a  young  man  has  the  capacity  of 
great  things  within  him.  Could  he  turn 
his  perseverance  and  ability  to  make 
himself  disagreeable  to  account  as 
a  collector  of  bad  debts  he 
would  make  a  howling  success. 
This  type  of  young  man  cannot  be 
imitated  by  any  Christian  in  cold  blood 
and  .off-hand,  as  it  were.  He  is  the  rich 
fruit  of  heredity.  It  must  be,  for  this  is 
genius.  His  forefathers  have  worked  up 
to  this  by  degrees;  as  freebooters,  high- 
waymen and  murderers,  the  family  has 
climbed  the  ladder  step  by  step  until 
their  progeny  bursts  forth  upon  the 
world  a  quintessence  of  all  that  is  fiend- 
ish, the  king-bee  bore  of  this  nineteenth 
century.  For  is  he  not  at  once  a  high- 
wayman and  murderer  who  robs  you  of 
your  purchased  pleasure  and  murders 
music? 

And  then  there  is  the  young  man  who 
was  born  to  be  a  loafer.  This  is  his  mis- 
sion in  life.  He  bears  upon  him  the  seal 
of  his  calling  and  though  he  be  robed  in 
the  ermine  of  a  king  or  the  gown  of  a 
judge  it  will  proclaim  itself.  This  indi- 
vidual delights  to  take  his  "best  girl" 
out  on  Sumiay  and,  before  the  eyes  of 
men,  blow  tobacco  smoke  in  her  face, 
with,  seemingly,  no  other  purpose  than 
to  show  the  world  how  little  respect  he 
has  for  her.  He  usually  wears  his  hat 
tilted  over  his  eye  in  a  stunning  way  and 
cnteriains  her  by  playfully  expector.ating 
in  front  of  her,  aiming  at  her  feet  or  the 
point  of  her  parasol.  .As  we  do  not  find 
loafers  named  among  the  plagues  of 
Egypt  it  must  be  that  nothing  so  "plaguey" 
had  been  discovercfl  at  tlut  time. 
If  there  had,  Egypt  would  probably 
have  been  for  rent;  by  the  owners;  terras 
reasonable;  reason,  atrip  toGehenna  for 
pleasure  and  rest.

IT  WAS  A  PU^AStTtF.  TO  SEE  HTM  E\T  THEM, 

When  I  passed  through  Spokane  three 
years  ago,  the  citj-  was  doing  business  in 
tents.  Business  is  still  intense,  but  not 
so  much  so. 

"Three  years  ago,"  said  a  Spokane 
merchant,  "I  did  business  in  a  tent  and 
sold  more  goods  than  1  do  now  in  a 
handsome  brick  and  stone  building." 

Spokane  (pronounced  .spoAvrij)  is  the 
great  railroad  center  of  that  part  of  the 
country.  A  map  nrade  recently  shows 
the  city  to  be  the  center  of  half  a  dozen 
short  roads  besides  the  ti-anscoatinental 

lines. 

She  is  a  pretty  city  surrounded  by  an 
enormous  w^ope  of  lands  which  are  now 
offered,for  sale.  Sho  has  a  minimum  of 
32,000  horsepower.  It  is  estimated  to 
cost  less  at  $10  per  horsepower  delivered 
free  on  board  the  cars  than  coal  at  $3 
per  ton. 

It  grinds  wheat  at  a  quarter  of  a  cent 
per  barrel,  produces  electric  light  at  one- 
tenth  of  a  cent  per  hour  for  each  IG-can- 
dle  light  and  supplies  3.j  miles  of  car  line 
with  power  at  |2  per  car  per  day.      " 

Her  death  rate  is  11  3-10  per  1,000,  the 
3-10  being  a  Chinaman  who  was  killed 
by  request.  When  we  compare  this  with 
the  death  rate  of  New  York,  wiiich  is 
24.58,  we  ask  ourselves.  Why  will  i)eople 
remain  in  New  York  so  much  as  they  do? 
The  reply  to  over  300  postal  cards  sent 
out  by  me  in  New  York  among  people 
who  move  in  tho  best  society  and  out 
again  is  that  they  prefer  to  do  so. 

This  brings  tis  to  the  solution  of  the 
problem— \-i2,  that  more  people  at  the 
preseiJt  time  prefer  to  live  in  Now  York 
with  a  death  rate  of  24.58  per  1,000  than 
in  Spokane  at  11  per  1,000. 

Spokane  has  three  transcontinental 
roads— viz,  the  Great  Northern,  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  the  Union  Pacific. 
The  general  public  does  not  generally 
know  this,  but  I  was  there  recently  and 
saw  them.  Spokane  shows  the  greatest 
growth  of  any  city  in  the  United  States 
from  1880  to  1890,  according  to  the  cen- 
sus report. 

This  is  a  good  feature,  yet  all  cities 
and  countries  have  their  great  features. 
A  man  in  Wyoming  raised  800  bushels  of 
potatoes  to  the  acre,  and  another  here  in 
Montana  raised  1,200.  They  were  to 
have  gone  to  tho  World's  fair,  but  Major 
Handy  reported  the  potato  exhibit  as 
now  complete  and  asked  for  more  art. 
Side  pork  and  potatoes,  he  said,  were 
being  fully  represented,  while  sculpturo 
and  tapestry  were  shy. 

Each  of  us  is  proud  of  our  own  conn- 
try.  Even  my  own  state.  North  Caro- 
lina, has  its  sp'.-cialty. 

Our  good  health  and  miraculous  moun- 
tain dew  aro  what  we  boast  of.  Thou- 
sands of  people  are  constantly  risking 
their  lives  by  not  living  in  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Montana  in  a  great  state,  noted  for  its 
wealth  and  poverty.  As  it  grows,  how- 
over,  it  is  liarder  to  buy.  Even  the  legip-- 
laturo  has  advanced  its  rates,  and  a 
Unittd  States  senator  probably  comes 
higher  than  most  any  other  furniture 
found  in  Washington. 

Great  Falls  looks  like  a  very  prosper- 
ous town  with  wonderful  resources.  If 
you  desire  to  buy  a  lot  for  future  use  in 
a  growing  town.

Chinook  wind  is  found  in  great 
abundance  in  Montana.  It  comes  from 
tho  warm  and  spicy  .Japanese  current 
and  loves  to  v.-oo  a  band  of  cattle  up  a 
canyon  and  freeze  them  to  death.

It  is  in  the  center  of  an  agincultural 
district  v.-here  a^^  high  as  VAi  bushels  of 
wheat  grow  per  acre.  Think  of  that,  ye 
farmerj  v.'ho  toil  and  coax  the  land  to 
produce  12.  This  wheat  is  also  much 
heavier  than  eastern  v.'heat.  So  also  is 
the  bread  made  from  it  in  fome  cases. 

At  AniK-onda  tho  day  wo  were  there  a 
schoolboy  12  years  old  was  reprimanded 
by  the  tt'acher.  a  man  from  Ohio.  The 
boy  did  not  reply  till  the  teacher  ad- 
vancetl  to-.vard  hira  in  a  half  threatening 
manner,  when  the  b^y  advanced  also, 
drew  a  large  navy  revolver  and  ex- 
claimed cahuiy.  aiming  the  weapon  at 
the  teacher's  head: 

"Man,  ycu  know  cot  what  yon  do. 
Tliink  seriously  of  this  or  you  %vill  rue  it. 
Advance  or.o  step  farther,  and  you  are  a 
dead  man." 

The  teac!:er  thought  it  over  a  moment, 
and  then  stepping  out  of  the  window 
without  opening  it  he  v.-cnt  down  town 
and  got  an  officer.  Both  desks  and 
pupils  are  now  examined  every  morning 
before  prayers,  and  while  opening  the 
day's  exercises  with  prayer  the  teacher 
only  cloecs  on©  eye. 

'Tis  cdxK-ation  steers  the  ttitor'.'i  mind, 
Juit  as  the  cnn  li  bent  the  lute's  Inclined. 
We  were  greatly  shocked  to  hear  of 
this  incident,  for  it  occurred  jnst  at  tho 
time  when  we  are  generally  visiting  the 
public  schools,  and  we  might  easily  have 
been  shot  by  accident,  for  we  aro  not  in 
favor  of  compulsory  education  and  would 
not  have  taken  sides  in  the  matter. 

As  it  happened.  I  was  taking  a  buggy 
ride  with  Mr.  Tighe  tovv'ard  the  lorwer 
works  of  tl-.o  smelling  industr>'.  I  had 
never  visited  a  smelter,  especially  after 
driving  through  a  snowstorm.  A  brief

The  Bible  is  not  orQy  a-bodkof  faith, 
but  also  of  practice;  vnot  only  a  book  of 
doctrines,  nbut  also  of  morals  and  of 
principles.  ,It  illustraiJes  ideal  charac- 
ters. It  also  desc;ribe3  them.  In  our 
topical  references  we*  have  two  such  de- 
scriptions. The  first  tis  the  description 
of  an  ideal  wife,  in  whtVh  an  ideal  char- 
acter is  portrayed.  The  second) is  con- 
tained in  Paul's  advice  to  Timothy, 
"Study  to  show  thyself  approved  nnto 
God,  a  workman  that  n«!edeth  mot  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  "word  of 
truth"  (II  Tim.  ii,  15). 

1.  The  true  foundatioQ.  of 'character, 
by  the  Bible  ideal,  ii:  in  God.  This  truth 
is  contained  in  both  tho  dlescriptions  be- 
fore us.  The  ideal  w^ifo  is  described  as 
one  who  "feared  the  Lord,"  and  Paul 
exhorts  Timothy  to  study  to  show  him- 
self approved  unto  God.  The  highest 
and  noblest  ideal  of  charactencan  never 
be  reached  withoui  a  firm  faith  in  Ood 
and  a  desire  to  be  l£ke  God.  Man's  high- 
est duty  is  to  servo  God,  and  chai»cter 
can  only  be  high  as  wo  fulnll^our'high- 
est  duties.  More  than  this,  if  duty  to 
God  is  fr.ithfully  fulfilled,  our  other 
duties,  those  to  our  fellow  men,. in  all  re- 
lations will  .also  be  filfcd.  Noiman  can 
be  true  to  G«d  without  being  true  to  all 
men.  "Fear  of  the  Liord."  therefore, 
may  well  be  called  the  true  t  foundation 
of  human  character. 

2.  The  cssontial  qualification. of  char- 
acter by  the  Bible  ideal  is  thet  faitWul 
perform.ance  of  duty  in  the  various  rela- 
tions of  life.  This  is  also  illustrated  in 
the  examples  before  us.  The  id  eal  wom- 
an was  faithful  to  her  Qod,  faathful  to 
her  husband,  faithful  to  her  children, 
faithful  to  the  needy  and  helpless  about 
her,  faithful  to  her  home  duties  and  to 
the  duties  of  all  business  relations.  Paul 
exhorts  Timothy  to  be  faithful  to  God 
and  to  His  ministerial  work.  Faithful 
performance  of  all  the  duties  we  owe  to 
God  and  man  cannot  but  develop  a  true 
character.  Such  faithfulness  will  re- 
quire love,  charity,  humility,  justice, 
honestj',  industry,  strength  and  honor 
and  fear  of  God. 

3.  Tho  Tv'sults  of  such  a  character  by 
the  Bible  are  praise  and  jtist  reward. 
Of  the  woman  it  is  said:  "Her  children 
arise  and  call  her  blessed;  her  husband 
also,  andhepraisethher."  "A  woman  that 
f eareth  the  Lord  sliall  be  praised."  "G-ive 
her  of  tho  fruit  of  her  hands  and  let  her 
own  works  praise  her  in  the  gates." 
Thus  we  have  praise,  honor  and  reward 
set  forth  as  the  results  of  such  a  beauti- 
ful character.  So  it  is  today.  The  world 
admires  nothing  more  than  a  true  char- 
acter. It  is  readier  to  praiso  and  honor 
nothing  more.  Let  us  therefore  imitate 
the  Bible  ideal  of  character,  especially 
as  exemplified  in  the  only  perfect  model 
man  ever  had— the  character  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.

Washington,  May  39.— The  gift  of 
Divine  light  and  guidance  in  solving  the 
queslion  before  the  high  judicial  court  of 
the  Presbyterian  church  was  the  earnest 
plea  of  every  prayer  offered  at  the  halt 
hour  devotional  meeting  this  morning 
which  preceded  today's  sessions  of  the 
general  assembly.  The  services  wa? 
conducted  by  Prof.  J.  M.  Coyner,  of  Lo? 
Argeles,  who  read  the  first  chapter  ct 
Hebrews.  Col.  McCook  of  the  prosecut- 
ing committee  was  the  tirst  of  the  lead- 
ing figures  to  arrive.  His  asscciate.Rev 
Mr.  Lampe  arrived  soon  after. 

While  the  minutes  were  being  read. 
Rev.  G.  W,  F.  Birch,  chairman  of  the 
prosecuting  committee,  appeared  carry- 
ing his  familiar  bag  and  took  his  seat. 
At  this  time  Rev.  Dr.  Frasitr,  of  New- 
ark, was  the  only  occupant  of  the  Brigg? 
table,  but  before  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  was  concluded  the  defendant, 
enveloped  in  a  dark  overcoat  and  ac- 
companied by  Professor  Francis  Brown. 
of  Union  seminary,  entered  and  prepared 
himself  for  the  day's  session. 

At  10:05  a.  m.  the  trial  of  Dr.  Briggs 
began.  Four  and  a  half  hours  were 
allowed  the  appellants  to  open  and  dost 
the  case.  Dr.  Briggs  was  allowed  sev- 
eral hours  to  reply,  and  the  New  York 
presbytery,  from  whose  judgment  the 
appeal  was  taken,  were  assigned  two 
hours  to  be  used  in  ten-minute  speeches. 

The  closest  attention  was  given  Dr. 
Baker,  chairman  of  the  judicial  commit- 
tee, when  he  rose  from  his  place  on  the 
platform  to  make  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee as  to  the  disposition  of  time  in  the 
trial.  The  arrangement  he  said  was  en- 
tirely agreeable  to  both  sides.  A  vote 
will  be  taken  on  each  specification.  The 
report  was  adopted  unanimously  and  the 
moderator  rose  to  caution  the  commis- 
sioners as  to  the  manner  of  their  bearing 
during  the  rrial. 

These  prelimmaries  had  occupied 
about  half  an  hour,  and  it  was  just  one 
hour  and  five  minutes  when  Col.  McCook 
took  the  stand  and  the  great  trial  might 
be  tairly  said  to  have  begun.  His  pur- 
pose at  that  time  was  merely  to  notify 
the  court  and  appellee  of  the  actions  and 
references  which  the  prosecution  ex- 
pected to  use  in  presenting  their  case. 

At  12:30  p.  m.  Dr.  Lampe,  who  opened 
the  case  tor  the  prosecution,  having  con- 
sumed two  hours  and  a  quarter  of  his 
allotted  time,  yielded  to  a  motion  for  a 
recess,  and  the  proceedings  were  sus- 
pended until  2:30  p.  m.

Attempt  to  Put  in  an  Electric  Road  Without  a 
Franchise. 

New  York,  May  29. — The  Herald's 
San  Francisco  special  says:  Much  ex- 
citement was  caused  early  yesterday 
morning  by  an  attempt  on  the  part  0^ 
Omnibus  Street  Railway  company  to  put 
in  an  electric  road  with  overhead  wires 
in  the  busmess  part  of  Market  street 
from  Eighth  to  Montgomery  and  thence 
by  a  circuitous  route  to  the  ferry. 

Mayor  Ellert  was  summoned  and  or- 
dered the  police  to  stop  the  work.  Later 
he  issued  orders  to  the  street  department 
to  remove  the  poles  and  confiscate  them 
and  repair  the  torn  up  street  This  was 
finished  last  night.

DIOCESE  MAY  BE  DIVIDED. 


The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Minnesota  is  Grow- 
ing T..0  Large. 

It  is  entirely  pnibable  that  the  Epis- 
copal diocese  of  Minnesota  will  be  di- 
vided and  the  number  of  bishops  in- 
creased. The  diocesan  conference  meets 
in  Faribault  June  7,  and  action  upon  the 
question  of  division,  which  has  been  agi- 
tating for  some  time,  will  probably  be 
taken.  The  present  diocese  of  Minne- 
sota includes  the  whole  state,  and  while 
one  bishop  might  have  been  sufficient  in 
the  early  days  to  care  for  all  the  Episco- 
pal parishes  in  Minnesota,  the  present 
extent  of  the  church  renders  that  taik 
almost  a  Herculean  undertaking. 

Bishop  Whipple  is  in  poor  health  and 
upon  his  assistant,  Bishop  Gilbert,  fails 
the  burden  of  the  'vork,  which  is  mani- 
festly more  than  one  man  can  do.  There 
are  many  churchmen  who  hold  that  there 
is  sufficient  work  in  the  cities  of  Minne- 
apolis and  St.  Paul  to  require  a  bishop 
for  each,  and  the  Kite  convention  of  tlie 
church  in  the  Nortti,  South  and  Central 
districts  seem  to  point  to  division  as  a 
present  necessity.  It  is  believed  that 
better  results  arc  Dbtainable  by  division 
and  the  appointnent  of  new  bishop  s, 
each  having  his  independent  jurisdiction 
over  his  own  diocese,  than  byappointin.''^ 
assistant  bishops  a.nd  leaving  the  dio- 
cese undivided. 

CROOKED  WORK. 

Stock  being  Sold  in  .1  Kootenay  Mining  Prop- 
erty That  is  Worthless. 
The  Nelson,  B.  C, Tribune  says:    One 
thing  can  be  said  to  the    credit    of  the 
press  of  the  Kootenay  Lake  country,  thr.t 

is,  that  it  has  never  lent  its  aid  to  ad- 
vance the  schemes  of  unprincipled  pros- 
pectors or  mine  manipulators.  It  is  true, 
there  has  been  little  crooked  work  at- 
tempted, but  no  attempt  has  been  coun- 
tenanced. The  Kootenay  Lake  country 
has  merit  and  it  s;aiids  well  with  men 
who  have  money  to  invest  in  both  specu- 
lative prospects  and  developed  mines. 

However,  should  unprincipled  men 
succeed  in  working  oflF  even  one  "salted" 
claim,  the  effect  would  be  hurtful  to  the 
country.  Lastwirter  several  parties 
made  trips  into  the  Duncan  river  coun- 
tr\-,  and  one  or  twci  of  them  returned  with 
specimens  of  very  rich  gold  rock.  Thc-e 
reported  finds  have  very  much  to  00 
with  beading  prospectors  into  the  Dun- 
can nvcf  country  this  spring.  While  m  t 
decrying  that  section,  the  Tribune  is  in 
possession  of  infor:nation  that  justifies  it 
in  making  the  following  statement: 

"The  Gold  Nugg;et  Mining  company, 
of  Duncan  river  is  a  pure  fake  and  got 
up  to  swindle.  The  locations  are  show 
ones,  well  salted  'vith  sixty  pounds  (f 
rich  gold  rock  from  California.  The 
rock  was  brought  to  Kaslo  last  summ(  r 
and  hid  across  the  bay  till  this  spring. 
A  portion  of  the  interests  of  the  locators 
have  been  disposed  of  to  Spokane  par- 
ties, and  a  man  formerly  well  known  in 
Kaslo,  is  now  in  the  East  selling  stock. 
Some  officials  of  the  Great  Northern 
railway  are  being  roped  in.  The  Spo- 
kane papers  are  boasting  the  scheme  net 
knowing  its  character.  The  original  lo- 
cators are  in  Kaslo  trying  to  sell  their  re- 
maining interests  a.t  any  figure,  and  the 
report  that  they  intend  putting  in  a  force 
of  men  at  work  on  the  claim  is  a  pure 
fabrication.  All  th;  parties  interested  on 
the  outside  have  b<:cn  deceived  and  know 
nothing  of  the  true  state  of  affairs.  The 
whole  scheme  is  a  swindle  and  will  hurt 
the  country." 


It  Takes  Two  Parties  to  Make  a  Contract 

and     One     Alone     Cannot 

Change  It. 


Chicago,  May  29.— In  the  legal  pro- 
ceedings brought  against  the  World's 
fair  directory  to  compel  an  open  Sunday 
or  to  restrain  public  admission  on  that 
day,  the  former  gained  the  first  victory 
this  morning.  Judge  Stein  issued  a 
temporary  injunction  restraining  the 
directors  from  closing  the  gates  on  Sun- 
day. 

His  ruling  was  made  in  accordance 
with  the  prayer  of  a  bill  filed  by  Charles 
W.  Clingman  on  behalf  of  himself  as  a 
stockholder  in  the  exposition  company 
and  as  a  citizen.  Judge  Stein  held  that 
congress  bad  made  no  law  compelling 
Sunday  closing. 

The  decision  held  in  substance  that 
the  park  commissioners  had  no  power  to 
concede  to  a  corporation  any  use  of  the 
park  system  that  would  interfere  with 
the  rights  of  the  people  in  the  usufruct 
of  the  South  park  grounds.  The  con- 
tention of  the  intervening  petitioner,  C. 
H.  Howard,  that  to  open  the  fair  on  Sun- 
day is  against  the  law  of  the  land 
and  of  the  act  of  congress  of  April 
25,  1890,  is  dismissed  with  the  statement 
that  it  has  not  been  proved  that  there  is 
anything  in  that  act  which  overthrew  any 
of  the  existing  laws  of  the  state  of  lUi- 
hois  and  the  laws  of  Illinois  are  not  af- 
fected. 

The  court  roughly  handled  congress 
and  its  action  in  making  appropriations 
with  the  Sunday  closinglstrictures. 

"It  took  two  parties  to  make  a  con- 
tract," said  the  judge,  "and  two  to  un- 
make one,  therefore  by  its  determina- 
tion to  withhold  $570,000  from  the 
amount  conditionally  appropriated  con- 
gress caused  a  palpable  breach  of  con- 
tract and  the  directory  was  absolved 
from  agreeing  to  its  actions;  further- 
more, nothing  has  been  shown  that  the 
local  directory  has  received  a  single  dol- 
lar from  congress  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  the  law."

THE  CANAL  PROPOSITION. 


Secretary  Thompson  Criticizes  the  Company's 
Plans  and  Statements. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  longer  the  proposition  of  the  Min- 
nesota Canal  company  for  aid  in  the  sum 

of  §600,000  from  the  county  of  St.  Louis 
is  studied  the  more  objectionable  it  be- 
comes and  the  evidences  multiply  thai 
the  scheme  has  been  very  carefully 
worked  out  with  the  object  ot  securing 
the  voting  of  this  aid  before  the  true 
character  of  the  enterprise  should  ap- 
pear. If  all  the  objections  which  are  ap- 
parent should  be  stated  at  length  they 
would  occupy  more  space  than  could 
reasonably  be  asked  and  I  will  endeavor 
therefore  as  briefly  as  possible  to  state 
some  of  the  more  important  points. 

In  the  first  place  I  cannot  understand 
why  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  Minnesota,  organ- 
ized, at  least  ^ostensibly,  to  construct  a 
canal  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  should 
wish  to  take  the  bonds  issued  by  a 
county  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  out  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  Minne- 
sota and  put  them  in  escrow  in  Chicago, 
where  the  county  would  be  compelled 
to  incur  an  additional  expense  in  fighting 
for  its  own  in  the  courts  of  Illinois  Jf  the 
company  shall  fad  to  carry  out  its  con- 
tract. 

The  bonds,  according  to  the  proposi- 
tion, are  to  be  turnea  over  to  the  com- 
pany whenever  the  said  company  shall 
have  completed  an  artificial  canal  ex- 
tending in  a  general  way  from  two  points 
at  the  top  of  the  hill  to  a  point  on  the  St. 
Louis  river,  and  the  completion  of  two 
mains,  one  in  Duluth  and  the  other  in 
West  Duluth,  each  of  which  mains  shall 
be  capable  of  supplying  20,000  horse 
power  and  the  delivery  by  means  of  said 
canal  and  mains  of  the  said  amount  of 
power.  Nothing  is  said  as  to  the  length 
of  time  that  such  power  shall  be  de- 
livered. Nothing  is  said  as  to  the  size 
of  the  canal  or  the  slope  of  the  channel, 
which  would  determine  the  velocity  ot 
the  current  which  would  flow  through  it. 

Nothing  is  said  as  to  the  source  of  the 
water  supply.  It  is  not  said  that  the 
water  will  be  brought  through  a  canal 
from  the  St.  Louis  river  and  it  would  be 
entirely  possible  for  the  company  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  this  proposi- 
tion if  it  should  make  a  small  canal, 
which  would  more  properly  be  called  a 
ditch,  having  slope  enough  so  that  it 
could  deliver  a  considerable  quantity  01 
water  with  a  rapid  current,  tap  Pike  lake 
or  some  of  the  lakes  on  the  highlands 
and  drain  from  them  for  a  few  days  a 
sufficient  amount  to  furnish  the  power 
specified.  Then  when  the  lionds  should 
be  turned  over  to  them  simply  pocket 
the  profits  of  the  operation,  leaving  the 
county  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  bonds  and  have  no  water  power  to 
show  for  it.  I  do  not  charge  that  the 
company  intends  to  do  this,  but  neither 
will  I  admit  that  it  is  out  of  the  bounds 
of  possibility. 

This  question  of  the  source  from  which 
the  water  supply  is  to  be  derived  is  not  a 
matter  of  no  consequence  and  I  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  find  two  persons  to 
whom  Mr.  Spaulding  has  told  in  suc- 
cession the  same  story.  He  said  to  Mr. 
Mendenhall  that  be  intended  to  derive 
his  supply  entirely  from  the  St.  Louis 
river  and  claimed  in  the  chamber  i>f 
commerce  that  his  corporation,  being 
organized  for    public  purposes,  bad  an 


unquestionable  right  to  condemn  the  en  • 
tire  flowage  of  the  St.  Louis  river. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  property  owii- 
ers,  the  lumbermen— all  who  have  any 
business  or  property  rights  in  cuiuiertion 
with  the  stream  will  have  something  to 
say  about  ttiat.  The  St.  Louis  river  fc  r 
a  part  of  its  course  \i  the  boundary  line 
between  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  Wis- 
consin, '^le  state  of  Wiscona«  in  iis 
so-  -^reign  capacity  will  have  sonething 
to  say  about  that.  For  a  portion  of  its 
course  fhe  St.  Louis  river  is  navigable 
and  appropriations  have  been  made  ft  r 
the  improvement  ot  the  navigation  there- 
of. It  strikes  me  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  L'nited  States  will 
have  something  to  say  about  that. 
What  is  to  be  done  with  the  sewage 
of  West  Duluth,  of  fronton,  of  New 
Duluth  or  Fond  du  Lac,  of  all  the  great 
manufacturing  population  which  is  des- 
tined to  occupy  the  shores  of  the  bay 
and  the  river  to  the  head  of  navigation 
and  perhaps  beyond?  When  the  entire 
flow  of  the  St.  Louis  river  is  cut  off  there 
will  be  nothing  to  make  a  current  toward 
the  lake  and  if  the  sewage  of  these  com- 
munities is  thrown  into  what  will  be 
practically  a  stagnant  pool,  with  only 
such  currents  as  are  produced  by  the 
wind,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  foulness 
of  the  Chicago  river  will  be  limpid 
purity  compared  to  the  condition  of  tfe 
water  in  the  St.  Louis  river,  Spirit  lake 
and  St.  Louis  bay. 

No  time  is  specified  in  which  the  work 
is  to  be  begun  or  completed.  That  is 
left  to  be  settled  by  the  county  officers. 
In  the  ordinance  granted  by  the  city  of 
Duluth  a  time  is  tixed  but  it  is  specified 
that  any  period  during  which  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work  is  prevented  by  litiga- 
tion shall  not  be  counted.  I  have  r.o 
doubt  that  he  will  endeavor  to  put  such 
a  specification  into  any  contract  that  may 
be  entered  into  by  the  company  and  the 
county,  if  we  shall  be  so  unfortunate  as 
to  have  the  bonds  voted. 

Then  with  all  the  litigation  which  will 
be  begun  by  the  property  owners,  by  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  by  the  United  States 
government,  we  can  not  tell  when  the 
work  will  be  completed,  but  the  bonds 
will  have  been  issued,  the  interest  upon 
them  will  be  accruing;  they  will  be 
counted  against  the  credit  of  the  county 
on  the  books  of  every  financial  institu- 
tion in  the  country  and  we  shall  be  to 
that  extent  unable  to  vote  bonds  for 
something  which  is  not  an  experiment  or 
to  sofnething  which  may  possibly  cone 
up  and  which  may  be  of  almost  vital  im- 
portance. 

Mr.  Spaulding,  in  one  of  his  addresses 
before  tlie  chamber  of  commerce,  stated 
that  he  had  had  a  great  deal  of  experi- 
ence in  securing  laws  and  ordinances  for 
waterway  improvements.  I  am  inclined 
to  admit  that  that  is  true.  The  law  un- 
der which  aid  was  voted  to  the  Missabe 
road  required  not  only  a  majority  of  the 
votes  in  the  county,  but  that  a  majority 
of  the  precincts  in  the  county  should  be 
carried  in  favor  of  the  proposition.  The 
special  law  under  which  the  election  next 
Wednesday  is  to  be  held  provides  that  a 
mere  majority  ot  the  votes  shall  be  suf- 
ficient to  carry  the  proposition. 

The  election  for  the  Missabe  road  was 
with  the  Australian  ballot,  on  which  tte 
"yes"  and  "no"  were  both  printed  and 
the  voter  marked  one  or  the  other  as  he 
desired.  The  special  law  under  which 
the  election  of  Wednesday  is  to  be  held 
goes  back  to  the  old  style  ballot,  with  all 
5ie  possibility  of  the  purchase  and  de- 
livery of  votes  which  the  Australian 
ballot  is  designed  to  prevent,  and  in  the 
printed  notice  of  the  election  "all  legal 
voters  of  said  county  desiring  to  vote 
upon  said  proposition  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  vote  as  follows:  by  depositing 
a  ballot  at  their  respective  voting  places 
on  the  said  31st  day  of  May,  1893.  upon 
which  shall  be  printed  the  words  'for 
the  canal  proposition'  or  the  words 
'against  the  canal  proposition''as  the  case 
may  be." 

So  far  no  provision  has  been  made  by 
the  city  or  county  for  the  printing  of  any 
ballots,  and  unless  s^ch  provision  is 
made  either  by  the  public  authorities  or 
by  private  subscription,  the  only  printed 
ballots  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
voters  on  Wednesday  next  will  be  those 
furnished  by  the  canal  company  and 
which  unquestionably  w:ll  be  only  those 
favoring  the  proposition.  I'nder  the 
notice  a  written  ballot  would  not  be 
valid,  and  if  there  are  no  printed  ballots 
for  those  who  are  <ipposea  to  the  propo- 
sition to  use,  the  only  ballots  which  can 
be  cast  or  counted  are  those  which  will 
be  favorable  to  the  proposition. 

So  long  as  there  are  such  tremendous 
possibilities  of  fraud  as  this  proposition 
opens  the  way  for.  I  believe  there  is 
nettling  to  be  done  but  to  vote  it  down, 
and  I  trust  that  the  business  men,  the 
tax  payers  and  every  citizen  who  lias  at 
heart  the  best  interests  of  the  city  and 
the  county  will  turn  out  and  bury  this 
scheme  too  deep  for  resurrection.  \'ery

The  Audience  at  the  Lyceum  Saturday  Even- 
ing Was  Amused  but  Not  Greatly 
Enlightened. 


Minnesota  Canal  Company  Representatives 
Explained  the  Scheme  but  Presented 
No  New  Phases. 


There  Was  Plenty  of  Animated  Discussion 
With  Citizens  Who  Sent  in  Ques- 
tions Promiscuously. 


The  mass  meeting  at  the  Lyceum  last 
Saturday  evening,  betore  which  the  ofti- 
cials  of  the  Minnesota  Canal  copipany 
expounded  the  plans  of  thatori^anization 
and  enlarged  upon  the  benefits  that 
would  accrue  therefrom,  afforded  some 
amusing  features  to  those  who  sat  on  the 
fence  and  saw  the  fun.  There  had 
been  fugitive  rumors  that  there  would  be 
some  talking  from  the  back  seats.  The 
event  proved  that  there  was  a  masked 
battery  of  heavy  artillery  in  the  brush, 
all  unlimbered  and  ready  for  busi- 
ness, and  when  the  propitious  moment 
arrived  the  guns  opened  all  along  the 
line.  There  was  a  seemingly  nevitral 
element  among  the  spectators  that  pre- 
served the  equilibrmm,  stood  for  fair 
play  and  distributed  its  applause  with- 
out'fear  or  favor  as  telling  shots  were 
scored  on  either  side. 

The  assemblage  was  called  to  order 
by  President  McDowell,  of  the  Trade's 
and  Labor  assembly,  who  said  the  object 
of  the  meeting  was  to  outline  the  relation 
of  the  canal  project  to  organized  labor. 
He  concluded  by  saying  that  if  any  gen- 
tleman in  the  audience  wished  to  speak 
he  would  be  given  the  privilege  ot  the 
platform.  President  Henry  C.  Spauld- 
'ing  and  Secretary  F.  F.  Davis,  of  the 
Minnesota  Canal  company,  followed. 

Mr.  Spaulding  said  he  was  sorry  not  to 
see  more  present,  but  that  he  saw  a  suffi- 
cient number  before  him  to  tell  thfi  others 
if  they  had  not  felt  like  coming.  He  had 
long  been  impressed,  he  said,  with  the 
natural  advantages  possessed  by  this 
locality  for  such  a  project.  On  the  hills 
back  of  the  city  lies  a  great  (juantity  of 
water  that  can  be  utilized,  the  drainage 
area  of  the  Sr.  Louis  liver  equaling  40CO 
square  miles.  Takmg  up  the  matter  in 
detail,  at  Fond  du  Lac  t'  c  swift  water  of 
the  St.  Louis  river  terminated.  From 
that  point  to  the  mouth  of  the  Cloquet, 
the  speaker  said,  is  a  descent  of  more 
than  600  feet.  The  route  is  45  miles 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Clotjuet  river  to 
slack  water  and  it  has  been  found  that  it 
is  possible  to  shorten  the  line  by  20 
miles.  Of  the  basin  of  the  St.  Louis 
the  speaker  said  it  resembled  a  tlat 
trough  with  a  crevice  in  the  bottom  and 
broken  of!  at  one  end.  This  giyes  some 
idea  of  the  contiguration  between  Grand 
Rapids  and  the  brow  of  the  bluff,  the 
basin  descending  in  an  undulated  line  to 
that  point.  It  bad  struck  the  speaker 
that  the  water  can  be  taken  out  in  the 
vicinity  o4  the  rapids  and  brought  around 
to  a  point  close  to  the  business  activities 
of  the  city.  This  would  result  in  benefits 
in  two  or  three  directions;  first,  there 
would  be  had  a  navigation  line  extend- 
ing up  the  St.  Louis  and  branches,  facili- 
tating settlement  of  the  country  and 
affording  great  facilities  for  transpor- 
tation, and,  in  winter,  a  way  for  sledding 
material  into  the  city.  These  consider- 
ation's though  trifling  in  comparison 
with  the  main  question,  still  had  their 
importance.  The  project  would  foster 
the  cultivation  of  farm  products  near 
home. 

The  line  of  navigation  might  be  ex- 
tended in  other  directions  and  to  the 
head  waters  of  the  Mississippi,  he  said. 
This  is  the  purpose  of  the  canal  com- 
pany, in  its  first  aspect.  Next,  and  ot 
immense  importance,  is  the  purpose  to 
utilize  the  water  of  the  canal  as  a  means 
of  producing  power.  From  the  heights, 
the  water  can  be  carried  through 
steel  tubes  to  any  part  of  the  water  front 
of  the  city.  The  speaker  then  explained 
the  method  of  preparing  the  tubes.  xVs 
to  the  danger  of  such  a  structure  as  was 
planned,  the  tubes  can  be  made  so  as  to 
be  absolutely  safe  against  anything  but 
dynamite,  cannon  or  earthquakes.  The 
dam  at  the  brow  of  the  hill  will  not,  he 
said,  hold  back  a  great  reservoir  of  water, 
it  w.ll  simply  be    the  end    of  the    canal.

Steel  can  be  made  to  resist  a  pressure  of 

from  60,000  to  118,000  pounds  to  the 
sijuare  inch.  The  pressure  in  the  tubes 
of  the  company  will  not,  he  .said,  exceed 
270  pounds  to  the  square  iiu-.h  at  the 
water  front,  estimating  the  height  of  tbe 
fall  at  610  feet.  Steel  of  one-quarter  inch 
in  thickness,  of  which  it  is  proposed  to 
construct  the  tubes  of  the  company,  will 
give  a  resisting  pi>wer  of  22,500  pounds 
to  the  square  inch,  allowing  for  loss  of 
power  by  riveting.  The  laterals  along 
yie  water  front  will  all  be  of  this  char- 
acter. The  allowance  of  strength  above 
actual  requirements  will  be  ninety  times 
the  pressure  at  the  weakest  part  of 
the  pipes,  thus  greatly  exceeding  the  al- 
lowance in  railroad  bridges  aiit%similar 
constructions.  There  will  be  no  danger- 
ous reservoir  at  the  brow  of  the  hill,  and 
of  this  any  engineer  would  give  assur- 
ance. 

The  canal,  the  speaker  said,  will  be 
capable  of  carrying  3500  cubic  feet  of 
water  a  second.  As  one  horse  power,  at 
the  pressure  mentioned,  couUl  be  sup- 
plied by  one  cubic  foot  per  minute,  it 
can  be  seen  what  an  immense  power  can 
be  furnished.  The  canal  will  be  shaped 
like  a  trough  30  feet  deep  in  the  middle 
and  IJ5  teet  wide.  The  speed  of  the 
current,  he  said,  will  be  but  two  miles  an 
hour.  (A  voice:  "Where  will  you  get 
water  to  fill  it?")  Mr.  Spaulding  replied 
that  he  would  come  to  that  presently. 
The  annual  water  fall  in  the  drainage 
area  mentioned,  he  continued,  has  been 
computed  at  .u.'j  inches  annually.  If 
one-rifth  of  this  can  be  saved  enoOgh 
water  will  be  stored  to  run  the  canal  all 
the  year  round.  In  St.  Louis  county  are 
smaJl  lakes  giving  a  total  area  of  over 
100  square  miles,  ami  taking  an  average 
of  ten  feet  on  less  than  half  that  area 
enough  water  could  be  stored  to  supply 
igo.ooo  horse  power  the  year  round  if  it 
did  not  rain  a  drop.  The  speaker 
then  cited  Boston's  water  power, 
obtained  by  the  storage  system, 
and  referred  to  water  power  as  the  basis 
of  growth  of  great  cities.  Minneapolis, 
as  an  instance  situated  only  seven  miles 
from  a  great  trading  center,  having  be- 
come a  great  city  owing  to  its  advantages 
of  water  power;  and  Holyoke,  Mass.,  a 
place  without  railroad  facilities,  rising  to 
a  manufacturing  center  from  the  pos- 
sibility of  creating  water  power  from  a 
series  of  dams. 

As  to  criticisms  on  the  size  of  the 
canals  proposed,  he  said  that  the  supply 
canals  of  all  manufacturing  cities  are 
only  equal  or  inferior  in  size  to  those 
proposed  here,  as  in  Lowell  and  Man- 
chester. The  speaker  continued  that 
with  water  power  it  will  be  possible  to 
manufacture  all  sorts  of  machinery  here. 
The  material  for  paper  machinery  is 
found  here.  It  has  been  asked  why  not 
bring  power  here  by  electricity,  but  that 
would  not  bring  here  water,  which  is 
needed  for  paper  making.  Cheaj)  power 
will  foster  the  production  of  iron  and 
steel  in  various  departments,  wire  mills 
for  example,  and  will  create  such  indus- 
tries here  for  the  ore  to  be  manufactured 
in  instead  of  sending  it  to  Pennsylvania. 
Power  can  be  furnished  at  Sio  per  horse 
power.  Cheap  power  will  add  to  the 
value  of  railroad  and  sleamship  lines. 
Eastern  products,  with  cheap  power, 
would  be  carried  via  this  point  to  the 
West  and  to  the  coast.  It  has  been 
demonstrated  that  cotton  could  be  laid 
down  cheaper  in  Duluth  than  in  Fall 
River  by  any  method  known.  Flour 
milling  industry  would  thrive  here. 

Those  back  of  this  scheme,  are  not,  he 
said,  mere  adventurers.  They  will  bring 
the  power  to  your  doors  and  then,  if  they 
receive  the  subsidy  will  furnish  it  at  Sic 
per  horse  power  a  year;  but  they  will 
not  touch  a  cent  of  the  subsidy  until 
they  have  brought  in  the  power.  They 
will  have  to  build  the  works  with  their 
own  money  before  they  can  take  advan- 
tage of  the  subsidy.  Every  precaution 
had  been  taken  to  protect  the  commu- 
nity. There  are  those,  he  said,  who 
cavil,  but  they  would  be  satisfied  with  no 
proposition.  The  speaker  had  never 
known  so  liberal  an  offer  to  have  been 
made,  the  Missabe  proposition  not  even 
excepted.  He  defied  any  person  to  pro- 
duce its  equal. 

F.  F.  Davis  then  addressed  the  meet- 
ing. He  had  been,  he  said  residing  for 
some  days  in  Duluth,  and  while  he  came 
from  a  city  that  was  considered  to  stand 
without  a  superior  by  those  who  lived  in 
it,  he  had  found  his  affections  almost 
alienated  from  the  beautiful  city  by  the 
falls  of  St.  Anthony  and  in  him 
had  grown  a  desire  to  become  a 
resident  of  Duluth.  It  was  not  because 
there  were  beautiful  women,  gardens  and 
trees  here,  although  the  women  of  Du- 
luth rivaled  if  they  did  not  outshine  the 
women  of  Minneapolis.  "It  is  not,"  he 
said,  "your  women,  trees  and  flowers  I'm 
after— (A  voice:  It's  bonds  you're  after.) 
(Laughter.)  "That's  right  and  your 
bonds  placed  with  the  Minnesota  Canal 
company  will  be  well  used  and  will  pay 
ICO  cents  on  the  dollar,"  was  the  quick 
response. 

The  speaker  said  he  was  not  surprised 
that  aid  was  not  unanimously  tendeffed. 
He  had  never  known  of  or  been  engaged 
in  an  enterprise  of  this  character  which 
all  endorsed.  He  was  glad,  he  said, that 
the  plan  has  been  confronted  with  an 
opposition  that  demanded  a  full  expo- 
sition of  what  was  designed  and  an  op- 
portunity to  lay  before  the  people  the 
feasibility  of  the  proposition.  Many 
have  stood  beside  the  St.  Louis  river  at 
the  flood  and  can  understand  the  power 
that  might  be  utilized.  It  is  easy  to 
understand,  he  said,  hov/  this  mighty 
current  can  be  harnessed  to  the  uses  of 
man  in  this  city.  If  nature  can  send 
diiwn  the  valley  of  the  St.  Louis  its 
waters,  what  is  there  to 

hinder  bringing  them  to  this 
city  for  its  improvement.  There  is  no 
one,  he  said,  familiar  with  engineering 
enterprises  who  will  say  it  is  impossil»ie. 
It  can  be  done  as  easily  as  to  allow  the 
waters  to  run  in  their  natural  channels. 
He  had  yet  to  read  a  line  in  the  press 
that  the  enterprise  is  impossible.  So 
much  for  that  branch  of  the  subject. 

It  has  been  conclusively  shown,  ac- 
cording to  the  speaker,  where  they  can 
get  the  water.  In  St.  Louis  county,  he 
said,  lies  a  magnificent  system  of  lakes, 
water  from  which  can  be  brought  by  a 
system  of  canals  and  sluices,  with  per- 
fect easf,  to  the  top  of  the  bluff.  It  has 
been  demonstrated,  he  said,  that  the  s'up- 
ply  now  in  s'ght  is  sufficient  to  furnish  tn 
the  manufacturing  enterprises  of  Dululh 
at  present  200,000  horse  power.  If  a 
supply  of  this  character  can  be  had,  and 
engineering  skill  has  demonstrated  it  to 
be  leasible,  what  more  is  there  to  be  de- 
sired. After  water  has  been  brought  to 
the  t«)p  of  the  bluff,  he  continued,  some- 
thing more  will  be  necessary  to  bring  it 
to  the  mills.  A  sysleni  of  steel  pipes 
had  been  evolved,  he  ct»ntinucd,  im- 
pregnable andjperlect.  The  fjuestion  is. 
what  will  be  the  results  of  the  enterpt ise. 
There  is  at  present  40,000  horses  power 
in  use  in  Duluth  and  vicinity.  Power 
to  this  extent  will  be  furnished  at  a  re- 
duction of  from  a  half  to  a  quarter  of  the 
present  expense,    This  is  assured  by  an 


inviolable  contract.  A  part  of  the  sav- 
ing will  come  in  the  shape  of  higher 
wages  to  the  laboring  man  who  works  in 
the  elevators,  mills  and  factories.  The 
employers  of  labor  will  be  willing  to 
share  the  benefits  of  cheap  power  with 
their  employes.  The  Pillsbury  mills  are 
an  example  of  this. 

When  tlie  Minnesota  Canal  company 
came  into  the  community,  it  came,  he 
said,  with  a  complete  solution  of  all  en- 
gineering difficulties.  It  had  settled 
some  serious  doubts  to  an  extent  that  it 
had  been  able  to  attract  the  aid  of  East- 
ern capitalists,  and  it  now  came  with  a 
dr:finite  proposition  to  the  people  of  Du- 
luth and  St.  Louis  county.  Its  proposi- 
tion is  not,  he  said,  for  funds  with  which 
to  build  a  canal,  although  it  has  been 
suggested  that  this  is  the  case.  The 
speaker  then  read  from  the  provisions  of 
the  contract  and  remarked  that  no  law- 
yer in  Duluth  had  been  found  to  find 
fault  with  the  contract,  but 
there  had  been  comments  in 
print  by  parties  who  had  not 
signed  their  names.  (A  voice:  "If  you 
will  give  me  ten  minutes  I  should  like  to 
talk  to  you.")  Mr.  Davis  responded: 
"I'll  give  you  ten  minutes,  ten  hours  or 
ten  days  if  you  wish."     (Applause.) 

The  speaker,  then  proceeded  to  read 
from  the  provisions  of  the  contract  to 
the  effect  th;U  the  company  should  fur- 
nish power  at  10  cents  per  horse  power 
if  an  issue  of  stock  at  par  value  equal  to 
the  amount  of  bonds  was  waived.  In 
answer  to  the  criticism  that  if  the  issue 
of  stock  is  not  waived  the  company 
will  charge  what  it  pleases 
for  power,  the  speaker  said  that 
the  ordinancei under  which  it  will  lay  its 
mains  give  it  that  right  only  on  condition 
that  power  be  furnished  not  to  exceed 
<;i5  per  horse  power,  so  there  was  no  un- 
certainty in  the  contract  and  it  had  been 
positively  agreed  that  $15  should  be  the 
maximum  charge.  The  speaker  invited 
criticism  on  that  point  from  any  gentle- 
man, here  or  elsewhere. 

Secretary  Thompson,  of  the  chamber 
of  commerce,    spoke  up    here    and  said 
"Why  not  put  it  in  the   proposition?" 
"It  is,"  replied  Mr.   Davis. 
Mr.  Thompson:  "What  has  the  city  to 
do  with  a  contract  with  the  countjr?" 

Mr.  Davis:  "Our  mains  are  in  your 
streets.  Do  you  distinguijh  between 
city  and  county?  You  are  a  citizen  of 
both.  You  have  power  to  confiscate  our 
property  and  take  from  us  all  we  shall 
have  expended.  If  this  is  not  liquidated 
damages,  then  I'm  no  lawyer."  The 
speaker  went  on  to  read  that  when  the 
water  should  actually  be  turning  the 
wheels  of  mills,  then  the  bonds  would  be- 
come available,  and  not  before. 
A  voice:  "Is  that  in  your  contract?" 
Mr.  Davis:  "I'm  reading  from  it; 
it's  in  good  English.  I  don't  know  my 
friend's  nationality,  but  I  presume  he 
can  understand  it."    (Laughter). 

A  voice:  "Where  does  it  say  you  will 
deliver  power?" 

Mr.  Davis,  reading:  "The  said  com- 
pany will  deliver  said  amount  of 
power — " 
A  voice:  "Where  will  you  deliver  it?" 
Mr.  Davis:  "To  what  should  we  de- 
liver but  to  mills  and  wherever  needed?" 
Mr.  Thompson:  "I'm  no  lawyer,  but 
under  the  terms,  as  I  read  them,  it  would 
be  possible  for  the  company  to 
cease  operations  after  getting 
the  bonds.  It  doesn't  agree  to 
maintain  and  operate  its  waterway  and 
terminals.  As  I  understand  it,  it  is  pos- 
sible for  you  to  put  in  your  power,  get 
your  money  and  then  the  power  would 
go  no  one  knows  where."  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Thompson  then  outlined  the  feat- 
ures of  a  disastrous  rai'way  dual — disas- 
trous for  the  people— he  had  observed  in 
Ohio  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  the  im- 
pression Mr.  Thompson  conveyed  was 
that  in  his  mind  that  deal  and  the  pres- 
ent scheme  bore  the  same  ear  marks. 

Judge  Brownell  here  commenced 
to  speak  amid  interruptions  and 
Mr.  Davis  said:  "One  at  a  time 
and  then  I  can  answer  you." 
He  then  said  the  contract  provided 
that  the  company  should  deliver  power, 
and  to  whom  it  should  deliver,  in  the 
second  clause  providing  for  two  mains 
each  capable  of  supplying  20,000  horses 
power  to  mills,  elevators  and  manufac- 
turing establishments.  "I  find  in  the 
Contract  not  only  mills  but  elevators  and 
manufacturing  establishments,"  he  said. 
Mr.  Thompson:  "How  about  the  con- 
dition ending  'hereinafter  specified';  you 
then  go  back  and  say  'hereinbefore.'  " 

Mr.  Davis:  "I  didn't  expect  you  to 
understand  it,  not  being  a  lawyer." 
(Laughter.) 

DMr.  Thompson:  "I'm  a  voter,  though, 
and  shall  not  vote  for  the  proposition 
until  I  understand  it." 

Mr.  Davis:  "I  didn't  expect  you  to 
Anyhow,  but  I  shall  go  on  and  endeavor 
to  give  you  good  reasons  for  voting  for 
it.  The  canal  company  has  contracted 
that  it  will  furnish  the  power.  Read 
that  over,  friend  Thompson,  and  I  hope 
vou  will  become  converted  over  Sun- 
day." 

Mr.  Thompson:  "lam  always  ready 
to  confess  a  change  of  heart,  and  in  pub- 
lic. Another  point.  If  you  fall  short  by 
loco  horse  power,  will  you  ask  for  your 
bonds?" 

Mr.  Davis  replied  that  the  company 
has  contracted  to  furnish  40,000  horse 
power  to  all  mills,  elevators  and  manu- 
facturing establishments  where  it  may 
be  needed.  I5y  the  terms  of  the  contract 
the  terminal  pipes  are  all  to  be  connected 
with  the  mains.  The  speaker  continued 
that  an  effort  bad  been  made  to  bring  up 
the  criminal  aspect  of  the  question.  The 
speaker  had  lived  here  too  long,  he  said, 
to  feel  himself  called  on  to  defend  him- 
self in  advance  against  acriminal  charge. 
The  law,  he  said,  presumed  himjinnocent 
until  proven  guillv. 

Mr.  Thompson:  "I  disclaim  any  such 
intent." 

Mr.  Davi.s:  "Then  don't  say  it.  Let 
me  tell  you  that  the  meanest,  most  con- 
temptible manner  of  making  a  charge  is 
by  insinuation." 

Mr,  Thompson:  "Have  you  any  guar- 
anty that  you  will  live  to  carry  out  this 
contract?  Further,  I  am  not  at  all  con- 
vinced that  you  cart  furnish  a  pcrm?inent 
supply.  Should  you  find  yourselves  un- 
able to  carry  out  the  contract,  the  bonds 
would  yet  be  an  obligation  against  the 
county." 

Mr.  Davis:  "Do  you  want  us  to  guar- 
antee we'll  live  forever?" 

Mr.  Thompson:  "No;  but  'when  'men 
borrow  money  the  contract  is  generally 
put  in  a  business-like  form." 

Mr.  Davis:  "What  do  you  understand 
by  'successors  and  assigns?'  Did  you 
ever  draw  up  a  contract  with  a  corpora- 
tion in  your  life?" 

Mr.  Thompson  replied  that  he  always 

had  his  contracts  drawn  by   an   attorney. 

Mr.  Davis:     "Well,  your  attorney,  be 

he  a  fool  or  a  wi.se  man,    would  tell   you 

tliat  a  corporation  can  have  no  heirs." 

Mr.  Davis  then  went  on  to  ask  if  it 
could  be  believed  that  if  those  interested 
in  the  scheme  saw  a  chance  to  make  25 
per  cent  on  an  investment  of  two  mil- 
lions they  would  steal  g6oo,ooo  in  bonds 


and  run  away.  To  continue,  he  said, 
there  are  to  be  two  mains  to  the  water 
front — 

Judge  Brownell:  "1  don't  so  under- 
stand it." 

Mr.  Davis:  "The  contract  reads  'to 
the  elevators,  mills  and  manufacturing 
establishments  on  the  water  front— see." 
(Laughter  and  applause). 

Judge  Brownell:  "1—"  (Cries  of  sit 
down  and  hisses). 

Mr.  Davis:  "Wait  gentlemen.  Let 
all  be  heard." 

Responding  to  demands  that  he  take 
the  platform,  Judj,'e  Brownell  ascended 
to  the  stage  and  tiunmenced  by  remark- 
ing that  he  "was  m  it."  (Laughter.)  The 
assurance  and  elc  quence  of  Davis,  he 
said,  has  long  been  known  and  appreci- 
ated by  him,  but  he  thought  $600,000  too 
much  to  pay  for  even  that.  (Laughter.) 
The  contract  onh  calls  for  two  mains 
and  that  is  all.  The  speaker  said  Mr. 
Davis  is  a  good  lawyer  and  as  honest  as 
any,  even  in  Mini  eapolis.  There  was  a 
doul)t  in  his  miml  if  the  people  were  pro- 
tected. It  has  been  said  that  aid  had  been 
given  to  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  North- 
ern, and  this  was;  used  as  an  argument 
for  granting  aid  to  this  canal  company. 
"Back  ot  the  former  enterprise  there  are 
the  best  names  in  Duluth,"  he  said. 
"Back  of  this,  what?  A  lawyer  from 
Minneapolis,  (lauajhter)  and  a  venerable 
gentleman  from  Boston.  What  back  of 
it  all,  but  a  meagre  soulless  corporation. 
Why  has  not  capital  been  interested 
down  in  Minneapolis?  Where  were 
these  bonds  going?  No  one  knows 
where.  What  is  i;o  prevent  these  men 
from  borrowing  money  to  build  their 
plant,  giving  a  mortgage  on  it  and  then 
leaving  it  to  foreclosure  and  the  people 
to  whistle? 

This  contract,  said  the  speaker,  is  not 
worth  a  cent.  These  men  must'  pre- 
sume the.  people  of  Duluth  to  be  fools  or 
asses  to  vote  them $6oo,0(X)on such  aeon- 
tract.  When  are  they  going  to  build  this, 
he  asked.  Echo  answered  "when."  The 
speaker  then  said  it  was  comical  to  hear 
them  talk  of  exending  commerce  by 
building  the  canal.  How  were  they  to 
get  up  to  the  canal?  If  the  canal  could 
be  used  for  navij;:ation,  it  would  have  to 
be  level  except  at  the  locks,  and  how 
then  could  they  iurnish  power.  "This 
scheme,"  said  he,  "is  preposterous.    It  is 

a   crude "    Cries    of  "time"  and 

applause  here  interrupted  the  speaker 
and  he  left  the  stage. 

W.  E.  Wright:  "Is  it  fair  to  rush  into 
this  thing  before  investigating  it  more 
fully  than  has  betn  done?" 

To  this  Mr.  Davis  replied  that  inves- 
tigation had  bet:n  going  on  for  some 
time,  levels  have  been  run  and  now  a 
good  corps  of  engineers  and  assistants, 
numbering  forty,  is  busy  on  the  work, 
and  had  been  since  the  snow  left  the 
ground.  Money  tiad  been  spent,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Davis,  in  preliminary  work, 
condemnation  proceedings  begun  and 
more  will  follow  in  the  future.  As  to  the 
question  of  the  necessity  of 
haste,  the  speaker  said  that 
the  law  under  which  the  company 
asked  for  aid  contemplates  an  election. 
Before  the  contract  will  be  binding  it 
must  be  submitteii  to  a  vote.  A  change 
in  the  law,  to  take  effect  June  i  next, 
makes  it  necessary  to  hold  the  election 
before  that  time  or  not  at  all.  If  not 
held  before  that  time,  a  delay  of  two 
years,  until  the  next  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, will  be  necessitated,  during  which 
the  money  invested  must  remain  idle. 

As  for  Mr.  Brov/nell,  Mr.  Davis  said, 
that  gentlem.an  had  entertained  them 
with  some  remarks  about  lawyc^rs,  etc.  He 
had  no  time  to  rei:urn  the  compliments. 
Mr.  Brownell  had  admitted  he  had  never 
examined  the  coatract,  but  he  said  it 
was  not  worth  a  cent.  Had  he  said  he 
had  given  it  a  careful  examination,  his 
remarks  would  bt  worthy  of  earnest  con- 
sideration. 

Judge  Brownell:  "I  heard  you  read 
the  contract.  I  said  I  hadn't  considered 
the  subject  of  it." 

Mr.  Davis:  "Yes;  you  hadn't  con- 
sidered the  subject  of  it,  but  you  said  it 
wasn't  worth  a  cent." 

Continuing,  Mr.  Davis  said  that  Judge 
Brownell  knew  tl  at  in  contracts  there 
must  be  a  subject  matter  and  competent 
parties  "in  this  both  were  to  be  found, 
and  when  the  voters  ratified  it,  it  would 
be  a  contract.  Yet  he  says  that  as  a 
contract  it  isn't  worth  a  cent. 

A  voice:  "He  meant  to  the  county." 
(Laughter.) 

Brownell:  "Not  worth  a  cent  to  the 
people." 

After  reading  letters  published  in  The 
Herald  expressing  a  belief  that  indus- 
tries would  come  cm  an  assurance  of 
cheap  water  power,  Mr.  Davis  referred 
to  what  the  falls  of  St.  Anthony  had  done 
for  Minneapolis,  and  said  that  when 
such  an  array  is  seen  here  it  would  not  be 
said  that  St.  Louis  county  had  not  been 
benefited.  The  speaker  wanted  to  see 
laid  in  Duluth  th«;  foundation  of  a  second 
Pittsburg. 
A  voice;  "Who  is  backing  you?" 
Mr.  Davis:  "I  can't  answer  you  that 
question  now  for  this  reason — " 

Voice:  "That's  all.  I  just  wanted  to 
ask  you." 

Mr.  Davis:  "I  cannot  disclose  the 
names  at  this  time  without  violating 
my  duty  as  a  lawyer." 

Mr.  Davis  continued  that  the  canal 
would  be  built  whether  the  bonds  were 
forthcoming  or  nat. 

Mr.  Thompson  asked  if  Mr.  Davis  had 
not  said  th.at  the  reason  for  haste  was 
that  their  capital  would  lie  idle  for  two 
years.  Mr.  Davis  [replied  that  he  had 
said  that  a  change  in  the  election  law 
would  render  the  proposition  void.  Mr. 
Thompson  repe.ited  his  question  and 
Mr.  Davis  replied  that  delay  would  fol- 
low. Mr.  Thonrpson  then  wanted  to 
know  it  it  vCere  n  at  true  that  the  drainage 
area  ot  the  Misiissipjii  is  larger  than  that 
of  the  St.  Louis.and  that  the  United  States 
government  has  spent  vast  si»ms  in  de- 
veloping the  wator  power  of  the  Missis- 
sippi and  yet  mills  at  St.  Anthony's  falls 
have  b^&n  compelled  to  use  steam,  and 
how  it  could' be  expected  that  an  ade- 
qmtc  supply  could  be  furnished  from 
the  St.  Louis  when  Minneapolis  has  been 
unable  to  procun;  it  with  all  the  resources 
ot  the  Mississippi. 

Mr.  Davis  said  that  the  maps  and  esti- 
mates justified  the  assertion  of  the  ability 
to  furnish  such  a  power  here.  Mr. 
Thompson  remarked  that  they  had  not 
seen  anv  maps  or  engineers'  estimates 
yet.  Mr.  Davis  wanted  to  know  if  Mr. 
Thompson  needed  lines  on  maps  to 
demomstrate  the  utility  of  water  power 
as  the  company  proposed  to  furnish  it. 

A  voice:  "Yes;  right  here  and  now. 
We're  all  here." 

Mr.  Davis  replied  that  if  the  audience 
would  wait  Mr.  irpaulding  would  go  into 
the  figures.  W.  C.  Sherwood  regretted 
that  Mr.  D.avis  CDuld  not  inform  them  as 
to  tho  backing  of  the  scheme.  E.  C. 
Gridlcy  wanted  to  know  if  Mr.  Davis 
could  not,  durirg  Monday,  be  free  to 
satisfy  a  comnnittee— say  the  county 
commissioners— .inder  a  pledge  of  sec- 
recy on  this  point,  so  that  they  in  turn 
might  satisfy  the  people  of  the  county  on 


the  question.  Mr.  Gridley  said  if  this 
point  and  that  of  legal  objections  were 
swept  away  the  main  objections  would  be 
gone.  If  the  scheme  was  feasible,  $600,- 
000  would  lie  nothing.  So  tar  as  the  ref- 
erence to  the  Falls  ul  St.  Anthony  went, 
Mr.  Gridley  said,  it  t(^k  no  argument  to 
show  that  a  fall  of  wller  of  600  feet  fur- 
nished a  greater  power  than  a  fall  of  28 
feet. 

Walter  J.  Ayers,  who  had  investigated 
the  matter  for  the  chamber  of  commerce 
connnittee,  on  being  called  for,  after 
some  demur  took  the  stage.  He  said  he 
disliked  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  matter 
at  such  a  time  and  place,  but  would 
yield  to  the  demands  made  upon  him.  It 
struck  him  that  the  proposition  is  not 
clear  enough,  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
eminent  counsel  the  company  had,  he 
could  not  see  why  it  has  not  been  made 
so.  The  law  under  which  the  company 
made  the  proposition  is,  he  said,  a  spe- 
dfal  act  and  not  the  law  under  which  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  received 
its  aid.  And  then,  too,  the 
contract  with  the  county  is  indefi-* 
nite.  It  does  not  say  what  the 
company  will  furnish  power  for  if  the 
issue  of  stock  is  not  waived.  Why  had 
not  the  proposition  to  furnish  power  at 
Si 5  been  put  in  the  contract  with  the 
county?  It  is  answered  that  it  is  in  the 
contract  with  the  city.  But  what  remedy 
will  there  be  if  the  company  furnished 
power  and  the  contract  with  the  city  and 
with  West  Duluth  should  prove  to  be 
ultra  vives?  There  would  be  no  way  ot 
enforcing  them  and  the  company  prob- 
ably had  this  in  mind  when  it  put  such  a 
provision  in  the  contract  with  the  city 
and  omitted  it  from  that  with  the  county. 
Moreover,  the  conditions  of  the  contract 
are,  said  tlie  speaker,  indefinite  and 
vague.  Whether  or  not  the  contract  is 
valid  the  speaker  would  not  discuss  out 
of  court.  He  disclaimed  any  personal 
bias. 

Mr.  Davis  concluded  by  saying  that  he 
hoped  that  the  matter  would  be  thor- 
oughly canvassed,  and'that  the  benefits 
to  Duluth  from  the  plan  would  justify 
careful  coasideration  and  support.

Compartment  Sleeping  Cars. 

In  European  countries,  all  railway 
coaches  are  divided  into  compartments, 
and  being  in  most  respects  calculated  to 
afford  the  passenger  all  the  discomfort 
possible,  would  never  be  popular  in  this 
country.  Without  heating  apparatus, 
without  water-coolers  or  lavatories,  the 
door  locked  between  stations,  and  the 
only  means  of  passage  from  one  com- 
partment to  another  a  narrow  foot-board 
on  the  outside  of  the  car,  it  is  to  the 
credit  of  American  railway  managers 
that  they  have  never  tried  to  introduce 
them  here.  But  a  compartment  sleeping- 
car,  such  as  are  run  on  the  Burlington 
Route  trains  between  Minneapolis  and 
St.  Paul  and  Chicago,  is  a  very  different 
vehicle.  Entering  the  car  at  either  end, 
you  find  a  vestibule,  leading  out  of  which, 
on  the  left-hand  side,  is  an  aisle  or  cor- 
ridor. On  the  right  of  this  corridor,  and 
opening  into  it,  are  five  cosy  boudoirs, 
each  containing  two  commodious  berths. 
Overhead  is  a  shaded  globe,  from  which 
comes  the  soft  light  of  the  com- 
pressed gas.  In  yonder  corner  is  a 
mirror  and  dressing  stand,  under  which 
is  a  polished  wood  box  with  nickel 
handle.  Pull  down  on  this,  and  a  hand- 
basin  comes  in  view,  with  handy  faucets 
for  hot  and  cold  water.  Near  by  is  a 
stand  for  canes  and  umbrellas.  The 
seats  are  in  the  usual  Pullman  style,  and 
form  the  lower  berth  at  night.  The 
berths,  unlike  those  in  the  "boudoir" 
sleepers,  run  lengthwise  of  the  car. 
These  five  compartments  have  commu- 
nicating doors,  enabling  them  to  be 
thrown  together  when  desired.  The 
corridor  now  crosses  to  the  opposite  side 
of  the  car,  jfnd  from  it  open  five  more 
similar  compartments.  'Ihe  furnishings 
vary  in  color,  but  all  are  the  very  acme 
of  the  upholsterer's,  woodworker's  and 
metalworker's  art.

To  Bond,  or  Not  to  Bond? 

The  voters  oi  St.  Louis  county  will  be 
called  upon  to  decide  an  important 
question  at  the  polls  next  Wednesday. 
Upon  that  day  a  vote  will  be  taken  upon 
the  proposition  to  bond  the  county  to  the 
extent  of  $6oo,uoo  in  aid  of  the  Minne- 
sota Canal  company  conditioned 
upon  its  constructing  a  canal  from  the 
St.  Louis  river  near  Cloqaet  to  Duluih 
and  furnishing  power  to  the  amount 
of  40.000  horse  power  annually. 

This  is  a  subject  upon  which  public 
opinion  is  considerably  divided  and  The 
Herald  has  insisted  upon  a  full  and  fair 
discussion  of  all  the  features  connected 
with  the  company's  proposition. 
It  has  taken  the  position  that 
if  the  plan  is  feasible  and  the 
company  which  presents  it  is  responsible 
and  able  to  carry  out  the  work  outlined 
in  its  proposition,  the  benefit  to  Duluth 
and  a  large  section  of  the  county  would 
be  very  great,  because  such  cheap  power 
would  result  inevitably  in  Duluth  becom- 
ing the  seat  of  great  manufacturing  in- 
dustries, giving  employment  to  thou- 
sands of  people. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  company  is 
irresponsible,  if  its  plans  are  chimerical 
and  its  whole  project  a  smart  game  on 
the  part  of  shrewd  speculators  to  obtain 
the  endorsement  and  backing  of  the 
county  for  a  scheme  that  is  concocted 
solely  with  the  intention  of  selling  out  at 
a  handsome  profit  to  others  who  may  be 
duped  into  believing  the  promoters'  rep- 
resentations, then  the  people  should  nip 
the  scheme  in  the  bud  by  a  strong  nega- 
tive vote  on  Wednesday. 

In  the  news  columns  today  will  be 
Tound  a  full  and  fair  report  of  the  mass 
meeting  at  the  Lyceum  on  Saturday 
night,  at  which  the  question  was  dis- 
cussed pro  and  con,  and  also  a^gjnplete 
account  of  the  meeting  at  the  city  hall 
this  morning.  These  reports  should  be 
carefully  read  by  every  citizen  with  a 
view  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject.  If  any  man  has  doubt  as  to  the 
practicability  of  the  company's  plans  or 
its  good  faith  and  responsibility.  The 
Herald  would  advise  him  to  vote  "no" 
on  the  subject. 

As  for  The  Herald  itself,  it  is  not  yet 
satisfied  that  the  company  has  made  out 
a  case  that  would  justify  the  county  in 
saddling  itself  with  such  a  debt.  While 
the  county  would  undoubtedly  be  benefit- 
ed to  an  enormous  extent  by  the  carrying 
out  of  such  a  schenie,  it  cannf>t  afford  to 
lend  its  endorsement  to  any  undertaking 
that  is  not  shown  to  be  perfectly  feasible 
and  to  be  fathered  by  men  of  un- 
doubted financial  backing. 


The  Garbage  Ordinance. 

In  an  article  on  sanitation,  in  v/hich 
the  city  of  Charleston  is  taken  as  an  ob- 
ject of  illustration,  a  prominent  medical 
scientist  asserts  that  for  each  unneces- 
sary death  there  are  twenty-eight  cases 
of  sickness,  and,  proceeding  with  his 
calculation,  discovers  that  with  a  very 
moderate  estimate  for  funeral  and  medi- 
cal expenses  the  people  of  Charleston 
are  spending  $01,000  annually  which, 
with  proper  sanitation,  might  be  saved 
or  considerably  more  than  would  be  re- 
quired in  a  short  series  of  years  to  rid 
the  city  entirely  of  diseases  which  have 
their  origin  in  vitiated  and  infectious 
conditions. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  upon  the 
grounds  of  economy  alone  the  exercise 
of  cleanliness  is  to  be  favored.  Duluth 
has  been  pursuing  the  opposite  policy 
for  years,  but  now  there  are  indications 
that  public  sentiment  has  been  suffici- 
ently aroused  on  this  subject  to  compel 
the  municipal  authorities  to  keep  the 
city  in  a  better  sanitary  condition  in  the 
future.  This  awakened  sentiment  is  due 
in  a  large  measure  to  tlie  persistent  cam- 
paign against  dirt  and  disease  made  by 
The  Herald  and  its  further  demand  that 
a  thorough  system  of  garbage  collection 
shall  be  established  here.  There  are 
numerous  diseases  that  are  traceable 
directly  to  the  garbage  heaps,  and  it  is 
wise  economy  to  prevent  the  accumula- 
tion of  these  breeding  spots  of  disease. 

An  ordinance  regulating  the  collection 


of  garbage  is  to  come  before  the  com- 
mon  council  tonight.  It  differs  essen- 
tially from  the  system  which  The  Herald 
has  been  steadily  advocating,  and  its 
supporters  claim  in  its  favor  that  it  is  less 
expensive.  A  cheaj)  thing  is  not  always 
the  best.  Usually  it  is  poorcr'than  some- 
thing else.  This  is  especially  true  of 
public  services  of  all  character.  The 
garbage  system  which  is  proposed  by 
this  ordinance  is  an  untried  experiment. 
Now,  why  try  an  experiment  when  there 
are  other  systems  that  are  demonstrated 
successes?  The  experience  of  other 
cities  in  dealing  with  this  question  has 
been  costly.  \'arious  plans  have  been 
tried  and  have  proven  both  ineffectual 
and  expensive. 

There  is  but  one  system  which  has 
been  proven  a  success  and  which  can  he 
carried  out  at  a  "comparatively  small 
cost,  and  this  is  the  system  that 
The       Her.ild       advocates.  It       is 

founded  upon  the  principle  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  municipality  to  look  after 
and  preserve  the  public  health,  and  that 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  is 
an  essential  part  of  that  duty.  By  thif 
system  the  city  is  divided  into  districts, 
and  bids  are  asked  for  the  removal  of  nil 
garbage  in  those  districts  during  the 
coming  year.  The  contracts  are  award- 
ed to  the  lowest  bidders,  and  they  arc 
paid  each  month  from  the  general  fund 
of  the  city,  on  the  certificate  of  the  health 
officer  that  the  terms  of  their  contracts 
have  been  faithfully  carried  out. 

In  this  manner  the  removal  of  all  the 
garbage  is  certain  to  be  accomplished. 
There  are  no  delays  caused  by  filing 
complaints  against  householders  who  do 
not  remove  their  garbage,  or  by  prose- 
cuting them  in  court  for  such  neglect  or 
refusal.  It  is  the  system  that  is  in  vogue 
in  all  the  progressive  cities  of  the  coun- 
try. It  is  the  i)nly  system  that  should 
be  introduced  in  Duluth.  It  is  not  an  ex- 
periment which  may  be  a  success  or 
may  not,  as  is  the  system  contained  in 
the  ordinance  now  before  the  counciL 


Due  to  Other  Causes. 

John  Wanamaker,  who  made  such  a 
dismal  failure  in  the  office  of  postmaster 
general  under  the  last  administration,  is 
quoted  as  saying:  "There  is  a  great  deal 
of  distrust  and  dissatisfaction  owing  to 
the  uncertainties  of  the  policy  of  the 
administration.  They  are  paddling  about 
in  a  sea  of  uncertainty,  and,  of  course 
business  men  will  not  enlarge  their 
sphere  of  operations  if  they  are  afraid 
they  cannot  meet  their  obligations  or  get 
more  credit  when  their  paper  falls  due. 
The  equivocal  policy  in  regard  to  tariff 
and  money  is  responsible  for  the  present 
condition  of  affairs." 

A  little  more  respect  for  the  truth 
would  be  more  becoming  on  the  part  of 
a  man  who  sets  himself  up  as  a  moral 
example.  This  sort  of  nonsensical  talk 
is  to  be  expected  from  ward  bosses  and 
other  political  hacks  who  never  study 
such  questions  but  blame  the  existing 
administration  (whenever  it  is  of  a  differ- 
ent political  faith  from  their  own)  for  all 
the  financial  troubles  or  commercial  dis- 
turbances which  may  occur.  Mr.  Wara- 
maker,  however,  has  been  reputed  a  busi- 
ness man  of  intelligence,  and  it  is  aston- 
ishing that  he  should  give  utterance  to 
such  a  statement,  when  he  must  know 
that  the  present  financial  situatiqn  is  the 
result  of  causes  which  anteceded  the 
present  administration  and  which  would 
not  have  had  any  different  fruits 
had  the  Republicans  remained  in  pow'jr. 

It  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  present 
administration  to  relieve  the  finacc  al 
stringency,  and  those  who  assert  to  ihe 
contrary  talk  without  a  proper  consider- 
ation of  the  subject. 


The  growth  of  the  newspaper  industry 
in  the  last  decade  has  been  very  gre.it. 
Late  statistics  give  the  number  of  news- 
papers and  periodicals  in  the  United 
States  as  20,006,  of  which  1855  ^'"^  pub- 
lished daily,  31  tri-weekly,  237  semi- 
weekly,  14,017  weekly,  85  bi-weekly,  349 
semi-monthly;  3125  monthly,  78  bi- 
monthly and  229  quarterly.  In  1880 
there  were  only  952  daily  papers  in  the 
United  States  and  a  thousand  or  so 
weeklies. 


Theie  is  considerable  talk  about  an 
early  division  of  the  Episcopal  diocese 
of  Minnesota,  owing  to  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  church  work  within  recent  years. 
When  this  takes  place,  the  people  of 
Duluih  will  trust  that  the  church  author- 
ities may  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
Right  Rev.  W.  M.  Barker,  missionaky 
bishop  of  Colorado,  would  make  a  popu- 
lar and  efficient  bishop  for  Northern 
Minnesota. 

The  Minneapolis  Times:  "John  K. 
Shaw,  the  missing  Knight  of  Pythias, has 
been  heard  from.  He  is  in  California, 
and  writes  that  he  intends  soon  to  return 
to  Duluth,  which  recalls  the  fact  that 
mental  aberration  was  once  assigned  as 
the  cause  of  his  disappearance."  Which 
also  recalls  the  fact  ihat  mental  aberra- 
tion was  caused  by  residing  in  Min- 
neapolis. 


The  total  bounty  to  be  paid  this  sea- 
son to  sugar  producers  in  Maine,  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont  will  approxi- 
mate $70,000— about  double  the  amount 
paid  last  year.  What  a  farce  it  is  that 
the  sap  boilers  of  these  states  should  re- 
ceive a  bounty  from  the  public  treasury 
on  the  maple  sugar.

The  Her- 
ald regrets  that  owing  to  its  great  leng.h 
and  the  late  hour  at  which  it  was  re- 
ceived, several  portions  have  of  neces- 
sity been  t)mittcd.

Secretary  Thompson  Says  He  Can  Produce 

Two  Men  Whom  Mr.  Spaulding 

Tried  to  Bribe. 


The  County  Commissioners  Asked  to  Offer  a 

Reward  for  the  Conviction  of 

Bribers. 


Strong  Sentiment  Deteloped  at  the  Citiztns' 

Meeting  This  Morning— An  Opposing 

Campaign  Organized. 


Considering  the  shortness  of  the  notice 
given  the  meeting  this  morninp  to  devise 
means  to  nip  in  the  bud  the  scheme  of 
the  Minnesota  Canal  company  to  secure 
:^6oo.^>oo  bonds  from  the  county  was  well 
attended.  Certainly  a  more  representa- 
tive body  of  men  could  not  well  have 
been  gathered — merchants,  lawyers, 
property  owners,  capitalists — men  who 
have  built  up  Duluth  and  have  its  pros- 
perity ever  at  heart;  and  there  was  no- 
ticeable, too,  several  intelligent  mechan- 
ics. At  lo  o'clock  scarcely  anyone  even 
among  the  city  hall  officials  knew  of  the 
meeting.  Mayor  d'Autremont  was  as 
busy  as  a  bee  at  the  height  of  the  honey 
season  inciting  everybody  to  appear  in 
the  interest  of  his  city  and   h'.s  property. 

At  II  o'clock  the  council  chamber  was 
comfortably  filled.  At  1 1  :o5  the  crowd 
had  overflowed  into  the  space  railed  off 
sacred  to  the  aldermen. 

Mayor  d'Autremont  tapped  for  order 
and  at  once  plunged  into  his  subject, 
staimg  in  clear,  concise  and  unequivocal 
words  the  reason  for  the  gathering. 

"This  is  a  meeting,"  he  began,  "called 
for  the  citizens  of  Duluth  who  are  op- 
posed to  bonding  the  county  in  aid  of  an 
unknown  corporation.  There  has  been 
considerable  talk  about  this  matter. 
There  was  a  meeting  Saturday  night  at 
the  Lyceum  and  much  talk  in  favor  of 
the  Minnesota  Canal  company's  scheme. 
But  the  undisputed  facts,  so  far  as  I  know 
them,  are  these:  A  corporation  is  or- 
ganized by  a  few  individuals  outside  of 
Duluth;  it  comes  here  with  nothing  to 
show  whether  there  is  any  capital  back 
of  it  or  any  subscribed  or  any  put  in,  or 
whether  any  will  be.  The  promoters 
make  a  proposition  to  bring  water  to  the 
brow  of  the  hill  to  furnish  a  certain  horse 

Eower.  And  for  that  the  county  is  to 
ond  itself  !»6oo,coo.  These  bonds  are 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  state 
before  any  work  is  done  and 
placed  in  escrow  beyond  the  reach  of 
our  courts.  Now  let  me  call  attention  to 
a  startling  feature.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  proposition  that  requires  them  to 
keep  that  water  there  for  one  day,  for 
one  hour,  for  one  minute  even. 

".\s5ume  that  these  men  may  make  a 
canal,  may  dig  a  ditch  there  and  brmg 
water  to  the  brow  of  the  hill — and  that  is 
a  matter  we  are  not  certain  of,  for  there 
are  no  plans,  no  drawings— nothing,  in 
fact,  but  the  bare  statements  of  these 
interested  parties  who  seek  the  county's 
aid— but  assuming  that  they  could  do 
this  thing  and  keep  the  water  there  one 
hour,  then  they  would  have  complied 
with  the  terms  of  this  proposition;  then 
could  they  put  our  bonds  in  their  pock- 
ets, and  yet  any  lumber  connpany  or 
boom  company  or  any  individual  inter- 
ested would  have  twenty  years  within 
which  to  enjoin  them  from  using  the 
water.  They  say  they  will  bring  as  much 
water  into  the  St.  Louis  river  as  they 
take  out,  but  nothing  of  that  kind  is 
stated  in  their  proposition. 

"A  great  many  other  points  wer; 
brought  up  at  Saturday  night's  meetirg 
and  they  were  all  either  unsatisfactorily 
answered  or  not  answere'd  at  all.  This 
meeting  is  not  lor  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
ing these  matters,  but  for  protecting  our- 
selves. L'nless  public  sentinierit  is 
aroused  in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  a  few 
shrewd,  able  men  can  come  to  a  city  like 
this,  and,  with  public  sentiment  dead, 
with  $5cco  distributed  in  certain  places, 
can  carrv  the  election  atriinst  ihe  wishes 
of  three-fourths  of  the  inh  ibitants.  I  do 
not  say  that  this  company  is  doing  so, 
but  it  could  very  easily. 

"The  ranal  people  are  active.  They 
are  holding  meetings  and  making  it  ap- 
pear that  their  project  will  be  a  great 
benetit  to  Duluth.  If  it  is,  we  want  it 
and  will  welcome  it.  They  say  they  will 
do  the  work  anywav.  V'er/  well,  let 
them  go  ahead  and  build  as  did  the 
Merritts  and  then  ask  for  aid.  (Ap- 
plause). 

"1  do  not  care  who  is  back  of  it,  their 
proposition  is  very  faulty.  It  becom-  s 
necessary,  therefore,  that  we  should 
have  an  organization.  There  are  only 
two  days  left  for  work  and  not  a  minute 
is  to  be  wasted.  My  idea  was  to  h.ive 
various  committees  appointed  to  go  to 
work  at  once.  We  don't  want  talk,  but 
live  and  quick  action.  We  want  a  legal 
Committee  because  it  is  a  new  law  and 
should  be  carefully  scrutinized  and 
thoroughly  understood.  It  is  provided 
that  ballots  shall  be  cast  for  or  against 
the  proposition.  They  have  plenty  of 
their  tickets  and  we  must  have  olenty 
of  ours;  otherwise  the  result  will  be  that 
three  out  of  the  four  men  who  go  to  the 
polls  will  vote  this  ticket  for  want  of  an- 
other. As  we  understanrl  the  law  the 
Australian  system  does  not  apply.  Then 
there  IS  the  question  of  registra'ion— of 
who  is  entitled  to  vote.  There  should  b  : 
another  committee  on  halls  and  speakers 
and  meetings  should  be  held  tonight 
aid  tomorrow  night  all  over  the  city. 
There  should  also  be  a  committee  on 
finance  and  conveyances  should  tjc  pro- 
vided   to    take  voters  to  the  polls.    We 


want  men  who  will  hustle.  Danger  con- 
fronts us.  Let  us  act  promptly  and  de- 
cisively. '    (.Applause.) 

C.  H.  Graves  was  elected  chairman 
and  H.C.  Kendall  secretary.  Upon  tak- 
ing the  chair  Col.  Graves  paid  a  high 
compliment  to  Mavor  d'Autremont  f.ir 
coming  forward  and  taking  such  decisive 
action.  "No  arguments  or  speeches 
about  this  matter  .-xre  necessary,"  he 
said.  "But  some  ask  why  they  want 
these  bonds.  I  have  been  familiar  with 
financial  schemes  for  a  great  many  year.-. 
I  have  seen  schemes  put  out  for  the  pur- 
pose of  miking  money  for  the  'promoteis' 
as  they  are  calle»l.  For  instance,  you 
vote  j6oo,ooo  bonds  and  they  are  de- 
posited with  a  trust  company  in  Chicago. 
A  party  of  men  can  then  go  East  and 
point  to  these  bonds  as  a  substantial 
capital  to  start  on.  They  make  plausible 
statements  of  their  plans  and  the  certain 
profit  to  accrue  and  get  innocent  parties 
to  invest  in  their  stock  and  bonds.  Then 
supposing  the  vested  interests  in  the  St. 
Louis  river  step  in  and  succeeil  in  stop- 
ping them  from  taking  the  water,  sup- 
posing the  engineering  difficulties  prove 
too  great  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
work — thirty  years  must  elapse  before 
the  county  could  move  and  try  lo 
get  back  these  bonds  and  in  the 
meantime  they  are  standing  as  a  debt 
against  the  county.  "But  the  promoters 
have  the  proceeds  of  their  stock  and 
bonds  sold.  "\'ou  can  see  here,  provided 
the  men  were  unscrupulous  enough  to  do 
it,  a  solution  of  the  whole  matter.  I  was 
puzzled  to  know  why  they  would  under- 
take the  work  without  knowing  they 
could  accomplish  it,  but  this  suggested 
itself  to  me  as  a  plausible  explanation." 
City  .Attorney  Greene  moved  that  a 
legal  committee  of  three  be  appointed. 
When  remarks  were  called  for  Luther 
Mendenhall  rose  to  his  feet.  He  spoke 
only  a  moment,  emphasizing  the  point 
that  actions  and  not  words  were  most 
desired.  He  reviewed  briefly,  however, 
the  objections  found  by  the  chamber  of 
commerce  committee,  of  which  he  was  a 
member  and  said;  "I  do  not  think  they 
propose  to  do  anything  unless 
they  get  our  bonds.  They  claim  there 
is  somebody  behind  them  in  the  mist  and 
fog  with  abundant  capital  but  as  they 
would  give  no  name  we  could  discover 
no  financial  backing.  The  men  known 
to  be  in  the  project  have  comparatively 
little  means,  the  heaviest  weight  being 
rated  at  $20,000  to  $40,000." 

Secretary  Thompson  wanted  to  call  at- 
tention to  two  or  three  points  in  the  law 
which  the  canal  company  had  put 
through  the  legislature.  "There  has  been 
a  master  hand  at  work,"  he  declared. 
"The  Australian  system  is  done  away 
with.  Printed  ballots  only  are  specified. 
We  do  not  know  whether  written  ballots 
would  be  accepted.  I  have  taken  the 
responsibility  to  already  have  several 
thouspnd  ballots  against  the  proporition 
printed.  Then  in  the  Missabe  railroad 
election  held  last  week  they  were  re- 
quired to  have  not  only  a  majority  of 
the  votes  but  to  carry  a  majority  of 
the  precincts.  The  canal  company  needs 
only  a  majority  of  the  ballots,  and  if  by 
any  means  the>  get  a  majority  of  one, 
the  bonds  are  theirs.  The  more  you  look 
into  the  matter  the  more  mixed  and  be- 
fuddled it  seems.  It  would  require  a 
week  for  good  lawyers  to  unravel  it. 

"1  am  often  accused  of  talking  too 
much.  But  as  a  citizen  of  Duluth  I  want 
to  say  one  thing:  Of  late,  and  particu- 
larly' J-"aturday,  the  canal  people  have 
had  a  perfect  stream  of  contractors 
going  into  their  offices.  I  can 
produce  one  witness  to  swear 
that  at  least  one  contractor 
said:  'I  cannot  compeljmy  men  to  come 
in  and  vote  for  you,  Mr.  Spaulding.'  I 
have  a  right  to  presume  as  well  as  you 
what  that  meant.  I  can  also  bring  two 
men  whom  Mr.  Spaulding  tried  to  bribe, 
taking  a  handful  of  ten  and  twenty 
dollar  bills  out  of  his  pocket  and  thrf)w- 
irg  them  on  the  table.  They  can  make 
it  a  case  of  criminal  libel  if  they  want 
to.  Men  who  will  do  this  are  not  honest 
men  pushing  an  honest  enterprise.  We 
fJiould  not  sleep  until  the  polls  close 
Wednesday  night."  (Cheers  and  ap- 
plause.) 

B.  Silberstein  said  he  talked  with  some 
of  ihe  canal  people  on  the  train  to  Chi- 
cago and  thev  declared  the  canal  would 
not  be  built  if  the  bonds  were  not  voted. 

Mayor  d'.Autreinont  then  called  atten- 
tion to  a  statement  at  Saturday's  meet- 
ii.g  that  if  the  bonds  were  not  voted 
thiii  capital  would  lie  idle  two  years,  or 
unt  I  the  Je^^islature  met  again. 
The  mayor  also  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  a  Wis- 
t  on  si  II  corporation  backed  by  Jay 
Cooke  controlled  the  St.  Louis  river 
water  power  and  would  not  allow  the, 
water  10  be  taken  from  the  river  and  de- 
strov  th2  value  of  their  property,  empha- 
siz  ng  again  the  pomt  that  the  propo- 
sition did  not  compel  the  company  to 
maintain  water  on  the  hill  after  once 
gttiing  it  there. 

C.  B.  Garrison  related  an  incident  in 
Wisconsin  where  farmers  gave  notes  to 
bui^d  the  Milwaukee  &  Horicon  road. 
At  (irand  Rapids  $200,000  of  notes  and 
montages  were  deposited  in  trust  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  trustees  the 
schemers  got  access  to  ttie  securities  on 
plea  of  comparing  numbers  and  accounts 
•tnd  skipped  with  Ihem  between  two 
days.  The  road  was  never  built  but  the 
notes  and  mortgages  were  paid  to  the 
great  hardship  of  the  farmers  giving 
taem. 

T.  T.  Hudson's  amendment  to  Mr. 
Greene's  motion  that  a  general  commit- 
tee of  twcTty  be  appointed  from  which 
sub-committees  be  selected  was  accepted. 
Mayor  d'Autremont  emphasized  the 
need  of  a  good  head  and  a  clockwork 
organizat'on.  Judge  Brownell,  referring 
to  Mr.  Garrison's  remarks,  siid  there 
was  no  question  but  what  the  proposition 
of  the  canal  company  was  "a  fraud 
and  a  scheme,"  and  all  that 
was  needed  was  the  crmmittee. 
He  moved  that  the  geneml  committee 
be  selected  by  three  gentlemen  to  be 
named  bv  th'i  chair.  'Ihe  chair  named 
Messrs.  Greene,  Hudsrni  and  Thompson 
and  tfjcy  wcit  to  work  at  once.  'I  heir 
reporL  was  adopted  and  the  inettm^  oho 
added  the  names  of  the  three  committee-

IMPORTATION  OF  LARD. 

New  Reciulations  by  th.  Government  of  Ven- 
ezuela. 

Washington,  May  29. — Minister  Part- 
ridge has  forwarded  to  the  state  depart- 
ment a  translation  of  the  Venezuelan 
government's  decree  of  March  16  last, 
regulating  the  importation  of  lard.  This 
decree  provides  that  lards  introduced 
through  the  ports  of  Venezuela  shall  be 
appraised,  under  which  is  to  be  included 
not  only  that  which  is  pure,  but  also 
mixtures  known  under  the  name  of  "oleo- 
margarine." 

Irnporters  are  required  to  present  to 
custom  houses,  together  with  the  accom- 
panying consular  invoices,  an  official 
certirtcatc  made  by  a  chemist  or  expert 
of  the  material  at  the  place  of  production, 
stating  the  quality  of  the  lard  and  the  na- 
ture and  proportion  of  the  substances  of 
which  it  is  formed  in  case  of  its  being  a 
mixture. 

This,  however,  does  not  exempt  the 
police  officials  of  towns  from  examining 
as  to  whether  lards  offered  for  sale  con- 
tain substances  injurious  to  health. 


No  Revolution  in  Call. 

New  YoftK,  May  29. — The  Herald's 
dispatch  from  Bogota  denies  the  report 
that  a  revolution  has  been  started  in 
Cali  and  that  Gen.  Andrade,  commander 
of  the  local  battalion,  had  been  killed. 
Gen.  Andrade  has  sent  a  dispatch  to  the 
Colombian  government  announcing  that 
everything  is  c[uiet  in  Cali  and  that  no 
indication  of  trouble  has  appeared.  A 
decree  expelling  the  Chinese  has  been 
issued  by  the  governor  of  San  Salvador. 
The  newspapers  of  Ecuador  are  pro- 
testing against  the  reported  sale  of 
Chatham  island  to  the  United  States 
government  for  a  coaling  station. 


Rogers'  Body  Found. 
St.  Paul,  May  29.— The  body  of  C.  S. 
Rogers,  president  of  the  Northwestern 
Cordage  works,  who  committed  suicide 
on  May  15,  has  been  found  in  the  Missis- 
sippi river  at  the  fish  hatchery,  two  ond 
one-half  miles  below  the  bridge  from 
which  he  leaped  to  his  death.  The  body 
has  been  fully  identified. 

Epidemic  of  Influenza. 
New  York,  May  29. — The  Herald's 
Panama,  Colombia,  special  says:  It  is 
reported  that  5000  residents  of  Pasto, 
Ecuador,  are  suffering  from  influenza. 
One-fourth  of  the  cases  proved  fatal  and 
the  situation  is  said  to  be  frightful.  Ciii- 
zcns  of  Columbia  who  reside  in  the 
Caucua  valley  are  complaining  of  the 
ravages  of  locust';. 


SUNDAY  OPENING  A  SUCCESS. 


An  Immense  Crowd.  Orderly  Throughout,  at 
the  World's  Fair  Yesterday. 

Chicago,  May  29.— One  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  people,  after  a  week 
of  toil,  came  to  the  World's  fair  grounds 
yesterday,  and  with  souis  freed  from 
care,  drank  in  inspiring  rnusic  and 
feasted  their  eyes  upon  the  artistic  and 
natural  beauties  of  the  White  City  while 
their  minds  were  improved  by  studying 
the  works  of  genius  and  industry.  It 
was  the  first  open  Sunday  and  it  wss  a 
success. 

The  Sabbath  sun  was  but  two  hours 
old  when  the  people  began  to  come  into 
the  grounds.  All  modes  of  transporta- 
tion brought  their  quotas  and  from  the 
steamer  piers  and  the  railroads  came 
long  lines  of  the  people. 

Tbe  masses  did  not  begin  to  arrive 
until  afternoon.  Pcginning  about  2 
o'clock  the  multitudes  flocked  into  the 
grounds  at  every  gate  and  by  4  o'clock 
6o,ooo  people  were  inside  the  inclosurc. 
The  people  kept  on  coming  the  entire 
afternoon  and  overflowed  into  midway 
plaisance,  whose  every  show  was  crowd- 
ed, until  the  attendance  mark  had  been 
elevated  to  loo.coo. 

After  dark  the  grounds  were  lighted 
up,  and  this,  together  with  other  features 
of  the  illumination,  attracted  still  more, 
and  when  the  crowds  were  about  to  go 
home  a  cf)nservative  estimate  placed 
their  number  for  tbe  day  and  evening  at 
125,000,  It  was  an  orderly,  well-dressed 
crowd,  which  evidently  v/as  of  the  opin- 
ion that  it  had  already  been  kept  away 
from  its  property  altogether  too  long, 
and  they  took  possession  in  the  name  of 
the  "toilers'  day."

Direction  of  Winds  for  Considerable  Periods 
Can  bo  Predicted. 

Washtncton,  May  29.— The  chart  to 
be  issued  this  week  by  the  hydrographic 
oftic;  of  the  navy  will,  it  is  expected,  an- 
nounce to  the  world  one  of  "the  most  im- 
portant discoveries  in  the  annals  of  hydo- 
graphy. 

Lieut.  Richardson  Clover,  the  hydro- 
graphic  officer,  according  to  the  Post, 
has  discovered  that  tlie  direction  of  the 
wind  and  also  of  all  the  great  ocean  cur- 
rents closely  conforms  to  the  lines  of 
barometic  pressure.  These  lines,  or 
curves  as  they  art;  generally  called,  seem 
in  fact  to  suggest  the  flow  of  the  great 
ocean  currents  of  wind  and  water. 

Knowing  the  coniormation  of  these 
barometic  curves,  it  is  possible  to  predict 
the  direction  of  the  winds  for  consider- 
able periods  and  :dso  to  inform  mariners 
in  advance  what  changes  in  the  How  of 
the  ocean  currents  may  be  expecicd.

Father  Connelly,  of  Two  Harbors,  was 
arrested  yesterday  on  a  mi>5t  serious 
chartre.  He  is  accused  of  t)oih  rape  and 
attempted  abortion.  The  victim  is  Nel- 
lie Sutherland,  ;S  years  old,  ami  an 
adopted  daughter  of  M.  V.  Hannon.  It 
is  charged  that  some  time  ago  he  made 
improper  approaches  to  the  girl  and 
when  she  refused  to  accede  to  his  de- 
sires overcame  her  by  force. 

Some  time  since  it  was  developed  that 
the  girl  was  pregnant,  and  to  conceal  his 
shame  and  that  of  the  girl,  the  priest  two 
cr  three  days  ago  attempted  to  perform 
an  abortion.  Tt  was  unsuccessful  and 
the  girl  is  now  at  death's  door.  The  con- 
dition of  affairs  was  discovered  by  Father 
Buh,  of  Tower.  It  is  therefore  probable 
that  Father  Connelly  may  have  to  answer 
to  a  charge  of  murder    or  manslaughter. 

It  will  perhaps  be  remembered  that 
Father  Connelly  was  in  trouble  last  year 
at  Crooks:on.  He  was  then  accused  of 
getting  some  woman  drunk  and  of  hav- 
ing improper  relations  with  her.

Some  Extracts  From  the  Decision  in  the  Fire 
Commissioners  Case. 

The  full  decision  in  the  fire  commis- 
sioners case  or  as  the  correct  name  is,  the 
State  of  Minnesota  ex  rel,  James  Hart,Jr.» 
et  ai  relators  vs.  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Duluth,  respondents,  was  re- 
ceived here  today.  The  syllabus  has 
been  published  in  The  Herald  hereto- 
fore but  there  are  some  interesting 
points  in  the  opinion,  although  the  larger 
portion  of  it  is  a  detailed  discussion  of 
the  legal  question. 

In  reference  to  the  charges  the  court 
says:  "Upon  examination  of  the  charges 
in  this  case  we  are  clearly  of  the  opinion 
that  they  are  not  sufficient  in  law.  Con- 
sidering them  as  a  whole  they  show  on 
their  face  that  they  were  not  formu- 
lated in  a  very  judicial  frame 
of  mind.  They  read  more  like  a 
heated,  hostile  declamation  than  a  calm, 
deliberate  statement  of  charges  with  a 
view  to  a  fair  investigation." 

The  opinion  closes  as  follows:  "We 
may  say,  however,  that  a  perusal  of  it 
(the  evidence)  impresses  us  with  the 
feeling  that  it  furnished  no  reasonable 
basis  for  the  action  of  the  council  in  re- 
moving the  relators  from  office.  It  is 
perfectly  apparent  that  this  whole 
trouble  grew  out  of  a  foolish  quarrel  be- 
tween the  common  council  and  the  board 
of  fire  commissioners  over  the  suspen- 
sion by  ihe  latter  of  a  fireman  by  the 
name  of  Twaddle."

ERE  IS  A  LEAK 


Big  Difference  Between  the  Size  of  Sunday's 

Crowd  and  the  Number  of  Tickets 

Received. 


Most  Estimates  Made  the  Attendance  Double 

What  it  Was  According  to  the 

Ticket  Record. 


A  Holiday  Assemblage  Filled  the  Gounds To- 
day and  Was  Favored  With  Beautiful, 
Fine  Weather. 


The  Silver  Statue  of  Justice  Unveiled  by  the 

Montana  People  Before  a  Big 

Crov/d. 


World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
May  30. — The  difference  between  the 
size  of  Sunday's  crowd  and  the  number 
ot  tickets  received  by  the  admissions 
bureau  is  to  be  investigated  by  World's 
fair  •flicials.  Two  or  three  of  the  leading 
spirits  place  Sunday's  crowd  at  200,000, 
others  at  150,000,  while  the  United  Press 
sent  out  tbe  conservative  estimate  of 
125,000.  All  of  these  figures,  according 
to  the  bureau  of  admissions,  are  wrong 
as  they  have  returns  from  but  94,857 
people. 

The  officials  think  the  highest  estimate 
is  nearly  right  and  will  try  to  find  out  to- 
day or  tomorrow  whether  or  not  there  is 
a  leak.  There  is  no  way  of  estimating 
accurately  the  crowd  beyond  the  returns 
from  the  gates.  The  grounds  and  build- 
ings cover  so  much  territory  that  even 
those  accustomed  to  estimating  crowds 
can  hardly  form  an  intelligent  idea.  Any 
one  of  the  great  exhibit  buildings  caii 
swallow  a  crowd  of  many  thousands  and 
give  no  hint. 

At  one  time  Sunday  afternoon,  for  in- 
stance, the  fisheries  building,  which 
always  attracts  its  share  of  visitors,  wa.s 
so  crowded  that  it  was  difficult  to  get 
into  the  aquarium  wing,  let  alone  see  any 
of  the  fish.  Then  there  are  hundreds  ot 
by  ways  such  as  the  side  shows  on  the 
plaisance.  There  was  not  a  time  for  in- 
stance during  the  afternoon  when  there 
were  less  than  50C0  people  in  the  Ger- 
man village,  and  unless  the  visitor  went 
inside  the  gates  he  v/ould  pass  them  by 
in  the  count. 

Director  General  Davis  was  one  of 
those  who  personally  looked  over  the 
crowds  of  Sunday.     He  said    yesterday: 

"The  question  of  Sunday's  crowd  is 
one  that  is  giving  the  officials  much  con- 
cern. There  is  nothing  to  prove  that 
there  were  more  people  in  the  grounds 
than  IS  indicated  by  the  report  of  the 
department  of  admissions.  I  cannot 
"believe,  however,  that  the  04.000  re- 
ported or  the  1 10.000  estimated  by  the 
bureau  of  admissions  by  any  means  indi- 
cates the  real  number  there  were  inside 
Jackson  Park  and  Midway  plaisance.  I 
do  not  feel,  however,  that  the  matter 
should  be  discussed  at   the  present  time. 

"However,  I  made  a  tour  of  the  entire 
grounds  at  3  o'clock  and  at  that  time  I 
am  convinced  there  were  150,000  people 
in  the  grounds.  I  had  men  watching  the 
gates  to  see  how  the  crowds  were  com- 
ing and  they  reported  a  steady  stream  all 
the  afternoon.  There  must  have  been 
considerably  over  200,000  people  in  the 
grounds.  I  have  brought  the  matter  to 
the  attention  of  the  proper  persons  and 
an  investigation  will  be  made." 

Director  Burnham  said  that  he  was 
satisfied  that  there  were  200,000  people 
on  the  grounds.  There  is  no  suspicion 
of  wrong  doing  in  any  of  the  depart- 
ments. Nevertheless  it  remains  to  be 
settled  where,  when  and  how  nearly  100,- 
000  people  got  in.  There  are  several 
ways  in  which  it  is  known  that  the  gates 
were  swindled  Sunday  though  how 
largely  is  a  matter  of  uncertainty. 

People  who  came  in  on  workingmen's 
passes  afterwards  handed  them  out  in 
various  ways  to  friends  on  the  outside  so 
that  one  ticket  served  for  several  admis- 
sions. During  the  day  ninety  men  were 
caught  attempting  this  piece  of  petty 
swindling.  Other  people  were  bold 
enough  to  try  the  same  trick  with  photo- 
graph passes  and  eight  of  these  passes 
were  taken  from  people  who  were  caught 
in  the  act.  It  is  ^Iso  suspected  that  sin- 
gle admission  passes  and  souvenir  tickets 
which  had  been  held  out  early  in  the  day 
and  disposed  of  by  dishonest  gatemen 
were  used,  thus  swelling  the  crowd  with- 
out increasing  the  gate  receipts. 

Today's  crowd  at  the  fair  was  a  true 
exemplification  of  a  holiday  assemblage, 
and  the  fine  weather  that  has  graced  the 
morning  gave  a  wholesome  touch  to 
decoration  day  and  rendered  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  occasion  complete  in  every 
way.  All  modes  of  transportation  were 
taxed  early  and  the  '  crowd,  long  before 
noon,  was  running  in  close  competition 
to  that  of  Sunday.  But  the  multitudes 
did  not  move  until  the  afternoon.  The 
closing  of  all  down  town  stores  at  noon 
sent  the  thousands  of  employes  to  the 
exposition  and  those  together  with  other 
visitors  from  far  and  near  swelled  the 
crowd  to  about  60,000. 

Tonight  will  be  an  "open  outing"  and 
as  most  of  those  on  the  grounds  will  re- 
main and  be  augmented  by  the  arrivals 
after  dark  to  view  the  beauties  of  the 
illumination  it  is  thought  the  100,000 
mark  will  be  approached,  if  not(|uite ex- 
ceeded, when  the  gates  shall  have  closed 
for  the  night. 

The  music,  begun  at  10  o'clock  in  the 
open  air,  was  of  pa  atriotic  nature  befit- 
ting the  day.  The  three  bands  gave 
continuous  concerts  until  late  in  the 
evening  and  their  programs  were  well 
compiled.  The  venerable  Fred  Doug- 
lass with  his  aureole  of  gray  hair  is  the 
Carter  H.  Harrison  of  the  exposition. 
Although  his  color  prevents  the  possibil- 
ity of  laying  claim  to  more  than  one  na- 
tionality or  race,  he  has  been  a  conspic- 
uous figure  at  every  important  function 
and  entertainment  connected  with  the 
fair  since  the  dedication  of  the  buildings 
last  October. 

Everybody  from  every  nation  assem- 
bled here  who  has  heard  or  read  of  the 
rebellion  and  slavery's  overthrow  knows 


that  the  aged  negro  played  a  prominent 
part  in  llie  struggle.  The  building  of 
the  Haytien  republic  is  nearly  ready  t( 
be  opened,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  the  ex- 
American  minister  to  the  turbulent 
island  will  be  one  of  the  invited  guests, 
as  he  is  still  considered  to  be  persomi 
non  grata. 

A  life-size  bust  of  Sir  John  Macdonald, 
Canada's  decease!  premier,  has  been 
placed  in  the  Ontario  mineral  exhibit  in 
mines  and  mining.  The  figure  is  para- 
fine  wax  and  is  an  excellent  copy  of 
Hamilton  McCarthy's  marble  bust  of  tho 
dead  statesman,  which  is  to  be  erected  in 
Canada. 

The  pride  of  thi!  Montana  mining  dis- 
play—the silver  statue  of  justice — wa; 
unveiled  this  afternoon  in  the  mines  and 
mining  building  in  the  presence  of  a  tre- 
mendous crowd.  The  ceremonies  began 
shortly  before  3  o'clock  and  were  very 
brief.  Maj.  Martin  Maginnis,of  Helena, 
made  a  short  addross  as  the  ceremonie;; 
began.  After  music  by  the  band,  J.  M. 
Quinn,  editor  of  thi;  Butte  Miner,  made  a 
short  speech,  alter  which  there  was  ;i 
slight  pause. 

Mrs.  E.  J.  Richards,  wife  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  Montana,  then  came  forward 
and  made  a  short  J.ddress.  Closing  with 
the  words  "Let  justice  with  unbandaged 
eyes  now  grace  the  throne,"  she  pulled 
the  cord  which  loosened  the  veil  and 
the  beautiful  statue,  was  revealed  to 
the  admiring  throng.  After  the  statue 
had  been  inspected  by  the  invited  guests, 
ropes  were  thrown  aside  and  the  public 
admitted.  Tbe  invited  guests  were  then 
taken  in  coaches  10  the  Montana  state 
building  whefe  a  luncheon  was    served. 

Miss  Ada  Rehaii,  the  model  of  thi; 
statue,  was  invited  and  urgently  re- 
quested to  be  present.  However,  the 
famous  actress  did  not  come,  objecting 
on  the  ground  that  she  would  be  an  ob- 
ject of  curiosity  and  comparison.  Sh*; 
has  deferred  her  visit  to  a  more  oppor- 
tune time.  Governor  Rickards  was  no: 
present,  being  detained  in  Montana  by 
duty  connected  with  the  location  of  state- 
educational  institutions. 

With  the  unveiliig  of  the  statue,  the 
Montana  mining  exhibit  was  opened  fo- 
public  inspection.  It  contains  some 
handsome  collecticns  of  silver  crystals, 
rich  silver  and  gold  ores  and  specimer>s, 
lead,  copper,  coal,  iron  and  building 
stone  rained  in  the  state.  A  fine  collec- 
tion of  gold  ores  and  nuggets  is  expect- 
ed to  arrive  in  a  ft:w  days,  when  they 
will  be  placed  Qn  exhibition.

Several  Lions  andTigers  Made  Their  Escape, 

But  Were  Captured  Aft«:r  Killing 

Several  Animals. 


Tyrone,  Pa.,  May  30.— This  morning  a 
special  train  on  the  Tyrone  &  Clearfield 
railroad  composed  of  Walter  Mains'  cir- 
cus, got  beyond  the  control  of  the  train- 
men and  came  down  the  mountain  with 
fearful  rapidity.  At  Vail  Station  the 
train  was  wrecked  and  animals,  men  and 
broken  cars  were  piled  up  on  the  ground. 
Several  tigers  and  lions  made  their  es- 
cape, and  only  after  the  greatest  exer- 
tion were  they  captured,    and    then   not 

until  one  of  the  tigers  had  killed  several 
domestic  animals  in  tbe  neighborhood. 

Six  men  were  killed  outright  and 
twelve  or  fourteen  others  badly  wound- 
ed, some  of  them  fatally.  The  circus  is 
a  complete  wreck  and  will  take  several 
days  to  get  the  property  together.  The 
wreck  is  one  of  the  worst  that  has  oc- 
curred on  this  division  and  the  worst  in 
number  of  lives  lost.

1  daysburg.  Pa.,  contusion  of  chest;  Frank 
I  Barrett,  Tarantura,  contusion  of  the  left 
j  arm;  David  Jones,  Harrisburg,    sprained 
i  leg;    Frank    Morse,   Rochester,   N.    Y., 
wounded  about  the  head;  William  Evans, 
I  Williamstown,  right  ankle  injured;    Wil- 
:  liam  Patchel,  Dubois,  contusion    of    left 
j  knee;  James  Haney,  Albert,    Pa.,   badly 
I  injured  about  body.

Cleveland,  M?.y  30.— The  city  is  at 
the  mercy  of  a  band  of  determined  and 
reckless  firebugs.

The  Chicago  firm  puts  them  through 
some  process  and  sells  them  to  the 
World's  fair  restaurants  for  "pressed 
chicken,"  and  they  are  dealt  out  to  hungry 
people  on  the  grounds.  This  man  has 
shipped  large  quantities  ot  these  calves, 
for  which  he  gets  $2  each.   . 

Numerous  farmers  admit  that  they  sold 
him  the  calves,  but  deny  that  they  knev/ 
what  he  was  doing  with  them. 

WHY  NOT  PENNSYLVANIA? 


The  New  York  Times  on  the  States'  War  on 
Trusts. 

New  York,  May  30.— The  Timer, 
says:  "It  is  reported  that,  in  answer  to 
the  invitation  from  Minnesota's  gov- 
ernor, nearly  all  of  the  states  have  ap- 
pointed delegates  to  the  convention 
which  is  to  be  held  next  week  for  the 
consideration  of  the  trust  question,  and 
that  Pennsylvania  is  one  ot  the  two  or 
three  states  that  are  not  to  be  repre- 
sented. It  was  the  purpose  of  the  fathers 
of  this  convention  that  the  subject  to  be 
considered  first  of  all  should  be  the  ex- 
.'ictions  of  the  Anthracite  coal  combina- 
tion and  plans  for  applying  a  remedy. 
We  do  not  see  why  Pennsylvania  sboulc 
not  manifest  a  sympathetic  interest  in 
this  movement.  The  governor  began 
local  proceeding  against  the  combination 
some  time  ago,  although  it  is  true  that 
thus  far  they  have  come  to  nothing.  And 
when  the  recent  history  of  the  Reading 
company  is  reviewed  there  is  disclosed 
some  ground  for  the  opinion  that  Penn- 
sylvania has  suffered  as  severely  as  any 
other  state  because  of  exactions  and  op- 
erations of  the  combination." 


BANK  AT  FARGO  CLOSED. 


Ashley  Moars'  Institution  Closed  By  the  Bank 

Examiner. 

Fargo,  N.  D.,  May  30.— The  bank  of 

E.  Ashley  Mears  was  closed  yesterday 

by    the    national  bank  examiner  under 

orders  from  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency. The  First  National  bank  ot  Dakota, 
N,  D.,  was  also  closed.  The  examiner 
would  give  out  no  statement,  but  Cashier 
Mears  said  the  indebtedness  does  not  ex- 
ceed $60,000  with  assets  five  times  that 
amount.  The  bank  was  called  the  Na- 
tional Bank  of  North  Dakota  and  was 
mainly  a  clearing  house  for  the  system 
of  banks  owned  by  Mears  and  his  system 
of  loan  agencies.  It  had  very  few  de- 
positors in  Fargo.  No  other  Fargo  bank 
is  affected. 


KILLED  BY  A  TRAIN. 


A  Wealthy  Citizen  of  Mansfield.  0..  Met  His 
Death. 

Mansfield,  O.,  May  30.— James  Dick- 
son, aged  about  70  years,  was  struck  and 
instantly  killed  at  the  Orange  street 
crossing  by  a  west  bound  Pennsylvania 
railroad  train  about  2  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. Mr.  Dickson  was  one  of  Mans- 
field's wealthiest  citizens;  his  wealth 
being  estimated  at  from  §300,000  to 
§400,000. 

He  had  been  dissipating  for  dw  past 
week  and  it  is  said  that  to  this  is  doe  the 
accident.  Mr.  Dickson  has  been  in  the 
grocery  business  in  this  city  for  many 
years.

New  York,  May  30.— The  Times' 
J;icksonville.  Fla.,  speci.il  says:  Gen.  A. 
G.  Weissert,  national  comroaiuler  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was  here 
yesterday  on  an  official  visit  of  inspec- 
tion to  the  Florida  department.  In  an 
interview  he  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
fuss  and  discussion  provoked  by  the 
Farnham  post  .affair  in  New  York  city 
which  he  explained  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  position  of  the  G.  A.  K.  on  the 
pension  question  or  its  attitude  toward 
the  present  federal  administration.  Farn- 
ham post  had  its  charter  taken  away 
fn«m  it.  because  when  it  promulgated 
those  resolutions  it  acted  in  violation  of 
the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  deried  the  authority  of  the 
organization  when  the  attention  of  its 
otticers  was  called  to  that  violation. 

"Just  to  show  how  absurd  is  the  criti- 
cism upon  the  action  of  the  G.  A.  R.  or- 
ganization in  this  matter,  I  have  only  to 
cite  to  you  another  instance  where  the 
post  fi^lowed  the  rule.  In  New  York 
city  there  is  a  Grard  Army  of  the  Re- 
public' post,  which  some  of  the  boys 
call  the  'high  toned  post.'  1  found  in 
my  mail  some  resolutions  passed  by  that 
post.  To  it  belone;  such  veterans  as 
Chauncev  M.  Denew.  Gen.  Horace  Por- 
ter, Gen.  O.  O.  Howard  and  other  sol- 
diers of  almost  equal  prominence. 

"These  resolutions  were  in  the  same 
line  as  those  of  Farnham  post,  but  the 
Lafayette  men  bad  some  respect  f(>r  the 
rules  i)f  the  order.  They  sent  them  to 
the  proper  oftice  to  tret  permission  to 
promulgate  and  such  permission  was 
dulv  endorsed  on  them.  Then 
thev  reached  me  through  the 
usual  channel  and  I  prt>mptly 
endorsed  them  with  my  official 
approval.  The  same  m-iil  train  which 
took  to  New  York  my  !^  .action  of  revok- 
ing of  Farnham's  post  charter  took  also 
to  New  Yiirk  my  approval  of  a  set  of  the 
same  kind  of  resolutions  passed  by  La- 
fayette post.  It  was  simply  a  matter  of 
preserving  discipline,  you  see."

genera 

of  his  general  order,  issued  last  January-, 
as  follows:  "Every  member  of  the  order 
is  solemnly  obligated  to  encourage  honor 
and  purity  in  public  affairs;  it  is  there- 
fore enjoined  upon  comrades  to  report 
promptly  to  the  commissioner  of  pen- 
sions, Washington.  D.  C,  any  known 
case  in  which  a  pension  is  being  received 
fraudulently."

Washington,  May  30.— Hon.  James 
1).  Butt,  World's  fair  commissioner  from 
West  Virginia,  has  just  returned  from  a 
month's  stay  in  Chicago  and  speaks  in- 
terestingly of  some  features  of  the  ex- 
position. "I  think  the  adverse  criticism 
of  Hon.  John  Boyd  Thacher  largely 
due,"  said  Mr.  Butt,  "to  a  misunder- 
standing of  his  system  of  making  awards. 
He  has  given  this  matter  more  study 
than  any  man  in  the  country  and  has 
spent  over  two  years  in  investigating  the 
systems  pursued  by  other  expositions. 

"While  his  plan  has  been  stigmatized 
as  a  one  man  system  there  is  nothing 
arbitrary  about  it  for,  as  Mr.  Thacher 
says,  the  rule  is  flexible.  As  I  under- 
.stand  it,  the  foreigners  may  havfe  one  cr 
more  judges  where  one  judge  passes 
upon  a  subject  his  decision  is  subject  to 
review.  Thacher's  idea  is  that  greater 
impartiality  may  be  had  when  the  re- 
sponsibility of  giving  the  diploma  is 
thrown  on  one  man.  The  national  com- 
mission at  its  session  just  adjourned  re- 
fused to  change  Mr.  Thacher's  plan  and 
I  take  it  for  granted  it  will  be  carried 
out. 

"All  the  confusion  and  misunderstand- 
ing that  has  arisen  since  the  fair  opened 
grew  out  of  the  fact  that  there  were  too 
many  heads  causing  a  multiplicity  of 
orders  and  a  conflict  of  authority.  With- 
in the  next  week  there  will  be  a  great 
change,  for  the  whole  management  is  to 
henceforth  be  under  one  executive  head 
and  that  will  be  Director  General  Davis. 
He  is  an  executive  officer  of  superb  abil- 
ity, and  when  he  takes  supreme  com- 
fn'and  the  great  enterprise  will  be  an  as- 
sured success.

Her  length  on  the  water  line  is  380  feet 
6/2  inches;  her  breadth,  moulded,  64 
feet  10  inches  ard  her  mean  draft  23 
feet  3*4  inches.  Her  twin  screw,  verti- 
cal triple-expansior  engines  furnish  an 
aggregate  of  16,500  maximum  indicated 
horse  power. 

The  main  battery  consists  of  six  8-inch 
and  twelve  rapid-fiving  4-inch  guns;  her 
second  battery  of  eight  6  pounder  and 
four  I -pounder  rap;  d-fire  guns  and  four 
Catlings.  There  are  six  above-water 
torpedo  tubes;  she  has  no  sail  power  and 
carries  two  military  masts  with  double 
fighting  tops.  Her  armor  is  from  two  to 
ten  inches  thick.

New  York,  May  30.— At  a  meeting  of 
the  directors  of  the  North  American 
company  held  yesterday,  the  resigna- 
tion of  Henry  Villard,  as  president,  was 
presented  and  accepted.  C.  W.  Wet- 
more,  the  chairman  of  the  *  executive 
committee,  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.

The  new  president,  it  is  well  under- 
stood, represents  John  D.  Rockefeller 
and  other  capitalists  identified  with  the 
Standard  Oil  company.  He  has  been 
practjcally  the  managing  director  of  the 
company  during  the  last  two  years,  and 
has,  "according  to  those  familiar  with  the 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  done  a  great 
deal  toward  repairing  the  damage  the 
company  sustained  during  the  Baring 
Bros.'  panic. 

The  interest  ot  the  North  American 
company  in  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
road company  is  now  smaller  than  ever 
before  in  its  history,  and  in  consequence 
it  is  understood  that  the  representation 
of  Northern  Pacific  interests  in  its  board 
will  from  this  time  on  be  reduced.  The 
North  American  company  has  now 
completed  its  extensive  electric  light 
plant  at  Milwaukee,  and  also  the  elec- 
tric .street  railway  system  of  that  city. 

The  policv  of  the  company  hereafter 
will  be  to  de'vote  its  resources  entirely 
to  the  development  of  various  enter 
prises  similar  to  the  Milwaukee 
ture  and  to  take  no  part 
Northern  Pacific  politics.

The  people  of  St.  Louis  county  should 
turn  out  in  force  to  the  polls  tomorrow 
and  vote  down  the  proposition  of  the 
Minnesota  Canal  company  asking  for 
$600,000  of  county  bonds.  After  hearing 
all  that  the  promoters  of  the  company 
have  to  say  in  support  of  their  scheme, 
and  giving  full  consideration  to  the 
strong  points  which  have  been  presented 


showing  the    uncertain  character    of  the 

proposition,  the    scandalous    features  of   impression  upon  the    public    mind,  and 


the  special  law  under  which  the  election 
is  held,  the  irresponsible  financial  status 
of  the  company  so  far  as  can  be  dis- 
covered and  the  injur>-  that  would  be 
done  the  county  by  having  such  a  large 
amount  of  bonds  tied  up  on  a  scheme 
that  may  never  be  carried  out,  The  Her- 
ald feels  satisfieJ  that  the  people  of  St.

Free  Speech  Forbidden. 
The  assertion  of  the  commander  of  the 
department  of  New  York — and  this  is  the 
gist  of  the  matter— that  Farnham  Post  is 
held  in  contempt  "for  criticising  the  leg- 
islative   power  of    the   country"    and  in 
"condemning  the    sworn    ofticers  of    the 
government"    is     an     admission,    says 
Lieut.  Allen  R.  Foote  in  the  June  Forum, 
of  a  spirit,  if    not  in    the  laws  of    the  or- 
ganization surely  in  their  interpretation, 
that  forbids  freedom  of  discussion  of  the 
pension    laws.     For    a   parallel   to    thi  i 
spirit  one  must  recall    the  certainty  with 
which  the  mention  of   the  "peculiar  in- 
stitution"   of  the  South    in  the    days    of 
slavery  touched  Southern   politicians  to

the  post,  guilty  of  conduct  calculated  to 
injure  the  good  men  who  were  and  are 
willing  to  give   their  lives  for  their  coun- 
try   without    any   reward    save   the  ap- 
proval of  their  own  conscience  and  that 
honorable    fame    that    is   due   to  every 
patriot.

a  full,  frank  and  prolonged  conference 
on  the  trade  and  other  questions  existing 
between  the  two  countries. 

The  result  of  the  conference  so  far  as 
the  trade  question  is  concerned  is  briefly 
stated  thus:  That  it  was  found  impossi- 
ble to  frame  a  treaty  upon  the  basis  of  the 
mutual  free  interchange  of  the  natural 
products  of  both  countries  alone;  that 
manufactured  goods  must  be  included, 
and  that  any  agreement  for  an  inter- 
change of  natural  and  manufactured 
goods  must  be  based  upon  preferential 
treatment  in  favor  of  the  United  States 
and  upon  a  uniform  tariff  for  that  coun- 
try and  Canada  as  against  the  rest  of  the 
world.  As  this  involved  discriminations 
against  Great  Britain  and  practical  tariff 
control  by  the  United  States  the  Cana- 
dian commissioners  declined  to  accept 
these  conditions.  How  far,  concludes 
Mr.  Foster,  the  recent  change  of  admini- 
stration in  the  United  States  will  affect 
Canadian  interests  remains  to  be  seen. 

In  view  of  the  coming  reciprocity  con- 
vention at  St.  Paul,  these  official  state- 
ments by  the  Canadian  authorities  are 
particularly  interesting.  Mr.  Blaitie 
always  maintained  that  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  reciprocal  trade  relations  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Canada, 
manufactured  goods  must  be  included 
with  the  natural  products,  and  in  taking 
this  view  he  represented  the  opinion  of 
most  people  in  this  country. 

Reciprocity  in  natural  products  alone 
would  be  a  jughandled  form  of  recipro- 
city. It  certainly  would  not  be  satis- 
factory to  the  people  of  Manitoba  and 
the  Northwest  territories  any  more  than 
it  would  be  satisfactory  to  this  country. 
The  people  of  Manitoba  now  suffer  great- 
est from  the  excessive  prices  they  are 
forced  to  pay  for  manufactured  goods, 
and  their  desire  for  free  trade  with  this 
country  has  been  ,  increased  by  the  dif- 
ferences in  prices  lor  agricultural  im- 
plements and  other  manufactured  ar- 
ticles in  Manitoba  and  the  Dakotas.  The 
Manitoba  farmer  is  obliged  to  pay  from 
20  to  50  per  cent  more  for  his  imple- 
ments than  does  the  Dakota  farmer,  and 
he  naturally  wants  a  change  in  these  un- 
equal conditions.

The  Spanish  Republican  Announces  His  With- 
drawal From  Public  Life. 

Emilio  Castelar,  some  time  dictator  of 
Spain  and  for  nearly  forty  years  con- 
spicuous among  Spanish  Republicans, 
.innounced  recently  that  he  had  retired 
ircm  public  life.  He  made  his  declar- 
ation in  these  words: 

"I  shall  remain  a  Republican  until  1 
die,  but  I  shall  not  act  against  the  mon- 
archy, as  I  am  convinced  that  for  the 
present  this  is  the  only  stable  and  pro- 
gressive form  of  government  possible  in 
Spain.

"I  hope  that  the  next  change  in  the 
ministry  will  bring  one  of  my  friends 
into  office  in  order  that  the  fusion  of  Re- 
publicans and  Liberals  may  be  sealed 
and  consecrated.  I  myself,  far  from 
public  affairs,  shall  devote  the  rest  of 
my  days  to  the  study  of  history  and  to 
literary  work."

That  is  What  the  General  Committee  of  Citizens 
Will  Make. 
"There  is  nothing  new  about  tomor- 
row's bond  election,"  said  Mayor  d'Autre- 
mont  this  morning.  "The  committees 
are    hard  at  work  and  we  are  leaving 

undone  nothing  calculated  to  defeat  the 
scheme  of  the  Minnesota  Canal  com- 
pany." 

The  mayor's  office  contrasted  strangely 
with  other  portions  ot  the  city  hall  today. 
Being  a  holiday  by  statute,  of  course  no 
city  business  could  be  transacted,  and 
few  clerks  or  officers  were  about  their 
oliSces.  In  the  mayor's  room,  however, 
his  honor  and  other  members  of  the 
committee  were  at  work  all  day  planning 
and  executing  the  campaign  of  Dululh's 
best  citizens  against  a  scheme  of  a  cor- 
poration organized  by  strangers  to  get 
$600,000  from  St.  Louis  county  ostensibly 
to  aid  in  a  work  the  ultimate  accomplish- 
ment of  which  is  shrouded  in  ijreat 
doubt,  the  practicability  of  which  re- 
mains undemonstrated. 

The  general  committee,  reduced  to 
twenty-three  members  by  the  withdraw,;! 
of  President  Martin,  of  the  vdUge  of 
West  Duluth,  whose  sympathies  are 
with  the  canal  company,  is  made  up  of 
hustler:-  and  men  of  executive  ability. 
Lender  their  guidance  the  campaign  '.roes 
on  swimrninijly.  There  .ire  suO-cop.i;iiit- 
tecs  in  charge  "i  every  detail;  there  will 
he  ticket  distributors  at  every  pollin-:; 
place,  conveyances  for  bringing  out  the 


voters — in  fact,  a  perfect  organization. 
The  details  of  the  work  are  not  m.ade 
pub'-.c,  and  it  may  not  be  proper  that 
they  should  be.  But  it  is  pretty  gene- 
rally conceded  that  had  I).  B.  .Searlcs' 
campaign  been  as  thoroughly  systeniized 
and  ably  managed  last  fall,  as  are  the 
anti-h^nd  fcirces,  .M.ij.  li.ddwinmiglit  not 
now  be  enjavintr  congressional  honois 
and  standing  off  hungry  ofti'e  seekers. 

There  remains  plenty  ot  wwrk  yet  to 
be  done  as  the  canal  company  people 
are  well  organized  and  have  made  a 
strong  still  fight.  Every  vote  is  needed 
tomorrow  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  to 
demonstrate  to  citizens  their  duty  and 
see  that  the  right  ballot  is  cast. 

The  ct^mniittee  has  issued  circulars  in 
several  languages  setiing  forth  strong 
ptunts  against  the  canal  ecmpany's 
proposition  and  urging  citizens  to  vote 
no.  These  were  distributed  judiciously 
today.  Meetings  will  be  arrange<l  ior 
tonight  but  at  2  o'clock  the  sub-commit- 
tee having  the  matter  in  charge  was  not 
prepared  with  the  schedule  showing 
places  and  speakers.  It  is  probable  that 
Mayor  d'.Vutremont,  Col.  Graves  and 
others  will  be  at  the  pavilion  this  aftei- 
not>n  ami  make  short  speeches  after  the 
Grand  Army  exercises  and  before  the 
crowd  has  left. 


The  Minnesota  Canal  Question. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

There  is  one  point  which,  it  seems  to 
me,  has  not  received  sufficient  attention. 
Heretofore  the  reputation  of  the  city  for 
financial  soundness  has  been  a  most  en- 
viable one  and  is  worth  thousands  of 
dollars  every  year.  Eastern  capitalists 
have,  for  that  reason,  been  willing  and 
eager  to  invest  large  sums  here,  and  for 
the  same  reason  our  bonds  have  sold  r.t 
a  good  premium.  This  reputation  should 
be  guarded  roost  jealously.  It  will  cer- 
tainly be  most  seriously  impaired  if  the 
bonds  are  voted  to  this  company.  Even 
if  it  should,  by  some  unforseen  accident, 
turn  out  favorably,  our  reputation  must 
suffer  greatly  in  the  mean  time. 

Men  will  not  invest  their  money  in 
places  where  so  large  sums«)t  money  are 
voted  to  enterprises  of  which  they  know 
so  little  as  we  do  of  this.  For  what  do 
we  really  know  of  this?  Some  people 
who  do  not  offer  any  evidence  of  any 
kind  that  they  have  any  financial  stand- 
ing or  backing  say  they  are  about  to  un- 
dertake a  work  which,  by  their  own 
showing,  will  cost  an  enormous  sum  of 
money:  they  say  they  have  plenty  of 
money  and  that  the  enterprise  will  pay  30 
per  cent  on  the  investment.  At  the 
same  time  they  ask  us  to  help  them  to 
the  extent  of  giving  them  ^■'jOo.ooo.  Did 
any  one  ever  hear  of  a  man  having 
plenty  of  money  being  able  to  invest  it 
where  be  could  get  30  per  cent  and  hesi- 
tating to  invest  or  '^o  about  begging?  If 
Duluth  votes  these  bonds,  she  will  justly 
be  considered  a  dangerous  place  to  in- 
vest money  ai:d  capital  will  not  only 
cease  to  come  here,  but  much  that  is  now 
here  will  be  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Gridl'ey  spoke  words  of  wisdom 
when  he  said  the  company  should  satisfy 
us  that  there  were  no  grave  legal  objec- 
tions to  the  scheme  and  that  there  are 
some  responsible  people  behind  it.  Peo- 
ple who  ask  so  great  a  favor  should  take 
some  pains  to  let  us  know  who  they  are 
and  what  kind  of  people  they  are.

If  they  begin  the  construction  and  carry 
it  on  to  a  considerable  extent,  there  will 
be  plenty  of  time  for  the  county  to  show 
Its  generosity,  and  it  will  do  it  too.  Pri- 
vately, however,  the  promoters  of  the 
scheme  have  admitted  that  the  canal 
will  never  be  built  if  the  bonds  are  not 
given.  In  either  case  the  bonds  should 
be  ref  .ised  at  the  present  time.

In  fair  round  belly,  with  good  capon  lin'd. 
With  eyes  severe  and  beard  of  formal  cut, 
F'uU  of  wise  s.aws  and  modern  instances; 
And  so  he  plays  his  part."— "As  You  Likf,  It." 

A  justice  without  the  Encyclopedia  Brittannica  in  his  library  would  be  absolutely  lost,  lor  that  wonderful  work  HAS 
the  concentratcfl  wisdom  of  the  world.

Dr.  Henly  mentions 
an  eld  emblematical  print,  entitled  the  Stage*!  of  Man's  l.iic  Divided  Into  Seven  Ages,  from  which  he  thinks  Shakespeare 
more  likely  to  have  taken  his  hint  than  from  Hippocrates  or  Proclus.  Shakespeare  used  the  same  idea  more  than  once  in 
his  [)lavs.

Section  107.  /.ny  person  or  persons  introducing  in  any  way  upon  election 
day,  into  a  place  where  an  election  is  being  held,  any  spirituous  liquors,  and  any 
judjjc  or  clerk  of  election  .di  inking  any  such  liquors  in  such  place  or  being  intoxi- 
cated therein,  upon  election  day,  shall  be  deemed  puilty  of  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100  (one  hundred 
dollars),  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  60  (sixty)  days,  or  by  both.  No  spiritu- 
ous, malt  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  sold  or  given  away,  nor  shall  any  store, 
saloon  or  bar  room  where  such  liquor  is  sold  or  given  away  be  open  on  any  general 
or  special  election  day  from  the  hour  of  5  (five)  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  the  hour 
of  8  (eight)  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  sectfon 
shall  be  lined  not  less  than  Sioo  (one  hundred  dollars)  nor  more  than  $300  (three 
hundred  dollars)  for  each  offense. 

And  Whereas,  Wednesday,  the  31st  of  May,  has  been 
appointed  and  designated  by  law  as  a  special  election  da}' 
throui^hoiit  the  Village  of  West  Duluth,  and  county  of  St. 
Louis,  in  the  State  Minnesota; 

Now  Therefore,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  the  authority 
vested  in  me  by  said  act  above  referred  to,  I,  as  the  President 
of  the  \^illaije  of  W^est  Duluth,  do  hereby  proclaim  that  all 
provisions  of  said  section  of  said  act  will  be  strictly  enforced 
in  the  Village  of  West  Duluth,  Minnesota,  on  the  said  31st 
day  of  May,  1893,  and  all  keepers  of  saloons  or  bar  rooms  are 
hereby  notified  and  required  to  keep  their  jilaces  closed  as  re- 
(juired  by  the  section  of  said  act  above  quoted.

MEMORIAL  DAY  EXERCISES. 


F.  J.  Stevens,  of  West  Superior,  with 
the  courtesy  common  to  woodsmen  and 
settlers  of  a  new  country,  this  morning 
went  .1  few  yards  out  of  his  way  thinking 
to  awaken  an  oversleeping  wayfarer  and 
start  him  on  his  journey.  To  his  surprise 
and  horror  he  found  the   man  was  dead. 

Mr.  Stevens  operates  a  cedar  camp 
near  Bradley  &  Hanford's  crossing,  that 
is,  where  the  logging  road  of  that  firm 
crosses  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range.  On 
his  wav  to  work  at  5  o'clock  this  morning 
Mr.  Stevens  noticed  st.inding  by  the 
roadside  a  cheap  wagon  containing  a 
small  camp  outfit.  Tied  to  it  were  an 
old  horse  and  a  common  milch  cow. 
Near  the  outfit  lay  a  roan  under  a  rough 
blanket,  apparently  sleeping  after  a  haid 
day's  travel.  Beside  him  slept  his  dog. 
There  was  nothing  unusual  m  the  sight 
to  draw  Mr.  Stevens'  attention  a  settler 
on  his  way  to  a  new  home,  with  bis  scanty 
household  goods.  The  party  brought  to 
his  mind  the  fact  that  about  midnight  he 
and  his  comrades  had  been  awakened  by 
the  voice  of  a  man  talking  to  a  hviise, 
evidently  urging  him  along,  and  later  the 
sounds  of  preparations  to  stop  tor  the 
night.  He  passed  on  without  investi- 
gation. 

Two  hours  later    Mr.    Stevens    again 

Eas5ed  the  spot.  Everything  stood  as 
efore  and  all  was  quiet.  It  was  now 
past  7  o'clock  and  Mr.  Stevens  thought 
the  man  was  oversleeping  and  would 
wish  to  be  on  his  journey.  He  ap- 
proached him  and  leaned  over  to  arouse 
the  man  he  supposed  sleeping.  He 
touched  him  and  tound  him  cold  in  death. 
As  soon  as  Mr.  Stevens  recovered  from 
the  first  shock  of  surprise,  he  hurriedly 
exammed  the  body  and  surroundings. 
There  were  no  marks  of  a  struggle  or 
violence.  Apparently  death  had  come 
quietly  and  quickly  while  the  traveler 
slept.  Tne  horse  and  cow  had  been  fas- 
tened to  the  wagon  in  the  usual  manner 
when  emigrants  spend  a  night  in  the 
open  air  en  route.  Both  animals  had 
been  fed.  In  the  wagon  was  a  keg  half 
full  of  beer.  A  glance  at  the  corpse  in- 
dicated pretty  clearly  where  the  other 
half  of  the  beverage  had  gone.  The  man 
was  apparently  a  Scandinavian  about  50 
vears  of  age. 

Mr.  Stevens  came  to  Duluth  as  quickly 
as  possible  and  reported  his  find  at  po- 
lice headquarters.  Coroner  Eklund  was 
notified  and  left  for  the  scene  at  1 1 
o'clock  accompanied  by  Undertaker 
Durkan,  to  care  for  the  body,  and  Mr. 
Stevens  to  explain  on  the  ground  the 
circumstances  of  finding  the  body. 


Veterans  and  Their  Wives  Turn  Out  and  Honor 
the  Dead. 

The  living  turned  aside  today  from  the 
engrossing  pursuits  of  this  mortal  life 
and  stayed  their  hands  from  toil  to  bow 
before  the  tombs  of  the  ones  who  had 
given  their  lives  for  the  opportunities 
those  who  commemorated  their  struggles 
now  possess,  and  to  pay  the  tribute  of  a 
passing  tear  to  the  memory  of  comrades 
who  had  fought  and  suEFered  with  them 
to  preserve  initsintegrity  this  first  among 
the  nations.  It  was  not  only  the  veterans 
who  had,  with  the  dead  they  turned  out 
to  honor,  faced  the  bayonets  of  the 
enemy  on  the  bloody  field,  who  paid  the 
tribute  to  the  departed,  but  the  wives  as 
well,  who  had  fought  the  no  less  despe- 
rate battle  at  home  during  the  awful  days 
of  civil  strife,  rendered,  too,  the  sad  but 
grateful  ofifice  to  the  mortal  remains  of 
those  whose  next  reveille  will  be  the  last 
trump. 

At  9:30  o'clock  this  morning  Gorman 
and  Culver  posts,  G.  A.  R.,  escorted  by 
the  Marine  band,  boarded  street  cars  at 
the  corner  of  Superior  street  and  Third 
avenue  west,  and  proceeded  to  Forest 
Hill  cemetery,  where  the  graves  of  their 
comrades  who  have  gone  before  were 
decorated  and  the  usual  ritualistic  ser- 
vices gone  through  with. 

At  the  appointed  time  this  afternoon, 
the  parade  formed  on  Superior  street 
and,  headed  by  a  detachment  of  police 
under  Chief  Horgan,  moved  east  to 
Eighth  avenue  east,  countermarching 
on  Superior  street  to  Seventh  avenue 
west,  where  cars  on  the  incline  railway 
to  the  Pavilion  were  taken.  At  the  Pa- 
vilion, the  orator  of  the  day,  Hon.  C.  A. 
Towne,  delivered  an  address  full  of  feel- 
ing and  eloquence  and  other  exercises 
followed  according  to  program.

PUMMELLED  MR.  BURKE. 

Thr^  Biwabik  Residents    Must   Answer  For 
Assault. 

John  Boyd.  Thomas  Summers  and 
Charles  Hollingworth,  of  Biwabik,  were 
brought  before  the  municip.il  court  at 
Virginia  last  week  and  bound  over  to 
the  grand  jury  for  assault,  bail  beit^g 
fixed  at  $1000  each,  the  complainant  in 
the  case  being  j.  F.  Burke.  Summers 
formerly  lived  in  Duluth.  The  Virginia 
Enterprise  tells  the  story  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Burke  went  to  Biwabik   last  Fri- 
day afternoon  for  the  purpose  of  making 
sundry  collections.    Among  those    with 
whom  he  had  business   was   one  Thos. 
Hollingworth,  a    restaurant  keeper.    In 
Mr.  Hollingworth's  employ  was  a  young 
man,  by  name,  John  Boyd,  and  after  Mr. 
Burke  had    finished    his    business    with 
Hollingworth,  Boyd    requested    him    to 
step  into  a  back  room  saying  he   wished 
to       speak       to       him.      Mr.      Burke 
complied      with       the       request.      It 
seems  that   young    Boyd   was  formerly 
in  the  employ  of  Burke  Bros,   and  there 
had    been    some    trouble  on  account  of 
the  latter's  garnisheeing    the    wages  of 
the  former  for    a    debt    owing  by  his 
father.    As  soon  as    Burke    entered  the 
room  where  Boyd  was  in  waiting  he  was 
asked  by  Boyd  whether  he  intended  to 
pay  him  a  sum  of  money  he  claimed  was 
due  him.     Mr.  Burke  replied  that  he  did 
not  owe  Boyd  and  hence  had    no  further 
settlement  to  make,  and  he    turned    to 
leave  the  room.    As  he  did    so    he  was 
struck  on  the    back    of  the    head    by  a 
rolling  pin  in  the  hands  of  Boyd,  and    as 
he  turned  was    struck    again    over  the 
right    eye,    a    blow  whicn  brought  him 
to    the   floor    and    rendered  him  uncon- 
scious.   It    is    claimed    by    Burke  that 
Thomas  Summers  and  Charles   Holling- 
worth, who  were    present   at  the  time, 
were    parties   with    Boyd    to     the     as- 
sault, and  after  he  had  sufficiently  re- 
covered he  proceeded  to  have  the  three 
men  arrested.     He  found,  however,  that 
Boyd    had    gone    before  a  justice  and 
pleaded  guilty  of  assault,  and  the  officers 
would  not   serve    papers  for    an    arrest. 
Thereupon  Mr.  Burke  let  the  matter  rest 
until  he  came  back  to  Virginia,  when 
Sheriff  Ross    was  given    the    necessary 
papers,  and  going  to  Biwabik  he  fountl 
the  thre8  men  and  brought  them  here  to 
answer  to  the  charge.  They  were  brought 
before  Justice   Larson  on  Thursday  and 
upon  waiving  examination  were   bound 
over   to   the    next   term  of    the  district 
court.      The    bail  was  fixed  at  Siooo  in 
each    case    and    was    furnished.      The 
testimony    of    the    prosecution    goes  to 
show    that     Mr.    Burke's    injuries    are 
quite  severe  and  narrowly  escaped  being 
fatal."

Large  amounts 
of  men  are  employed  and  their  numbers 
are  being  increased  every  year  on  ac- 
count  of     increased     rapidity  of    our 
growth    and    development,  and    a    fair 
scale  ot  wages  is  being  paid,  better  than 
in  most  cities.  This  growth  and  develop- 
ment   and    cons<:quent    employment  of 
labor  is  due  not  alone  to  the  natural  ad- 
vantages of  the  city   but  in  a  very  large 
measure  to  the  enterprise  of  our  people 
who  are  putting  their  money  and  energy 
into  this  development.    In  this  develop- 
ment this  class  oi    men  have  been  often 
deceived  and  our  growth  crippled  in  the 
the      matter        of       giving       bonuses 
to   secure   the   location   of   enterprises 
which    have    afterward    proved    to    be 
mere  fakes.    1  would  instance    the   iron 
plant  that  was    located  some  two    and  a 
half    years    ago    at    I  ronton.    The    car 
works  at  West  Duluth  which  were  totally 
reorganized    and  called  for  a    large    in- 
crease of   money  to  put  it  on  its  leet  so 
that  now  for  the  Irst  time  it  is  a    legiti- 
mate enterprise.    The   Iron    Bay  works 
at  West  Duluth  is  still  another.    Large 
bonuses  were  given  in  each  of  these  cases 
and  the    men  who   gave  these  bonuses 
are  at  least  ordinarily  shrewd  business 
men  and  yet  weie  grossly  deceived. 

"The  bonuses  given  to  railways  and 
all  sorts  and  kinds  of  public  improve- 
ments throughout  the  West  for  the  last 
twenty-five  yeans,  have  nine-tenths  of 
them  been  to  false  enterprises.  Now  1 
would  say  to  the  laboring  men  of  this 
county  that  the  liest  business  men  of  this 
county,  nearly  without  exception,  after 
investigating  the  canal  scheme  project 
are  a  unit  in  the  belief  that  it  is  not  a 
practicable  and  meritorious  enterprise. 
They  are  onl>  equally  interested 
with  the  labor  element  of 
this  county  in  this  matter. 
If  it  is  a  fake  enterprise  it  will  materially 
interfere  with  our  prosperity,  our  growth 
and  development,  and  the  labor  element 
must  suffer  its  full  share. 

"Remember  that  all  of  the  enterprises 
which  we  have  heretofore  bonused  and 
have  proven  fakes  looked  upon  their 
face  to  be  all  right  and  to  be  legitimate 
enterprises.  I  submit  that  no  man  who 
is  asked  to  vote  for  this  enterprise  has 
any  knowledge  that  the  Minnesota 
Canal  company  has  even  money  enough 
at  its  control  to  meet  its  first  month's  pay 
roll  if  it  should  commence  work.  The 
lawyers  of  the  city  are  united  in  their 
opinion  that  the  contract  is  totally  inad- 
equate to  protect  the  people  of  the 
county.  They  are  also  of  the  opinion 
that  owing  to  the  St.  Louis  river  being  a 
navigable  stream  that  it  will  be  legally 
impossible  for  the  canal  company  to  di- 
rect the  waters  of  that  stream  from 
above  Cloquet  cicrois  the  country  to  the 
city.  In  view  of  these  facts  I  believe 
that  the  men  who  have  by  their  money 
and  their  enterprise  given  the  employ- 
ment to  labor  that  has  resulted  in  our 
unparalleled  growth  and  prosperity  have 
the  right  to  ask  and  expect  in  this  case 
that  the  labor  vote  shall  be  cast  as  a  unit 
in  burying  this  canal  scheme."

sioners of  the  general  assembly  of  thi 
Presbyterian  church  engaged  as  they 
were  wont  to  do  in  a  half  hour's  devo- 
tion. While  this  exercise  was  in  progres.s, 
the  principal  actors  in  the  trial  drawinvj 
to  its  close  made  their  appearance. 

The  first  to  appear  were  Messrs. 
Birch,  Lampe  and  McCook,  of  the  proi^- 
ecuting  committee;  then  came  Modera'or 
Craig  and  Dr.  Baker,  chairman  of  the  ju- 
dicial committee,  who  were  just  in  time 
for  the  last  prayer  and  hymn;  lastly  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  hour.  Professor 
Francis  Brown,  the  fast  friend  of  the  de- 
fendant. Dr.  Frazier  did  not  take  his 
accustomed  place  at  the  table  set  apait 
for  Dr.  Briggs'  friends,  and  the  defenc- 
ant  was  noticeable  by  his  absence.  The 
faithful  and  devoted  wife,  however,  oc- 
cupied her  ac  ustomed  place  in  the  j,'a'- 
lery  directly  over  the  space  upon  which 
for  these  past  few  days  the  eyes  of  thi 
Prfsbyterian  church  have  been  focuseti. 

After  an  opening  prayer  and  the  re£('- 
ing  of  the  minutes  Moderator  Craig  at 
9:30  a.  m.  convened  the  assembly  into  a 
court  and  the  last  stage  but  one  of  the 
famous  case  of  Prof.  I>riggs  was  cnteiei 
updn.  The  commissioners  as  called  were 
to  give  the  reasons  for  their  votes, 
speeches  to  be  limited  to  three  minutes. 
While  this  preliminary  was  being  settlec', 
Dt.  Briggs  quietly  came  in  and  took  his 
seat. 

Under  the  call  of  the  roll.  Rev.  D.  N. 
Freeland,  of  the  East  Florida  presby- 
tery, was  the  first  to  respond.  He  had  a 
deep  regard  for  the  honored  piofesso:-, 
he  said,  who  was  a  member  of  his  ow.i 
parish,  but  he  could  not  side  with  him  in 
his  claim  that  the  Bible  was  errant,  lie 
held  to  the  old  creed  and  if  the  true  blue 
Hag  must  go  down  he  would  go  down 
with  it.  .NIr.  Freeland  was  followed  by 
Rev.  J,  T.  Smith,  of  Baltimore,  who  ex- 
pressed an  intention  of  sustaining  the 
appeal. 

Dr.  Leftwich,  of  Baltimore,  said  the 
appeals  had  been  sustained  because  th  i 
presbytery  accused  Prof.  Briggs  of  the 
charge  of  error  upon  a  charge  which  he 
bad  frankly  and  freely  avowed  before 
this  assembly,  that  of  ;rrancy  in  the  or- 
iginal text  of  scripture. 

Elder  Purnell,  of  Baltimore,  said  if  th  j 
assembly  endorsed  Prof.  Briggs  it  would 
be  entering  upon  a  strange  course  with  a 
rationalist  for  a  helmsman  bound  for  a 
no  man's  land.  He  preferred  the  old 
Bible,  the  old  chart  and  the  old  ship  up 
on  which  to  sail  for  hefaven. 

Rev.  Anthony  C.  Junkin,  of  Los  An- 
geles, said  every  doubt  had  been  scat- 
tered to  the  wind  by  the  admissions  of 
the  defendant.  His  error,  in  the  speak- 
er's opinion,  was  the  doctrine  of  natur;?!- 
ism,  out  of  which  grew  most  of  the  errors 
now  afllicting  the  church. 

Rev.  John  T.  Hopkins,  also  of  Los 
Angeles  presbytery,  said  he  was  obliged 
to  vote  to  sustain  the  appeal  on  account 
of  threatened  disruption,  and  Professor 
John  M.  Coyner,  of  the  same  presbytery, 
said  he  would  do  the  same. 

Elder  Wm.  Hamilton,  of  Oakland 
presbytery,  said  he  had  come  to  Wash- 
ington absolutely  unprejudiced.  He  was 
afraid  the  church  would  be  in  an  uncer- 
tain condition  if  the  appeal  were  not  sus- 
tained. The  burden  of  the  remarks  of 
Rev.  J.  M.  Newell,  of  San  Jose  presby- 
tery, was  that  if  Dr.  Briggs  were  sus- 
tained every  preacher,  professor  and 
Sunday  school  teacher  would  be  pri- 
vileged to  preach  any  views  he  pleased. 

Rev.  D.  J.  Sanders,  of  Catawaba  (N. 
C.)  presbytery,  was  the  tirst  colored  nia:i 
who  spoke.  He  said  a  careful  study  of 
the  cases  showed  him  that  he  could  not 
do  otherwise  than  vote  to  sustain  the  ap- 
peal. 

Capt.  Jocks,  of  San  Jose,  said  that  all 
over  the  land  there  were  young  ministers 
from  Union  seminary  steeped  in  the  fear- 
ful doctrine  taught  by  Dr.  Briggs.  If 
the  professor  knew,  he  said,  of  the  dani- 
age  he  was  doing  he  would  drop  ths 
thing  and  would  have  done  with  it  for- 
ever and  stop  bringing  ruin  upon  the 
young  ministers  of  the  church. 

The  sum  and  substance  of  the  wholi 
first  charge,  said  Rev.  Charles  Fueller. 
of  Gunnison  presbytery,  was  that  Dr. 
Briggs  had  used  the  word  "fountain  ' 
when  he  should  have  used  and  intended 
to  use  the  word  "channel."  He  was 
heartily  sick  and  tired  of  this  talk  about 
Martineau.  If  the  words  of  Dr.  Briggs 
were  so  capable  of  misinterpretation, 
were  not  the  wonls  of  Christ  also  capa- 
ble of  the  same  thing? 

Rev.  Thomas  C.  Kirkwood,  of  Pucblc, 
said  he  had  felt  for  some  time  that  the 
church  w.as  suffering  from  the  effects  of 
false  teachings,  and  since  coming  to 
Washington  he  had  become  satisfied  that 
the  source  of  the  trouble  was  to  be  foun(l 
in  that  which  was  represented  by  the  de- 
fendant. 

Rev.  John  W.  Pugh,  of  Bloomingtor,, 
said  that  while  full  of  sympathy  for  tho 
defendant,  he  was  compelled  to  say  from 
his  deepest  convictions  and  best  judg- 
ment that  the  address  of  Dr.  Briggs  was 
the  most  magnificent  specimen  of 
special  pleading  he  had  ever  heard.  For 


nearly  seven  hours  he  had  spoken  witti- 
out  metting  squarely  any  of  the  issues 
involved  or  dealing  up  the  obscuri;y 
with  which  they  w  ere  surrounded. 

Rev.G.K.  McClurc.  D,  D.,  of  Chicago, 
held  that  if  the  assembly  voted  to  sustain 
the  appeal,  the  church  would  commit 
itself  to  conditions  which  it  was  not  pie- 
pared  to  accept  at  the  present  time. 

Shortly  before  noon  when  Kansas  h;id 
been  reached  in  the  call  of  synods,  t  le 
moderator  arose  and  said:  "Dr.  Briggs  ii 
very  weary  of  this  proceeding,  and  he  has 
asked  that  he  be  2xcused  by  the  modtr- 
ator  from  further  attendance  as  a  pany. 
I  cheerfully  grant  his  request.'  Dr. 
Briggs  then  left  tie  church  amid  a  buzz 
from  the  galleries.  He  looked  tired  and 
sad  and  seemed  K'ad  to  get  away. 

"The  first  four  grounds  of  appeal  are_ 
technical  and  ha\  c  no  place  in  a  case  of 
the  importance  of  this;  sweep  them 
away,"  Was  the  riiging  declaration  with 
which  Dr.  Herricic  Johnson,  of  Chicatx, 
began  his  exprission  of  opinion,  lie 
said  the  explanation  of  the  defendant  as 
to  the  meaning  of  his  doctrines  was  to  )e 
accepted  as  long  as  his  moral  integrity 
was  not  in  questi  in.  To  do  otherwis ; 
would  be  to  stamp  him  not  only  as  a 
false  teacher  but  \  hypocrite  as  well.  Di. 
Johnson  said  he  would  vote  lor  the  sai  vt 
kind  of  judgment  rts  the  New  York  pres- 
bytery passed  withholding  approval  of 
the  doctrines  tau<;ht. 

Rev.  Thomas  i".  Hall,  from  Chicago, 
who  has  been  so  zealous  a  supporter  of  Dr. 
Briggs,  said  that  if  it  was  a  breach  of 
contract  to  hol<l  certain  opinions  ae 
should  have  been  told  so  when  he  was 
ordained.  He  held  the  views  which  were 
in  danger  of  being  cast  out  to  the  con- 
fusion of  the  church. 

George  Ruther  :ord,  of  Peoria,  III.,  said 
that  for  the  assembly  to  cast  out  of  ,ts 
communion  such  a  staunch  Presbyterian 
as  Professor  Charles  Briggs  would  3e 
schism. 

"I  have  never  found  in  twenty  years' 
experience,"  said  Dr.  Lucas,  of  India,  "a 
man  in  India  whc'  found  God  through  his 
reason;  I  believe  the  doctrine  to  be  un- 
sound and  dangerous  and  shall  vote  to 
sustain  the  charge  based  upon  that  doc- 
trine." Upon  other  charges  Dr.  Lucas 
said  he  would  vote  to  acquit  Professor 
Briggs. 

That  the  assembly  should  vote  to  sus- 
tain most  of  the  specifications  was  the 
opinion  of  Rev.  John  M.  Boggs,  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Ind.,  but  he  believed  that  Dr. 
Briggs  was  right  in  alleging  the  errancy 
of  the  scriptures. 

F".lder  Charles  !•"-. Griffin,  of  Hammord, 
Ind.,  said  if  the  theologians  of  the  assem- 
bly were  in  doubt  as  to  the  interpretation 
to  be  placed  upon  the  views  of  Dr. 
Briggs,  now  was  it  to  be  expected  that 
the  laymen  of  the  assemby  could  be  free 
from  doubt? 

In  the  midst  of  the  roll  call  on  the 
Briggs  case  the  general  assemby  at  12:30 
took  Its  cusjtomary  recess  until  2:30  p. 
m.  The  probability  now  is  that  the  fin  il 
vote  will  not  be  reached  until  the  even- 
ing session. 

As  there  seems  to  be,  even  in  the  best 
informed  quarter?,  some  confusion  as  to 
the  present  pcsit  on  of  the  Briggs  ci.se 
and  the  exact  qiestion  before  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  a  succinct  statement  of 
the  position  may  be  of  interest.  Unc'cr 
the  rules  of  the  C!iurch  governing  a  tral 
such  as  the  present  there  are  fourpart.es 
having  the  right  to  be  heard: 

1.  The  prosecution,  which  in  this  case 
is  the  appellant. 

2.  The  defence,  which  in  this  case  is 
the  appellee.  Dr.  Briggs. 

3.  The  commissioners  to  the  gene  il 
assembly  from  the  judicatory  whose 
judgment  is  bein^  appealed  from,  which 
in  this  case  is  the  presbytery  of  N  v.v 
York. 

4.  The  mcnlbeis  of  the  superior  judi- 
catory trying  the  appeal,  which  is  the 
general  assembly. 

The  first  three  parties  have  been 
heard;  the  fourth  is  now  having  its  in- 
nings. 

The  general  assembly  is  calling  the 
roll  by  synods  and  those  who  desire  tooe 
heard  are  making  three  minute  speeches. 
This  is  equivalent  to  a  consultation 
among  the  judges  or  jurors,  whichever 
one  may  please  to  call  the  commissu  n- 
ers.  At  the  noon  recess  today,  two-fiflhs 
of  the  synods  had  been  called  and  had 
expressed  their  opinions  and  had  occu- 
pied two  hours  ai  d  a  half  in  so  doing. 

When  this  roll  is  completed,  the  next 
step  will  be  the  presentation  of  a  motion 
to  the  house:  Shall  the  appeal  be  sus- 
tained? There  are  five  grounds  ofCJap- 
peal  and  thirty-four  specifications.  Each 
of  these  specifications  will  be  voted  upon 
singly.  At  the  end  of  the  voting  on 
these  the  roll  wi  1  be  called  upon  toe 
gcneial  question:  "Shall  the  appeal  bo 
sustained?" 

Should  the  apjieal  be  not  sustained, 
the  voting  on  these  specifications  will  he 
for  naught.  Should  it  be  sustained  it 
will  be  efjuivalent  to  a  verdict  of  guilty 
against  Dr.  Briggs. 

A  committee  will  then  be  appointed 
to  prepare  a  mirutc  for  submission  to 
the  general  ass<:mbly  prescribing  the 
punishment  to  be  meted  out. 

There  are  five  things  the  assembly 
can  do  in  such  a  case:  They  can  ad- 
monish; they  can  rebuke;  they  can  sus- 
pend, and  they  can  depose  him  from  th».' 
ministry;  or  they  can  expel  him  from 
the  church.  In  he  case  of  conviction, 
one  of  the  three  last  courses  is  likely  t  j 
be  followed.

Monsignor  A.  Rinaldini,  here- 
tofore internuncio  of  the  holy  see  at  the 
court  of  the  Netherlands,  has  been  ap- 
pointed under  secretary  of  state  at  th'i 
Vatican  and  Rector  Lorenzelli.of  the  Bo- 
hemian college,  succeeds  Monsignor  Ri- 
naldini as  intern  jncio  to  the  Nether- 
lands.

Julia  Sutherland,  the  Victim  of  Father  Con- 
nolley  at  Two  Harbors,  In  a  Pre- 
carious Condition. 


She  Is  Hardly  Expected    to  Live,   and   Her 

Death  May  Result  in  Serious 

Trouble. 


Connolley's  Examination  Was  Begun  Today 

at  Two  Harbors,  and  the  Girl's 

Evidence  Was  Taken. 


She  Told  the  Story  of  the  Assault    and 

Identified  the  Prisoner  as  Her 

Assailant. 


Two  Harrors,  Minn.,  May  31.— [Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.] — The  examination 
of  Father  Connolley,  the  Catholic  priest, 
who  has  been  arrested  for  raping  Julia 
Sutherland  and  also  attempting  to  pro- 
duce an  abortion,  was  set  for  today  be- 
fore Justice  Seligman.  There  was  a  big 
crowd  at  the  court  house  but  general 
quiet  prevailed,  the  excitement  pro- 
duced when  the  facts  first  be- 
came known  having  been  somewhat 
allayed.  The  girl,  however,  is  in  a  veiy 
precarious  condition,  and  if  she  dies  the 
worst  sort  of  trouble  is  feared.  From 
present  appearances  her  death  is  very 
probable. 

The  court  room  was  crowded  this 
morning,  but  the  spectators  were  very 
orderly.  The  prisoner's  sister  came  up 
on  the  8:15  a.  m.  train  from  Duluth  and 
was  shown  immediately  to  the  cell  of  tho 
prisoner.  He  was  brought  into  court  at- 
tended by  his  sister  and  appeared  bright 
and  cheerful.  He  nodded  pleasantly  to 
his  scquaintances,  but  was  a  trifle  nerv- 
ous. 

C.  O.  Baldwin,  of  Duluth,  defended 
the  prisoner.  John  Dwan,  county  attor- 
ney, and  Jas.  A.  Hanks,  of  Duluth,  pros- 
ecuted. Motions  from  both  sides  ex- 
cluding the  witnesses  from  the  court 
room  weie  granted.  Justice  Seligman, 
the  attorneys,  the  prisoner  and  A.  A. 
Farrington,  court  stenographer,  went  to 
the  home  of  the  girl  and  took  the  testi- 
mony at  her  bedside.  The  girl  was  ver/ 
low.  Dr.  J.  D.  Budd  held  the  witness' 
pulse  and  administered  a  hypodermic 
injection  during  the  examination  to 
keepOhcr  strength  up.  Her  pulsa 
rose  to  over  150  during  the  examinatior, 
and  the  examination  had  to  be  curtailed. 

The  prisoner  was  in  the  room,  but 
kept  out  of  sight  behind  the  head  of  the 
bed.  On  the  hrst  question  of  Mr,  Bald- 
win, on  cross  examination,  asking  the 
witness  if  the  prisoner  was  the  man, 
Father  Connelley  was  brought  around  to 
the  side  of  the  bed  in  sight  of  the  wit- 
ness. She  answered  "Yes, "  and  was  very 
much  frightened  and  nervous  at  the 
sight  of  him. 

On  the  way  to  the  home  of  the  girl  the 
prisoner  asked  a  bystander  to  go  ahead 
to  see  that  no  violence  was  done  him. 

Theo.  Hannon  Is  on  the  stand  d.c\\. 
Probably  the  hearing  will  be  finished  to- 
day. Everybody  on  the  street  and 
around  the  hotel  is  talking  about  the 
prisoner,  who  apparently  has  no  sympa- 
thizers.

WHEELS  COULD  NOT  ENTER. 


Miss  Sutherland  Tells  How  Father  Connolley 
Accomplished  Her  Rum. 

Two  Harbors,  Minn.,  May  31.— 
[Special  to  The  Herald.]— Miss  Juli:i 
Sutherland,  the  victim  of  Father  Con- 
nolley, tells  the  following  story:  On  May 
4  the  priest  called  her  into  his  house  to 
loan  her  some  books.  Once  inside  he 
offered  her  a  drink  of  mild  wine  which 
she  took,  never  suspecting  that  it  was 
drugged.  The  liquor  did  its  work  and 
no  obstacle  remained  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  his  vile  deed.  Ever  since  then 
Miss  Sutherland  has  been  very  ill  and 
her  friends  began  to  suspect  that  all  wa3 
not  right.  Connolley,  hearing  this,  again 
got  her  into  his  house  and  by  the  use  of 
drugs  forced  her  to  sign  papers  declarin;^ 
him  innocent  and  told  her  that  if 
she  ever  revealed  what  he  had  done  that 
she  would  be  murdered,  at  the  same  time 
showing  a  revolver. 

Nature  could  not  stand  the  drugs  and 
ever  since  the  poor  little  girl  has  lain  at 
the  point  of  death.  Supposing  that  she 
could  live  no  longer  she  confessed  the 
above. 

The  condition  of  Miss  Sutherland  is 
now  very  dangerous,  and  it  will  be  a 
miracle  if  she  lives. 


The  Cycling  Parade  Not  Allowed  at  the  World's 
Fair. 
World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
May  31. — This  was  to  have  been  whe«d- 
men's  day  at  the  fair,  but  Architect  Burn- 
ham,  whose  official   title    is  director   of 

works,  although  the  construction  part  of 
the  exposition  is  practically  finished,  his 
countermanded  the  permit  issued  to  the 
wheelmen's  clubs  and  leagues  to  haze 
a  cycling  parade  within  the  grouncs. 
Mr.  Burnham  does  not  even  deign  to 
give  any  reason  for  his  countermanding 
order.  They  can  come  up  to  the  gates 
on  their  wheels,  leave  them  in  a  big  shed 
erected  for  thit  purpose  and  see  the  ex- 
position for  50  cents  like  any  ordinary 
visitor. 

The  members  of  the  Kentucky  Press 
association,  with  their  wives  and  daugh- 
ters, entered  the  White  City  this  mor  1- 
ing  in  a  body  and  took  possession  of 
their  state  building,  which  is  to  be  form- 
ally dedicated  tomorrow  in  a  style  pecul- 
iar to  the  denizens  of  the  Blue  Grass  re- 
gion. The  editorial  phalanx  is  an  ira!' 
posing  and  a  merry  one,  representatives 
of  religiouF,prohibition  and  whisky  papers 
mingling  in  a  fraternal  spirit.  They  are 
here  to  see  that  Governor  John  Young 
Brown  and  his  staff  properly  maintain 
the  dignity  and  traditions  of  old  Ken- 
tucky as  well  as  to  join  in  the  festivities 
and  see  the  fair. 

The  state  commissioners  and  other 
fair  officials  were  at  the  Kentucky  bull  l- 
ing  to  welcome  the  guests  and  two  hours 
were  joyously  spent  by  the  editors  and 
Blue  Grass  beauties  in  social  amenities. 
Then  Chief  Samuels  took  the  typical 
Kentucy  crowd  to  the  horticultural  buil  i- 
ing,  where  some  time  was  spent  viewing 
the  flowers  and  fruit  and  wine.  A  formal 
visit  was  also  paid  to  the  administration 
building,  where  the  Kentuckians  met  the 
principal  officials  of  the  fair  and  the  rest 
of  the  day  was  spent  in  sight  seeing. 

HAS  GONE   BANKRUPT. 


The  Great  Columbian  Spectatorium  Will  Kot 
be  Finished. 

Chicago,  May  31.— Steele  Mackaye 
filed  a  bill  in  the  circuit  court  yesterday 
for  a  receiver  for  the  Columbian  Celebra- 
tion company  and  Judge  Tuley  appoiiit- 
ed  the  Chicago  Title  and  Trust  company 
to  tafte  possession  of  the  concern  ana 
wind  up  its  affairs.  The  Celebraiio.i 
company  was  organized  for  the  purpos'e 
of  erecting  the  steel  and  staff  building 
that  at  present  stands  unfinished  at  the 
north  end  of  the  exposition  grounds. 

It  was  to  be  used  f(jr  the  presentatiia 
of  a  spectacular  play  entitled  "The  Woild 
Finder"  and  wasto  cost  $1,000,000.  Bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $800,000  Were  issueil 
and  $500,000  of  them  were  sold.  There 
has  been  expended  already  in  the  enter- 
prise $500,000  and  the  complainant  avers 
that  it  will  take  $250,000  to  finish  it. 

The  company  owes  $316,000  and  has 
tangible  assets  to  the  amount  of  orl;' 
$50,000.  Mackaye  alleges  that  the  com- 
pany owes  him  $55,000  and  that  it  canrct 
pay  its  debts.  The  time  during  whijh 
profits  were  to  be  returned  on  ihe  invest- 
meuivygS. from  May  i  to  Nov.  i,  and  as 
it  cannot  be  finished  in  time  it  wes 
thought  best  to  wind  it  up.

The  main  issue  is 
financial  and  President  Greenhut  has 
gone  to  Chicago  to  try  and  float  .a  few 
million  in  bonds.  The  rebate  certificates 
prescnted'day  after  day  are  being  pai<l 
in  a  prompt  manner.  The  quo  warranto 
proceedings  which  come  up  on  Friday 
will  be  contested  to  the  court  of  last 
resort,  as  will  the  attempt  of  a  portion  of 
the  distillers  to  secede.

The  Remains   of  the   Confederate  Leader 

Borne  in  State  to  the  Capitol  at 

Richmond,  Va. 


The  Dwellings  Along  the  Route  of  the  Pro- 
cession Were  Decorated  With  Black 
and  White. 


The  Simple  Exercises  at  Hollywood  Where 
the  Remains  Were  Reinterred,  Last- 
ing About  an  Hour. 


KuiiMOND.Va.,  May  31.— The  Jefferson 
Davis  funeral  train  was  scheduled  to  ar- 
rive between  i  and  2  this  morning  but 't 
was  not  until  7:30  this  morning  that  it 
rolled  into  the  depot.  An  hour  before 
the  artillery  began  to  tire  their  guns  and 
the  salutes  continued  until  the  remains 
rested  in  the  capitol.  From  the  depot 
thev  were  escorted  by  the  Robert  E.  Lee 
camp  and  the  First  Virginia  regiment, 
the  march  up  the  hill  and  through  the 
capitol  in  the  early  hour  of  the  morning 
being  aiost  impressive. 

MFss  Wmnie  Davis  and  the  rest  of  the 
family  on  the  train  joined  Mrs.  Davis  at 
the  hotel.  Mrs.  Davis  arrived  here  last 
night  from  New  York.  With  her  in  the 
parlor  car  Nereid  were  Miss  Davis,  of 
Washington;  Col.  J.  Taylor  Wood,  of 
Halifax.  N.  S..  and  Col.  Robert  C.  Wood, 
of  Louisiana,  both  grandsons  of  /achary 
Taylor  and  nephews  of  the  first  wife  of 
Jefferson  Davis;  Clarence  Cary  and  Mrs. 
Davis'  maid.  Quite  a  crowd  had  col- 
lected at  the  L'nien  depot  and  Mrs. 
Davis  was  met  by  a  committee  and  the 
grand  camp  of  Confederate  veterans  of 
\'irginia. 

Through  the  crowd  the  little  party 
passed  to  carriages,  Mrs.  Davis  leaning 
on  Maj.Brander'sarm  and  also  supporting 
her  steps  with  a  cane.  She  wore  mourn- 
ing with  her  veil  thrown  back,  appear- 
ing to  be  quite  feeble,  anil  on  reaching 
the  Exchange  hotel  where  she  will  stay 
she  retired  immediately  to  the  apart- 
ments prepared  for  her.  The  demon- 
stration at  the  reintcrmentof  the  remains 
of  Jefferson  Davis  today  is  not  expected 
to  equal  as  far  as  numbers  in  attendance 
is  concerned  that  at  the  unveiling  of  the 
Lee  monument. 

The  drapery  in  the  rotunda  where 
stands  tha  statue  of  Washington  is 
simple  though  impressive  'n  its  sombre- 
ness,  and  the  same  r.-y  be  said  of  the 
decorations  alorr;  ihe  route  of  the  parade 
and  in  adjacent  streets.  Black  and  white 
prevail,  though  here  and  th-re  appear 
the  red  and  white  of  the  Confederate 
shield  and  miniature  battle  flags  while 
on  one  house  on  Grace  street  near  the 
starting  point  of  the  parade  are  the  flags 
of  Virginia,  a  flag  bearing  a  picture  of 
Davis  and  a  L'nitcd  States  flag,  each  with 
a  bit  of  crape  at  the  top  of  the  staff.  The 
parade  to  Hollywood  will  start  at  3  p. 
m.  and  the  simple  exercises  will  occupy 
about  an  hour  including  the  memorial 
services  at  Gettysburg  hill  where  several 
thousand  Confederate  soldiers  are  buried. 

Early  in  the  evening  a  guard  was 
placed  around  the  capitol  and  all  through 
the  night  details  cf  the  First  \'irginia 
regiment,  the  Stuart  Horse  guards,  the 
Ashby  guards  and  the  Richmond  howit- 
zers paraded  the  graveled  walks  about 
the  building  in  the  moonlight  until  mid- 
night. Main  and  Broad  streets  were 
lively  with  throngs  of  veterans,  militia 
and  other  visitors  and  the  hammers  of 
the  decorators  were  kept  busy. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  works  of 
decoration  during  the  day  both  on  pri- 
vate buildings  and  in  the  interior  of  St. 
Paul's  church  was  that  it  was  done  by 
the  ladies  or  superintended  by  them  and 
it  was  nothing  unusual  to  see  them  at  the 
windows  of  dwellings  along  the  route  of 
the  parade  arranging  black  and  white 
draped  in  graceful  folds. 

New  Election  Expected. 

London,  May  31. — The  central  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Conservative  party 
are  sending  circulars  to  Conservative 
agents  throughout  the  country  stating 
that  the  registration  bill  introduced  by 
Mr.  Gladstone's  government  will  not  be 
allowed  to  pass,  and  that  the  next  gen- 
eral election  will  be  held  upon  the  pres- 
ent system  of  registration.  The  circular 
implies  that  the  leaders  of  the  Conserv- 
ative party  are  confident  that  the  general 
election  will  be  held  in  the  autumn  or 
early  in  1894.

New  Vokk,  May'  31.— Mrs.  Marie 
Nevins  Blaine  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Bull  were 
married  at  1 1  40  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing in  the  South  Reformed  church,  cor- 
ner of  Madison  avenueand Thirty-eighth 
street,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Frederick  Roderick 
Terry.  The  bride  was  dressed  in  pearl 
gray  silk  with  white  lace  trimmings  at 
the  corsage. 

Her  hat  harmonized  with  her  costume 
in  coloring,  and  she  looked  charming,  in- 
deed. She  carried  a  bunch  of  bride 
roses  and  lilies  of  the  valley.  The  father 
of  the  bride  gave  her  away  at  the  altar.

AHEAD  OF  FARRAGUrS  PLAN. 


A  System  of  Protected  Tops  Designed  For 
Battle  Ships. 

Washington,  May  31. — The  navy  de- 
partment is  advised  that  the  French 
naval  architects  have  embodied  in  their 
latest  plans  for  battle  ships  a  system  of 
protected  tops  that  will  afford  a  position 
of  superior  accommodation  to  the  com- 
manding officers. 

Details  that  have  reached  the  navv 
depariment  here  show  that  these  minia- 
ture steel  fortresses  at  the  mast  tops,  in 
addition  to  an  equipment  of  machine 
guns,  are  now  being  fitted  out  with  speak- 
ing tubes,  connections  with  the  engine 
bells,  and  finally  with  a  wheel  which  will 
enable  the  officer  on  top  to  steer  the  ves- 
sel from  that  position. 

Great  strategic  advantages  are  sup- 
posed to  be  made  available  from  this 
arrangement  as  it  will  enable  the  officer 
directing  the  movements  of  the  vessel  to 
see  perfectly  over  the  dense  clouds  of 
powder  smoke  that  hang  around  the 
vessel  during  an  active  engagem^it,  and 
also  in  certain  cases  to  see  above  a  low 
lying  fog.  This  is  regarded  as  a  con- 
siderable improvement  over  Admiral 
Farragut's  plan  of  having  himself  lashed 
to  the  rigging.

A  RANCH  OWNER  KILLED. 


Murdered  by  Squalters  Because  He  Wanted 
His  Rents. 

New  York,  May  31. — The  Times' 
Piedras  Negras,  Mex.,  special  says:  A 
few  days  ago  Don  Luis  Caravanges,  of 
the  bank  of  Durango,  started  to  visit  a 
ranch  owned  by  him  400  miles  from  Du- 
rango. It  was  in  the  possession  of 
squatters  and  Caravanges  bad  often  at- 
tempted to  make  them  pay  rent. 

His  trip  was  for  the  purpose  of  enforc- 
ing payment.  The  squatters,  learning 
of  this,  decided  upon  the  death  of  Don 
Luis  Caravanges  and  drew  lots  as  to  who 
should  commit  the  murder.  Four  men 
were  selected  and  ihey  ambushed  and 
assassinated  him  under  his  mozo. 

When  the  news  of  the  crime  reached 
Durango,  the  governor  telegraphed  to 
the  ranger  captain  at  Topona  and  he 
proceeded  with  a  body  of  picked  men  to 
the  scene  of  the  tragedy.  There  he 
learned  the  particulars  of  the  plot  and 
the  names  of  the  conspirators.  He  next 
proceeded  to  see  these  men.  Sixteen  of 
the  twenty-two  squatters  have  been 
caught  and  summarily  shot. 

HIS  SENTENCE  COMMUTED. 


A  Georgia  Man  Who  Killed  His  Wife  Saved 
From  Death. 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  May  31.— The  governor 
yesterday  commuted  to  life  imprison- 
ment the  sentence  of  death  hanging  over 
J.  R.  Von  Poliiitz,  convicted  in  Decatur 
county  of  wife  murder.  This  case  has 
attracted  great  attention. 

Von  Polnitz  is  an  old  mau  and  was  a 
surgeon  in  the  Confederate  army,  serv- 
ing with  distinction.  He  was  the  victim 
of  drink  and  beat  his  wife.  She  left  their 
home  in  Southern  Georgia  and  went  to 
her  father's  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state  where  a  few  days  later  she  died. 

It  was  claimed  her  death  was  due  to 
her  injuries  and  a  jury  convicted  him. 
Jurors  and  officers  of  court  joined  in  the 
effort  to  get  his  sentence^commuted.

Politicians  Discus.'s  a  Contest  For  the  Gov- 
ernorship of  New  York  Between 
Flower  and  Morton. 


Washington,  May  31.— In  the  work 
of  reorganizing  the  postoffice  depart- 
ment Mr.  Bissell  has  experienced  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  securing  a  proper 
man  for  the  position  of  second  assistant 
postmaster  general.  The  duties  of  that 
office  require  that  its  occupant  must  be 
conversant  with  the  railroads  of  the  coun- 
try. 

The  last  person  named  in  connection 
with  this  office  is  Lorenzo  S.  Brown,  the 
present  general  agent  for  the  passenger 
department  of  the  Richmond  &  Danville 
road.  Mr.  Brown  is  urged  for  the  posi- 
tion by  members  of  the  Virginia,  North 
Carolina  and  Georgia  delegations.  He 
is  an  experienced  railroad  man,  has  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  routes  of  the 
various  roads,  and  it  is  urged  in  his  be- 
half that  he  is  in  every  manner  qualified 
for  the  place.  Mr.  Brown's  place  of  resi- 
dence is  Lynchburg,  Va.

There  was  no  conjecture  that  the 
president  and  cabinet  would  trifle  with 
the  Western  shore,  'i'hey  have  never 
seen  it  and  it  was  thought  that  the 
chances  were  1000  to  i  they  never 
would. 

What  will  be  the  result  of  a  contest  for 
the  governorship  of  New  York  state  be- 
tween Rcswell  P.  Flower  on  the  one  hand 
and  Levi  P.  Morton  on  the  other  is  a 
very  numerously  debated  question  by 
politicians  now  at  the  capital.  It  is  the 
universal  opinion  that  it  would  make  the 
prettiest  tight  in  the  history  of  American 
ccnimon wealth.

There  is  other  talk  to  the  effect  that 
Mr.  Flower  would  not  be  cordially  sup- 
ported by  the  Sheehan  faction,  the 
reason  being  an  overweening  ambition 
upon  the  part  of  the  lieutenant  governor. 
When  it  is  mentioned  the  talkers  look 
grave. 


WILL  ACCEPT  ONE-HALF. 


Creditors  of  Governor  Foster  Agree  to  Accept 
Fifty  Per  Cont. 

FoSTOiUA,  O.,  May  31.— The  meeting 
of  the  creditors  of  Governor  Foster  at 
the  opera  house  last  night  was  largely 
attended.

BURGLARS  WERE   FOILED. 


Attempt  to  Blow  U3  the  Vault  of  a  Helena 
Bank. 
Helena,  Mont.,  May  31.— What  was 
undoubtedly  an  attempt  to  rob  the  Mon- 
tana National  Lank,  but  which  must 
have  been  either  a  very  raw   effort  or  a 

badly  planned  one,  took  place  at  1 
o'clock  yesterday  morning.  At  that  hour 
persons  for  a  bl  )ck  around  Main  and 
Edward  streets,  where  the  bank  is  situ- 
ated, heard  a  terrific  explosion. 

Everybody  rushed  towards  the  lo- 
cality. In  a  very  few  minutes  the  build- 
ing was  surrounc.ed  by  policemen,  who 
guarded  all  the  possible  avenues  of 
escape,  and  a  thorough  search  of  the 
building  was  begun,  but  no  trace  of  the 
burglars  was  discovered.  Nobody  saw 
any  strangers  in    the  vicinity.      It  is  not 

Erobable  that  they  will  everbeappre- 
ended. 

While  all  the  outlets  from  the  building 
were  being  watched  a  policeman  got  a 
lantern  and  went  up  the  stairway  from 
the  Edwards  strei;t  way.  It  winds  around 
near  the  top  and  leads  up  to  the  wide 
landing  of  the  second  floor.  At  the  top 
of  the  stairway  the  effect  of  the  explo- 
sion was  seen.  The  upper  step  had  been 
torn  out  entirely  and  shattered  into 
pieces.  The  pieces  bad  been  driven  by 
the  force  of  the  explosion  up  against  the 
ceiling  just  over  the  stairway,  tearing  a 
large  hole  in  the  plaster. 

The  weather  boarding  alongside  the 
upper  slip  had  been  splintered.  At  first 
sight  it  seemed  Jis  if  bur>::lars  bad  got- 
ten over  the  vault  and  exploded  a  charge 
of  giant  powder  that  had  blown  in  the 
whole  top.  By  lowering  the  light  a  short 
distance  into  the  opening,  however,  it 
was  seen  that  the  expU  sion  had  taken 
place  at  a  point  at  least  s  x  feet  back  of 
the  v.ault.  An  examination  showed  that 
the  vault  was  not  injured,  though  the 
ceiling  of  the  room  under  the  stairway 
was  badly  broken. 

The  room  back  of  the  vault  .and  over 
which  the  explosion  occurred  is  that  of 
Vice-President  r.IcCulIogh.  After  an 
entrance  had  been  gained  to  the  bank 
this  room  was  seen  to  be  very  much  of  a 
wreck,  principall}-  from  the  broken  plas- 
ter and  laths  fron'i  the  ceiling.  This  ex- 
amination and  thi;  wreck  of  the  stairway 
above  made  it  plr  in  that  the  work  of  the 
robbers  had  been  done  from  above  and 
not  on  the  inside  of  the  bank. 

All  the  facts  point  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  job  was  cjither  the  work  of  men 
not  very  expert,  or  that  if  they  knew  their 
business  the  scheme  must  have  been 
hurriedly  plaimec.  and  without  taking 
very  accurate  obs  ervation.  Had  the  men 
taken  proper  measurement  and  had  the 
proper  appliance:;  they  might  have  got- 
ten their  explosive  on  the  top  of  the 
vault,  jarred  the  combination  time-lock 
so  as  to  make  it  easily  worked,  or  else 
blow  a  hole  clear  through  and,  in  either 
case,  provided  the  noi^  did  not  arouse 
anyone,  gone  into  the  vault  and  once 
inside 'attacked  the  safes  there.  The 
Montana  National  is  commonly  known 
as  the  liroadwatcr  bank.  The  last  state- 
ments showed  about  $150,000  cash  on 
hand.

There  is  also  an  appreciable  change 
in  the  business  portion  of  the  city.  Old 
store  rooms  which  have  been  standing 
empty  {or  some  time  are  beini:  raised  up 
to  conform  with  street  grades,  renovated 
and  made  ready  for  prospective  occu- 
}iants.  The  Silvey  building  on  Central 
avenue  formerly  uccupieil  by  R.J.  Fenton 
with  a  hardware  stock,  has  been  sur- 
rounded this  week  by  a  number  of  sbov- 
elers  making  ready  to  move  it  to  another 
lot  on  the  avenue.  It  will  be  replaced 
by  a  bne  new  brick  block.  It  is  reporred 
that  a  brick  block  will  also  be  erected 
on  the  corner  of  Central  avenue  and  Sec- 
ond street  south,  opposite  the  car  works. 

Work  is  progressing  on  the  car  works 
blacksmith  shop,  the  brass  fonndry, 
sash  and  door  factory  and  other  buildings 
for  diverse  uses.

Erie  Canal  Improvements. 
Although  the  appropriation  is  not  as 
large  as  usual,  yet  the  work  of  lengthen- 
ing the  locks  on  the  Erie  canal  is  to  go 
0::.  This  work  is  nearly  compleled,  and 
it  has  already  proved  its  value  in  hasten- 
ing the  trips  or  the  boats.  The  appro- 
priation is  $258,000,  of  which  |(o,ooo  is 
to  be  used  for  experiments  with  elec- 
tricity as  a  motive  power.  For  this  pur- 
pose the  superintendent  of  public  works 
will  set  apart  several  sections  of  the 
canal.  The  experiments  will  be  made 
in  June  and  July,  so  that,  if  successful, 
the  benefit  may  be  had  during  the  pres- 
ent season.  The  regular  appropriation 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  canal  was 
$8oQ,2;o.  \'arious  small  improvements 
were  ordered  at  a  cost  of  *677,57g.  The 
upper  Hudson  will  be  deepened  at  an 
cxpease  of  $16,000. 

Will  Held  Them  Down. 
In  view  of  the  large  additional  excur- 
sion traffic  anticipated  in  consequence  of 
tlie  Columbian  Exposition  at  Chicago, 
Chief  Supervising  Steamboat  Inspector 
Dumont  has  issued  a  circular  enjoining 
upon  all  officers  of  the  service  to  be  ex- 
ceptionally vigilant  in  enforcing  a  strict 
Compliance  with  the  laws  relating  to  the 
overcrowding  of  both  passenger  and  ex- 
cursion steamers,  to  the  end  that  pnssen- 
g^irs  on  steam  vessels  may  have  the  ut- 
most confidence  in  the  .-safety  of  Ameri- 
can steamboat  travel.  This  c;rcular  is 
aoproved  by  Secretary  Carlisle  and  its 
enforcement  is  urged  upon  all  customs 
officers  and  steamboat  inspectors. 

Draft  Indicator  for  Ships. 
A  draft  indicator  has  been  invented 
which  is  intended  to  be  placed  at  either 
or  both  ends  of  a  vessel  tor  the  purpose 
of  showing  at  a  glance  to  the  officer  of 
the  deck  how  much  water  his  vessel  is 
lirawing.  It  may  also  be  set  at  any  de- 
sired point,  so  that  when  a  certain  draft 
is  reached  a  signal  bell  is  automatically 
sounded  and  continues  to  ring  until 
stopped.  This  is  effected  through  elec- 
tric connections.  The  accurate  working 
o^  the  instrument  can  never,  to  the  slight- 
est extent,  be  affected  by  the  rise  or  fail 
of  waves  alongside. 

Lake  F-raights. 
Clevf-L.and,  O.,  May  31.— After  a 
great  deal  of  hedging  among  shippers 
the  H.  H.  Brown  company  went  into  the 
orarket  and  took  vessel  capacity  for 
about  12,000  tons  of  Escanaba  ore  at  65 
c^nts.  Other  shippers  followed,  and  ves- 
sels offered  by  brokers  were  readily 
chart€red.

The  Financial  Situation. 

George  Rutledge  Gibson,  the  well 
known  Wall  street  banker,  protests  in 
the  June  Forum  that  the  financial  out- 
look for  the  United  States  during  the 
coming  summer  is  not  discouraging. 
The  immediate  cause  of  the  recent  semi- 
panic,  he  insists,  was  the  reckless  con- 
spiracy of  speculators  to  boom  artificially 
the  shares  of  the  industrial  corporations, 
by  the  aid  of  imprudent  or  fraudulent 
dividends,  "cross  orders,"  and  other  ob- 
noxious thimble-rigging.  The  balance 
of  trade,  Mr.  Gibson  predicts,  cannot  run 
against  us  permanently;  and  by  r.ext 
autumn,  when  Europe  recovers  from  her 
idle  and  depressed  condition,  a  definite 
tariS  policy  and'  the  appreciation  of 
silver  may  be  expected  to  relieve  the 
situation. 

"Commercial  squalls  will  come  per- 
haps," says  Mr.  Gibson,  "but  nothing 
now,  presages  a  cyclone.  The  country 
has  not  been  converting  vast  sums  of 
floating  into  fixed  capital;  it  has  notbc^n 
caugbt  wiih  a  large  number  of  incom- 
plete railroads  or  enterprises  of  any  de- 
scription, and  prices  are  generally  low. 
There  has  been  enough  skepticism  in 
financial  and  commercial  circles  during 
the  past  year  to  act  as  a  brake  on  ambi 
tious  speculators  and  promoters,  so  v/e 
should  be  hopeful  that  such  further  li- 
quidation as  may  be  necessary  will  be 
conducted  gradually  rather  than  through 
the  forip  of  an  acute  commercial  crisis." 

This  is  also  the  Opinion  of  many  who 
have  carefully  studied  the  situation.  The 
recent  tlurry,  accompanied  by  various 
failures,  was  due  to  The  collapse  of  cor- 
porations that  were  built  up  merely  of 
wind  and  water.  The  mercantile  busi- 
ness of  the  country  is  in  excellent  shape, 
and  there  is  no  apprehension  for  the 
future.  Speculators  have  been  nipped 
by  the  stringency  in  the  money  market, 
but  this  is  not  unusual  nor  novel.  Specu- 
lators are  always  getting  beyond  their 
depth  and  becoming  involved.  When  the 
business  men  are  prosperous  as  they  are 
now  the  collapse  of  a  few  wildcat  specu- 
lators should  not  cause  any  uneasiness. 


Ouiuth  to  the  Sea. 

Governor  Flower  of  New  York  has 
sounded  a  note  of  the  alarm  which  New 
York  city  importers  feel  on  the  subject 
of  ocean  traffic  being  extended  to  the 
cities  on  the  great  lakes,  like  Duluth  and 
Chicago.  He  has  just  returned  to  Al- 
bany from  a  tour  f)f  inspection  of  the 
Erie  canal,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining 
how  it  can  be  enlarged  for  ocean  vessel 
navigation.  He  says  that  Canada  is  ex- 
pending $5o,ooo.cxDO  in  improving  the 
Welland  canal  and  the  St.  Lawrence 
river  so  as  to  get  a  channel  deep  enough 
for  a  line  of  steamboats  between  Duluth, 
Chicago  and  Montreal.  It  is  evident 
that  ocean  vessels  of  large  capacity 
couhl  traverse  the  same  channel  and  run 
directly  between  Duluth  and  European 
ports  for  half  the  year. 

Governor  Flower  therefore  says  the 
Erie  canal  must  be  deepened  to  a  twen- 
ty-foot channel  to  permit  ocean  vessels 
to  pass  to  Buffalo  and  thence  to  lake 
ports  generally,  if  New  York  city  is  to 
retain  its  commercial  supremacy.  No 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  do  this, 
but  the  Welland  canal  and  St.  Lawrence 
river  improvements  arc  being  pushed  by 
Canadian  enterprise. 

In  either  case  Duluth  will  be  the  gain- 
er, and  this  city  will  be  practically  a  sea- 
port and  its  commercial  position  be 
greatly  strengthened.  The  Canadian 
route,  however,  will  always  pos.sess  an 
important  advantage  over  the  Erie  canal 
route,  because  it  will  he  shorter  and 
therefore  less  expensive  for    navigation.

Emin  Pasha  was  a  German,    his    real 

name  being    Edward  Schnitzer,  and    he 

was  born  in  1840  at  Oppeln.    He  was  of 

medium  height,  slender,  tough  and  wiry, 

with  swarthy  complexion  and  black  eyes 
and  hair. 

After  studying  medicine  at  Breslau, 
Berlin  and  Konigsberg  he  was  appoint'. d 
in  1S68  a  surgeon  in  the  Turkisti  army. 
There  is  no  positive  evidence  that  he 
embraced  Mohammedanism  upon  receiv- 
ing this  appointment.  He  was  sent  to 
Egypt  and  was  appointed  by  Gen.  Gor- 
don surgeon  general  of  his  army. 

In  1878  Emin  was  made  governor  gen- 
eral of  the  Equatorial  provinces  of  Egypt, 
with  the  title  of  bey.  Afterwards  he  was 
promoted  to  pasha.  He  set  out  at  once 
for  his  provinces.  They  were  in  a  terri- 
ble condition,  overrun  by  slave  traders, 
who  kidnapped  and  sold  the  natives.  In 
less  than  three  years  Emin  drove  out  the 
slave  traders.  As  the  result  of  his 
energy  and  quick  grasp  of  the  situation 
the:e  provinces,  which  had  cost  the  Ger- 
man government  nearly  §200,000  a  year, 
were  able  to  send  in  1882  and  thereafter 
an  annual  surplus  to  Cairo  of  S4O,0cx). 
This  change  was  brought  about  by  teach- 
ing the  natives  to  become  producers. 

The  slave  traders,  who  had  been  Gor- 
don's bitter  enemies,  in  the  territory  sur- 
rounding Emin  caused  him  the  greatest 
trouble.  The  king  of  L'nyoro  remained 
faithful  to  Emin,  but  in  Uganda  a  king 
came  to  the  throne,  who,  hostile  to  the 
missionaries,  imprisoned  Emin  in  his  own 
country.  From  1882  for  four  years  he 
w.Ts  cut  off  from  the  outside  world.  In 
1886  negro  runners  succeeded  in  bring- 
ing letters  from  him. 

Dr.  Junker,  the  Russian  explorer,  left 
Emin  Jan.  i,  18S6.  It  was  his  account 
that  called  the  attention  of  the  world  to 
Emin.  » 

He  did  good  work  in  breaking  up  the 
nests  of  the  Arab  slave  hunters  who  n- 
testL'd  the  south  shore  of  Victoria  Nyarza 
for  a  number  of  years.  Emin  determined 
to  break  uj)  their  station  and  after  sev- 
eral battles  the  Arabs  fled,  leaving  sev- 
eral hundred  slaves  behind  them.  Larj-e- 
ly  through  Etnin's  agency  the  Arab 
power  in  the  Victoria  Nyanza  was  almost 
wholly  broken  up.

A  Claim  That  Christopher  Columbus  Visited 

Iceland  and   There   First   Learnad 

About  America's  Existence. 


There  is  a  possibility  that  the  viking 
ship  now  on  the  way  from  Norway  to  the 
World's  exposition  at  Chicago,  may  visit 
Duluth.  Correspondence  with  that  end 
iu  view  has  been  carried  on  for  several 
weeks,  and  Editor  Lange,  of  the  Scandia, 
is  hopeful  that  Uuluth  harbor  may  be 
visited  by  this  reproduction  of  the  old 
Norwcgtan  vessels  with  which  Hjoinc 
Herjulfson  is  said  to  have  discovered 
the  coast  of  America  m  075,  and  Leif 
Ericson  to  have  landed  in  Massachusetts 
in  the  year  1000. 

The  Scandia  says  it  was  the  custom 
among  the  old  Norse  sea-chieftains  to  be 
buried  in  full  armour,  and  sitting  on 
boird  their  favorite  ship  which  was  bur- 
ned with  thetn.  \"aluable  finds  have 
been  made  through  the  opening  of  such 
"grave  hills,"  and  twelve  years  ago.  a 
whole  ship  was  unearthed  nearGokstad, 
Norway;  though  it  naust  have  been 
buried  for  over  a  thousand  years  it  was 
well  preserved,  and  it  is  now  kept  on  the 
state  university  grounds  in  Christiana. 

The  ship  is  77  feet  at  the  greatest 
length  and  16  feet  at  the  greatest  width; 
it  is  built  of  Norwegian  oak,  'i  inch  thick 
boards;  it  has  no  deck,  only  a  large  sail 
is  spanned  from  each  side  to  a  few  feet 
np  on  the  mast.  The  ship  has  sixteen 
oars  on  each  side  and  has  been  one  of 
medium  sue;  the  ships  used  in  warfare 
usually  had  from  twenty  to  thirty  oars 
on  each  side,  or  more.  The  ship  is 
clinkerboilt  and  the  copy  is  so  faithful, 
that,  where  a  nail  has  been  put  from  the 
wrong  side,  in  the  original,  the  same  has 
been  done  in  the  copy.  After  the  fash- 
ion of  the  war-ships  the  viking  has  the 
gilded  head  of  a  dragon  at  the  bow,  and 
tail  at  the  stern. 

The  crew  consists  of  Capt.  Magnus 
Anderson,  editor  of  the  Norwegian  Navy 
Gazette,  two  mates  anil  nine  sailors;  some 
of  these  are  captains  who  wished  to  make 
the  trip  for  the  fun  of  it;  nearly  300  sail- 
ors applied  for  the  nine  positions  at  reg- 
ular sailor's  wages.  In  New  \ Ork  new 
men  will  be  taken  on  board  and  the  ship 
will  go  to  Chicago  with  a  full  crew  at 
the  oars.  How  long  the  Norse  colony, 
Vinland,  in  Massichusetts  existed,  is  uh- 
certain;  but  for  a  few  hundred  years  Ice- 
landers and  Norwegians  would  sail  thith- 
er and  take  such  supplies  and  provisions 
as  they  needed. 

In  the  fall  of  1476  Christopher  Colum- 
bus came  to  Icelaaid  and  stayed  there  till 
the  following  spring,  and  undoubtedly  he 
then  heard  about  the  lands  in  the  West. 
There  is,  iu  Iceland,  a  story  about  a  Por- 
tuguese, Christopher  Dove,  who  came  to 
Iceland  with  an  English  trading  vessel, 
and  who,  hearing  about  the  discoveries 
of  Le;f  Ericson,  induced  the  English 
skipper,  Richard  Bjrlinton,  to  sail  west- 
ward in  search  of  this  land;  they  sailed 
for  seven  or  eight  days,  but  then  the 
crew  made  mutiny;  the  Icelandic  navi- 
gator was  murdered,  and,  iu  spite  of  the 
protestations  of  Christopher  Dove,  the 
ship  was  turned  and  a  few  weeks  after- 
wards arrived  in  Bristol. 

If  this  story  can  be  believed,  Christo- 
pher Dove  has  been  nobody  but  Christo- 
pher Columbus,  .\nyway,  it  is  alnioit 
impossible  to  believe,  that  Columbus, 
sailor  and  navigator  as  he  was,  spent  a 
winter  in  Iceland  without  trying  to  learn 
as  much  as  possible  about  Leit  I^ricson 
and  his  followers,  the  traditions  of  whom 
were  told  at  every  Icelandic  fi reside. 
•Afterwards  he  may  have  learned  more 
from  the  writings  of  Adam  of  Bremen 
and  otheis,  until  he,  fifteen  years  after 
his  visit  to  Iceland,  got  ships  from  Fer- 
dinand and  Isabella  and  fouSd  his  way 
to  San  Salvador. 

The  viking  ship  was  sp  oken  off  St. 
Jf)hn?,  Ntld.,  on  May  28,  and  all  were 
well  on  bo.-\rd,  A  New  York  dispatch 
says  the  Norsemen  there  will  give  the 
visiting  ship  a  royal  receptif)n.  It  was 
originally  intended  that  the  viking  should 
put  into  New  London,  Conn.,  but  the 
Newport  cottagers,  following  the  lead  of 
ex-Ccramodore  S,  Nicholson  Kane,  have 
promised  to  give  the  Norsemen  such  a 
hearty  welcome  that  the  committee  has 
decided  that  Newport  shall  have  the 
honor  of  first  entertaining  Capt.  Ander- 
son and  his  crew  of  volunteers.  Thus 
both  Boston  and  New  York  pilots  have 
been  instructed  to  hail  the  viking  if  they 
happen  to  sight  her,  and  tell  her  skip- 
pers to  fKjint  her  nose  towards  Newport. 
After  a  few  days  spent  there  the  viking 
will  be  towed  to  New  York.  The  re- 
ception committee  will  charter  a  steamer 
to  meet  her  at  City  Island  and  Secretary 
Herbert  will  send  a  suitable  naval  vessel 
to  escort  the  viking  ship's  navy  yard  tug 
to  City  Island  to  an  anchorage  in  the 
Hudson  river.  ^ 

The  secretary  has  also  instructed  Rear 
Admiral  Benham  to  confer  with  the  com- 
mittee and  make  all  necessary  arraneje- 
ments.  The  committee  has  decided  that 
the  viking  shall  arrive  at  New  ^■ork  on 
Saturday  afternoon.  A  large  fleet  of  ex- 
cursion steamers  and  steam  yachis  will 
acccnipany  the  ship  in  the  triumphant 
procession  from  City  island  to  the  Hud- 
son river.  She  v/ill  remain  in  that  port 
about  five  days  and  wiVi  then  be  tmsc  \  to 
Alba-iy  and  through  the  canals  to    Buf- 


falo. She  will  go  on  to  Cl^icago  under 
sail  and  oars.  If  the  weather  is  favor- 
able her  voyage  from  New  York  to  the 
Windy  City  should  not  take  longer 
than  eighteen  days.  The  viking 
will  shin  twenty  Norwegian  sailors 
in  Brooklyn,  and  will  be  driven  along 
by  thirty-two  oars  and  her  huge 
.square  sail.  After  few  weeks  at  the  fair, 
she  is  to  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder, 
the  proceeds  to  be  applied  to  the  staning 
of  a  retreat  for  sailors  in  Norway  some- 
what after  the  fashion  of  ourown Sailors' 
Snujf  Harbor.  'Ihe  ccmmittee  has  al- 
ready refused  $5000  for  her.  This  amount 
was  offered  by  the  proprietor  of  a  freak 
show. 

The  cost  of  the  viking  and  her  expedi- 
tion is  about  S2o,ooo,  all  raised  by  popu- 
lar subscription  in  Norway.  She  is  con- 
signed to  Christopher  Ravn,the  Norweg- 
ian royal  commissioner  at  the  Chicago 
exposition.  The  ship,  if  she  encounters 
no  bad  weather,  ought  to  arriye  at  New- 
port next  Saturday  or  Sunday.

Nam»s  of  Witness§s  to  Papers   Forged   and 

Other  Frauds  Were  Committed  to 

Secure  Pensions. 


MiNNKATOLis,  May  3r.— The  Jour- 
nal prints  today  a  setisatioiial  article  on 
the  catthint:  of  continued  and  stupen- 
dous pension  fr.iuds  in  Northern  Iowa 
and  Southern  Minnesota,  The  work  of 
investigation  has  been  carried  on  by 
Special  Pension  Examiner  Waite,  who 
has  headquarters  in  this  citv.  and  wlio 
has  been  at  work  on  the  case  for  several 
montlis. 

()q  May  26  George  M.  \an  Leuven, 
Jr..  a  pension  attorney,  who  has  been  in 
the  business  since  i8<»5  at  Lime  Springs. 
la.,  and  who  has  secured  petisionsduring 
that  time  for  people  all '  through  the 
territory  meritioiie(l  a^'i(regatinjf,  it  is 
!:aid,  over  $i,ooo,coo,  and  Dr.  George 
KesbCl,  inana^rer  of  Cresco,  la.,  were  ar- 
rested on  warrants  sworn  out  by  Waite 
before  the  I 'uited  States  roraniissioncr  in 
Dabuqiie,  Kach  tcave  bonds  for  his  ap- 
pearance and  was  released. 

\ai)  Leuven  and  his  son  and  other  ad- 
herents controlled  the  news  correspond- 
ents in  the  two  towns  so  that  they  were 
able  to  prevent  any  account  of  the  affair 
from  being  made  public.  The  hearing' 
of  V'aii  Leuven  is  set  for  today  at  Lime 
Sprinjjs  and  that  of  KcsscI  for  tomorraw 
at  Cresco.  Waitc  and  Van  Leuven  h.»d 
almost  A  personal  encounter  in  the  lat- 
ter's  office  when  the  examiner  cot  hnid 
of  rertain  iinporlant  tiles  by  force. 

Van  Leuven  declares  that  thcjotficial 
exceeded  his  powers  and  threatens  to 
institute  suit  on  this  ground.  He  has 
retained  Slate  Senator  John  Day  Smith, 
of  this  city,  ex-statc  commander  of  the 
G.  \.  R..  t()  defend  him.  The  particular 
case  on  which  the  arrest  was  made  is 
that  of  James  Churchill,  of  Minneapolis. 
It  is  chartjed  that  tlie  naujes  oi  the  wit- 
nesses in  iiis  papers  arc  forged  and  that 
the  governuient  will  be  ablr  to  estabhsh 
this  plainly.  \'an  Leuven  claims  that  the 
applicant  and  not  he  was  responsible  for 
the  forgeries.

Kxanimcr 
Waite  has  refused  to  show  the  govern- 
ment's haod  until  the  hearing  at  2:30  this 
afternoon. 

Examiner   Waite    seized   nearly    500 


papers  in  \'an  Leuven's  office  after  an 
exciiing  struggle,  many  of  which  are 
allegea  to  be  of  an  incriminating  nature. 
In  addition,  the  steel  vault  which  con- 
tains all  of  Van  Leuven's  documents  was 
locked,  and  the  only  key  to  it  is  in  the 
possession  of  a  deputy  United  States 
maishal.  There  was  one  important 
paper,  however,  which  Waite  after  a 
long  wrangle  failed  to  get  from  Van 
Leuven,  the  latter  running  out  on  to  the 
street  and  back  again  with  Waite  alter 
him.  He  finally  stuffed  it  into  the  stove 
and  it  was  burned  up.  The  bonds  in 
both  cases  are  $2000.

Washington,  May  31.— The  comp- 
troller read  the  riot  act  to  President 
Mears,  of  (he  two  defunct  banks  of  North 
Dakota      today.      Comptroller     Eckels 

checked  him  in  his  bold  entrance  in  a 
way  that  made  him  stare.  "Such  men 
as  you  are  not  permitted  to  run  national 
banks  in  this  country,"  said  the  comp- 
troller. 

"There  arc  a  lot  of  national  bankers  no 
better  than  I  am,"  cried  Mears. 

"That  may  be,"  said  the  comptroller. 
"We  will  get  them  all  in  good  time. 
Your  two  banks  will  not  be  permitted  to 
open  and  no  permission  to  organize  a 
national  bank  will  be  given  to  any  com- 
pany of  which  you  are  a  member. 

Mears  stared  at  the  comptroller  for  a 
moment,  and  then  with  as  dejected  a 
look  as  that  on  the  face  of  the  man  who 
has  just  learned  that  the  wife  he  married 
yesterday  has  since  fallen  heir  to  a 
million,  he  picked  up  his  hat  and  left.

This  Year. 


Thfe  Recent  Rains  Have  Cost  the  Cleveland 

and  Louisville  Clubs  About  Nine 

Thousand  Dollars. 


How  the  Umpire's  Lot   Has   Been  Changed 

In  a  Decade    The  New  York 

Cyclone. 


•niS  year,  by  rt-v 
son  of  a  stormy 
vernal  season,  two 
National  lea|;ue 
baseball  clubs 
have  had  an  expe- 
rience with  rain 
and  storms  that 
seldom  falls  to  the 
lot  of  people  play- 
ing the  national 
game.  The  two 
clubs  are  the  I.ou- 
isvillcs  and  the 
Clevelands.  In  the 
Cleveland  clnb's  nine  scheduled  games.from 
the  Sth  to  thelTth  of  May.  inclusive,  all  but 
two  were  p<x>tjK)ned  by  reason  of  inclement 
weather.  The  storm  seemed  to  follow  the 
"Spiders"  around  on  their  circuit.  ITie  real 
rain  hoodoo  appears  to  be  the  Louisville 
nnd  not  thetlevelaud  club,  because  we  find 
that  i»f  the  fomier's  first  '20  schetluletl 
gr.Tues  of  the  season  only  two  were  played. 
The  other  10  were  prevente*!  by  rain.  Sevan 
of  the  10  had  their  postponement  in  Louis- 
ville, and  I  presume  the  unsettled  condition 
of  the  club's  new  grounds  had  a  great  deal 
to  do  with  some  of  the  postponements.  Un- 
der the  rules  this  year  a  jxwtpoued  game  in 
the  National  league  cannot  be  played  off 
by  "doubliai;  up''  before  the  second  or  last 
series  between  the  disappointed  clubs. 

«.'iccinaati  is  midway  between  Louisville 
atid  Cleveland,  aud  yet  during  all  this  time 
when  the  Louisvilles  and  Clevelands  wore 
being  persecuted  with  rain  the  Cincinnati? 
lost  but  one  game  on  account  of  bad 
weather. 

It  is  hanl  for  those  who  do  not  make  a 
study  of  the  expenses  and  resources  of  a 
National  leatrue  baseball  club  to  under- 
stand what  amount  of  money  is  represented 
by  these  postponetl  games. 

If  some  of  them  are  played  later  in  the 
reason,  it  must  be  as  two  games  for  one 
admission,  and  therefore  most  of  the 
financial  loss  is  never  recovered.  The  club's 
expenses  go  right  on,  rain  or  shine.  Sal- 
aries must  be  paid,  or  under  the  rules  play- 
ers who  are  creditors  beyond  a  certain  pe- 
riod may  demand  and  receive  their  re- 
leases. The  postponements  represent  about 
$5,(X)0  for  the  Louisvilles  and  $4,000  foi 
the  Clevelands.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  an  annnal  profit  of  $4,000  or  8o,00C 
would  have  been  hailed  with  joy  by  eitheJ 
of  the  two  clubs  named  during  the  last  few 
years,  the  importance  attachetl  to  the  loss 
of  these  games  may  be  in  part  realized. 

One  of  the  visitinc  sailors  from  the  inter 
national  fleet  anchored  in  the  North  river, 
who  recently  visited  the  Polo  grounds  in 
New  York,  remeirked  that  the  last  game  ol 
baseball  he  saw  played  previous  to  that  daj 
took  place  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa  K 
yeaj-s  &j^<\  "and  since  then  the  gama  ha? 
greatly  changed,  "  he  added.  Ilis  remark 
set  me  to  thinking  about  the  first  profes^ 
sional  game  I  ever  saw.  It  occurred  on  the 
old  Union  grounds  west  of  Lincoln  park  ie 
Cincinnati.  The  contestants  were  the  fa 
mous  Cincinnati  Red  Stockings  and  theii 
visitors,  the  Forest  Cities  of  Rockford,  Ills. 
That  was  in  1869 — the  year  made  famous  by 
the  unbroken  chain  of  victories  won  by  th« 
noted  Cincinnati  team. 

A  irtntleman  named  Erockaway,  a  local 
photoyraphcr,  was  the  umpire  on  that  mid- 
summer day  in  1869.  He  umpired  nearly 
all  of  the  games  in  Cincinnati  in  those  days, 
aud  his  fame  for  fairness  and  ability  reache«l 
to  the  Atlantic  coast.  My  recollection  ol 
Mr.  IJrockaway  as  he  umpired  that  game 
is  that  he  sat  upon  a  stool  about  40  feet 
from  the  home  plate  and  well  over  to  tht 
right  of  the  straight  imaginary  line  that 
would  have  passed  through  the  pitcher,  the 
batsman  and  the  catcher.  The  careful  of- 
ficial held  an  umbrella  over  his  head  to  pro- 
tect it  from  the  heat  of  the  sun.  Occasion- 
ally he  would  stand  up  so  that  he  might 
the  more  easily  see  a  fly  catch  or  a  base 
play.  Then  he  would  render  his  decision 
and  sink  back  upon  his  padded  seat. 

I  never  learned  whether  that  was  th€ 
regulation  way  Mr.  Brockaway  had  of  um- 
piring or  whether  he  enjoyed  special  priv- 
ileges for  some  reason  or  other  on  that  one 
day.  But  so  far  as  I  am  informed  he  was 
accustomed  to  take  it  easy  in  like  mannei 
every  game. 

The  umpire's  lot  in  1893  is  not  so  full  ol 
padded  and  shaded  privileges.  Instead  ol 
getting  under  an  umbrella  off  on  one  side, 
well  out  of  the  way  of  foul  tips  or  wild 
pitches,  he  puts  on  a  mask,  takes  his  life  ir 
his  own  bands,  goea  up  behind  the  catchei 
and  carefully  draws  a  bead  on  the  ball  as  it 
comes  at  him  like  a  shot  from  a  cannon. 
Evfn  the  "rooters"'  in  the  stands  occasion- 
ally advise  him  to  "git  'em  up"  or  "git  'eir 
down"  and  to  "pick  the  bugs"  out  of  hi5 
eyes.  But  the  umpire  of  today  is  well  paid 
for  all  this.  Umpire  Brockaway  got  ^  a 
gan:e,  orabout  iVji)  inaseason,  and  "found'' 
himself— even  to  the  umbrella  The  mod- 
ern umpire  gets  a  salary  of  from  §1,500  to 
?J,000  a  year  and  travels  around  in  first 
class  style  at  the  expense  of  the  League. 
He  can  affonl  to  risk  the  proud  man's  con- 
tumely and  fardels  Ijear,  to  say  nothineol 
occasionally  escaping  from  the  madding 
crowd  by  the  aid  of  a  posse  of  police. 

At  present  I  desire  to  go  on  record  as  say 
ing  that  the  removal  of  the  pitcher  five  feet 
farther  back  into  the  diamond  is  having 
the  elTect  of  carrjing  the  batting  back  very 
nearly  to  where  it  was  in  those  early  days 
of  uiiderhand  pitching.  Instead  of  the  av- 
erage number  of  base  hits  decreasing  as 
the  season  progresses,  it  is  increasing.  This 
is  proof  that  while  the  batters  arc  getting 
the  gauge  of  the  extra  distance  the  pitchers 
are  not,  as  a  mle.  regaining  any  of  tbei: 
let  advantages. 

Speaking  of  speed  recalls  the  fact  that 
a  scientist  has  advanced  the  assertion  that 
CO  one  standing  at  the  side  of  the  track  and 
throwing  n  stone  just  as  the  lost  coach 
p.iesed  cculd  have  hit  that  fast  train  which 
recently  made  a  mile  in  32  seconds  on  the 
New  York  Central  railroad.  He  says  th3 
Bpee<I  of  the  train  is  greater  than  the  speed 
of  the  swiftest  missile  hurled  by  the  arm  of 
man. 

To  prove  it  he  wants  somebody  to  time  a 
catcher's  thrOw  from  the  home  plate  to 
5econd  ixvse  nnd  then  make  an  estimate  in 
comparison  with  the  speed  of  »:iat  train.  I 
have  never  hearfl  of  a  ratcb*''*  throw  being 
timed,  but  w^me  of  the.se  da;*  I  will  try  to 
have  it  '1  lie.

6E0T:ge  s.  PATTERSOX.  He  has  been  the 
champion  bowler  of  Philadelphia  for  two 
seasons.  In  1S»  he  took  13  wickets  in  one 
game,  and  only  21  runs  were  scored  against 
him. 

His  fame  as  a  batsman  is  even  greater, 
and  his  peer  in  this  specialty  does  not  live 
in  America,  it  is  s;iid.  Since  1887  he  has 
made  no  less  than  14  centuries.  In  Jime  of 
that  year  he  .secured  164,  and  in  .Tuly  gath 
ered  in  VX  in  a  match  with  Canadian  play 
crs— the  first  century  ever  made  in  ari  in- 
ternal ioual  contest  with  crack  Canada 
teams.  Mr.  Patterson  comes  naturally  by  hi* 
remarkable  talent,  a**  his  father,  C.  Stuart 
Patterson,  was  a  well  known  cricketer  not 
many  years  ago  and  had  much  to  do  with 
arranging  the  first  international  matches 
between  Engli.sh  and  American  elevens.

Two  Cases  Dismissed. 

The  first  of  the  oleomargarine  cases 
came  up  in  municipal  court  this  morn- 
ing.

Mosher  and  Frank  Cox.  Two  other 
cases  are  pending  arguments  and  the 
decision  of  the  courts. 


ADVICES  FROM  HONOLULU. 


Commissioner  Blount's  Proclamation  to  the 
Hawaiians.       ■ 

S.\N  Fr.ancisco,  May  31. — Ex-United 
States  Minister  Stevens  arrived  on  the 
steamer  Australia,  which  passed  iij 
shortly  after  9:30  a.  m.  The  Australia 
brings  Honolulu  advices  up  lo  May  24. 
On  the  ijih  inst.  Commissioner  Blount 
published  in  the  form  of  a  proclamation 
to  the  Hawaiian  people  the  original  in- 
structions given  him  by  Secretary 
Gresham.    The  following  are  extracts: 

"You  will  investigate  and  fully  report 
to  the  jiresident  all  the  facts  you  can 
learn  respecting  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  the  Hawaiian  islands;  'he  causes  of 
the  revolution  by  which  the  queen's  gov- 
ernment was  overthrown;  the  sentiment 
of  the  people  towards  the  exist- 
ing authorities,  and  in  general 
all  that  can  fully  enlighten  the  presi- 
dent touching  the  subject  of  your  mission. 
Your  authority  in  all  matters  touching 
the  relations  of  this  government  to  the 
existing  or  previous  government  of  the 
islands,  and  protection  of  our  citizens 
therein  is  paramount,  and  you  alone  act- 
ing in  co-operation  with  the  commander 
of  the  naval  forces  are  vested  with  full, 
discretionary  power  to  determine  when 
such  forces  should  te  landed  or  with- 
drawn. 

"While  the  United  States  claim  no 
r?!ght  to  interfere  in  political  or  domestic 
affairs,  or  in  the  internal  conflxts  of  the 
Hawaiian  islands  otherwise  than  herein 
stated,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  any  treaty  or  other 
rights  which  they  possess  this  govern- 
ment will  not  acquiesce  in  domestic  in- 
terference by  other  powers." 

Blount  appended  the  following  to  the 
instructions:  "Whi.e  I  shall  refrain  from 
interference  between  coiitlicting  forces  oi 
whatever  nationaliry  of  supremacy  1  will 
protect  American  citizens  not  participat- 
ing in  such  conrticts." 

On  May  17  Blount  received  a  telegram 
from  Secretary  Cirtsham  announcing  his 
appointment  as  envoy  extraordinary  and 
mini^ter  plenipotentiary  to  the  Hawaiian 
islands,  and  directing  him  to  take  the 
oath  of  office  before  the  consul  general. 
Blount  expressed  much  reluctance  to 
take  the  office  and  did  so  only  to  pre- 
vent a  vacancy  occurring  at  a  crit;cal 
period.  He  intends  to  occupy  it  for  no 
longer  time  than  is  necessary  for  his  suc- 
cessor to  reach  Hnnolulu. 


SATOLLI  IN  CHICAGO. 


He  Denies  a  Story  From  Rome  About  Arch- 
bishop Ireland. 

Chicago,  May  31.— Mgr.  SatoUi  ar- 
rived in  Chicago  at  noon  today  and  will 
remain  here  until  June  5,  when  he  will 
return  to  Washington.  The  direct  ob- 
ject of  Mgr.  Satolli's  visit  to  Chicago  at 
this  time  is  to  arouse  religious  fervor 
among  the  Catholic  Italians  of  the  city, 
many  of  whom  have  become  careless  in 
regard  to  their  religious  duties. 

Apropos  of  the  relations  between  the 
papal  see  and  -Archbishop  Ireland,  it  is 
considered  significent  that  there  should 
be  published  in  Chicago  on  the  day  of 
Mgr.  Satolli's  arrival  here  a  dispatch 
from  Rome  intimating  that  Archbishop 
Ireland  had  fallen  into  disfavor  with  the 
pope  and  that  a  secret  letter  of  admoni- 
tion would  be  sent  to  him  from  the  Vati- 
can. Referring  to  this  story  Satolli, 
through  his  .secretary,  said: 

"1  CO  not  believe  the  statements  in  the 
dispatch.  It  is  very  cleverly  written, but 
the  intent  to  deceive  is  evident  toanyt)Me 
acquainted  with  the  facts.  It  is  meant  to 
deceive  ptople  and  may  deceive  some 
even  in  Rome.  The  authorities  of  the 
church  do  not  make  public  their  deci- 
sions or  their  intentions  in  this  way.  This 
rumor  is  verv  like  otlieis  that  were 
printed  some  time  ago,  and  it  probably 
comes  from  the  rame  tource." 


Surgeons  in  Convention. 

<).v.MiA,May  31.  The  National  .\s- 
socialicii  of  Railway  .Surgeons  opened  in 
this  city  today.  There  are  1200  paid 
members  of  the  organization  and  at  least 
half  that  liumber  are  present  at  this  con- 
vention. 


Lynching  in  Arkansas.  ' 
LiTTr.K  Rock,  Ark.,  May  31.— John 
Wallace,  colored,  was  lynched  at  Jeffer- 
son Springs  while  rain  was  pouring  down 
last  night  "by  a  mob  of  his  own  race.

This  is  Plainly  the  Way  the*Vote   in    the 

City  is  Going  on  the  Canal 

Proposition. 


All    the    V^tes  That    Can    Be   Cast    Are 

Needed  However  and  All  Should 

Turn  Out. 


At  West  Duluth,  Also,  the  Citizens   Seem 

To  Be  Unanimously  Against  the 

Bonds. 


The  votes  came  in  somewtiat  slower 
today  than  was  expected  and  it  looks  as 
if  the  poll  would  be  light,  but  little,  if 
any,  larger  than  on  the  Missabe  railroad 
proposition.  In  the  city  the  great  pre- 
ponderance of  ballots  was  against  the 
proposition  and  it  is  pretty  certain  that 
the  scheme  of  the  Minnesota  Canal  com- 
pany is  defeated.  However,  advices 
from  the  Mesaba  range  and  towns  in  the 
county  indicate  that  the  canal  people 
are  hard    at    work    and    polling  a  good 

vote.  Therefore  every  vote  in  the  city 
is  needed.  The  polls  will  be  open  until 
7  o'clock,  giving  business  men  and 
tax  payers  ample  opportunity  to  exercise 
their  franchise  aiui  protect  their  inter- 
ests. Mayor  d'Autremont  and  the  com- 
mittee are  convinced  that  the  canal  pro- 
position is  overwhelmingly  defeated  un- 
less over-contidence  or  lethargy  on  the 
part  of  voters  keeps  them  from  the  polls 
and  cuts  down  the  vote. 

The  weather  has  been  a  factor  against 
the  canal  company.  Stormy  weather 
means  idleness  for  a  great  body  of  men 
who,  not  being  fully  Informed  in  the 
premises  and  misled  by  glittering  prom- 
ises of  abundance  ot  easy  work  at  big 
pay,  would  easily  be  int^uenced  to  drop 
into  the  box  a  ballot  for  the  scheme. 
Pleasant  weather,  however,  curtails  this 
class  of  voters  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
offers  less  excuse  for  business  and  pro- 
fessional men  to  quietly  scay  at  home  in 
the  peaceful  confidence  that  there  will 
be  enough  anyway  without  their  own 
vote. 

At  the  opening  this  morning  the  polls 
were  well  guarded  by  the  canal  com- 
pany's agents.  Meeting  with  little  ei> 
couragement  in  some  of  the  precincts, 
by  10  o'clock  many  canal  ticket  peddlers 
g»ve  up  the  job  and  left  the  battlefield. 
In  the  fourth  precinct  of  the  Third  ward 
two  canal  ticket  shovers  went  to  work 
cheerfully.  At  1 1  o'clock  they  had,  so 
far  as  they  could  judge,  earned  not  a 
single  vote  and  suddenly  disappeared. 
One  of  them  had  been  pretty  pointedly 
quizzed  by  Chief  Smith,  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, as  to  his  residence,  citizen- 
ship and  business.  He  grew  quite  in- 
dignant and  said  he  did  not  think  it  was 
anyone's  business  how  much  he  was 
paid  for  the  day's  work  by  Mr.  Spauld- 
ing. 

About  the  police  headquarters  the 
canal  men  stuck  to  their  posts  valiantly 
and  missed  no  chance  to  place  a  ticket 
or  make  a  convert. 

At  2  o'clock  it  was  more  apparent  than 
ever  that  the  bond  proposition  is  defeat- 
ed. Reports  from  city  precincts  showed 
in  many  cases  only  one  or  two  votes  for 
the  bonds.  In  one  precinct  at  noon  57 
ballots  had  been  cast,  only  one  of  which 
was  for  Mr.  Spaulding's  scheme.  The 
man  who  cast  this  ballot  was  spotted. 
At  first  he  indignantly  denied 
the  charge,  but  later  went  to  the 
judges  ami  tried  to  withdraw  his  ticket. 
This.of  course,  could  not  be  done.  While 
the  canal  people  are  undoubtedly 
beaten,  it  is  desirable  to  snow  them  un- 
der so  deep  as  to  discourage  any  like  at- 
tempts in  the  future  and  it  is  therefore 
desirable  that  everybody  turn  out  and 
vote.  

AT  WEST  DULUTH. 


The  People  Seem  to  be  Voting  SolidlyJAgainst 
the  Bonds. 
A  light  vote  was  cast  on  the  canal 
scheme  cjuestion  today  at  West  Duluth, 
the  proposition  being  completely  snowed 
under  by  a  big  majority  of  negative  votes 
as  near  as  can  be  estimated.  A  visit  to 
the  different  precincts  at  noon  showed 
but  eight  or  ten  votes  cist  in  favor  of 
the  project  and  led  to  the  certain  conclu- 
sion that  the  matter  was  doomed  tf)  a 
crushing  defeat.  Scarcely  a  man 
could  be  found  upon  the  streets 
talking  in  iavor  of  the  bonds  and  the  few 
that  had  agitated  the  matter  previously 
seemed  to  have  become  completely  dis- 
couraged and  to  have  given  up  the  bat- 
tle from  the  start.  In  fact  but  little  in- 
terest was  taken  by  any  except  the  prop- 
erty owners,  who  religiously  went  to  the 
polls  to  protect  their  interests.  There 
was  less  wire  pulling  and  more  con- 
scientious voting  than  at  any  election 
ever  held  in  the  village.

Dr.  Briggs  Convicted  by  the  Presbyterian 
Assembly  of  Being  Guilty  of  Teach- 
ing Heretical  Doctrines. 


The  Vote  Against  Him,   Which  Was  Taken 

Last   Night,   Was  More  Than 

Three  to  One. 


Committee  Appointed    to    Decide   on    the 
Proper  Punishment  Has  Been  in  Ses- 
sion All  Morning, 


It  Reported  to  the  Assembly  Late  This   Af- 
ternoon and  Recommended  That 
Briggs  be  Suspended. 


Washington,  June  i.— The  appeal  of 
the  prosecution  from  the  verdict  of  the 
New  York  presbytery  acquitting  Dr. 
Bri/jgs  of  the  charges  against  him  has 
been  sustained  by  the  general  assembly, 
the  vote  being  as  follows.  Number  of 
votes  cast,  409;  to  sustain  the  appeal, 
298:  to  sustain  in  part,  85;  total  to  sus- 
tain, 383;  not  to  sustain,  116.  The  result 
was  announced  at  10:30  last  evenini^. 
The  specification  of  error  was  sustained 
by  281  to  IQO. 

The  final  stage  in  the  Briggs  case  be- 
fore the  general  assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian church  was  preceded  this  morn- 
mg  by  a  half  hour's  devotional  exercises 
conducted  by  Rev.  J.  T.  Smith,  of  Balti- 
more, moderator  of  the  Centennial  as- 
sembly. When  the  assembly  convened 
as  a  court  .it  0:303.  m.,  there  was  a  nota- 
ble decrease  in  attendance  both  on  the 
floor  and  in  the  galleries,  last  night's  vote 
having  been  the  climax  of  the  .meeting  of 
the  .isscmbly. 

The  members  of  the  prosecuting  com- 
mittee were  in  their  accustomed  places, 
but  Professor  Briggs'  party  was  repre- 
sented by  Professor  Francis  Brown 
alone.  The  moderator  first  announced 
the  committee,  the  appointmentof  which 
was  authorized  last  night,  to  formulate  a 
minute  expressing  the  sense  of  the  as- 
sembly as  to  the  vote  taken  upon  the  ap- 
peal from  the  judgment  of  the  New  York 
presbytery.  By  vote  of  the  assemblv. 
Rev.  Thomas  A.  Hoyt,  D.  D.,  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  made  chairman,  the  other 
members  being  as  follows: 

Ministers— H.  W.  Congdon,  of  New 
York;  James  H.  Brooks,  Missouri;  Cal- 
vin W.  Stewart,  Nebraska;  W.  W.  Har- 
sha,  Nebraska;  J.  J.  Lucas,  India;  G.  D. 
Baker,  Pennsylvania;  E.  P.  Whallon, 
Indiana,  and  Thomas  D.  Ewing,  Iowa. 

Elders — John  Randolph,  Thomas  Mc- 
Dougall,  Ohio;  David  Jacks,  California; 
Edward  T.  Green,  New  Jersey;  Jamts 
A.  Curry,  Kentucky;  E.  D.  Warfield, 
Pennsylvania. 

The  committee  was  given  leave  to 
retire  for  consultation  and  the  assembly, 
as  a  court,  adjourned  to  be  reconvened 
at  the  call  of  the  moderator.  The  assem- 
bly then  resumed  the  consideration  of 
legislative  business. 

Elder  Franklin  Shephard,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  mileage  and  ac- 
counts, made  an  exhaustive  report.  It 
showed  receipts  amounting  to  $54,957: 
expenditures,  on  account  of  mileage, 
*.25,932;  entertainment,  $11,426;  contin- 
gent and  miscellaneous.  $12,132;  bal- 
ance on  hand,  $5447. 

There  were  221  presbyteries  repre- 
sented in  the  assembly  in  1893,  four  more 
than  at  Portland;  ten  presbyteries  were 
not  represented.  The  number  of  com- 
missioners on  the  roll  was  567,  eight 
more  than  on  the  roll  of  1892.  The  re- 
port was  received  and  adopted. 

The  special  committee  on  proof  texts, 
through  Rev.  J.  T.  Smith  in  the  absence 
of  Rev.  Samuel  T.  Lowrie,  chairman,  in 
its  report  recommended  that  the  shorter 
catechism  which  the  proof  texts  pro- 
posed, together  with  a  statement  of  the 
methods  used  by  the  committee  in  pros- 
ecuting its  work,  be  printed  and  circu- 
lated through  the  church  as  a  sample  of 
the  committee's  whole  work  on  the  proof 
texts.  The  report  was  received  ana  laid 
over  for  discussion. 

At  12:50  the  assembly  took  a  recess 
until  3:45,  previously  adopting  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  bills  and  over- 
tures. The  committee  having  under  con- 
sideration the  sentence  to  be  imposed 
upon  Dr.  Briggs  was  not  yet  ready  to  re- 
port. 

The  committee  appointed  to  fix  upon 
Dr.  Brings'  sentence  have  agreed  upon 
their  minute  and  will  report  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  afternoon  session.  It  is  under- 
stood that  Dr.  Briggs  refused  to  make 
any  compromise  and  that  the  committee 
will  recommend  that  he  be  suspended. 

Later — The  general  assembly  at  3:25 
this  afternoon  adopted  the  report  of  the 
committee  suspending  Dr.  Briggs  from 
the  ministry  ol  the  Presbyterian  church. 


RAINING  Ar  CHICAGO. 

World's  Fair  Attendance  Today  Curtailed  ty 
Wet  Ueaiher. 

World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
June  I.— The  second  month  of  the  ex- 
position did  not  bigin  auspiciously  in 
point  of  visitors.  A  heavy  rain  fell  a  1 
morning,  keeping  ihousands  away  and 
rendering  pedestrianibm  extremely  dis- 
agreeable for  those  who  brayed  the 
storm. 

The  beginning  of  June  shows  the  fair 
in  a  good  condition  is  regards  the  com- 
pletion of  installation  in  the  varioi's 
buildings  and  the  jjeneral  appearance 
of  the  grounds.  Electricity  building:, 
which  has  been  so  badly  behind,  w:s 
completed  today  and  the  formal  opening 
and  illumination  will  take  place  tonight. 
JJJWork  on  the  untirished  foreign  buik;- 
ings  in  the  upper  p.Tri  of  the  park  is  pro- 
gressing rapidly,  and  aweekor  two  nioie 
will  add  quite  a  number  of  altracti\e 
structures  and  exhibits  to  the  expositio  1. 
There  is  a  similarity  in  the  situation  with 
reference  to  the  buiJdings  of  G.iutemal.i, 
X'enezuela,  Costa  Rica  and  Colombi.:. 
They  are  all  backward  on  account  of  bnd 
weather  and  the  delinquencies  of  con- 
tractors.

THE   FAULT  OF  DESIGNS. 


The  Monterey  is  Insufficient  as  a  Fightit>g 
Mactiine. 

San  Francisco,  June  i.— The  Ex- 
aminer this  morning  says  in  substance 
about  the  Monterey's  trial,  that  sbe 
proved  herself  an  excellent  sea  boat 
under  conditions  present  during  the 
journey  along  the  coast,  but  there  ao- 
pears  to  be  ground  'or  doubt  as  to  her 
efficiency  as  a  fighting  machine. 

According  to  the  siatement  of  those  f  11 
board  during  the  trip,  it  became  appri- 
rent  to  the  officers  ard  every  member  of 
the  crew,  before  the  vessel  fairly  crossed 
the  bar  Sunday,  that  if  her  guns  had  lo 
be  cast  adrift  to  cleai  her  for  action  even 
in  fine  weather,  there  would  not  ba^  e 
been  much  left  of  her.  It  is  said  that :  s 
soon  as  the  vessel  got  into  open  sea  her 
turrets  began  to  slidt  from  side  to  side 
in  a  very  alarming  manner. 

Furthermore,  when  the  first  shot  w:is 
fired  from  the  Big  Betsy,  it  made  a  wretk 
of  the  hydraulic  gear  by  which  the  gun 
is  shifted,  notwithstanding  the  fact  thit 
the  charge  of  powder  in  the  gun  whin 
fired  was  only  half  of  the  full  service 
charge. 

Officers  who  were  cm  board  frankly  ad- 
mit that  it  would  have  completely 
wrecked  everything  iiside  the  turret  ai:d 
disabled  both  guns,  if  a  full  charge  of 
425  pounds  of  powder  had  been  fired. 
These  defects  are  sai  d  to  be  the  fault  of 
designs.  The  Union  Iron  works  carried 
out  the  contracts  faithfully. 

A  GLOWING  PICTURE. 


Rosedale,  Miss.,  June  i.— One  of  the 
most  destructive  cyclones  ever  known  in 
this  section  passed  over  Rosedale  yes- 
terday. At  3:45  p.  m.,  a  very  dark,  fun- 
nel-shaped cloud  fringed  with  white  ap- 
peared in  the  southwest,  and  in  five 
minutes  a  dense  roaring  could  be  heard 
and  the  air  was  soon  filled  with  trunks, 
tree  tops  and  leaves.  People  rushed  to 
shelter.  By  4  o'clock  the  cyclone  in  all 
its  fury  struck  the  town  amid  the  falling 
of  trees  and  crashing  of  buildings.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  list  of  the  victims: 

Rev.  W.  L.  Bowdre  and  v.'ite (colored), 
killed  outright. 

John  Waters,  leg  broken  in  two  places 
and  head  cut,  thought  to  be  fatally:  in- 
jured. 

Capt.  K.  Miller,  bruised  and  head 
hurt,  not  seriously. 

A.  V.  Foote,  slightly  bruised,  leg  hurt, 
not  fatally. 

Lynn  Robinson,  skull  fractured,  fatal- 
ly hurt. 

Lucas  Veal,  badly  bruised,  not  fatally. 

The  following  houses  were  either  to- 
tally or  partially  wrecked:  Store  of 
Cham  Kara;  bank  of  Rosedale;  Rosedale 
grocery  and  commission  company;  sa- 
loon of  J.  K.  Shetfy;  Henry  Adams'  brick 
saloon;  Bofivar  County  Democrat;  the 
Commercial  house;  the  fine  residence  of 
Mr.  Scott,  and  the  residence  of  E.  H. 
Moore.  The  beautiful  Methodist  church 
is  completely  demolished.  There  are 
also  twenty-three  negro  houses  blown 
down. 

There  is  scarcely  a  tree  left  standing 
in  the  city.  G.  Wingfield,  editor  of  the 
Bolivar  County  Review,  was  caught  in 
the  cyclone  and  blown  100  yards  away 
and  escaped  unscathed.  The  bodies  of 
Bowdre  and  wife  present  a  horrible 
sight.  Near  the  dead  mother  was  found 
her  baby  with  not  a  sign  of  injury  about 
it.    The  levee  is  safe.

Andrew  Carnegie  Predicts  Union  el  the  Eng- 
lish Speaking  World. 

New  York,  June  i.— In  the  June  num- 
ber of  the  North  American  Review  ap- 
pears a  long  article  by  Andrew  Carnegie 
predicting  the  union  of  all  parts  of  the 
English  speaking  world  and  setting  for  li 
the  advantages  which  would  result  from 
it.  Mr.  Carnegie  draws  a  glowing  pic- 
ture of  the  powers  and  influence  which 
would  be  exerted  upon  the  world  at  large 
by  an  Anglo-.Amer;can  combination. 

'"It  would  be  unassiiilableupon  land  by 
any  power  or  combination  of  powers  that 
it  is  possible  to  create,  and  as  for  tae 
water  the  combined  fleets  would  swe<;D 
the  seas.  The  new  nation  would  domin- 
ate the  world  and  banish  from  the  eanh 
its  greater  strain— the  murder  of  man  by 
man.  It  would  be  tie  arbiter  between 
nations  and  enforce  the  peaceful  settie- 
ment  of  all  quarrels.' 

THE  MINNESOTA  BUILDING. 


Considerable  Loss  of  Life  and  Great  Destruc- 
tion io  Property. 

Hope,  Ark.,  June  i. — Howard  county 
was  swept  by  a  terrific  storm  of  wind 
and  rain  yesterday  afternoon  resulting 
in  loss  of  life  and  great  destruction  of 
property.  County  Assessor  Stewart  and 
two  children  are  reported  to  have  been 
killed  in  the  collapse  of  their  house. 

Many  bridges  and  trestles  along  the 
different  railroads  have  been  wrecked 
and  several  hundred  feetof  the  Arkansas 
and  Louisiana  railroad  were  washed 
away.  Train  service  has  been  aban- 
doned. 

At  Harrisburg  the  Cantly  Lumber 
company's  property  was  swept  away. 
Among  the  injured  are:  David  Robards, 
fatally;  Jacob  Suzede  and  his  wife, 
slightly  injured.  Loss  to  property,  $20,- 
000. 

William  Martin,  living  twelve  miles 
southwest,  had  his  farm  washed  away. 
The  entire  country  is  wrecked  from  two 
to  seven  miles  southwest.  Rain  and  hail 
both  fell  heavily.  Judge  Gibson's  farm 
house,  three  miles  south,  was  totally 
wrecked. 

At  Guernzy  half  a  dozen  houses  were 
blown  down  and  many  inmates  seriously 
hurt.  At  New  Leadville  a  destructive 
bail  storm  did  great  damage  to  crops 
and  residences  and  killed  a  large  amount 
of  stock. 

FOUR  CHINAMEN  ARRESTED. 


Formally  Declared  Open  Today  By  the  Com- 
missioners. 
World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 

June  I. — The  Minnesota  state  commis- 
sioners this  morning  formally  declared 
the  Minnesota  state  building  opened 
without  further  ceremony. 

It  had  been  intended  to  make 
the  official  dedication  of  the  Minnesota 
building  an  occasion  of  more  festivity, 
but  inasmuch  as  the  M  innesota  Press  asM)- 
ciation  had  taken  it  upon  itself  to  dedi- 
cate the  building  in  a  arcical  manner  up- 
on their  recent  trip  to  the  fair,  and  inas- 
much as  Governor  Ni:!son  had  signified 
an  unwillingness  to  sanction  another 
ceremony,  the  ofiicial  function  was  de- 
clared off. 

It  is  understood  th.it    October  13  will 
be  Minnesota  day  at  ihe  fair. 


Warrants     Issued     Under     Iht      Act      of 
1882. 

Philadelphia,  June  i.— In  accord- 
ance with  a  circular  issued  by  Secretary 

Carlisle,  United  States  Commissioner 
Edmunds  has  issued  warrants  for  the 
arrest  of  six  Chinese  laborers.  The  war- 
rants were  issued  under  the  act  of  con- 
gress of  Aug.  6.  1882,  and  not  under  the 
Geary  act. 

The  law  of  1882  forbids  Chinese  to  be 
in  this  country  who  are  not  registered 
and  provided  with  certificates.  But 
four  of  the  warrants  were  served,  and  in 
one  case  the  commissioner  continued  the 
hearing  until  another  date.- 

Lee  Key,  a  laundryman,  and  Young 
Wing  and  Lee  Young,  cooks,  were  given 
a  preliminary  hearing  and  bound  over  in 
$500  for  a  further  hearing  on  Friday 
next.

POTTSViLLE,  Pa.,  June  i.— The  five 
collieries  drawn  to  fix  the  basis  of  miners 
wages  for  the  last  half  of  May  and  the 
first  half.of  June  show  an  average  of 
$2.39  7-10  making  the  basis  of  wages  3 
per  cent  below  the  $2.50  basis,  which  is 
I  per  cent  below  the  wages  had  last 
month.  In  view  of  the  tact  that  the 
agents  advanced  the  price  of  coal  much 
dissatisfaction  is  expressed  among  the 
miners  of  Schuylkill  region.

Country. 


Washington,  June  i. -Justice  Field, 
of  the  supreme  court,  has  denied  his  in- 
tention to  retire.  A  Post  reporter,  who 
saw  him  last  eveniiii,'.  asked  for  informa- 
tion upon  the  very  important  matter  and 
received  an  unqu.ilitied  denial.  The  jus- 
tice says  that  while  he  has  contemplated 
retirement,  the  retirement  will  nut  occur 
io  long  as  he  has  strength  enough  to 
stand  up  to  the  arduous  labor  imposed 

upon  him. 

It  IS  settled,  so  far  as  talk  goes,  that  if 
there  is  a  vacancy  upon  the  supreme 
bench  in  the  next  three  years  and  eight 
months  Secretary  of  State  Gresham  will 
be  named.  He  has  a  judicial  mind.  It 
has  been  trained  by  years  of  exper-ence 
with  courts.  Mr.  Cleveland  admires  him. 
He  has  an  utter  appreciation  of  Grcsh- 
am'$  plain  personality  and  direct  routes 
of  thought. 

The  first  .-Kmerican  commandant  of 
the  queenlv  city  of  San  Francisco.  Gen. 
John  D.  Frisbie.  of  the  City  of  Mexico,  is 
a  guest  of  the  Arlington.  Frisco  looked 
little  like  being  queenly,  when  young 
Frisbie  got  there  in  1846.  for  it  was  only 
a  straggling,  dirty  village  of  300  soulf. 
.■\t  the  age  of  70.  the  popular  old  hero  of 
the  Mexican  war  is  full  of  energy  and 
vouthful  tire.  For  the  past  fifteen  years 
he  has  been  a  resident  of  the  Mexican 
capital  where  he  has  been  engaged  in 
large  enterprises.  His  wife  is  a  Sp.inish 
lady  connected  with  some  of  the  best 
faniilies  of  Mexico. 

"There  is  nothing  new  to  tell  about 
our  country,"  he  said.  "The  depreciation 
in  the  price  of  silver,  our  chief  export, 
has  beei!  acutelv  felt  and  it  has  been  a 
hard  strain  for  the  government  to  meet 
its  obligations.  In  one  way.  however, 
we  have  benefited  by  this  state  of  affairs. 
The  cost  of  everything  v*c  produce  is 
measured  in  silver,  while  we  sell  for 
gold.  For  instance  the  exportation  of 
coffee  and  tobacco  has  become  cjuite 
profitable,  since  everything  that  enters 
into  its  production  is  pnid  for  on  a  silver 
basis.  But  the  shippers  get  gold  prices 
for  every  pound  they  export.  Mexico  is 
tranquil  and  there  are  not  the  faintest 
symptoms  of  a  revolution.  There  is  no 
longer  any  church  party  nor  any  state 
party.  President  Diaz  administers  the 
government  with  a  tirm  band,  but  with 
justice  and  moderation.  He  would  make 
a  good  president  of  any  country,  but  he 
is  especially  fitted  for  ruling  Mexico."

Thomas  Sullivan, 
the  oarsman  of'New  Zeiland,  arrived  to- 
day. He  is  going  to  America  and  will 
row  all  comers.  It  is  rumored  that  Frank

appointment  as  L^nited  States  minister 
to  Hawaii  and  the  final  attempt  of  pro- 
visional government  to  silence  Charles 
Northoff,  correspondent  of  a  New  York 
paper,  and  Minister  Blount's  interfer- 
ence in  his  behalf. 

AH  sorts  of  alarming  rumors  are  sent 
out  and  even  Minister  Blount,  who  all 
along  has  predicted  that  there  wovdd  not 
be  any  trouble,  is  not  so  confident.  On 
May  15,  Commissioner  Blount  gave  out 
lor  publication  his  letter  of  instruction 
trom  Secretary  Gresham.  The  instruc- 
tions are  »iuite  vi>luminous.  Thev  re- 
quest Mr.  Blount  to  investigate  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  the  Hawaiian  islands 
and  say:| 

"Your  authority  in  all  matters  to  the 
relations  of  this  government,  to  exchange 
or  other  government  on  the  islands  and 
protection  of  our  citizens  is  paramount 
and  in  you  alone,  acting  in  co-operation 
with  the  commander  of  the  naval  forces 
is  vested  full  directions  and  power  to  de- 
termine whence  such  forces  shall  be 
landed  or  withdrawn." 

Among  other  things  stated  by  Secre- 
tary Gresham  are  that  Mr.  Stevens  will 
be  instructed  to  furnish  Mr.  Blount 
needed  assistance  and  would  perform 
the  usual  functions  of  minister,  that 
while  the  United  States  claims  no  right 
to  interfere  in  international  politics,  the 
government  will  adhere  to  its  consistent 
and  established  policy  and  it  will  not 
acquiesce  in  interference  by  other 
uowers.  At  the  end  of  his  instructions 
Mr.  Blount  added  the  following  post- 
script: 

"While  I  shall  refrain  from  interfer- 
ence ■  between  contlicting  forces  of 
whatever  nationality  for  supremacy,  I 
will  protect  American  citizens  not  par- 
ticipating in  such  conflict." 

Those  few  lines  created  'great  excite- 
ment, as  they  were  regarded  by  all  par- 
lies as  a  plain  invitation  to  the  royalists 
to  make  trouble.  The  royalists,  how- 
ever, say  they  are  not  prepared  to  take 
advantage  of  Mr.  Blount's  notice,  but 
will  await  the  decision  of  the  United 
States.

Report  of  the  Commission  That  Treated 
(he  Yankton  Sioux. 

Washington,  June  i. — The  commis- 
sion appointed  last  summer  to  treat  with 
the  Yankton  Sioux  in  South  Dakota  for 
a  cession  to  the  United  States  of  their 
surplus  lands  has  submitted  its  report  to 
Secretary  Hoke  Smith  together  with  the 
articles  of  agreement. 

All  of  the  unallotted  lands  on  the  res- 
ervation are  to  be  ceded  to  the  govern- 
ment in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
!i6oo,ooo,  of  which  $100,000  is  to  be  paid 
per  capita  within  sixty  days  after  the 
ratification  of  the  agreement  by  congress. 
The  remainder  bearing  5  per  cent  inter- 
est is  to  be  retained  in  the  treasury,  pay- 
able at  the  pleasure  of  the  government 
after  twenty-five  years. 

The  ceded  lands,  which  are  said  to  be 
of  a  high  grade  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, are  to  be  disposed  of  under  exist- 
ing land  laws. 

MURDERED  IN  CHICAGO. 


Chicago,  June  i.— The  Tribune  this 
morning  has  the  following:  If  overtures 
that  have  been  made  by  certain  stock- 
holders and  creditors  of  the  Distilling 
and  Cattle  Feeding  company  to  the  di- 
rectors of  that  organization  are  not  ac- 
cepted, there  is  a  strong  probability  that 
the  trust  will  find  itself  confronted  with 
additional  legal  proceedings.  Jacob 
Newman,  the  .attorney  for  these  stock- 
holders and  creditors,  admitted  as  much 
yesterday  afternoon,  although  he  refused 
to  discuss  what  steps  were  likely  to  be 
taken. 

It  is  understood  that  the  course  con- 
templated is  to  file  a  bill  this  afternoon 
asking  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
for  the  trust.  This  will  be  followed  with 
an  application  for  an  injunction,  if  the 
plan  is  carried  out,  to  restrain  President 
Grecnhut  from  selling  any  of  the  $8,000.- 
000,  bonds  recently  issued.  The  pe- 
cuniary interest  of  Mr.  Newman's  clients, 
he  said  yesterday,  amounds  to  ;^2oo,ooo 
and  he  also  said  that  thsy  were  non-resi- 
dents of  the  slate. 

"I  cannot  say  now,'*  said  Mr.  Newman 
last  evening,  "who  my  clients  are  or 
what  they  expect  to  do.  It  is  purely  a 
cold  question  of  dollars  and  cents  with 
them,  and  I  will  add  that  if  the  negotia- 
tions that  are  now  in  progress  terminate 
satisfactorily  no  litigation  will  be  com- 
menced so  far  as  we  are  concerned." 

It  is  believed  that  Mr.  Newman's 
clients  .are  mostly  New  York  stockhold- 
ers, and  it  is  also  believed  that  they  will 
avoid  filing  a  bill  asking  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  receiver  if  possible. 


THE  PAGE  DAM  GAVE  WAY. 


Decayed  Body  of  an  Iowa  Man  Is  Found  in  an 
Alloy. 

Osage,  Iowa,  June  I. — Word  has  just 
been  received  here  that  the  murdered 
body  of  Oscar  Andrews,  of  Lincoln  town- 
ship, this  county,  has  been  found  in  an 
alley  in  Chicago  in  a  decayed  condition. 

Early  in  March  young  Andrews  went 
to  Chicago  for  the  purpose  of  running  a 
popcorn  and  peanut  stand  during  the 
World's  fair.  On  April  11  he  drew  $400 
from  the  bank,  it  is  supposed,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  payment  for  the 
purchase  of  the  stand. 

No  word  being  received  from  him,  a 
brother  from  Washington  and  another 
from  this  place  went  to  Chicago,  and 
with  detectives  instituted  a  search,  which 
resulted  in  finding  the  body  as  above  in- 
dicated.

Another  Trust  Formed. 

St.  Louis,  June  i. — Representatives  of 
several  wholesale  houses  in  this  city  have 
returned  from  a  conference  recently  held 
at  Pittsburg  and  st.ate  that  another  trust 
to  be  known  as  the  American  Flint  Bot- 
tle company  is  about  to  be  launched 
upon  the  business  world.  The  nominal 
capital  of  the  corporation  is  said  to  be 
?,i,ooo,oco.  The  trust  is  closely  modeled 
after  thcNational  Window  Glass^company 
and  proposes  to  take  in  all  the  flint  bot- 
tle factories  west  of  the  Allegheny  moun- 
tains. It  is  stated  that  the  company  has 
already  secured  about  go  per  cent  of  all 
the  Western  factories. 


A  Bad  Flood  at  Fergus  Falls  and  Serious  Dam- 
age Done. 

Fergus  Falls,  June  i.— At  4  o'clock 
yesterday  morning  the  east  fifty  feet  of 
the  Page  mill  dam  gave  way.  This  dam 
is  situated  two  miles  above  the  city  and 
is  the  first  in  a  series  of  five.  The  water 
in  the  Page  pond,  which  is  very  large, 
with  sixteen  feet  head,  rushed  into  the 
pond  of  the  City  Power  company  a  mile 
below,  carrying  out  the  north  end  of  this 
dam  and  letting  the  river  under  A.  H. 
Kirk's  flouring  mill,  which  was  badly 
damaged. 

This  power  is  owned  by  Samuel  Hill, 
J.  W.  Griffin  and  other  Minneapolis 
parties,  and  it  furnishes  power  and  water 
for  the  city  waterworks.  The  water  works 
were  left  without  power  and  the  supply 
of  water  is  meagre.  When  the  rush  of 
water  reached  the  city  power  dam  word 
was  telephoned  to  the  George  Billright 
dam  to  open  the  gates. 

Before  this  was  done  the  Red  River 
mills,  owned  by  J.  J.  Hill,  were  notified 
to  open  up,  but  the  water  was  so  power- 
ful that  it  carried  away  the  flume  and 
undermined  the  mill  badly.  The  right 
dam  was  not  injured  nor  was  the  Fergus 
Power  company's  dam,  the  last  of  the 
series.  The  B.  F.  Nelson  Paper  mill 
was  not  injured.  While  there  has  been  a 
heavy  flow  of  water,  the  break  in  the 
Page  dam  is  une>plainable.  This  mill 
is  operated  by  George  Tileston,  of  St. 
Cloud.

With  this  guarantee  behind 
theai  the  bonds  are  supposed 
"better  than  gold ;"  that  is,  they 
safe  investment. 

Their  sale  has  been  advertised  by  the 
government.  Yesterday  was  the  day  set 
for  opening  the  bids  at  the  treasury  de- 
partment. Not  one  bid  was  received. 
There  was  rumor  of  a  private  bid  at  the 
National  hotel  last  night.  It  was  just 
about  bond-face  value.  The  refusal  of 
Eastern  capitalists  to  buy  bonds  guaran- 
teed by  the  government  that  bear  4  per 
cent  interest  and  have  ten  years  to  run 
causes  comment.

GRAND  RAPIDS  AROUSED. 

The   Rev.   Miss  Tuppijr  Fell  in  Love  With  a 
Oivorcijd  Man. 

Grand  Ratids,  Mich.,  ]\ine  i.— This 
city  hes  been  greatly  perturbed  by  the 
announcement  thai  Resin  A.  Maynard 
and  the  Rev.  Mila  V.  Tupper,  until  re- 
cently pastor  of  the  Unitarian  church  of 
Grand  Rapids,  procured  a  marriage  li- 
cense in  Chicago  a  few  days  ago. 

Maynard  was  connected  with  the  cus- 
tom house  here  and  resigned  when  the 
present  administrat  on  came  into  power. 
Three  weeks  ago  he;  obtained  a  divorce 
from  his  wife.  His  domestic  life  was  of 
the  most  unpleasant  sort  and  it  is  com- 
monly reported  thai:  he  had  behaved  in 
an  unfriendly  mar  ner  toward  his  wife 
and  family. 

Miss  Tupper,  on  the  other  hand,  was 
greatly  beloved  by  aer  congregation  and 
was  generally  recognized  as  a  woman  of 
superior  character  and  talents. 

Miss  Tupper  became  acquainted  with 
Maynard  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago. 
He  occasionally  attended  her  church. 
The  brilliancy  of  her  sermons  attracted 
him,  and  she  thought  she  could  lilt  him 
up  and  perhaps  save  him.  He  infatuated 
her  and  she  exercised  a  similar  influence 
over  him.  Unreascnable  as  it  may  seem, 
there  was  a  strong  intellectual  sympathy 
between  their  minds.  Miss  Tupper  was 
a  student  of  sociology,  and  an  ardent 
advocate  of  social  purity.  She  believed 
in  Platonic  friendsVip,  because  she  prob- 
ably knew  nothing  about  anything  else. 
Thep  dabbled  in  Christian  science  and 
took  lessons  of  Mrs.  King,  the  local  ex- 
ponent of  the  libeial  branch  of  the  al- 
leged truth.  Final  y  they  conceived  the 
idea  that  they  had  been  united  in  a  "soul 
marriage,"  which  combined  all  the 
spiritual  ecstasy  of  earthly  wedded  hfe, 
stripped  of  its  gross;  forms. 

Pretty  soon  memsers  of  Miss  Tupper's 
congregation  enteied  objections  to  the 
frequency  with  which  the  couple  were 
together.  These  rumblings  grew  into  a 
storm.  Church  members  warned  May- 
nard to  keep  away  from  the  woman  and 
she  in  turn  had  ready  excuses  that  she 
was  uolifting  him. 

Miss  Pierce,  a  friend  and  admirer  of 
Miss  Tupper,  tried  to  dissuade  her  from 
having  anything  :o  do  with  Maynard, 
but  she  would  not  listen  to  her  entreaties. 
Miss  Pierce  even  otfered  to  pay  one-half 
of  her  expenses  for  a  tour  through 
Europe  and  others  offered  todothe  same 
if  she  would  give  Maynard  the  shake; 
but  this  propositicn  was  not  accepted. 
Maynard  handed  in  his  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees,  which 
was  accepted.  H:  discontinued  his  at- 
tendance at  church,  but  spent  most  of 
his  time  in  her  company  when  she  was 
not  in  the  pulpit,  A  short  time  prior  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees last  February  she  gave  notice  that 
she  would  not  engage  for  another  year, 
but  would  stay  with  the  congregation 
until  July  i.  About  this  time  Maynard 
was  recovering  from  a  reported  attack  of 
nervous  prostration. 

On  the  heels  of  tae  proposition  came  a 
second  communication  from  her,  saying 
that  she  had  decided  not  to  stay  until 
July  I,  but  would  resign,  the  resignation 
to  take  effect  April  1.  This  was  about 
the  middle  of  February.  She  left  for 
Chicago  a  few  day:5  following  this  event 
and  did  not  return  to  fill  her  appointment 
up  to  April  I. 

Upon  her  arrival  in  Chicago  Miss  Tup- 
per took  up  her  headquarters  at  Hull 
house,  on  Halsted  street,  ostensibly  to 
assist  in  the  work  '.here,  but  in  reality,  it 
is  said,  her  mind  was  influenced  by  an 
ambition  as  strange  and  unfathomable 
as  her  conduct.  S  lie  wished  to  be  the 
founder  of  a  new  theology  and  to  form  a 
new  religion  that  should  be  a  comfort 
and  consolation  to  mankind  to  come.

Little  was  done  by  cither  man  from 
the  fifty-sixth  to  the  sixty-ninth  rounds.

Weissert  says  the  post  was  disbanded 
because  it  grossly  violated  the  rules  <  f 
the  order  by  publishing  a  resolution  that 
had  not  been  first  submitted  to  heail- 
quarters,  and  not  because  the  resolutioa 
declared  in  favor  of  honest  p>€nsious  and 
demanded  a  revision  of  the  pension 
rolls. 

On  Memorial  day,  ex-Senator  Spooner 
spoke  at  Eau  Claire  to  the  ex-soldiers 
and  their  friends  who  had  gathered  to  do 
honor  ta  the  mtmories  of  the  dfai 
heroes,  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks 
he  made  the  assertion  that  Farnham 
post  was  mustered  out  because  of  i'S 
pronounced  hostility  to  pensions.  It  .s 
astonishing  that  so  well-informed  a  man 
as  ex-Senator  Spooner  should  indulge  in 
such  a  gross  misrepresentation  of  :l.e 
facts.  Farnham  post  has  not  declare  1 
its  hostility  to  pensions  but  it  h;.s 
joined  in  the  general  demand  for  hone  t 
pensions.  It  very  properly  urges  th.-.t 
only  those  who  were  disabled  in  actuU 
service  during  the  war  are  entitled  :o 
pensions,  and  that  the  co£iee-coolci ., 
bounty-jumpers,  and  thousands  of  othe  s 
who  were  never  under  fire  have  no  cki  n 
on  the  bounty  of  the  government.  Tl  e 
only  hostility  on  the  part  of  Farnha  a 
post  is  hostility  to  dishonest  pensi(.r;j. 
Mr.  Spooner  must  know  this,  and  yet  en 
Memorial  day  he  misrepresented  the 
New  York  post,  which  is  deserving  of 
all  honor  and  credit  for  its  patriotic 
stand. 

Right  in    line    with  this    demand  for 
reform  in  the  grantmg  of  pensions  is  the 
decision  of  the    secretary   of  the  interior 
regarding   the     payment   of    pensions 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,    which  is 
liable  to  save  the    government  between 
fifteen  and  twenty  million  dollars.      Tl.e 
gist  of  the  decision  is,  that  where  an  ap- 
plicant for  a  pension    is  able  to  perfcr,ii 
manual  labor  he  is  not  entitled  to  a  pen- 
sion.   In  this  de;:ision  both  the  attorr.e  y 
general         and         commissioner        of 
pensions     concur.        It     is     a    souid 
view  of  the  question,  and  no  member  of 
the  Grand  Army  should  object  to  it.    I  y 
its  terms,    the    lists    must  be    purged  of 
many  names  that  are  improperly  upon  it^ 
Probably  Mr.  Spooner  will  say  this  actif  n 
indicates  hostility  to  pensions,  whereas  it 
simply  indicates  that  an  honest  effort  is 
being    made  to    restrict  the    payment  of 
pensions  to    only  those    v/ho  are    just  y 
entitled  to  them. 


A  Splenetic  Organ. 

The  Grand  Rapids  Magnet  docs  not 
like  Maj.  Baldwin's  politics.  This  is  be- 
cause it  is  a  Republican  paper.  Neith<'r 
does  it  forgive  him  for  defeating  Jud^e

and  he  waxes  wrath  at  all  who  3tepped 
between  him  and .  his  ambition. 
Uuriiiij  the  past  few  weeks 
he  has  been  devoting  his 
editorial  space  to  abuse  of  Maj.  Baldwin 
because  he  has  been  honestly  endeavor- 
ing to  checkmate  the  plans  of  the  pine 
land  rings.  It  is  perhaps  natural  th.it 
the  Magnet  should  resent  any  interfer- 
ence with  the  schemes  of  the  pine  land 
ring.  Those  actiuainted  with  all  the 
facts  do  not  wonder  at  its  abuse  of  Maj. 
Baldwin  on  this  point.  The  Macnet 
must  stand  by  its  friends,  and  as  it  was 
hand-in-glove  with  the  representatives  of 
the  pine  land  ring  that  aided  in  securing 
Judge  Searle's  nomination  for  congress, 
it  naturally  cannot  find  anything  to 
praise  in  the  actions  of  the  man  wlio 
routed  the  pine  ring  forces  at  the  pulls. 
Maj.  Baldwin  can  stand  attacks  from 
such  a  source,  because  they  are  barmlcss 
and  have  no  weight  with  the  public. 
Neither  are  they  true  any  more  than  is 
the  further  statement  of  the  Magnet  that 
the  major  is  "using  his  telegraph  franks 
for  specials  to  the  Duluth  Herald,  con- 
taining nothing  but  praise  fur  Congress- 
man Baldwin."  The  Herald  is  not  for- 
tunate enough  to  have  its  Washington 
specials  franked,  but  is  forced  to  pay 
hard  cash  to  the  telegraph  companies 
tor  the  same,  neither  does  The  Herald 
receive  its  dispatches  from  the  Sixth  dis- 
trict congressman.  It  employs  an  ex- 
perienced newspaper  man  for  its  Wash- 
ington correspondent,  one  who  has  lived 
in  Minnesota  and  understands  the  politics 
and  politicians  of  this  state.  If  he  has 
praised  Maj.  Baldwini  it  is  undoubtedly 
because  praise  was  deserved.  H$  is  not 
singular  in  this  respect  either,  as  thecor- 
respciidents  of  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press 
and  Globe  and  the  Minneapolis  Tribune, 
Times  and  Journal  have  also  com- 
mended in  the  highest  terms  the  excel- 
lent work  which  Congressman  Baldwin 
has  already  done  at  Washington  in  the 
interest  of  the  Sixth  district.

The  Conviction  of  Dr.  BriggSi 
Dr.  Charles  A.  Briggs  has  been  co:i- 
denined  by  the  Presbyterian  assembly  a.s 
a  heretic.  What  his  punishment  will  be 
has  not  been  decided  at  this  writing,  but 
he  will  probably  be  suspended,  deposed 
from  the  ministry  or  expelled  from  the 
church.  While,  from  the  ecclesiastical 
standpoint  of  today,  this  is  severe  pun- 
ishment, it  is  not  accompanied  by  the 
consequences  that  would  have  attended 
such  a  trial  many  years  ago.  Then  the 
choice  would  have  been  between  shut- 
ting him  up  in  a  dungeon,  turnicg  him 
adrift  under  a  ban  which  forbade  anyone 
to  give  him  shelter,  food  or  drink,  or 
burning  him  at  the  stake. 

The  world  has  changed  much  since 
these  days,  and  religious  views  have  like- 
wise changed.  Three-tourths  of  tho^e 
who  passed  judgment  upon  Dr.  Brig.^s 
would  themselves  have  been  deemed 
heretics  had  they  lived  a  century  ago 
and  expressed  the  views  they  now  hold. 
The  trouble  with  Dr.  Briggs  is  that  he 
has  progressed  a  little  farther  than  the 
majority  of  hi*  fellow-clergymen.  There 
is  little  dou'ot  that  his  opinions  in  rela- 
tion to  the  verbal  inspiration  and  the  in- 
errancy of  the  Bible,  and  the  future  con- 
dition of  the  souls  of  those  who  die  as 
unbelievers  or  without  due  repentance 
of  their  sins,  are  at  variance 
with         the  Presbyterian  creed 

as  it  is  generally  understood, 
and  now  the  alsembly  has  by  a  majorr.y 
vote  declared  that  these  opinions  are 
erroneous. 

But  this  majority  vote  doss  not  decide 
the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  doctor's  beliefs. 
It  is  merely  an  expression  of  the  majority 
on  the  subject.  The  minority,  a  large 
and  respectable  one  containing  many 
eminent  members  of  the  assembly,  is 
just  as  likely  to  be  correct.  The  Mil- 
waukee Sentinel,  in  discussing  this  point 
a  few  days  ago,  pointed  out  very  cor- 
rectly that  "when  the  church  proclaimed 
that  Galileo's  opinion  that  the  sun  was 
the  center  of  the  solar  system,  and  that 
the  earth  moved  about  it,  was  false  and 
heretical,  the  order  of  the  universe  was 
not  in  the  least  affected  by  the  procla- 
mation. Nor  will  the  truth  or 
error  of  Dr.  Briggs'  views  be  in 
any  wise  demonstrated  by  the  vote  ot 
the  assembly.  It  will  be  merely  the  ex- 
pression cf  opinion  by  a  majcrity  on 
subjects  concerning  which  nobody  is  cer- 
tain. Persons  who  f.nd  it  impossible  to 
believe  that  the  walls  of  a  city  were  once 
thrown  down  flat  by  the  music  of  rims' 
horns;  that  a  man  once  lived  three  d;4ys 
in  the  stomach  of  a  fish,  in  the  depths  of 
the  sea,  and  then  came  forth  alive  and 
in  good  condition;  that  a  fiery  chariot 
has  come  from  some  other  world  and 
carried  away  into  the  sky  a  livirg  man 
from  this  planet,  will  fi.id  it  just  as  dif- 
ficult to  believe  these  things  after  as  be- 
fore tiie  vote  of  the  assembly."

Howes'  Sawmiil  Is  Now   In   Active  Ooer- 
ation. 

Dr.  J,  R.  Howes  last  winter  realized 
that  there  was  a  neccs^ty  for  a  good  saw- 
mill at  Grand  Rapids.  With  this  ccn- 
viction.  says  the  Magnet,  he  went  to 
work  and  erected  a  mill  30  by  100  feet, 
and  supplied  it  with  all  the  necessary 
machinery  for  cutting  40,000  feet  of  lum- 
ber daily.  He  bought  several  million 
feet  of  logs,  and  on  Thursday  the  first 
logs  were  sawed.  Teams  are  hauhng  the 
lumber  away  as  soon  as  it  is  manufac- 
tured. Twenty-five  men  will  be  em- 
ployed at  the  mill. 

This  mill  is  but  the  beginning  of  simi- 
lar productive  enterprises  which  are 
sure  to  be  located  at  Grand  Rapids  dur- 
ing the  present  year.  There  can  be  no 
question  but  the  enterprise  will  be  a 
most  prolitable  one  for  its  projector.  Dr. 
Howes,  and  in  this  the  community  will 
rejoice,  for  whatever  the  energetic  doc- 
tor makes  out  of  his  mill  he  wnl  expend 
in  other  improvements  for  Grand 
Rapids. 

A  report  is  in  circulation    that 
cellent   grade    of    ore  has    been 
within  one  mile  and    a   half    of 
Rapids. 

Last  Thursday  Mr.  Charles 
recently  of  Superior,  c?me 
Rapids  and  the  next  morning

Lydick's  ranch  on  the    Mississippi  river. 

J.  J.  Leavitt  one  of  the  oUi  tmie  ex- 
plorers, was  a  Magnet  off.ce  caller  last 
week.  For  the  past  eighteen  months  he 
has  been  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  coun- 
try at  the  gold  mines.  He  states  that 
the  Caldwell  mine  cleans  up  :?ir,ooo  per 
month,  $5i>oo  in  clean  gold  and  >6ooo 
from  concrete.  This  mine  employs 
thirty  men.  The  Northern  .Mill  company 
expects  to  commence  operations  during 
the  tirat  week  of  June,  with  the"  new  pro- 
cess of  reducing  refractory  ore  in  fur- 
naces. After  the  ore  IS  reduced  by  the 
furnaces,  it  is  cruihed  by  a  new  roller 
process.  .Ml  the  ore  found  in  the  Lake 
of  the  Woods  country  will  have  to  be 
treated  in  this  manner,  in  order  to  ob- 
tain the  best  results.  Mr.  Leavitt  said 
that  during  last  winter  the  mercury  aver- 
aged for  sixty  days  forty  below  zero.

The  Best  University. 

In  every  large  city  there  are  a  number 
of  schools  and  colleges  in  which  special 
branches  of  learning  are  taught.  There  is 
a  college  of  medicine,  a  college  of  phar- 
macy, a  college  of  dentistry. 

There  are  scho^jls  of  art,  languages 
and  mines;  schools  of  architecture,  and 
commercial  colleges.  There  are  histori- 
cal societies,  natural  history  societies, 
and  societies  for  the  culture  cf  political 
economy.  These  schools,  colleges  and 
societies — and  there  are  many  more  be- 
sides these  named — if  grouped  together 
under  one  president  and  board  of  trus- 
tees would  form  a  university  where,  as 
the  name  implies,  everything  could  be 
learned. 

In  the  medical  profession  the  di£fer- 
ent  branches  of  the  science  are  divided 
among  many  men  who  are  called  special- 
ists. There  are  specialists  for  the  eye, 
the  ear,  the  throat,  the  heart,  the 
lungs,  and  these  men  devote  their 
lifetime  to  the  study  of  the  branch 
of  medical  science  they  have 
chosen.  Now,  jnst  as  it  would  take  a 
complete  circle  of  specialists  to  make 
one  perfect  doctor,  so  does  it  takea  com- 
plete circle  of  the  arts  and  sciences  and 
literature  ti;  make  a  university.  But  a 
university  ccners  raanv  acres  of  ground 
and  occupies  many  buihiings.  There  are 
numbers  of  libraries  and  teachers  for 
every  branch  of  learning,  who  set  apart 
certain  days  for  lectures  on  different 
subjects.  Yet  as  all  parts  of  the  seat  of 
learning  are  grouped  together  within  a 
set  space  under  one  great  head,  it  is 
called  a  university,  which  means  all 
turned  into  one.

The  failure,  for  such  it  is.  causes  no 
surprise  in  business  circles.  It  was  a 
foregone  conclusion.  The  moment  the 
fact  was  made  public  that  it  was  involved 
to  the  cvient  of  $274,000  in  the  Lappen 
case,  lust  that  moment  it  was  certain  that 
the  bank  must  cease  to  do  business  or 
face  the  alternative  of  reorganizini:  and 
with  new^  officers  try  to  live  down  its  b.id 
reput.ntion.  Financiers  gener«!ly  be- 
lieved litjuidaliou  was  the  only  resort 
that  might  reasonably  te  expected. 
They  pointed  out  that  the  reputation  of 
the  bank  is  as  sensitive  as  that  of  a  wo- 
man and  that  it  would  be  at  best  a  long 
and  hopeless  task  to  regain  public  con- 
hder.ce  if  it  were  possible  at  all. 

The  stockholders  went  to  woik  early 
to  make  the  beu  of  the  matter  and  it  will 
be  the  universal  judgment  that  they  have 
done  so  in  closing  the  dinars  of  the  insti- 
lutio:;.  The  failure  will  not  have  a 
straw's  weight  in  helping  one  to  judge  of 
the  tinancial  condition  of  the  country.  It 
was  Bot  caused  by  a  tight  money  market 
or  by  a  run  ar  bv  any  of  the  other  causes 
which  may  legitimately  atTect  the  banking; 
business.  The  failure  was  owing  solely 
to  l)3d  banking. 

The  opinion  that  depositors  will  he 
paid  m  full  by  the  bank  is  based  on  the 
honorable  character  of  «he  men  who  arc 
stockholders  in  the  institution.  It  can- 
not be  concealed  that  there  is  criticism 
of  the  directors  of  the  bank  bscause  they 
have  fai.ed  to  keep  the  president,  Fred 
T.  Day,  in  the  Ines  of  sound  bniiking. 
So  long  as  the  depositors  are  paid  in 
full,  th»s  criticism  is  like'v  to  be  conlincd 
to  the  street  corner. 

One  i^ct  that  causes  universal  regret 
is  that  the  name  of  good  o!d  John  PUn- 
kinton  should  he  conncctcii  with  sucti  a 
case.  There  is  no  alarm  in  financial 
circles  in  Milwaukee  and  tbe  Plankiii- 
toa's  bank  failure  i»  simply  an  incident 
of  the  Lappen  plunge. 

President  Day  is  not  at  tht^  bank  this 
morning,  but  at  h's  home  ill.  He  re- 
fuses to  make  a  statement  and  all  access 
to  him  is  denied.  Cashier  Mommsen  has 
promised  to  give  oiii  at  noon  a  state- 
ment of  the  bank's  coiiiilion.  A  large 
crowd  of  depositors  surround  ihj  ba^k, 
but  everything  is  orderly.  No  access  to 
the  bank  or  its  officials  is  allowed. 

Among  the  stockholders  are:  Frank 
T.  Dav,  i^T.ooo;  John  Plankinton  estate, 
$38,000;  William  Plankinton,  $5000; 
Judge  James  G.  Jenkins,  S8;co;  F.  W. 
Ney«s,  $10,000;  Charlts  L.  Clason,  #10,- 
000;  H.  O.  Armour,  $5000, 

Robert  Hill,  president  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin National  bank,  in  an  interview  this 
morning  relative  to  the  probable  effect  if 
any,  said:  "There  can  be  no  material 
effect  to  this  suspension.  The  effect 
was  diiconnted  some  time  ngo  when  the 
run  first  occurred.  I  do  not  apprehend 
that  there  will  be  any  dififtcuitw  about 
the  depositors  getting  their  money.  The 
men  behind  the  bank  either  individually 
or  collectively  are  able  to  meet  whatever 
demands  may  ne  made," 

A  meeting  of  the  d-rectors  of  the  bank 
was  held  shortly  before  noon  to  take 
action  as  to  the  future  course  to  be  pur- 
sued. It  was  decided  to  proceed  to  a 
liquidation  at  once  artl  William  Plank- 
inton  was  named  as  assignee  and  took 
possession  of  the  iniiiiution  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  ineetin;^. 

h  developed  that  the  bank  is  in  posses- 
sion of  a  large  amount  of  non-negotiable 
paper  upon  which  an  unsuccessful  effort 
to  realize  was  made  several  days  ago. 
Besides  this  the  assets  are  large  and 
valuable  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
said  that  no  loss  would  be  occasioned  to 
anybody  interested. 

The  attempt  to  readjust  the  tangled 
affairs  in  the  ordinary  run  of  business 
proved  to  be  more  than  could  be  prop- 
erly accomplished.  While  there  was 
considerable  difi'erence  of  opinion,  the 
sentiment  seemed  to  prevail  among  the 
dirtctors  that  the  affairs  of  the  bank 
would  be  wound  up  and  tbe  business 
discontinued.  The  bond  given  by  Mr. 
Plankinton  is  for  $1,600,000  with  John 
L.  Mitchell,  David  Ferguson  and  Chas. 
Ray  as  sureties.

Ex-Selicitor  General  Aldrich  Speaks  For  the 
Government. 
Chicago,  June  i.— Argument  in  be- 
half of  the  government  was  resumed 
when  the  judges  had  taken  their  seats 
today,  ex-Solicitor  General  Aldrich  be- 
ing the  speaker.  He  impressed  upon 
the  court  that  the  main  tjucstion  to  be 
considered  was  whether  the  World's 
Columbian  exposition  was  a  national  un- 
dertaking or  merely  a  local  venture,  and 
(juoted  liberally  from  the  records  of  vari- 
ous meetings  and  conferences  which 
marked  the  inception  of  the  enterprise, 
to  demonstrate  that  at  all  tmies  and  in 
all  cases  the  movement  had  been  re- 
garded as  a  national  one  and  the  United 
States  as  a  promoter  instead  of  an  aid. 

The  various  acts  of  congress,  he  said, 
demonstrated  that  the  fair  was  not  only 
international  but  essentially  national; 
that  the  government  had  never  viewed 
it  as  a  local  enterprise  or  intended  to 
surrender  its  control  to  a  local  corpora- 
tion as  a  private  venture.  He  impressed 
upon  the  court  the  fact  that  its  decision 
would  lay  down  for  all  time  one  of  two 
doctrines;  that  the  fair  was  either  a  n.y 
tional  enterprise  or  a  local  affair  insti- 
tuted by  a  number  of  stockholders,  the 
majority  of  them  living  in  Chicago  and 
intended  to  be  typical  of  the  push  and 
enterprise  of  that  city,  or  whether  the  Ill- 
inois corporation  was  the  active  princi- 
pal and  whether  the  United  States  was 
simply  an  aid,  a  kind  of  federal  agency 
to  insure  its  success. 

He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
exposition  had  been  located  at  Chicago 
by  act  of  congress  and  not  as  the  result 
of  any  local  decision  and  insisted  that 
the  propos'.tion  to  localize  the  exposition 
gave  a  negative  to  all  the  acts  passed  by 
congress  and  all  the  financial  assistance 
rendered  it.  As  a  matter ot  fact,  beheld 
the  local  corporation  had  no  authority 
t)ver  the  exposition,  not  even  in  the  mat- 
ter of  regulating  admissions  save  the 
authority  that  was  delegated  to  it  by  the 
government  and  within  the  rules  laid 
down  by  that  government.  It  was  hardly 
consistent  witii  the  honor  and  dignity  of 
the  United  States  to  allege  that  the  gov- 
ernment had  simply  lent  its  countenance, 
support  and  aid  mad  had  invited  the  re- 
presentatives of  foreign  countries  simply 
with  the  view  of  advancing  .the  interests 
of  an  enterprise  that  was  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  a  local  corporation. 

Mr.  Aldrich  went  on  to  argue  that  the 
supervision  of  the  United  States  customs 
inspectors  over  the  exhibits  was  another 
evidence  of  the  authority  of  the  govern- 
ment and  then  plunged  into  an  argu- 
ment on  the  financial  phase  of  the  con- 
troversy, insisting  that  the  acceptance  of 
aid  from  the  United  States  under  the  act 
of  congress  providing  for  Sunday  closing 
made  tbe  acceptance  of  that  act  incum- 
bent on  the  directory.  He  was  still 
speaking  when  the  court  took  a  recess 
for  lunch. 

This  afternoon  Attorney  Walker  will 
reply  on  behalf  of  the  directory  and  At- 
torney Fales,  a  prominent  Sunday  closer, 
who  h?s  made  a  study  of  the  law  in  the 
case  and  to  whom  Mr.  Aldrich  surren- 
dered a  portion  of  his  time,  and  Attorney 
High  will  close  for  the  government.  The 
court  will  take  the  matter  under  advise- 
ment, but  it  is  uncertain  whether  or  not  a 
decision  may  be  expected  in  time  to  af- 
fect the  policy  of  the  directory  on  Sun- 
day next. 

Bill  Campbell  Appointed. 

Washi.noton,  June  i. — The  president 
has  appointed  William  M.  Campbell,  of 
St.  Paul,  Minn.,  a  commissioner  to  ne- 
gotiate with  the  Chippewa  Indians  in 
Minnesota  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  Jan.  14,  i88q,  entitled  an  act  "For 
the  Relief  and  Civilization  of  the  Chip- 
pewa Indians  in  the  .State  of  Minnesota." 
Mr.  Campbell  takes  the  place  of  Darwin 
S.  Hall,  who  was  appointed  on  the  com- 
mission May  2Q,  1891.

Superintendent  Denfeld's  Instructions  to  the 
City  Teachers. 

Superintendent  Denfeld  has  issued  bis 
eleventh  monthly  letter  of  instructions  to 
teachers  for  the  year.  Attention  is  first 
called  to  the  proper  conduct  of  teachers 

in  the  school  room  and  then  follow  detail 
instructions  relative  to  making  the  an- 
nual reports.  With  relerence  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  school  rooms  the  superin- 
tendent gives  some  advice  in  reference 
to  preserving  them  neat  and  unmarked. 
In  another  part  of  the  report  Mr.  Den- 
feld says:  "1  wish  to  call  the  attention 
ot  the  teachers  in  reference  to  firearms, 
sling-shots,  etc.,  destroying  school  prop- 
erty, furniture  and  other  property  be- 
longing to  the  schools.  This  rule  should 
De  strictly  enforced.  Mr.  Bowers  will 
examine  the  desks  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  different  rooms  as 
soon  as  possible  and  make  a 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  same 
and  we  will  then  endeavor  to  ascertain 
upon  whom  the  responsibility  rests  for 
any  damage  that  mav  have  arisen.  I 
have  recently  been  informed  that  boys 
are  armed  with  something  very  much  in 
the  nature  of  a  sling-shot,  a  sharp  piece 
of  iron,  or  staple,  fastened  to  the  string, 
etc.  The  teacher  should  be  on  the  look- 
out for  these  instruments  and  if  any  are 
found  on  the  sch<iol  grounds  or  in  the 
school  buildings  in  the  hands  of  the 
pupils  they  should  be  at  once  seized. 
Each  teacher  in  addition  to  this  should 
try  by  a  lesson  on  cruelty  to  animals  or 
something  of  this  nature,  to  influence 
pupils  to  discontinue  the  handling  of 
such  dangerous  playthings,  for  these 
playthings  may  become  very  dangerous 
and  harmful  in  the  hands  of  a  careless 
boy  who  wishes  to  see  how  near  he  can 
come  to  a  person  and  not  hit  him.  Some 
injury  has  already  been  done,  I  am  in- 
formed, and  it  is  well  to  be  on  the  look- 
out so  that  we  may  guard  against  other 
accidents." 

Relative  to  the  course  of  study,  Mr. 
Denfeld  says:  "During  the  coming  va- 
cation it  wdl  be  our  endeavor  to  make 
some  changes  in  the  course  of  study  and 
adapt  it  more  fully,  if  possible,  ti>  our 
needs,  and  the  suggestions  that  have 
come  from  the  work  for  the  past  year  in 
the  different  branches  may  be  of  assist- 
ance to  me.  To  secure  this  help,  I  wish 
from  each  of  the  teachers  a  statement  on 
the  difficulties  encountered  m  carrying 
on  the  school  work  during  the  year,  ist, 
as  t<i  the  methods  employed;  end,  as  to 
the  books  used;  3rd,  as  to  the  materials 
furnished.  A  free  and  full  statement  is 
asked  for  from  each  teacher  with  refer- 
ence to  the  different  points  that  have 
come  up  in  the  lesson,  either  as  to  the 
manner  of  conducting  or  as  to  the  re- 
quirements made  of  them  in  the  present 
course,  or  as  to  the  books  at  present  in 
use.  Some  time  ago  word  was  sent 
ar<9und  asking  for  an  expression  from 
e^ch  teacher  in  reference  to  the  materi- 
als and  books  used.  Mnst  of  these  re- 
plies have  been  sent  to  the  office; 
out  if  there  is  any  additional  informa- 
tion we  ought  to  have  that  the  teachers 
are  posseised  of,  this  additional  infor- 
mation can  be  sent  in.  Our  main  object 
is  to  ascertain  whether  these  books  are 
meeting  the  requirements  of  our  course, 
or,  whether  other  books  would  be  prefer- 
able. We  want  to  supplv  teachers  and 
pupils  with  books  that  will  do  the  most 
for  them.  Teachers  finding  a  certain 
book  of  value,  or  deficient  in  any  partic- 
ular, will  consequently  do  well  to  make 
it  known,  if  she  has  not  already  done  so. 
Some  changes  and  repairs  will  undoubt- 
edly be  made  in  the  various  buildings. 
The  committee  on  property  and  supplies 
will  visit  every  school  to  ascertain  what 
ought  to  be  done  to  make  the  educa- 
tional accommodations  as  complete  as 
possible,  bome  things  may,  however, 
be  overlooked,  and  to  guard  against  this 
we  ask  fi>r  the  statement  from  princi- 
pals."'

Garrett  is  about  30  years  old,  fairly 
well  dressed  and  quite  intelligent.  He 
w.as  bound  over  to  the  grand  jury  to  an- 
swer to  grand  larcer.y  in  the  first  degree. 

In  the  afternoon  Joseph  Burns  for  the 
second  time  appearecJ  m  municipal 
court  as  complaining  witness,  this  time 
against  Pat  Flannigm,  charged  with 
burglary.  Flannigan  admits  he  was  in 
Burns'  house,  but  claims  he  was  looking 
for  a  place  to  sleep  and  thought  the 
house  was  empty.  Ke  had  just  been 
released  from  the  county  jail,  where  he 
served  thirty  days  lor  stealing  a  coat 
from  the  Bell  clothing  house.  He  met 
"some of  the  boys," gut  a  little  drunk  and 
wanted  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the 
police  to  avoid  arrest,  he  claimed,  and 
selected  Mr.  Burns'  house.  At  3  o'clock 
the  examination  was  s.ill  in  progress. 

Dangerous  Shoal  to  Be  Marked. 

The  steamer  Rhod.i  Emily,  when  ap- 
proaching the  Wellanu  canal  last  season, 
struck  upon  a  rock  off  the  Niagara  river 
upon  which  was  less  than  eleven  feet. 
.She  was  fortunate  enough  to  escape  by 
throwing  off  some  hundreds  of  tons  of 
coal.  Capt.  Kingman,  of  the  corps  of 
engineers,  is  charged  with  having  the 
rock  located  in  order  that  it  may  be 
given  upon  the  lake  charts,  and  Assistant 
Engineer  William  Pi'^rrson  Judson  has 
gone  to  Niagara  to  find  the  shoal  and  to 
determine  whether  it  is  one  already 
shown  upon  the  chart;  or  is  a  previously 
unknown  one  which  must  be  added  to 
them. 

The  Maytham-Georger  Collision. 

Regarding  the  collisiion  between  the 
steamer  Thomas  Maytham  and  the 
schooner  F.  A.  Georger,  the  captain  of 
the  John  Mitchell,  which  had  the  Georger 
in  tow  at  that  time,  says  that  before 
rounding  the  southern  end  of  Sugar 
island  he  saw  the  Mayiham  coming  up. 
The  Mavtham  blew  one  whistle  which  the 
Mitchell  answered,  signifying  that  the 
Maytham  should  pass  :o  the  right  of  the 
Mitchell. 

The  Mitchell  slowed  down,  and  the 
Maytham  ran  betv/cen  her  and  the 
Georger  without  touching  the  tow  line, 
and  the  stem  of  the  Georger  went  through 
the  Mavtham  forward  on  the  starboard 
side.  The  schooner  w:is  well  ripped  up 
forward,  doing  about  %\  500  damage. 

Marine  Matters. 

The  reef  discovered  off  Buffalo  by  the 
Seneca,  which  was  nr  arked  by  a  red 
barrel  buoy,  is  to  be  ta  iCu  in  hand  by  the 
government  officials  and  its  bearings 
noted  so  that  it  can  be  marked  on  the 
charts. 

The  new  steel  steamer  Yuma,  which 
recently  took  3180  ton.-i  of  wheat  from 
Duluth,  on  Saturday  cleared  from  Ash- 
land with  the  largest  cargo  of  ore  ever 
taken  on  at  that  port,  :g54  tons. 

Cleveland  lumber  s  .overs  threaten  to 
charge  10  cents  extra  for  unloading  car- 
goes leaded  by  non-union  men.

THE  NICARAGUAN  TROUBLE. 


The  New  President  Installed  and  Troops  Being 

Disarmed. 

New    York,  June   2.— The  Herald's 

Masaya,  Nicaragua,    special    J^ives    the 

following  as  the   principal  terms  of  the 

protocol  under  which    President  Sacaza 

and  the  revolutionists  arranged  for 
peace: 

President  Sacaza  agreed  to  deliver  the 
presidency  to  Senor  Salvador  Macado. 
On  the  terms  of  the  protocol  ex-Presi- 
dent Sacaza  yesterday  delivered  to 
Macado  the  office  of  president.  The  new 
ministry  will  take  possession  today.  ' 

After  assuming^  office  President  Maca- 
do began  the  disarming  of  the  troops  at 
the  capital.  The  revolutionary  forcer 
will  enter  Managua  today  before  disarm- 
ing. 

Macado  is  a  progressist  and  is  con- 
sidered a  safe  man.  When  the  nev/ 
ministry  is  formed,  the  revolutionists  will 
appoint  three  members.  All  questions 
relating  to  the  administration  of  the 
government  will  be  decided  by  a  vote  of 
the  majority  of  the  mmisters. 

Three  elections  will  beheld  throughout 
the  republic  for  members  of  the  consti- 
tuent assembly  and  president.  Both 
armies  under  the  agreement  will  be  dis- 
banded, and  all  of  the  expenses  of  the 
war  incurred  by  either  party  will  be  con- 
sidered a  national  debt  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  public  treasury. 

In  the  new  government  the  revolution- 
ists will  have  a  majority  in  the  cabinet. 
Many  of  the  revolutionists  were  dissatis- 
fied with  the  terms  of  the  settlement,  but 
the  opposition  was  overcome  by  the  ad- 
vice of  cool-headed  leaders. 


END  OF  FINDUY'S  BOOM. 


All  the  Glass  Manufacturers  to  Leave  Next 
Month. 
FiNDLAY,  O.,  June  2. — The  final  throes 
of  a  dying  boom  based  upon  gas  are  be- 
ing felt  here  now.  The  statement  that 
there  ate   6«o  empty  dwellings  here  is 

said  to  have  been  verified  by  actual 
count. 

Further  the  statement  is  confirmed 
that  all  the  glass  manufacturers  have 
signed  an  agreement  to  move  their  plants 
from  the  town  not  later  than  July  i. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  exodus  will 
take  4000  people  from  the  place.  Some 
of  the  manufacturers  are  going  to  Penn- 
sylvania, but  the  greater  number  will 
locate  in  the  Indiana  gas  fields.

Ihe  World's  Fair  Has  ReRchedYStage  Where 
One  Boss  Should  Rule. 

World's  Fair  Gkounds,  Chicago, 
June  2.— Director  General  Davis  and 
Director  of  Works  Bi.rnham  are  chafing 
under  the  restrictions  placed  upon  them 
by  the  council  of  administration  which  i^ 
composed  of  members  of  the  national 
commission  and  the  local  directory. 
They  think  now  that  ttie  different  com 
mittees  having  lent  their  aid  and  advict 
during  the  constructive  era  of  the  affair, 
it  should  be  allowed  to  be  run  by  one 
man — the  directi»r  general. 

Col.  Davis  and  Mr.  Burnham  have 
had  numerous  consultations  in  regard  to 
the  matter  and  have  inaugurated  a  mile 
rebellion  against  the  council  of  adminis 
tration.  The  usefulness  of  the  director 
of  works  has  about  d  sparted  now  tha'. 
the  buildings  are  completed,  and  it  is 
easily  conjectured  why  Mr.  Biirnhani 
has  formed  this  alliance  with  the  director 
gener.1l. 

The  national  commission  will  no: 
meet  until  July  I  and  f  the  "one  hold' 
scheme  is  successfully  managed,  the 
director  general  will  be  in  control  by  tht: 
time  the  national  body  convenes.  The 
plan  of  the  director  general  is  to  simplify 
the  machinery  of  administration  anc 
some  time  ago  he  sent  a  letter  signed  bj- 
himself  and  Mr.  Burnham  to  the  council 
of  administration,  recommending  tha: 
the  director  general  bu  clothed  with  ful. 
authority  as  the  execu'.ive  head  of  every 
department  of  the  fair  and  that  the  cere- 
monies, ways  and  me:ins,  transportatior 
and  admissions  committees  be  discon- 
tinued and  their  functions  assumed  by 
the  council  of  administration.

During  May. 


The  Gold  Reserve  Has  Again   Fallen  to  a 

Little  Over  Ninety-Five  Million 

Dollars. 


President  Will  Take  Action  Whenever  Re- 
quired to  Meet  the  Emergency  and 
May  Sell  Bonds. 


A  Democratic  Political  Claim  that  the  Re- 
publicans are  Trying  to  Embarrass 
the  Administration. 


Washington,  June  2.— The  public 
debt  statement  issued  today  shows  that 
there  was  a  net  decrease  of  §739,425  dur- 
ing the  month  of  May.  Of  this  $657,175 
was  in  the  amount  of  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  government  and  J82,- 
250  was  in  the  increase  of  the  cash  in  the 
treasury.  The  interest  bearing  debt  in- 
creased $200,000;  debt  on  which  interest 
has  ceased  since  maturity  decreased  $37,- 

480  and    the    debt    bearing    no  interest 
$619,695.    • 

The  aggregate  interest  and  non-inter- 
est bearing  debt  May  31  was  $961,750,- 
888;  on  April  30  it  was  $962,407,764.  The 
certificates  and  treasury  notes  offset  by 
an  equal  amount  of  cash  in  the  treasury 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
!>594.53i|Oi7;  the  gold  reserve,  $95,048,640 
and  the  net  cash  balance  $26,516,514.30. 
In  the  month  there  was  a  elecrease  of 
$,764,749  in  gold  coin  and  bars,  the  total 
at  the  close  being  $196,518,609.  Of 
silver  there  was  an  increase  of  $5,173,874. 
Of  the  surplus  there  was  in  national 
bank  depositories  $11,649,142  against 
$11,270,496  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
month. 

BONDS  MAY  BE  SOLD. 


The  Gold  Reserve   Likely  to  Drop  to  Ninety 
Millions. 

Washington,  June  2. — The  existing 
condition  of  the  governmen's  finance  is 
causing  anxiety.  There  is  grave  reason 
to  fear  that  the  end  of  the  present  week 
will  see  the  gold  reserve  in  the  treasury 
lower  than  it  has  been  since  Mr.  Car- 
lisle first  invaded  it.  Treasury  officials 
said  yesterday  that  according  to  advices, 
official  and  otherwise,  received  by  them 
from  New  York,  there  is  every  outlook 
that  the  withdrawals  of  gold  for  foreign 
shipments  will  reach  $10,000,000  and 
that  therefore  the  reserve  will  be  only 
$90,000,000.  The  lowest  point  reached 
heretofore,  and  one  that  caused  the  sec- 
retary and  President  Cleveland  the 
greatest  apprehension  was  $92,500,000. 

In  this  connection  it  is  stated  that  At- 
torney General  Olney  has  informed  the 
Dresident  that  he  has  full  power  to  issue 
bonds.  One  authority  has  it  that  Mr. 
Olney's  opinion  makes  it  mandatory  upon 
the  president  to  act  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances. The  president  is  now  fully 
convinced  of  his  ground  and  is  confirmed 
in  his  original  opinion  concerning  his 
powers  on  the  matter. 

"Will  the  president  issue  bonds?"  was 
asked  one  of  his  friends. 

"There  is  no  necessity  for  him  to  do  so 
at  the  present  time,  but  if  in  the  future 
he  determines  that  the  situation  requires 
the  selling  of  bonds,  he  most  certainly 
will  do  so.  But  it  may  not  be  necessary 
to  sell  bonds  at  all." 

"What  is  the  situation  concerning  the 
Sherman  silver  law?" 

"If  the  president'were  to  call  now  an 
extra  session  of  congress  to  consider  a 
proposition  to  repeal  that  law,  it  is  ex- 
tremely doubtful  if  that  result  could  be 
accomplished,  but  with  every  day  the 
situation  is  brightening  for  the  Demo- 
crats. The  future  is  to  be  feared  be- 
cause of  the  conduct  of  the  Republi- 
cans. They  have  determined  to  embar- 
rass the  administration  on  this  ques- 
tion." 

This  is  a  sample  Democratic  view  of 
the  situation.  It  is  believed  here  that 
the  Republicans  in  congress  are  willing 
to  act  with  the  prudent  Democrats  in  en- 
acting financial  relief  legislation. 

SOCIAL  PURITY  CONGRESS.

ITS  CREDIT  BROKEN  DOWN. 


Another  Hippopotamus  Came  to  the  Rescue 

and  Two  Men  Pulled  Downey 

Out  of  Danger. 


New  York.  June  2.— Hugh  Downey, 
keeper  of  the  hippopotamus  family  at 
Central  park,  was  nearly  swallowetl  alive 
Wednesday  by  Caliph,  the  monster  male 
behemoth,  whose  ugly  temper  is  prover- 
bial. 

The  hippo  tjulped  the  keeper  down  so 
that  only  his  bvK)ts  were  visible  outside 
the  huge  mouth  when  Miss  Murphy,  the 
female  head  of  the  family,  attacked 
Caliph  with  her  powerful  teeth,  while 
Vark  Inspector  Roy  and  En>jineer  Elli- 
son jumped  over  the  fence  around  the 
tank.  and.  grabbing:  the  boots,  pulled  the 
almost  suffocated  keeper  out  from  the 
fearful  mouth  as  it  was  opened  to  repel 
Miss  Murphy's  attack. 

Caliph  had  been  very  ugly  and  Downey 
had  been  trying  to  get  the  beast  into  its 
own  cage  by  jabbing  it  with  a  pitchfork. 
Instead  of  obeying  it  knocked  iheweapi^n 
aside  with  a  toss  of  its  head  and  then 
opened  its  ponderous  jaws  and  took  the 
man  as  stated  so  that  only  his  boots 
could  be  seen  vainly  kicking  for  help. 

Miss  Murphy  and  Caliph  tight  vicious- 
ly, and  after  she  assisted  to  rescue  the 
keeper  from  the  latter's  jaws  I'the  two 
animals  went  into  the  tight  that  Downey 
had  been  trying  to  prevent.  Miss  Mur- 
phy conquered  and  hit  and  bruised  Caliph 
severely  before  he  gave  up  attacking 
her. 

Downey,  while  getting  off  with  his  life, 
is  considerably  injured,  it  is  feared,  in- 
ternally. Where  Caliph's  two  six-inch 
tusks  held  him  by  the  chest  there  are 
severe  punctures,  and  where  the  tusks  of 
the  upper  jaw  came  in  contact  with  his 
back  the  tlesh  is  alsd  punctured.  Be- 
sides this  he  is  badlv  bruised  in  many 
spots  and  can  hardly  sustain  himself. 
He  has  interna!  pains  at  intervals,  but 
he  refuses  to  go  to  the  luap.tal.  When 
asked  last  night  how  it  felt  to  have  one's 
head  half  way  into  the  maw  of  a  hippo 
he  acknowledged  that  it  was  an  un- 
comfortable position  to  be  in,  and  that 
his  thought  as  he  fe't  his  head  strike 
Caliph's  fat  throat  was  that  he  had  to 
die  but  once,  then  he  lost  consciousness. 
Downey  has  had  many  narrow  escapes 
in  his  career  as  keeper,  but  this  was  the 
closest  shave  of  all. 


COLLECTORS  MUST  GO. 


Internal  Revenue  Collectors  to  be   Asked    to 
Resign. 

Washington,  June  2. — When  the 
president  returns  from  his  fishing  trip  to 
Hog  island,  he  will  take  ud  the  papers 
in  the  cases  of  between  fifteen  and 
twenty  collectors  of  internal  revenue 
which  now  await  his  action. 

Commissioner  Miller  spent  a  week  in 
considering  them  and  made  his  recom- 
mendations. Secretary  Carlisle  spent 
several  days  last  week  in  look- 
ing them  over  and  has  fully  made  up  his 
mind  as  to  whom  he  wants  in  each  case. 
He  will  go  over  the  matter  again  with 
the  president. 

In  the  meantime  Appointment  Clerk 
Kretz  is  getting  together  the  names  of 
the  old  collectors  who  have  tendered 
their  resignations,  and  those  whose 
places  are  wanted  but  who  have  not  done 
so  will  be  requested  to  do  so  at  once.

READY  TO  COMPROMISE. 


The  Kaiier  Will  Agree  to  the  Army  Bill  Being 
Amended. 

Berlin,  June  2. — Many  contradictory 
and  unreliable  statements  have  been 
made  since  the  dissolution  of  reichstag 
as  to  the  course  the  government  pro- 
posed to  fill  toward  the  new  reichstag. 
The  members  will  be  elected  this  month. 
The  government  does  not  desire  to  an- 
tagonize the  electors  and  it  is  denied 
officially  that  the  emperor  or  his  respon- 
sible ministers  are  seeking  a  conflict 
with  the  new  reichstag. 

On  the  contrary  the  government  is 
willing  to  negotiate  for  the  adoption  of 
the  army  bill  on  the  basis  of  the  amend- 
ment of  the  last  reichstag  by  Baron  Von- 
hune  in  regard  to  the  number  of  new 
men  to  be  added  to  the  army. 

WAS  DECLARED   INSANE. 


The  Man  Who  Wanted  to  Kill  Gladstone  Was 
Irresponsible. 

London,  June  2. — Wm.  Townsend, 
the  man  who  was  arrested  on  the  charge 
of  having  discharged  a  pistol  in  Down- 
ing street,  but  really  on  suspicion  of  in- 
tent to  murder  Prime  Minister  Gladstone, 
and  who  was  subsequently  charged  with 
having  sent  to  Mr.  Gladstone  a  letter 
threatening  to  take  Mr.  Gladstone's  life, 
was  put  on  trial  yesterday  at  the  Old 
Bailey. 

The  defense  offered  was  that  Town- 
send  was  guilty  of  the  crime  charged 
against  him  but  was  irresponsible  for  his 
actions.  The  judge  hereupon  ordered 
that  Townsend  ?hould  be  confined  dur- 
ing her  majesty's  pleasure,  the  usual 
order  made  when  convicted  persons  are 
held  to  be  irresponsible  on  the  ground  of 
insanity. 

MARRIED  IN  BERLIN. 


Miss  Phelps'  Marriage  Was  a  Very  Private 
Affair. 
Berlin,  June  2. — The  marriage  of 
Miss  Marion  Phelps,  daughter  of  the 
Hon.  William  Walter  Phelps,  late  minis- 
ter of  the  United  States  in  Berlin,  to  Dr. 

France  Von  Rottenburg  was  solemn- 
ized yesterday  in  a  most  private  manner 
at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Phelps. 

Twenty-four  guests  were  present,  in- 
cluding Minister  Runyon  and  Mrs.  Run- 
yon,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Poultney  Bigelow, 
Herr  Frederick  Krupp,  the  great  gun 
manufacturer,  and  Herr  \'on  Roet- 
ticher.

SHOT  HIS  ISM. 


An  Engineer  of  a  Mississippi  River  Boat  Shot 

a  Woman  and  Then  Killed 

Himself. 


They  Had  Been  Living  Together  for  Some 

Time,  and  She  Deserted  Him 

For  a  Negro. 


The  Murdered  Woman  Was  of  a  Wealthy 

Family,  but  Latterly  Lived  a 

Shameful  Life. 


Gkeenvillk,  Miss.,  June  2.— At  8 
o'clock  on  the  levee  south  of  here  En- 
gineer Morrow,  of  the  boat  Napoleon, 
shot  and  killed  Kfiie  Baker,  a  beautiful 
but  notorious  woman  of  the  town,  and 
then  shot  himself.  Morrow  had  been 
living  with  the  Baker  woman  for  a  long 
time,  but  she  deserted  him  for  a  negro  a 
few  weeks  ago.  Morrow  passed  yester- 
ilay  hunting  for  his  rival,  but  failed  to 
find  him. 

About  dark,  however,  he  met  his  truant 
mistress.  They  spoke  a  few  words  when 
he  drew  a  revolver,  thrust  it  in  the  face 
of  the  woman  and  fired,  the  shot  entering 
the  head  just  under  the  eye.  As  the 
woman  fell,  he  fired  another  shot  which 
missed  its  mark.  He  then  placed  the 
pistol  to  his  own  temple  and  pulled  the 
trigger.  Both  were  dead  in  less  than  ten 
minutes. 

The  murdered  woman  was  of  a 
wealthy  family  in  Lawrence  City,  Miss.,^ 
and  several  years  ago  married  a  man 
named  Moore,  but  lately  has  been  living 
a  life  of  shame.

The  Hawaiian  Question. 
The  latest  news  from  Hawaii,  whici 
was  published  in  a  dispatch  in  yester- 
day's Herald,  is  of  a  rather  disquietin:< 
nature.  The  people  of  Honolulu  ar--; 
becoming  tired  of  the  present  state  c: 
affairs,  and  without  the  United  States 
maruies  to  back  them  up  the  members 
of  the  provisional  government  are  actu- 
ally in  danger  of  being  suddenly  re- 
moved from  the  official  positions  which 
they  seized  upon  deposing  the  queeji 
several  months  ago.  The  sympathizers 
with  the  queen  are  numerous,  appar- 
ently the  greater  in  point  of  numbers, 
and  while  they  undoubtedly  could  rein- 
instate  the  monarchy,  they  are  dispose<! 
to  await  definite  word  from  this  country 
on  the  annexation  question. 

As  the  patience  of  the    royalists   ma.' 
soon  become  exhausted,  there    is  neces- 
sity of  an  early  decision  being  made    b.- 
this  government.    When    the  subject  t^ 
annexation    was    first   broached     many 
people,  without  any    consideration,    er  - 
dorsed  it  at  once.      Many    people  havi 
since  changed  their    views    on  this  suV  - 
ject,  and    some   weighty    reasons    havo 
been         offered         against         annexa- 
tion.      One      of      the      best      article; 
on      the       Hawaiian       question      has 
recently     been       written     by      Judgj 
Thomas    M.   Coolev.    He    writes  vigo- 
rously and  he  throws  a  flood  ot   light   o  i 
the  merits  of  the  question.    Annexatioi , 
he  intimates,  would  not  only  be   uncor- 
stitutional,  but  the  very  title  of  the  "pro- 
visional government"  seems  to  negativ; 
its  authority  to  offer  the  islands  as  a  gift 
to  a  foreign  nation. 

It  is    perfectly   manifest,  says  JudgJ 
Cooley,  that  unless  we    are  to  treat  tbe 
American  and  English  settlers  upon   the 
islands  as  persons  entitled   to  esUbliib 
for  themselves  institutions    at    will,    re- 
gardless of  the  wishes  ot  the  remainder 
of  the  people,  we  cannot    tor  a  moment 
sanction     what    is    proposed;     but     it 
we  make  the  recognition  and  give  effect 
to  their  will  by  receiving  the  proposed 
gif  t,|we  are  bringing  incongruous  elements 
into  a   Union  never  framed    to  receive 
them,  and  we  are  justifying  an  extension 
of  the  constitution  formed  for  the  govern- 
ment of  a  Union  of  harmonious  and  con- 
tiguous   states    of    the  North  American 
continent,  so  as  to  bring  under  its  rule  as 
a  part  of  that  Union  countries  inhabited 
by  races  radically  different  in   physical 
and   also  in  mental    characteristics    to 
those    by  and  for  whom  the  Union  was 
established,  in  whatever  quarter    of  the 
globe  we  may   find  them. 

These  are  points  that  are  worth  cot  - 
sidering  when  reaching  a  decision  on  the 
important  tjuestion  that  must  speedily 
be  faced  and  definitely  settled. 


Stable  Tariff  Laws. 
There  is  a  sensible  article  on  the  tariff 
question  in  the  .current  number  of  the 
Review  of  Reviews.  The  editor.  Dr. 
•Albert  Shaw,  is  a  protectionist,  but  he  is 
candid  enough  to  admit  that  it  is  not  in 
the  least  true  that  this  great  country 
would  be  ruined  by  trading  freely  with 
other  countries,  although  he  also  claims 
that  it  is  not  in  the  least  true  that  this 
country  has  been  victimized  or  imperiled 
to  any  al.iiming  extent  by  the  protective 
policy,  nor  is  it  true  that  the  McKinley 
act  is  the  monstrous  thinj;  that  the  poli 
ticians  who  have  never  read  it  declare  it 
to  be.  Dr.  Shaw's  plea  is  for  a  stable 
tariff  policy  during  a  reasonable  period, 
and  then  our  industrial  life  would  not  be 
fatally  affected  by  any  tariff  policy  that 
any  conceivable  .American  government 
could  be  foolish  enough  to  en.act. 

The  worst  thing  about  our  taritT  laws, 
he  contends,  is  the  fact  that  they  arc  not 
enacted  for  a  definite  period.  Every 
item  in  every  schedule  ought  to  have  a 
time  limit  fixed,  at  the  end  of  which  it 
would  expire  unless  renewed  by  express 
act.  When  the  government  places  a 
certain  specified  import  duty  upon  a 
given  article,  it  virtually  enters  into  con- 
tract relations  with  three  classes  of  peo- 
ple. These  are:  i,  the  foreign  manu- 
facturers; 2,  the  importing  merchants, 
and  3,  the  American  manufacturers. 

The  country  is  engaged  in  a  large  for- 
eign trade,  and  it  is  absurd,  Dr.  Shaw 
urges,  to  look  with  unfriendly  eyes  upon 
European  manufacturers  who  make 
goods  to  sell  in  our  markets.  When  we 
fix  a  duty  upon  foreign  goods  we  create 
a  condition  to  wihch  the  foreign  manu- 
facturer for  the  American  market  must 
adjust  his  methods  of  production.  We 
serve  notice  upon  the  importer,  through 
whose  hands  these  foreign  goods  pass, 
that  his  position  in  the  market  must  be 
modified  by  the  fact  of  the  new  rate  of 
import  tax.  Upon  American  capital  and 
Libor  we  serve  notice  that  their  position 
in  the  home  market  as  regards  that  par- 
ticular commodity  will  be  materially  af- 
fected by  the  amount  of  discriminating 
tax  levied  upon  the  foreign  competitor. 
When  once  the  duty  is  duly  fixed  and 
has  become  a  part  of  the  working  law  of 
the  land,  it  is  neither  good  public  policy 
nor  is  it  good  morals  to  change  itci- 
priciously.  It  amounts  in  morals  to  a 
breach  of  contract  with  the  entire  bdsi- 
ness  community.  If  the  government 
chooses  to  prescribe  the  directions  in 
which  the  industrial  life  of  the  country 
shall  tlow,  it  should  enter  this  do  main  in 
an  orderly  and  cllculable  manner. 
Otherwise,  it  should  keep  its  hands  off. 
Whatever  arguments  there  may  be  for  a 
consistent  and  well-established  system 
of  protection,  there  can  be  no  possible 
argu!jents  for  a  wobbling  and  uncertaia 
policy. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a    stable  tariff 
policy  would  be  highly    beneficial  to  the 
business  interests    of  the  country.     The 
uncertainty     of    probable     changes    in 
duties  due  to  the    change  of  administra- 
tion has  a  serious  effect  on  business  gen- 
erally.     It  throws   the    whole    busine;  s 
world   into  a  state  of    unceitainty  every 
four  years,   and  for  the    time  being  busi- 
ness    is      restricted     and     in      sortie 
lines  completely  paralyzed.    When  the 
election  results  in  a   change  of  admmis- 
trations,  the    uncertainty  and    feeling  of 
distrust  is  increased,    and  the    business 
interests  suffer  severely.    All  this  would 
be  remedied  by  a  s'.able  tariff    policy  for 
a  reasonable  period,   such  as    the  writer 
in  the  Review  .of   Reviews  suggests.    It 
is  an  idea  that  the  next  congress,  in  fram- 
ing its  tariff  legislation,  would  do  well  lo 
adopt.

WASHINGTON'S  CABIN  HOME. 


A  Historic  Building  Which   Is  Fast  Going  t) 
Decay. 

There  are  few  buildings  that  attract 
the  admirers  of  Washington  that  have 
more  of  interest  in  them  than  this  decay- 
ing cabin,  which  stands  alone  in  an  old 
pasture  field  a  half  mile  from  Berryvilk, 
in  the  beautiful  Shenandoah  valley  of 
Vir£:inia. 

The  old  cabin  was  the  home  of  Wash- 
ington when  he  was  a  surveyor.  He 
came  here  direct  from  the  maternal  roof 
to  begin  the  arduous  and,  at  that  time, 
danpcerous  work  of  surveying  the  lands 
of  Thomas,  Lord  Fairfax,  who  owned  al 
the  northern  part  of  Virginia  under  the 
king's  patent.  The  work  was  arduous 
because  of  the  physical  aspect  of  the 
country,  then  a  dense  wilderness,  and 
dangerous  because  of  the  character  of  th^ 
inhal>itants,  who  were  principally  In- 
dians or  scarcely  less  wild  trappers  or 
squatters  upon  bis  lordship's  domain. 

Washington  had  been  selected  by  the 
old  nobleman  because  of  his  belief  inthj 
youth's  abilitv  to  cope  with  these  ek  - 
ments,  and  the  young  surveyor  left  his 
borne  on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac  early 
in  1748,  jubt  after  the  completion  of  his 
sixteenth  vear,  his  only  companion  bein.' 
George  William  Fairfax,  nephew  of  old 
Lord  Thomas.  Whether  these  boys 
erected  the  building  or  found  it  alreadv 
in  place  history  doei  not  state,  but  well- 
authenticated  tradition  says  that  they 
built  it  themselves.  That  they  used  it 
for  an  office,  kept  their  instruments  there 
and  slept  in  the  upper  room,  there  is 
ample  proof. 

"Greenway  Court."  the  home  of  Lorl 
Fairfax,  was  about  ten  miles  south  of 
this  little  hut.  which  Irving  s.iys  was 
"not  far  from  the  Shenindoah,"  ana 
about  twelve  miles  from  the  ^resert 
town  of  Winchester.  Here,  during  ail 
the  summer  of  1748,  when  not  actively 
engaged  in  the  field,  they  were  busy 
with  their  office  work  or  in  defining 
bounds  for  the  settlers.  Washington 
frequently  wrole  home  from  here,  and 
nearly  all  of  his  letters  contained  allu- 
sions to  the  droll  habits  of  the  settlers. 

The  old  hut  has.  in  the  memory  of  the 
present  generation,  done  duty  as  a  "milk 
house"  for  farmers.  Of  the  dense  cop?e 
of  trees  which  Howe  says  shaded  the 
spring,  only  a  tall  and  sturdy  elm  re- 
mains.

Father  Connolley.  the  Two  Hrirbors 
priest  whose  alleged  crmes  Iiavc  been 
pretty  well  aired  in  the  newspapers  the 
past  tew  days,  was  brooijht  to  Duluih 
last  night  for  sale  keeping,  the  temper 
of  the  populace  beini;  such  that  it  was 
feared  persona:  harm  and  perhaps  death 
by  lynching  m:ih:  come  to  him  there. 
At  the  county  jail  he  was  booked  as  plain 
James  E.  Ccnaolley.  The  criminal  de- 
partment on  the  second  tloor  beisg 
crowded    Connoiley  was   a3S!;^ned    to  a 

cell  on  the  tirst  floor  with  two  coarse, 
thicknecked  fellows  serving  sentences 
tor  petty  crimes. 

A  Herald  reporter  called  on  Cmnoliey 
at  his  cell  dix>r  this  morning.  He  lay  m 
the  hammock  smoking  a  cigar  and  iazily 
watching  his  fellow  prisoners  who  were 
seated  at  a  table  absorbed  m  a  game  »t 
seven-up  played  w:th  a  j^reasy  deck  of 
cards.  Connjiley  shot  a  quick,  suspici- 
ous glance  at  the  reporter,  raised  upon 
one  elbow  and  smiled  when  he  learned 
the  newspaper  man's  errand.  He  slowly 
came  forward  and  took  a  siat  near  the 
front  of  the  cage. 

••What  paper  do  you  represent?  Who 
has  been  wnting  tnis  stotf  fri>m  Two 
Harbors.'  They  do  not  let  me  see  the 
papers.  I  ata  told  the*  have  been  pretty 
rough  on  me.  Where  do  they  get  their 
stuti?"  The  questions  and  statements 
came  from  him  crowded  quickly  one 
upon  the  other  as  he  scrasped  the  re- 
porter's hand  and  murmurea  that  he  was 
glad  to  see  him.

BIG  DAY  IN  COURT.

Vags    Were    Numerous— John 
Wanberg  Sent  Up. 

Judge  Powell  had  u  great  grist  this 
morning — an  even  dozen  and  a  half. 
Four  drunks  could  not  admit  the  charge 
and  will  be  tried    by   the    court.    Seven 

pleaded  guilty  .ind  went  up  for  ten  days 
each.  John  Sills,  a  vag,  wi»h  a  face  th^t 
would  convict  him  most  any  place,  went 
UD  for  five  days.  Three  other  gentlemen 
of  leisure  were  discharged  on  the  promise 
to  get  work  and  stick  to  it. 

Joseph  McCarty  was  charged  with 
disorderly  conduct  and  in  entering  his 
plea  of  not  guilty  threateneti  dire  things 
to  Detectives  Kenna  and  Hayden,  who 
arrested  him.  Later  he  said  he  sup- 
posed there  was  no  use  of  his  pleading 
not  guilty  against  ihe  words  of  "them 
detectives,"  and  if  he  could  not  have  a 
trial  at  once,  he  wmild  plead  guilty  and 
take  his  medicine  m  time  to  get  a  county 
dinner.  He  will  eat  at  county  expense 
for  the  succeeding  twelve  days.  The 
detectives  say  he  is  a  member  of  the 
light- lingered  brigade  and  was  trying  to 
get  his  work  in  on  a  party  of  carousing 
lumbermen  when  arrested.  . 

John  Wanberg  was  charged  with  fail- 
ure to  support  his  wife  and  three  child- 
ren, aged  respectively  8,  4  and  2  years. 
Alderman  Cc.x,  who  had  become  inter- 
ested in  the  case,  made  the  complaint. 
Wanberg  is  a  painter  and  paperhanger 
bv  trade  and  well  able  to  earn  a  com- 
fortable living  for  himself  and  family. 
John  H.  LaVaque  testified  that  working 
only  part  time  he  made  from  S25  to  S50 
per  month.  Mrs.  Wanberg,  a  neat  and 
pleasant  looking  little  woman,  told  the 
story  of  her  sufferings  in  a  clear  and 
straight  forward  manner.  The  grocer 
had  given  her  credit  until  the  bill  reached 
nearly  Sipo  and  it  was  apparent  her  hus- 
band would  pay  nothing.  A  neighbor 
testified  that  Mrs.  W'anberg  and  the 
children  were  without  shoes  in  the  cold- 
est winter  weather  until  provided  for  by 
the  kind  hearted  neighbors.  Wanberg 
told  in  a  shamefaced  way  a  flimsy  story 
that  his  wife's  temper  was  such  that  they 
could  not  stay  in  one  place  long. 

Judge  Powell  found  him  guilty  and 
sentenced  him  to  thirty  days,  suggesting 
that  he  ought  to  have  the  full  penalty  of 
the  law  but  that  a  month  would  give  him 
time  for  reflection  and  release  him  in 
time  to  take  advantage  of  the  busy 
season  at  his  trade.

Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  June  2.— The 
situation  this  morning  so  far  as  the  elec- 
tric street  railway  strike  is  concerned  is 
as  follows:  The  police  force  has  been 
released  from  special  duty  and  twenty- 
five  deputy  sheriffs,  including  in  the  list 
bankers,  lawyers,  editors  and  business 
men,  were  sworn  in  to  maintain  peace 
and  protect  the  company's  property. 

At  II  o'clock  these  deputies  gathered 

in  the  county  commissioners'  room  to 
discuss  the  situation.  Theiv  number  was 
soon  increased  to  several  hundred,  and 
the  gathering  assumed  the  form  of  a 
mass  meeting.  A  committee  composed 
of  seven  representative  business  men 
was  appointed  to  confer  with  President 
Robinson  and  also  with  the  strikers  in 
the  interests  of  arbitration. 

Many  wires  were  cut  last  nieht.  They 
are  being  repaired  and  at  i  o'clock  all  is 
quiet.     No  cars  are  running. 

At  l:'^o  o'clock  the  street  railway  com- 
pany proposed  to  pay  the  motor  men  and 
conductors  15  cents  per  hour,  commenc- 
ing June  15,  providing  the  discharge  of 
six  old  employes  who  did  not  join  the 
strikers  is  not  demanded.  The  stiikers 
are  now  considering  this  proposition.  A 
settlement  is  likely  to  follow. 

Later — The  strike  was  declared  off  at 
3  o'clock.  The  employes  v/cre  granted 
the  increase  in  wages.  Cars  will  begin 
running  at  once. 


FACTORIES  TO  SHUT  DOWN. 


k\\  the  Plate  Glass  Factories 
to  Close. 


of  the  Country 


Pittsburg,  June  2. — It  is  stated  on 
good  authority  that  a  general  shut  down 
of  the  plate  glass  factories  of  the  coun- 
try will  take  place  within  a  month  to 
last  an  indefinite  period.  It  is  given  out 
as  a  reason  for  this  action  that  the  fac- 
tories in  the  combme  have  become  so 
overstocked  that  a  suspension  of  produc- 
tion is  an  absolute  necessity,  not  be- 
cause of  dull  trade,  but  because  the  fac- 
tories have  no  longer  any  room  to  store 
the  unsalable  product. 

Opponents  of  the  organization  hint 
that  the  above  is  not  the  real  object  of 
the  suspension  of  production,  but  that 
the  trust  means  to  diminish  the  stock  of 
glass  in  the  market  and  then  raise  the 
prices.  The  general  stoppage  contem- 
plated will  bring  serious  consequences 
to  the  thousands  of  men  employed  at  the 
factories. 


HE  CAN  PRODUCE  RAIN. 


The  Rock  Island's  Superintendent  Makes  a 

Successful  Experiment. 

ToPEK.A,  Kas.,  June  2.— C.    B.  Jewell, 

the  superintendent    of    rainmaking    for 

the    Chicago,  Rock    Island    &    Pacific 

Railway  company,  began  his  rainmaking 

experiments  at  Meade  yesterday  after- 
noon. His  apparatus  was  set  up  in  the 
laboratory  car  and  the  cloud  collecting 
gases  were  sent  into  the  clear  sky  about 
sundown. 

After  operations  had  continued  for  six 
hours,  light  clouds  were  visible  in  all  di- 
rections about  the  horizon.  At  10 
o'clock  they  gathered  in  a  large  body 
and  at  10:30  a  light  drizzling  rain  began 
to  fall  which  continued  until  i  o'clock 
this  morning  when  it  cleared.  At  day- 
light this  morning  the  conditions  were 
still  favorable  for  the  successful  termin- 
ation of  the  experiment. 

Mr.  Jewell  has  kept  his  apparatus 
constantly  at  work  and  will  not  discon- 
tinue his  operations  for  several  days,  or 
until  a  drenching  rain  has  fallen.  There 
has  been  no  rain  in  Southwestern  Kan- 
sas, where  the  experiment  is  being  con- 
ducted, for  eight  months  and  the  favor- 
able beginning  of  Jewell's  work  has 
proven  very  encouraging  to  the  officers 
of  the  Rock  Island  Railroad  company  in 
this  city. 

They  are  today  more  thoroughly  con- 
vinced than  ever  that  Jewell  has  mas- 
tered the  science  of  rainmaking  and 
that  protracted  dry  seasons  in  Kansas 
are  at  an  end. 


HE  DREW  A  PRIZE. 


A  Man  Buys  an  Unclaimed  Valise  and  Gets 
$100,000. 

Montreal,  June  2.— Lee  Stanton,  an 
English  painter,  bought  a  leather  valise 
at  the  Grand  Trunk  railway  sale  of  un- 
claimed baggage  for  $2.  On  opening  it 
he  found  107  shares  in  the  Western  Gas 
Improving  company,  of  Chicago,  fully 
paid  up  and  worth  $107,000. 

The  valise  was  the  property  of  Louis 
Halberstadt,  who  died  in  Brockville.Ont., 
in  October,  i8qi, of  alcoholism.  He  went 
to  Brockville  from  Naperville,  111.  A 
large  sum  of  money  and  some  jewelry 
which  he  was  known  to  have  had  just 
prior  to  his  death  were  missing  and  it 
was  generally  believed  at  the  time  that 
he  had  been  robbed. 


DRILLED  TWO  SAFES. 


Burglars  Fail  to  Accomplish  Their  Purpose 
at  Jamestown. 

Jamestown,  N.  D.,  June  2.— Two  at- 
tempts were  made  to  blow  open  t  he 
safes  in  J.  J.  Roper's  coal  and  wood  yard 
office  and  Thomas  Driscoll's  '.billiard 
hall.  Roper's  office  was  entered  about 
midnight  and  the  lock  near  the  combi- 
nation nearly  drilled  through  when  the 
thieves  were  scared  off  by  a  person  liv- 
ing in  the  building. 

Driscoll's  place  was  entered  by  the 
cellar,  the  safe  drilled  and  half  a  pound 
of  powder  placed  inside  and  a  fuse  laid 
ready  to  fire,  when  the  attempt  was 
given  up,  and  a  small  sum  of  money  in 
the  cash  register  was  taken.  Two  men 
were  arrested  on  suspicion.

entered  a  furnace  to  clean  it  out  and  the 
door  which  fastens  was  closed  behind 
tiim. 

All  efforts  to  attract  the  attention  of  his 
fellow  workmen  were  unavailing,  and  the 
fumes  of  carbonic  acid  gas  gradually 
overcame  him  until  he  sank  unconscious. 
He  was  not  discovered  for  several  hours 
and  when  taken  out  was  barely  alive. 

Physicians  worked  over  him  all  night 
at  the  hospital,  and  this  morning  there  is 
but  a  bare  chance  of  his  recovery. 


CAUSED  A  SMALL  PANIC. 

A  Firm  That  Plunged   With  Little  Capital  and 
Failed. 

Chicago,  June  2.— Kellogg  &  Forsythe, 
a  small  commission  firm,  failed  today. 
They  started  in  business  a  month  ago 
with  a  capital  of  only  $10,000.  On  this 
the  new  firm  plunged  more  extensively 
than  many  other  firms  with  a  far  greater 
capital. 

They  were  long  in  everything  in  the 
market  and  were  wiped  out  by  the  de- 
cline of  the  last  two  weeks.  It  is  said 
that  their  debts  on  the  board  aggregate 
$8000  to  Sio.ooo.  Their  failure  caused  a 
small  panic  on  the  board,  wheat  declin- 
ing one  cent.

Chicago,  June  2.— Arguments  in  the 
case  of  the  government  against  the  ex- 
position authorities  lor  an  injunction 
against  the  opening  of  the  gates  on  Sun- 
day was  concluded  today. 

This  morning  Atiorncv  Hiirh.  on  be- 
half of  the  gt>vornment.  made  ih;  closing 
address  reviewing  the  arguments  already 
advanced  and  insisting  upon  the  abso- 
lute character  of  the  governmental  ct)n- 
Irol. 

The  court  will  take  the  matter  under 
•idvisement.  It  is  doubtful  whether  a 
decision  will  be  reacheil  this  week. 
Meanwhile  the  exposition  authorities 
have  issued  the  usual  notice  to  its  em- 
ployes concerning  the  opening  of  the 
gates  next  Sunday, 

Just  before  the  federal  court  adjourned 
this  afteniiH>n.  the  first  move  towards  a 
decision  in  the  suit  brought  by  the  gov- 
ernment was  made.  Eager  to  obtain  a 
prompt  ruling,  I'nited  States  Attorney 
-Milchrist  asked  that  in  the  absence  of  a 
permanent  decision  a  restraining  order 
be  given  effect  for  next  Sunday.  He 
was  refused. 


REVIEWED  BY  THE  EMPRESS. 


The  Spring  Review  of  the  Berlin  Garrison 
Held  Today, 

Berlin  June  2.— The  spring  review  of 
the  Uerlin  garrison  was  held  m  the  Tem- 
pethofer  field.  The  German  empress 
sat  on  horseback  at  the  saluting  point 
where  she  reviewed  the  troops  as  they 
passed. 

The  German  emperor  led  the  Second 
regiment  of  foot  guards  past  the  empress 
and  afterward  theempemr, accompanied 
by  Price  \ictor,  count  oi  Turin  and 
nephew  of  the  king  of  Italy,  rode  at  the 
heatl  I'f  the  troops  into  Berlin  where  the 
emperor,  his  royal  visitor  ami  soldiers  of 
the  garrison  were  received  with  hearty 
cheers  and  great  demonstrations  of  en- 
thusiasm.  

OVER  AN    EMBANKMENT. 


A  Train  Wrecked  by  a  Washout  and  Two  Men 
Killed. 

Columbia,  S.  C,  June  2.— A  furious 
rain  storm  generally  prevailed  through- 
out this  state  last  night  and  washouts  are 
reported  on  different  lines  of  railroads. 

Mixed  train  No.  g  coming  South  on 
the  Richmond  ^S:  Danville,  when  within 
three  miles  south  of  Ridgeway,  ran  into 
a  washout  about  100  feet  wide  and  Engi- 
neer German  and  Fireman  Henry  were 
killed.  The  train  was  badly  wrecked, 
going  down  an  embankment  twenty  feet. 
Express  Messenger  \V.  Holmes,  who  is 
badly  bruised,  is  the  only  other  person 
hurt. 

AN  EDITOR  ASSAULTED. 


He  Alluded  to  Stories  About  Cruel  Beating  of 
a  Child. 

Port  Huron,  Mich.,  June  2. — L.  A. 
Sherman,  proprietor  of  the  Port  Huron 
Times,  was  assaulted  and  badly  injured 
in  Military  street  last  night  by  A.  C. 
Bachelor,  a  wealthy  manufacturer.  The 
affair  has  made  a  tremendous   sensation. 

At  various  times  Mr.  Bachelor's  neigh- 
bors have  complained  that  he  has  cruelly 
whipped  one  of  his  children,  and  Wed- 
nesday night  the  Times  published  an 
allusion  to  the  stories.  A  warrant  has 
been  issued  for  the  arrest  of  Bachelor. 


ED  PARDRIDGE  ARRESTED. 


The  Wheat  Plunger  Charged  With  Abducting  a 
Girl. 

Chicago,  June  2 —Edwin  Pardridge, 
the  well  known  board  of  trade  man,  was 
arrested  this  afternoon  on  a  warrant 
sworn  out  by  Mrs,  Frances  Korzinski, 
who  accuses  him  of  abducting  her 
daughter,  Sarah  Korzinski. 

The  warrant  was  issued  bv  Justice 
Hamburger,  before  whom  Pardridge  was 
taken  and  gave  bail  in  the  sum  of  $ioco 
for  a  hearing  June  9.

A  Question  ol  Using  That  Figured  in  a  Duluth 
Case. 

The  state  supreme  court  handed  down 
ten  decisions  yesterday.  The  following 
are  upon  cases  originating  in    Duluth: 

George  M.  Holmes  et    al,    appellants. 

vs.  State  Bank  of  Uuluth.   respondent. 

Syllabus:  Where  property  is  sold  on 
a  usurious  mortgage  one  who  pur- 
chases at  the  foreclosure  sale  and  pays 
his  money  without  any  notice  of  the 
usurious  character  of  the  mortgage  is 
protected  as  a  bona  tide  purchaser  of  the 
property;  and  the  same  is  true  where  af- 
ter a  foreclosure  sale  and  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  time  of  redemption  a  per- 
son buys  the  interest  or  estate  of  the 
mortgagee  who  bid  in  the  property  at  such 
sale. 

Where  one  buys  an  accommodation 
note  of  the  payee,  not  knowing  that  it 
was  accommodation  paper,  but  suppos- 
ing that  it  was  alreatiy  a  valid  subsist- 
ing security  in  the  hands  of  the  payee, 
the  transaction  is  not  usurious,  al- 
though he  l)o\ight  the  paper  at  a  dis- 
count greater  than  the  legal  rate  of  in- 
terest.   Order  aftirmed.     Mitchkll  J. 

Charles  W.  Culver  et  al,  respondents, 
vs.  Scott  &  Holston  Lumber  company, 
appellant. 

Syllabus:  Evidence  held  to  justify 
the  verdict.  U  is  not  necessary  that 
the  memorandum  used  by  a  witness  to 
refresh  his  memory  should  have  been 
made  by  himself.  He  may  use  one 
made  by  anyone  il,  after  inspecting  it,  he 
can  testify  of  the  facts  from  his  own  re- 
collection. 

The  issue  being  whether  certain  goods 
were  sold  and  delivered  on  the  credit  of 
defendants  or  one  C,  defendants  re- 
quested the  court  to  charge  the  jury 
that  the  fact  that  the  goods  were 
charged  on  plaintiff's  books  to  C.  was 
evidence  that  the  credit  was  given  to 
him  and  not  to  defendants.  Held  not 
error  to  modify  the  request  by  instruct- 
ing the  jury  that  this  fact  was  a  circum- 
stance in  the  case  which  should  be  con- 
sidered bv  them  in  determining  to  whom 
the  credit  was  given.  Judgment  af- 
firmed. Mitchell,  J. 


THE   BICYCLt   IN    1993. 


Capt.  Samuel  Eldridge  Dead, 
Capt.  Samuel  Eldridge.  a  resident  of 
Buffalo  for  more  than  sixty  years,  is 
dead.  He  was  well  known  in  marine 
shipping  circles,  having  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  Charles  F.Sternberi;  in  what  was 
at  that  time  the  beginning  of  the  line 
now  known  as  the  Western  Transit  com- 
pany. Mr.  Eldridge  continued  with  this 
company  for  some  years,  holding  a  posi- 
tion of  trust.  In  1871  he  was  made  har- 
bormaster and  filled  the  positif>n  until 
about  eight  vears  ago.  In  the  "Patriot 
War"  of  1837-38  he  was  a  captain  of 
artillery,  and  often  took  great  pleasure  in 
reciting  his  ex{)erience5  during  those  ex- 
citing days,  Capt.  Eldridge  had  attained 
the  age  of  83  years.

Bi  FFALO,  N.  Y.,    June    2.— The  dam- 
aged wheat  in  the  barge    115  amounts    o 
11,268   bushels,    and    the  entire    lot  was 
sold  here  at  27  cents  per  bushel. 

Lake  Freights. 
Cleveland,  O.,  June  2.— The  Cleve- 
land freight  market  has  settled  down  to 
business,  with  no  tendency  toward  a 
change  of  any  kind  in  rates  on  either 
coal  or  ore.  As  Ashland  shippers  of  ore 
are  well  supplied  with  contract  tonnage, 
there  is  little  hope  of  advancing  the  rate 
from  that  port  in  the  absence  of  a  higher 
Duluth  grain  rate. 

For  an  Ocean  Whaleback. 
The  Frontier  Iron  Works,  Detroit,  are 
preparing  for  the  immediate  shipment  of 
a  triple-expansion  marine  engine  to 
Everett,  on  Fuget  Sound.  The  engine 
was  constructod  for  the  American  Steel 
Barge  company,  to  be  placed  in  the 
whaleback  steamer  now  about  completed 
at  Everett.  The  engine  is  a  duplicate  of 
the  one  built  for  the  steamer  Pathfinder, 
except  that  this  one  is  provided  with  a 
surface  condenser,  Which  is  necessarv 
where  salt  water  is  used  in  the  boilers. 
The  cylinders  are  24,  38  and  64  inches  in 
diameter,  with  42  inches  stroke,  and  will 
develop  about  2200  horse-power.  The 
boilers  are  four  in  number,  each  11  feet 
in  diameter  and  the  same  in  length. 
They  are  tested  to  165  pounds  and  were 
timed  out  of  the  shop  of  Wickes  Bros., 
Saginaw.

Years  From  Now. 

The  bicycle  of  I'JOa  will  be  built  on  verj 
much  the  same  lines  as  the  safety  of  ISyS— 
i.  c,  with  two  small  wtieols  very  nearly  of  u 
Ri/.c.  This  was  the  plan  of  the  first  machine 
built  in  ISIT,  and  now  after  a  lajwe  of  7( 
years  we  have  come  back  to  the  original 
desitru.  A  niachinr  on  this  plan  can  ht 
built  stronger  and  lighter  than  on  any  othei 
nuxU'l.  With  the  weight  between  twc 
wheels  there  is  less  vibration  than  when  it 
is  over  either  one  of  them,  as  in  passing 
over  an  obstruction  the  weight  is  lifted  onlj 
half  the  distance  iu  the  former  case  that  it 
id  in  the  latter. 

Then  by  the  use  of  some  alloy  of  greatei 
tensile  strength,  weight  for  weight,  than 
steel,  and  by  filling  the  tires  and  the  tubes 
in  the  framing  with  hydrogen  instead  ol 
air,  the  weight  of  a  road  machine  will  bt 
reduced  to  10  pounds  or  less,  while  racing 
machines  will  not  Aveigh  half  that  much. 
The  machine  will  also  be  made  so  that  it 
can  bv  folded  up  and  carried  about  or  stowed 
away  in  some  corner.  By  improvements  ic 
the  construction  of  the  bearings  of  moving 
parts  friction  will  be  almost  wholly  elimi- 
nated, and  the  method  of  applying  powci 
will  bK?  so  perfected  that  there  will  be  ab 
solutely  no  such  thing  as  lost  power. 

The  roads  will  be  prepunnl  especially  foi 
bicycles,  the  gratles  l)eing  very  slight  and 
in  fart  only  sufficient  to  jjrovido  propei 
drainage.  The  surface  will  bo  hjird  and 
smooth,  the  outer  edge  of  all  curves  beinj; 
raisc'il  as  on  a  race  track.  The  roads  wili 
be  kept  clean,  ;is  by  that  time  the  honw 
will  be  found  .only  in  zoological  ganlens 
The  improvement  in  the  rider  will  be  equal 
ly  marked.  From  the  continued  and  in 
creasing  use  of  the  wheel  a  race  of  peopU 
will  be  evolvetl  that  will  take  to  cycling  ai 
readily  as  a  foreign  immigi-ant  does  to  poll 
tics.  Taking  all  these  things  into  consid 
eration,  we  in;iy  expect  an  average  speed  01 
SO  miles  an  hour  on  the  roiid  and  CO  mile? 
an  hour  on  the  track.  The  use  of  the  um 
chine  will  be  universal.  Children  will  b« 
taught  to  ride  as  they  are  now  taught  tc 
walk.  The  suburbs  of  our  great  cities  wili 
e.\tend  from  00  to  100  miles  In  every  dirtc 
♦ion.  All patentswillhavee.xpircdaudsucL 
large  (juantities  of  bicycles  will  be  luauu 
factured  that  the  cost  will  be  nominal  anc 
within  the  reach  of  all.  There  will  be  nc 
more  crowded  tenement  houses.  Thearti 
s:in,  who  will  work  only  four  hoitrs  a  <lay 
will  live  with  his  family  in  a  cozy  litlii 
home  in  the  suljurbs  where  he  can  see  the 
sun  shine  and  breathe  the  fresh  air.  Th. 
use  of  the  wheel  will  have  so  improvetl  th( 
stamina  and  physique  of  the  race  that  tht 
only  causes  cf  death  will  be  old  age  anc 
accidents. 

liailroads  will  be  used  for  the  transporta 
tion  of  freight  only.  Every  individui^l  wil 
own  a  bicycle.  Those  intended  for  long  dis
